On  motion,  it  was  resolved  unanimously,  that  the  thanks  of  this 
Convention  be  presented  to  the  Rt  Rev'd  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
for  his  excellent  primary  charge,  delivered  this  day,  and  that  he  be 
reauested  to  furnish  a  copy  for  publication. 

The  following  resolution  offered  by  A.  C.  Magruder,  Esq.,  was 
adopted.  Whereas,  it  is  stated  that  a  tide  to  pews  in  Episcopal 
Churches  of  this  State,  is  claimed  by  persons  not  members  of  the 
Church,  and  in  consequence,  pews  may  be  unoccupied  while  the 
parishioners  are  in  want  of  seats.  Resolved^  That  a  committee  be 
appointed  to  enquire  and  report  to  this  Convention,  the  terms  on 
which  pews  are  possessed  in  the  Episcopal  Churches,  and  whether 
they  can  be  claimed  by  those  who  are  not  members  of  the  congre- 
gation.

RULES  OP  ORDER. 

I  St  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  with  prayer. 

2d.  This  convention  shall  sit  for  the  despatch  of  business,  from 
nine  o'clock,  A.  M.,  until  flirec  o'clock,  P,  M. 

3d.  Every  member  shall  take  his  seat  when  the  President  takes 
the  chair,  and  remain  uncovered  until  the  Convention  adjourn. 

4th.  At  the  opening  of  each  session  of  the  Convention,  as  soon  as 
the  President  takes  the  chair,  the  names  of  the  clergy  who  were 
entitled  to  seats  at  tlie  preceding  Convention,  shall  be  called  ov^r  by 
the  secretary  of  the  last  Convention :  or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  by 
a  Secretary  pio  tem.,  to  be  appointed  by  the  President.  The  Laj 
Delegates  shall  lay  their  certificates  of  appointment  on  the  table  ol 
the  Secretary,  and  subscribe  the  declaration  required  by  the  Consti- 
tution.  If  a  constitutional  quorum  be  found  present,  the  President 
shall  thereupon  declare  die  fact,  and  announce  that  the  Conventioi 
is  organized,  and  ready  for  tuHuess.  A  Secretary  shall  be  elected 
The  following  committees  stJIffiien  be  appointed  by  the  chair :  One 
of  Elections,  to  consist  of  three ;  (to  whom  the  testimonials  of  th< 
Lay  Delegates  shall  be  referred);  one  on  Accounts,  to  consist  o 
three;  one  on  Parochial  contributions,  to  consist  of  three;  and  on< 
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on.  the  rights  of  Clergymen  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  to  consist  of 
three  clei^ymen. 

5th.  If  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  not  be  present  at  any  meet- 
ing of  the  Convention,  at  the  opening  of  the  same,  the  names  of  the 
clergy  who  were  entitled  to  seats  at  the  preceding  Convention,  shall 
be  called  over  by  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention ;  or,  in  case 
of  his  absence,  by  the  first  named  member  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee who  may  be  present 

The  lay  Delegates  shall  lay  their  certificates  of  appointment  on 
the  table,  and  subscribe  the  declaration  required  by  the  Constitu- 
tion. ||(  a  constitutional  quorum  be  present,  a  President  pro-tem- 
pore  shall  be  elected  agreeably  to  the  seventh  article  of  the  Cpnsti- 
tntion.  A  Secretary  shall  be  elected :  and  then  the  chair  shall  ap- 
point the  several  committees  mentioned  in  the  fourth  Rule  of  Order. 
6th.  The  Standing  Committee  of  tlie  preceding  year,  shall  be  the 
committe  onihe  state  of  the  Church ;  and  all  parochial  reports  shall 
be  reCSrred  to  (he  said  committee. 

7th.  Every  member  who  shall  deliver  his  opinion,  or  speak  in 
any  debate,  shall  stand  up  in  his  place ;  and,  with  respect  and  de- 
cency, address  himself  to  the  President. 

8tn.  If  two  or  more  members  shall  rise  and  speak  at  the  same 
time,  the  President  shall  declare  which  shall  speak  first. 

9th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  any  debate,  ex- 
cept with  leave ;  nor  shall  any  member  be  interrupted  while  he  is 
fn>eaking  in  order.  And  if  any  member  shall  rise  to  speak  more 
than  twice  on  tlie  same  question,  without  leave,  the  President  shall 
call  him  to  order. 

10th.  Any  member  called  to  order  by  the  President,  or  by  a  mem- 
ber, shall  thereupon  take  his  seat. 

1 1th.  When  the  Convention  is  sitting,  no  member  shall  speak  to 
another,  so  as  to  interrupt  any  member  who  may  be  speaking  in  de- 
bate. 

12th.  No  motion  shall  be  debated,  until  the  same  be  seconded; 
and,  if  demred  by  the  President,  reduced  to  writing,  and  read  by 
the  Secretary. 

ISth.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  the  matter  of  tlie 
motion  shall  receive  a  determination  by  the  question,  unless  post- 
Doned  by  a  motion  for  postponement,  or  by  the  previous  question, 
Defore  any  other  motion  shall  be  received. 

14tli.  If  a  question  in  debate  conft|||  more  parts  than  one,  any 
member  may  have  the  same  divided  imo  as  many  questions  as  there 
are  parts. 

loth.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President 
Upon  all  questions  of  order,  tliere  shall  be  a  fight  of  appeal  from 
the  decision  of  the  presiding  officer,  to  the  Convention. 
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16tL  No  member  shall  absent  himself  fircmi  the  service  of  the 
Convention,  unless  he  may  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

17th«  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Conventicm;  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into  debate 
during  the  same  session,  except  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
Convention. 

18th.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  deemed  and  consi- 
dered the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future  Conventions,  until  altered  or 
rescmded ;  and  the  same  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  each 
Convention. 

Adjourned  to  meet  at  9  o^clock  to-morrow  morning. 

Thubsdat,  June  2nd. 

The  Convention  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  the  business  was 
opened  with  prayers  as  usual.  The  RevM  Jonathan  Judd,  Rev'd 
John  Johns,  and  Rev'd  Henry  Van  Dyke  Johns,  appeared  and  took 
their  seats.  Mr.  Walter  T.  Hall,  Mr.  S.  P.  Judd,  Mr.  John  W. 
Stump,  and  Mr.  John  6.  Black,  presented  their  testimonials  as  Lay 
Delegates,  and  subscribed  the  declaration ;  their  certificates  were  re- 
ferred to  die  committee  on  elections,  and  being  approved,  they  took 
their  seats  as  members  of  the  Convention. 

Major  Jacob  HoUingsworth,  S.  J.  Donaldson,  Esq.  and  Geni 
Thomas,  were  appointed  a  committee  to  examine  an  alleged  omis- 
sion in  die  last  journal:  it  is  there  stated  4n  the  list  of  parochial 
contributions,  that  Christ  church,  Baltimore,  pud  to  the  Convention 
fund  six  dollars,  there  was*  paid  at  the  same  time,  the  further  sum 
of  ten  dollars  to  the  Bishop's  fund,  which  does  not  appear  to  be 
credited.

The  Kshc^  made  the  following  communication  of  his  Episcopal 
transactiaDB. 

Iteo.  Brethren  qf  the  Clergy y  and 

Gentlemen  of  the  Laity : 

Ih  ccMnpliance  with  the  45th  canon  of  the  Oeneral  Conven- 
tion, I  now  present  to  you  my  fint  report  It  embraces  only  a  part 
of  the  Conventional  year,  from  21st  October  last  to  the  present  tune. 

The  first  Episcopal  duty  that  I  had  to  perform,  was  occasioned 
by  a  letter  which  I  received  from  the  Rev.  Wm.  L.  Marshall,  acler- 
gyman  of  this  Diocese,  bearing  date  the  21st  October,  notifying  me— 
^'  Unit  it  was  his  intention  not  any  longer  to  discharge  the  functions 
of  a  minister  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.*^  In  dischanre  of 
tbe  doty  imposed  upon  me  by  the  Srd  canon  of  the  Protestant  Epis* 
cqiel  Church  in  the  United  States,  passed  at  the  General  Conven- 
tkn,  in  the  year  1829,  I  have  recorded  the  declaration  of  the  said 
Wm.  L.  Marshall,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wyatt,  and 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Keech,  have  displaced  him  from  his  grade  in  the  mi- 
nistry of  this  church :  due  notice  thereof  has  since  been  given  to 
tbe  ecclesiastical  authority  of  every  diocese. 

The  first  confirmation  that  I  held  was  in  Trinity  church,  Balti- 
more, in  tbe  evening  of  the  22nd  of  October:  the  Rev.  Dr.  Montr 
gomery  bcm  Ptuladeilphia,  preached,  and  thirty-six  persons  were 
confirmed.  On  Sunday  the  14th  of  November,  I  preached  in  St.  Pe- 
teFa  cfaurdi,  Baltimore,  and  fifty-seven  persons  presented  them- 
selves to  renew  and  confirm  their  baptismal  vows.  In  the  after- 
noon of  the  same  day,  I  officiated  in  Christ^s  church,  Baltimore; 
but,  in  consequence  of  the  protracted  illness  of  the  Rector,  he  had 
not  been  able  to  prepare  any  of  his  congregation  for  comfirmation. 

Having  been  aosent,  nearly  two  months  finom  my  Parish,  in  con- 
sequence of  severe  family  affliction,  I  considered  it  a  duty  that  I 
owed  to  my  Flock,  not  to  leave  them  again  during  the  term  of  my 
engagement.  The  time  that  I  engaged  to  officiate  in  Chester  Pa- 
rim,  has  expired,  and  I  have  not  sinOB  taken  charge  of  any  other 
church,  presuming  fix)m  the  expression  of  a  general  desire  to  sepa- 
rate the  duties  of  the  Episcopate  from  parochial  obligations,  tnat 
something  may  be  done  at  this  Convention,  to  render  such  a  mea- 
sure on  my  part  unnecessary.    The  resolution  of  the  last  Conven- 
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tion  upon  this  subject,  has,  I  believe,  been  partially  attended  to; 
but,  I  am  not  able  to  inform  you  what  amount  of  funds  has  been 
raised  towards  effecting  so  desirable  an  object.  The  importance 
of  the  subject  will,  no  doubt,  suggest  itself  to  your  Consideration 
during  the  present  session. 

The  changes  in  the  clerical  body  that  have  taken  place  in  the 
Diocese  since  the  21st  October  last,  are  as  follows: 

The  Rev.  Charles  P.  Elliott,  Rector  of  Trinity  church,  Prince 
George's  county,  has  removed  to  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina. 
The  Rev.  Charles  Mann,  Rector.of  William  and  Mary,  Charles 
county,  has  removed  to  Alexandria,  D.  C.  within  the  Diocese  of 
Virginia.  The  Rev.  Ira  Parker,  has  removed  from  Baltimore,  to 
the  Diocese  of  Virginia.  The  Rev.  Robert  Ash,  has  removed  to 
the  Diocese  of  Kentucky.  The  Rev.  John  L.  Bryan  has  removed 
to  the  Diocese  of  Ohio.  The  Rev.  Henry  B.  Goodwin  has  remov- 
ed to  the  Eastern  Diocese.  The  Rev.  George  P.  Giddinge,  has  re- 
moved to  the  Diocese  of  Kentucky.  The  Rev.  Simon  Wilmer,  has 
resigned  the  charge  of  Queen  Ann's  Parish,  Prince  Georges  county, 
and  removed  to  Spring  Hill  Parish,  Somerset  The  Rev.  Geo.  L. 
Mackenheimer,  has  removed  from  St.  John's,  Prince  George's,  to 
Queen  Ann's,  of  the  same  county. 

The  following  clergyman  have  removed  into  the  Diocese  since 
October  last 

The  Rev.  Hector  Humphreys,  from  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut, 
has  removed  to  the  City  of  Annapolis,  and  taken  charge  of  St. 
John's  College.  The  Rev.  James  A.  McKinney,  a  Deacon  from 
the  Diocese  of  New  York,  has  taken  charge  of  King  and  Queen 
Parishes,  Chaptico.  The  Rev.  Frederick  W.  Hatch  from  the'Dio- 
cise  of  Virginia,  has  removed  to  the  city  of  Washington,  and  taken 
charge  of  Christ  Church,  The  Rev.  Christian  Wiltberger,  from 
the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  removed  into  this  Diocese  a  few 
months  past;  and  has  recently  been  appointed  to  the  care  of  the 
church  at  Rock  Creek.

During  my  late  ^dsitation  I  consecrated  to  the  worship  of  Al- 
Duglity  God,  two  chapels  in  Port  Tobacco  Parish,  by  the  names 


'r. 
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of  St  James'  and  St  Paul's  chapels ;  also,  the  church  id  St  John's 
Parish,  Prince  George's,  by  the  name  of  Christ  church. 

On  Sunday,  24th  April,  in  the  chapel  of  St  Paul's,  Prince 
George's  county,  I  admitted  to  the  holy  order  of  Priests,  the 
Rev.  John  Swan,  who  since  his  ordination  has  accepted  an  ap- 
pointment to  Trinity  church,  Upper  Marlborough.  The  Rev.  L. 
Wihner,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Grigg  were  present,  and  united  in  the 
imposition  of  hands. 

A  variety  of  circumstanpes  had  occurred  to  postpone  the  decision 
of  the  chiuch  in  the  case  of  Uie  Rev.  T.  Clowes,  L.  L.  D.  formerly 
Rector  of  the  Parish  in  this  place.  On  Monday,  28th  March,  how- 
ever, the  Standing  Committee  met,  after  due  canonical  notice, 
and  legal  summons  to  attend  the  trial  being  given  him  by  a  special 
messenger,  sent  on  for  that  purpose.  In  consequence  of  the 
absence  of  the  accused,  at  the  appointed  time,  I  proceeded  to  pro- 
nounce him  suspended  for  contumacy,  in  correspondence  with  the 
provisions  of  the  28th  canon  of  the  State  Convention ;  and  at  the  ex- 

!>iration  of  six  months,  unless  he  should  during  that  period  come 
brward  and  request  a  trial,  the  sentence  of  degradation  will  be  fi- 
nally pronounced,  and  without  further  process,  he  will  be  dismissed 
from  the  ministry. 

The  President  of  the  last  Convention  requests  me  to  state,  that 
few  matters  of  moment  occurred  during  the  period  which  interven- 
ed between  the  last  Convention,  and  my  consecration  in  October. 
The  measures  adopted  in  furtherance  of  the  last  named  event,  and 
the  removal  of  clergymen  to  or  from  the  Convention,  being  the 
only  communications  to  be  received  from  the  President  of  the  Con- 
vention, will  be  found  recorded  on  the  Journal  of  the  Standing 
Committee. 

There  is  one  more  subject  to  which  I  would  call  your  attention 
before  I  close  this  report 

The  Missionary  Society,  which  was  established  in  this  Diocese 
many  years  ago,  has,  from  some  cause,  ceased  to  perform  any  effi- 
cient operations.  At  this  time  it  exists  only  in  name,  and  unless 
something  is  done  to  arouse  its  energies,  it  might  as  well  not  exist. 
The  Rt  Rev.  Bishop  Onderdonk,  after  visiting  a  part  of  this  Dio- 
cese, in  his  report  to  the  Convention,  strenuously  recommends  the 
2  stem  of  Diocesan  Missions,  and  concludes  by  observing — ^^  should 
e  Diocese  of  Maryland  deem  it  advisable  to  carry  this  system  into 
extensive  and  vigorous  operation,  I  fed  confident  that  the  success 
will  be  more  than  proportional  to  the  efibrt"  And  the  Rev.  Presi- 
dent of  our  late  Conventions,  also  suggested  his  views  upon  the  sub- 
ject;  ^^  I  cannot,"  says  he,  '^  refrain  from  suggesting,  the  great  and 
increasing  necessity  which  appears  to  exist  in  many  sections  of  the 
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IMocese,  for  the  aenrice  of  Missionaries.  It  is  truly  painful  to  wit- 
ness there,  the  langtaishii^  state  of  die  church ;  a^d  nothing^  but  the 
eneij^tic  co-operation  of  all  the  parishes,  in  beludf  of  an  extended 
MiflsioDary  system,  can  procure  for  our  church  the  prosperity,  to 
which  her  eFangelical  doctrines,  her  pure  worship,  and  her  divine 
(Hmn,  justly  entide  her.'' 

It  is  certainly  an  imperious  duty,  that;  we  owe  to  the  church,  to 
pot  forth  our  energies  with  zeal,  in  order  to  save  her  from  entire 
prostration.  In  some  parts  of  our  Diocese,  she  is  only  known  by 
name,  and  tlie  present  generation  are  reminded  of  her  former  ex- 
islenoe  by  the  remiuns  of  her  dila{)itatcd  temples.  In  other  parts 
again,  there  are  a  few  Episcopalians,  who  yet  survive,  and  are 
wamdy  attached  to  her  venerable  forms  of  worship.  They  deeply 
deplore  the  causes  that  have  operated  in  producing  such  alamenta- 
Ue  state  of  things;  but,  are  without  the  necessary  means  of  procur- 
ing the  rq^ilar  ministrations  of  a  stationed  minister  of  the  church. 
Can  we  sit  uninterested  spectators  of  those  sad  events,  and  feel  no 
disposition  to  reach  out  our  hands  in  aid  of  our  suffering  brethren? 
I  am  sure  that  you  possess  too  much  christian  feeling,  to  turn  a  deaf 
ear  to  their  importunate  solicitations.  They  do  wjt  ask  us  to  take 
the  whole  buraen  upon  ourselves;  for  they  are  ready  and  willii^  to 
eo-operate  with  us  in  raising  funds,  if  we  will  promise  to  send  a  Mis- 
sionary to  preach  onto  them  the  words  of  eternal  life. 

What  we  intend  to  do,  let  us  do  quickly.  No  time  will  ever  be 
more  proper  than  the  present,  to  set  about  the  important  work.  A 
few  years  more  will  close  the  earthly  scene  of  many,  who  are  now 
perishing  for  lack  of  knowledge.  Can  we  hesitate  one  moment 
about  the  duty  we  ought  to  perform.^  ^^  Freely  ye  have  received, 
fitdy  give."  If  he,  who  gave  a  cup  of  cold  water  to  a  disci- 
ple cS  Christ,  did  not  lose  his  reward ;  how  much  greater  must  our 
reward  be,  if,  by  our  timely  efforts  and  persevering  endeavors,  we 
are  made  instrumental  in  saving  many  sends  from  death. 

The  domestic  and  foreign  Missionary  Society  have  kindly  offer- 
ed to  the  Diocese  of  Maryland  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  one 
year,  prorided  a  Missiimary  is  employed  by  the  proper  authority. 

The  following  resolution  was  submitted :  IZesobed,  That  a  com- 
mittee of  three  gentlemen  of  the  Clergy,  and  three  of  the  Laity, 
with  the  Bishop  as  chairman,  ex-ofBcio,  be  appointed  to  enmiire  in- 
to and  report  to  this  Convention,  some  plan,  by  which  the  Domes- 
tic Missionary  Society  mav  be  so  enlarged,  as  to  meet  all  the  exi- 
seAcies  of  the  church.  This  resolution  was  adopted,  and  the  fol- 
lowing committee  appointed :

Resolved^  That  it  be  proposed  to  the  vestries  of  the  several  pa- 
rishes in  this  diocese,  to  add  the  following,  to  the  9th  article  of  the 
constitution.  ^^  And  if  a  vacancy  shall  occur  by  death,  removal,  re- 
signation, or  otherwise,  the  remaining  members  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall  be  authorised  to  fill  such  vacancy;  always  supplying  the  va- 
cancy, by  one  of  the  order  of  priests."  The  whole  article  will 
tBen  read  thus : — Art.  9th.  Before  the  adjournment  of  each  Annual 
Convention,  a  standing  committee  consisting  of  seven  members, 
four  on  the  Western,  and  three  on  the  Eastern  ^ore  shall  be  cho- 
sen, from  among  the  order  of  priests,  by  a  joint  ballot  of  the  cler- 
gy and  laity.  And  if  a  vacancy  shall  occur  by  deatii,  removal,  re- 
signation, or  otherwise,  the  remaining  members,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  be  authorised  to  fill  such  vacancy ;  always  supplying 
the  vacancy,  by  one  of  the  order  of  priests. 

It  was  on  motion,  Resolved^  That  a  committee  of  three  be  ap- 
pointed, to  report  to  this  Convention,  what  steps  cajl  with  proprie- 
ty be  tsJcen,  during  Htm  sitting,  to  provide  a  support  for  the  Bishop.

It  was  then  resolved,  tliat  the  Rev.  Mr.  Claxton  be  admitted  to 
an  honorary  seat  in  this  Convention,  by  special  invitation  of  the 
same. 

The  committee  on  the  election  of  Lay-Delegates  reported  in  fa- 
vour of  the  gentlemen  whose  names  appear  at  the  end  of  the  Jour- 
nal. The  Convention  agreed  that  the  absence  of  a  testimonial  in 
the  case  of  Gen.  Thomas,  was  satisfactorally  accounted  for,  and,  that 
he  was  entitled  to  his  seat 

The  committee  appointed  on  the  subject  of  Pew  Rights,  made  a 
report,  accompanied  oy  the  legal  opinion  of  Mr.  Bayly,  as  follows: 

Accordii^  to  the  law  of  England,  the  parishioners  (who  are 
bound  to  keep  in  repair  the  church,  and  the  pews  in  it,)  are  entitled 
to  seats,  and  we  are  told,  that  the  power  of  the  ordinary  is  merely 
to  distribute  the  pews,  among  those,  who  are  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
church;  ^^  of  common  right,  observes  an  old  English  lawyer,  all  the 
seats  in  the  church  belong  to  the  parishioners  in  general,  who  are 
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bound  to  repair  the  church :  but  for  the  better  order  and  to  prevent 
the  confusion  which  would  follow  if  every  parishioner  sat  where  he 
pleased,  the  ordinary  has  been  allowed  to  dispose  of  the  seats.  It 
18  also  the  law  of  England,  that  no  title  to  a  pew  can  exist  but  by 
prescription,  or  by  a  faculty,  that  is,  a  grant  of  the  pew  by  theor- 
dinaiy.  A  seat  in  a  church  th&rej  does  not  belong  to  the  penonj 
but  to  the  AcNM e.  And  we  are  informed  by  Coke,  in  his  commentary 
upon  Littleton,  that  ^'  neither  can  a  nobleman,  esquire,  &c.  claim  a 
leat  in  a  churdi  by  prescription,  as  appendant  or  belonging  to  landf 
but  to  a  hmueJ"  A  faculty  or  grant  ol  the  right  to  occupy  a  pew, 
cannot  be  to  a  man  and  his  heirs;  again,  we  are  told  in  Jacob's  law 
dictionary,  "  church  wardens,'^  that  particular  persons  may  pre- 
scribe to  nave  a  seat  as  belonging  to  them  by  reason  of  their  estates, 
as  being  an  ancient  messuage,  &c.  and  the  seats  ha»k^  been  constant' 
ly  rtpmed  hy  them.  See  Thomas'  Co.  lib.  p.  207,  Comyn's  reports 
366.    Comyn's  digest,  <«  Esglise.''  (E.  3.) 

In  most  of  the  cases  in  the  English  books,  the  persons  cluming  a 
right  to  occupv  a  pew,  or  seat  in  a  church,  had  themselves  been  at 
tii^  expense  of  erecting  it ;  still  however,  the  officers  of  the  parish 
could  not  give  them  a  fee  simple  title  to  the  pews;  such  an  attempt 
would  be  inconsistent  with  the  obligation,  which  such  officers  are 
under,  as  wdl  in  Maryland,  as  in  England,  lo  provide  seats  within 
the  church  or  churches  of  the  parish,  for  aU  belonging  to  th^  parish, 
who  are  Episcopalians,  and  are  willing  to  contribute  their  propor- 
tion of  the  expense  necessary  to  keep  tne  propert]^  in  repair,  and  to 
the  support  or  the  minister.  Of  their  duty  to  provide  as  well  as  they 
can,  accommodations  for  the  really  poor  of  the  parish,  it  is  not  ne- 
cessary to  speak  here.  Of  the  nature  of  a  title  to  a  seat  or  pew  in  a 
church  in  England,  we  ma^  judge  from  a  late  regulation,  said  to 
have  been  adopted  by  the  Bishop  of  Chester,  and  which  nudces  com- 
moD  property  of  every  pew  m  a  church  which  is  not  occupied  when 
the  service  commences ;  thus  giving  to  the  meanest  beggar  in  the 
Ungdom  a  ri^t  during  the  service  to  shut  out  of  what  he  calls  his 
own  pew,  any  nobleman  of  the  land. 

Altosion  has  been  made  to  the  law  of  England  upon  this  subject, 
because,  it  is  supposed  that  many  utterly  groundless  claims,  which 
are  made  to  pews  in  this  state,  are  founded  exclusively  upon  what 
ie  thought  to  be  the  law  of  Englauid,  and  the  law  which  existed  in 
Maryland,  while  the  church  to  whidi  we  belong  was  the  religion 
established  and  supported  by  law. 

No  such  absolute,  alienable,  or  indefeisible  right  to  pews,  ever  ex- 
ited in  the  church  of  our  fathers ;  on  the  contrary,  the  power  of 
the  proper  (^cers,  to  enlarge  or  contract  the  building — ^to  alter  par- 
tly or  entirely  the  interior  of  it,  to  add  to  the  number  of  pews —

oes  of  worship  erected  by  any  denomination  of  christians,  are 
e  OM  of  the  members  of  such  denomination,  and  no  interest 
d  in  them  by  individuals  who  have  become  members 
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to  remove  pews,  in  order  to  substitute  benches,  or  to  erect  pews  in 
the  place  of  benches,  or  to  take  down  the  old,  and  erect  an  entirely 
new.building,  will  not  admit  of  question. 

If  such  was  the  case  formerly,  when  the  church  and  its  ministiy 
were  suppoited  by  enactments  of  tlie  state,  and  when  tlie  people, 
whether  of  the  church,  or  dissenting  from  it,  were  required  oy  law 
to  contribute  to  its  support,  still  more  true  with  respect  to  every  re- 
ligious society,  must  it  be  now,  when  the  state  makes  no  provision 
for  tlie  support  of  religion  in  any  form,  but  acknowledges  the  right 
of  each  individual  to  support  whatever  denomination  he  pleases,  and 
to  be  subject  only  to  the  regulations  of  that  religious  society  to  wliich 
he  attaches  himself. 

Every  congregation  among  us  is  a  voluntary  association  of  the  in- 
dividuals who  belong  to  it,  for  the  worship  of  Almighty  God,  ac- 
cording to  some  particular  form  previously  determined  u|>on,  and 
from  tills  association  each  individual  who  once  belonged  to  it,  has  a 
legal  right  whenever  he  pleases,  to  retire,  and  will  then  be  no  longer 
bound  to  contribute  to  the  expenses  which  are  afterwards  incuired 
in  the  support  of  it.  While,  however,  he  continues  to  be  a  member 
of  such  an  association,  and  claims  the  privileges  belonging  to  a  mem- 
ber, he  must  also  consent  to  bear  his  share  of  the  burthen.  An  in- 
dividual cannot  claim  the  privilege  of  a  member  of  any  such  socie- 
ty, or  of  any  other  association,  without  discharging  the  obligations 
which  arc  necessarily  incurred  by  each  member — ^without  contribut' 
ing  his  just  and  equitable  proportion  of  the  necessary  and  reasonable 
expenses  to  be  borne  by  said  association.  This  doctrine  of  contrir 
button,  says  Chancellor  Kent,  (4  Johnson^s  Ch.  Reports)  ^^  exists 
in  the  common  law,  and  is  bottomed,  and  fixed  on  general  princi- 
ples of  Justice."  It "  rests  on  the  principle  that  where  the  parties 
stand  m  equaHjure^  the  law  requires  equality,  which  is  equity,  and 
one  (or  more)  of  them,  shall  not  be  obliged  to  bear  the  burden  in 
ease  of  the-rest.''  Again,  he  tells  us,  "  the  doctrine  of  contribution 
is  founded  not  on  contract,  but  on  the  principle  that  equality  of  bur- 
then, (as  to  a  common  right)  is  equity."  This  doctrine  is  as  appli- 
cable to  the  rights  of  members  of  a  congregation,  to  the  church, 
and  to  seats  in  it,  as  to  any  other  property  in  which  men  may  have 
a  joint  interest  Hence  it  would  follow,  that  if  persons  once  mem- 
bers of  a  congregation,  retained  a  pew  right  after  they  removed 
from  the  parish,  or,  ceased  to  be  members  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal church,  they  would  still  be  bound  to  contribute  a  iiortion  of 
the  expenses  of  the  parish.  '^  The  obligation  arises  not  irom  argu- 
ment, but  from  the  nature  of  tlie  relation,  or  quern  ex  contracieej 
and  if  the  relation  still  continued,  then  ^'  one  party  can  compel  the 
other  by  action  to  contribute  to  the  expense." 
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Such  being  the  law,  where  there  is  ioint  ownership,  it  is  evidently 
die  interest  of  all  parties,  that  there  should  not  exist  in  pews,  or  in 
seats  in  church,  any  such  absolute  estate.  Accordingly  our  Act  of 
Assembly  neither  confers  nor  recognizes  any  such  right,  or  interest 
is  pewB,  but  dedares  that  the  vestry  of  each  parish,  for  the  time 
bentf  ^^OitnuUei  of  the  nontA,  shall  have  an  estate  in  fee  simple 
in  aU  churches  and  chkpeu,  and  in  all  glebes,  and  other  lands,  wad 
Aall  have  a  good  title  and  estate  in  all  other  proper^  heretofore 
bdonpng  to  Uie  Church  of  England,  or  which  shall  hereafter  be* 
long  to-  the  said  church,  now  ca^ed  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Cbnrch  in  Maryland ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  vestry  so  to 
manage  and  direct  all  such  property,  as  they  may  tiiink  most  ad- 
vantageous to  the  interests  or  the  parishiomrs ;  and  they  shall  also 
have  the  property  in  all  books,  plate  and  other  ornaments,  belong* 
iiig  to  saiQ  churches,  and  chapels,  or  any  of  them."  1798,  ch.  24. 
sect  9.  and  in  the  dause  (88th)  which  declares  the  vestry  to  be  a 
body  politic,  aDows  it  to  hdd  property,  ^^  and' to  apply  the  same  to 
Ae  use  of  their  respective  parishes,  provided  the  dear  yearly  value 
Aall  not  exceed  $2,000^'  exclusive  of  the  rents  of  petw,  collections 
in  chorches,  fiinml  charges  and  the  like ;  this  view  of  the  subject 
readfirs  it  unnecessiury  to  take  particular  notice  (tf  the  Slst  dause  of 
Ae  act  of  1798.  This  dause  was  evidently  inserted  ex-abundanti 
CMMjgfaj  and  cannot  change  the  law  upon  this  subject  No  body,  it 
is  mippoaedj  would  make  it  the  dut]^  of  the  vestry,  to  dispossess  for 
the  benefit  of  others,  those  already  in  the  peaceable  possession  of  a 
peir,  and  contributing  their  reasonable  part  of  the  expense,  neces- 
sary to  be  borne,  in  order  to  accomplish  the  purposes  for  which  the 
choibh  was  erected ;  neither  would  it  be  contended  that  upon  the 
death  of  the  head  of  a  family,  the  other  members  of  that  family,  d* 
dxiugfa  disposed  to  bear  their  share  of  the  burthens,  wodd  not  have 
a  jost  claun  to  retain  their  former  seats.  Such  is  the  law  of  our 
dmich,  and  such  is  the  law  of  every  other  religious  conununity  in 

the  state. 

Places  of  worship  erected  by  any  denomination  of  christians,  are 
far  die  use  of  the  members  oi  sudi  denomination,  and  no  interest 
can  be  claimed  in  them  by  individuals  who  have  become  members 
of  any  other  rdigious  denomination.  They  are  of  course  subject 
to  SQch  regulations,  as  those  entrusted  with  the  power  sliall  from 
time  to  time  establish.'  Any  other  doctrine  would  be  ruinous  to 
any  religious  conununity :  for  who  would  contribute  to  the  erection 
of  the  building,  if  after  it  was  erected,  the  other  contributors,  d- 
tfaoi^  they  had  removed  away,  or  connected  themselves  with  other 
denominations  of  christians,  could  still  daim  a  property  in  the  seats 
IB  church,  and  thus  prevent  othersii  who  are  disposed  to  become 
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memben  of  the  congpregation,  and  to  asaist  in  the  support  of  the 
minister,  fiom  obtaining  the  necessary  accommodations  in  the  build* 
ing } 

The  pews  would  be  diverted  from  the  purpose  for  which  they 
were  erected,  if  they  could  be  claimed  by  persons  not  (Usposed  to 
occupy  them  during  divine  service ;  if  they  could  be  made  the  pro- 
perty of  individuals  who  have  not  the  disposition,  and  cannot  be  re- 
Quired  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  minister  of  the  parish. 
Ail  who  separate  fnmi  a  parish,  must  therebv  necessarily  lose  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  wnicK  belong  to  members  of  the  parish : — 
must  rdinquish  all  the  interest  which  they  once  had  in  the  property, 
real  or  personal,  which  our  vestry  act,  vests  in  the  body  corporate 
^  as  inutUB  of  the  pomh,"  and  to  be  managed  as  the  vestiy  shall 
U  think  most  advanta^^us  to  the  interest  of  the  parishianeny  It 
will  be  added  that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  professor  of  Christianity, 
besides  being  ^  a  cheerful  giver"  for  the  support  of  religion,  and  its 
ordinances,  in  his  parish  and  elsewhere  to  sustain  and  promote  every 
eflbrt,  vdiich  may  be  made  to  provide  accommodations  within  the 
church  building  for  every  person,  whether  rich  or  poor,  who  may 
be  disposed  to  worship  in  the  church  edifice. 

Tour  committed  think  it  proper  to  make  part  of  their  report  a 
letter  written  upon  the  subject  by  an  eminent  legal  character, 
some  years  ago.  It  will  be  observed,  that  this  letter  was  addressed 
by  him  to  a  gentleman  who  was  himself  a  profound  lawyer,  and  for 
many  years,  had  been  a  judge  of  our  superiour  courts.  In  the  opi- 
nion expressed  in  the  letter,  so  far  as  it  had  relation  to  the  parish,  on 
account  of  which  the  enquiry  was  made,  it  is  understood  that 
Judge  Done  entirely  concurred.  Although  as  it  concerns  the  law 
of  jEngland,  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Bayly  does  not  seem  to  coincide  in 
every  respect  with  that  of  the  committee,  vet  the  difference  cannot 
effect  the  decision  of  any  question,  upon  which  it  is  required  of  tf^ 
committee  to  report 

The  committee  would  therefore  suggest  the  propriety  of  insert- 
ing said  letter,  with  this  report,  upon  the.  Journal  or  the  Convention.

DearSir, 

In  yours  of  the  29th  ult.  you  state  that  the  church  in  Princess 
Anne  was  formerly  built  by  subscription,  that  the  contributors  are 
all  dead,  and  their  descendants,  or  those  who  have  formed  con- 
nexions with  their  families,  claim  an  absolute  exclusive  right  in  the 
pews  originally  allotted  to  their  ancestors.  My  opinion  is  requested 
whether  such  claims  are  well  founded.  In  making  your  statement, 
1  presume  the  cbumants  have  no  other  right  to  die  pews  than  such 
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as  you  have  mentioned,  and  upon  that  principle  shall  give  you  my 
f^inioQ.     By  the  act  of  1798,  ch.  24,  sec.  9,  the  vestry  of  each  pa- 
nsh  are  vested,  as  trustees,  witli  Uie  fee  simple  in  all  churches  and 
chapels,  &c.,  with  the  power  to  manage  and  direct  the  same  most 
Id  tne  advantage  or  henefit  of  the  parishioners,* and  best  to  answer 
the  ends  for  which  those  churches  or  chapels  were  erected:  by  the 
Slsl  sec.,  the  power  of  selling  or  renting  tlie  pews  of  the  church,  is 
recognized  to  be  in  the  vestry,  in  all  cases  except  when  the  exer- 
cise, of  such  power  would  interfere  with  any  existing  right  or  title 
already  vested.    The  existence  of  such  a  right  or  title  must  be  de- 
rived from  the  vestry;  and  when  vested,  cannot  be  divested  or  in- 
terfered with,  as  long  as  the  party  performs  that  implied  or  express 
oondition  upon  which  the  grsint  was  made.    The  right  or  title  to  a 
pew  in  the  church,  is  upon  the  implied  condition  that  the  party  con- 
tinues a  member  of  the  church,  for  if  he  should  cease  to  be  a  mem- 
mer,  or  join  a  difterent  sect,  or  becomes  a  professed  worsUpper  in 
a  different  system  of  religion,  it  cannot  be  supposed  that  his  right 
should  still  continue  to  tlie  exclusion  of  the  faithful  believer.    It 
may  also  be,  upon  express  condition,  that  he  pay  annually  a  cer- 
tain rent,  for  the  support  of  a  Minister ;  so  long  as  he  complies,  his 
right  cannot  be  disturbed,  but  may  be  forfeited  by  a  non-compli- 
ance.   The  right  also  may  be  considered  personal ;  and  dies  with 
the  prcnirietor,  although  his  right  may  have  continued  undisturbed 
daring  his  life ;  it  is  not  either  a  real  estate  or  in  the  nature  of  such 
estate,  and  cannot  therefore  be  transmitted  as  an  inheritance  or  be 
divised.    In  England,  pews  in  the  church,  by  special  or  immemori- 
al custom  are  considered  in  the  nature  of  heir  looms,  and  descend 
from  the  ancestor  to  the  heir;  but  that  branch  of  the  common  law  is 
inapplicable  to  this  country,  and  more  particularly  in  this  state, 
where  churches  or  church  property  are  tiie  entire  creatures  of,  and 
subject  to  the  control  and  regulations  of  particular  laws  made  for 
that  special  puq)ose.    All  rights  and  titles  to  pews  must  be  derived 
from  that  source  and  none  other.  Voluntary  contributions  for  build- 
ing a  church,  cannot  thereby  vest  a  title  in  the  party  to  any  portion 
or  section  of  the  house ;  but  a  right  to  a  seat  or  pew  may  be  given 
by  the  vestry  or  managers  in  consideration  of  such  contributions. — 
A  right  thus  given,  is  only  a  privilege  to  be  enjoyed  according  to 
the  terms  and  extent  of  the  grant,  which  must  be  resorted  to  in  as- 
certaining the  nature  and  correctness  of  a  claim  derived  from  an  an- 
cestor who  once  held  sucli  privilege.    An  alien  to  the  church  can 
have  no  right,  although  his  ancestor  once  held  a  title.    If  it  were 
otherwise,  after  a  few  generations  shall  have  passed  away,  all  the 
seats  or  pews  of  a  church  might  be  owned  and  claimed  by  strangers 
and  schismatics,  to  the  entire  exclusion  of  its  adherents  or  children, 
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which  would  be  abused  and  repugnant  to  reason.  Therefore  I  am 
clearly  of  opinion  that  if  the  claimants  have  no  better  title  than  such 
as  you  have  mentioned,  their  claim  is  alt(^ther  without  foundation 
— and  that  the  vestry  have  clearly  the  control  and  power  over  the 
arrangement  and  regulations  of  the  pews  for  the  piirposes  designated 
in  the  laws,  and  that  they  have  ample  powers  to  dispose  of- them  in 
such  manner  as  shall  best  accomplish  tne  ends  for  which  they  were 
made,  and  they  as  a  corporate  oody  were  created.  My  engage- 
ments are  such,  that  it  is  not  in  my  power  to  communicate  to  you  at 
present  my  ideas  tani  reasons  more  fully.  You  will  therefore  ex- 
cuse this  hasty  answer  to  your  question.

On  motion,  it  was  Resolved,  as  the  sense  of  this  Convention, 
that  whenever  in  the  constitution  or  canons  of  this  Diocese,  the 
words,  "  State  of  Maryland,"  or  "  Maryland"  occurs,  btended  as 
descriptive  of  the  extent  or  general  character  of  the  church  in  this 
State  or  Diocese,  it  ought  to  be  understood  as  embracing  the  whole 
Diocese,  as  well  tiiat  portion  situated  within  the  present  limits  of 
the  District  of  Columbia,  as  that  part  which  is  within  the  geogra- 
phical limits  of  the  State  of  Maryland. 
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Report  of  the  committee  upon  tlie  subject  of  providing  a  fund  for 
the  support  of  the  Bishop : — 

The  committee  must  be  allowed  to  express  their  regret,  that 
more  attention  has  not  been  paid  in  the  parishes,  to  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  last  convention  upon  this  subject  In  the  Chester- 
Town  parish,  it  appears,  that  soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  last 
Convention,  a  plan  for  raising  a  sufficient  fund  for  the  support  of 
the  Episcopate,  was  prepared  and  recommended  by  its  vestry,  to 
the  other  parishes :  it  appears  moreover,  that  in  that  parish,  some- 
thing moie  was  done  than  merely  to  propose  apian,  that  a  subscrip- 
tion paper  was  handed  to  several  of  tne  parishioners,  and  it  is  pro- 
per It  stiall  be  mentioned  to  the  credit  of  those  in  that  parish  to 
whom  it  was  handed,  that  they  were  mindful  of  their  duty  to  the 
church,  and  not  disposed  to  let  its  chief  officer  toil  in  his  arduous 
office,  without  an  effort  to  make  an  adequate  provision  for  his  sup- 
port In  other  parishes,  it  is  understood,  that  similar  efforts  were 
made,  and  the  committee  have  reason  to  believe,  that  in  no  parish, 
was  there  any  evidence  furnished  that  the  members  of  the 
chnrch  were  unwiUinff  to  make  a  suitable  provisicm  for  the  Bishop. 

Some  parishes  probably  did  not  receive  a  copy  of  the  plan  pro^ 
posed.  The  committee  therefore  deem  it  proper  to  state,  that  the 
proposal  was,  that  each  member  of  the  church  shall  subscribe  to  the 
Testry  or  congregation,  such  sum  as  he  might  be  disposed  to  contri- 
bute to  form  a  permanent  fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate, 
and  agree  to  pay  one  tenth  part  of  the  sum  subscribed  with  interest 
on  what  was  due  from  him,  annually.  If  this  plan,  or  any  suitable 
plan  had  been  adopted  in  the  several  parishes  and  congregations, 
and  the  members  of  the  church  had  been  called  upon,  the  commit- 
tee cannot  doubt  that  the  requisite  sum  would  have  been  speedily 
Ribscribed.  The  plan  prepared,  gave  to  every  individual,  time  to 
pay  the  sum  which  he  subscribed,  while  the  interest  on  it  to  be  an- 
nually paid,  would  have  provided  an  immediate  support  for  the  Bi- 
shop. Every  vestry,  however,  and  every  individual  in  each  con- 
gregation, was  at  liberty  to  suggest  a  better  plan,  for  themselves, 
and  determine  in  what  way  they  would  contribute  to  the  fund. 

It  may  be  that  some  who  possess  a  willingness  to  contribute  to 
this  fund,  yet  declined  it  for  the  present,  because  they  supposed  the 
requisite  ninds  could  not  be  raised.  Your  committee  in  answer  to 
this,  would  suggest  that  the  course  which  wisdom  and  duty  dictate 
to  each  individual  is,  to  take  caro  that  he  himself,  promptly  performs 
what  is  required  of  him,  and  not  to  wait  till  he  has  ascertained 
whether  his  neighbours  (who  perhaps  are  waiting  to  be  told  what 
he  is  willing  to  do,)  will  follow  his  good  example.  The^  would 
respectfully  ask,  whether  if  it  be  believed,  that  a  Bishop  is  essen- 
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tiai  to  the  well-beiiu;  of  the  churchi  each  individual  ought  not  to  be 
willing  to  give  tohis  fellow  churchmen  a  good  example,  and  to 
ahew  to  all  others  that  no  matter  what  may  be  their  conduct,  he  is 
resolved  in  this  respect  as  well  as  in  others,  to  discharge  his  duty. 
A  few  such  well  disposed  individuals  in  each  parish,  could  not  fiul 
to  induce  even  the  mere  lukewarm,  to  be  likeminded  with  them- 
■dyes. 

To  the  clergy  of  the  parishes  and  congregations  upon  whose  zeal 
and  exertions,  this  and  every  other  effort  to  promote  the  interests  of 
the  church  verv  much  depends,  tlie  committee  would  observe,  that 
if  they  wish  to  have  a  Bishop  so  situated  as  to  be  able  to  render  the 
most  essential  services  to  tne  different  congregations  in  this  exten* 
uve  diocese,  they  must  feel  it  to  be  their  imperative  duty  to  avail 
themselves  of  every  suitable  opportunity  to  explain  to  the  members 
of  their  flocks,  the  advantages  of  having  such  a  fund,  and  the  obli- 
gation that  each  individual  is  under  to  contribute  ^^  according  to  bis 
ability.''  It  is  for  the  clei^  to  shew  that  their  own  hearts  are  in 
the  work,  that  they  really  feel  the  importance  and  necessity  of  it,  and 
that  it  is  their  most  earnest  desire,  not  only  that  the  requisite  funds 
nay  be  raised,  but  that  those  of  whom  thev  are  to  give  an  account, 
should  be  among  the  most  zealous  and  liberal  contributors  to  the 
fund. 

In  order  to  the  spiritual  prosperity  of  our  church,  it  is  necessary, 
that  its  chief  officer  should  be  in  a  situation  to  devote  his  time  to 
the  arduous  duties  of  his  office,  and  to  enable  him  to  do  this,  a  per- 
manent fund,  the  income  of  which  is  equal  to  his  support,  must  be 
provided.  This  fund  it  is  the  duty  of  the  parishes  and  congrega- 
tions to  raise,  and  if  the  contribution  of  each  person,  bears  a  reason- 
able proportion  to  his  wealth,  no  one  woula  feel  it  to  be  burden- 
some :  although  the  precise  sum  which  ought  to  be  contributed  by 
each  individual,  or  each  congregation  in  the  Diocese,  cannot  be  as- 
certained, yet  it  must  be  admitted,  that  while  the  poor  are  not  to 
withhold  their  mite,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  rich  to  ^^  contribute  of  their 
abundance.''  And  according  to  their  abundance  to  this  and  to 
every  other  fund  required  by  the  Diocese.  It  is  not  designed  to  in- 
timate that  even  the  most  liberal  donations  by  an  individual,  would 
furnish  conclusive  evidence  that  he  had  indeed  been  brought  to  the 
knowledge  of  Grod  and  of  His  salvation.  But  it  may  safely  be  af- 
firmed of  those  who  profess  to  be  christians,  and  especially  of  those 
who  partake  of  the  most  solemn  ordinance  of  our  religion,  that  if 
while  they  thus  profess  themselves  to  be  the  humble  and  devoted 
disciples  of  the  Lord,  they  are  not  ^^  ready  to  pve  and  glad  to  dis- 
tribute," in  order  to  promote  His  glory,  and  to  advance  the  inter- 
ests of  His  church;  if  they  are  unwilling  to  remember,  that  ^^  with 
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Mch  ncrifices  Qoi  is  well  pleased,^  and  without  such  sacrifices 
our  dblatioiis  are  vain.  Although  they  may  oflEer  to  H&n,  the  ho- 
m^e  of  the  lip  and  the  bended  knee,  yet  they  give  to  other  dei- 
fjet,  to  the  world,  the  flesh,  and  the  devil,  their  wealth ;  of  all  such 
it  may  be  affirmed  that  they  are  christians  without  Christianity:  the 
lo¥e  of  God,  is  not  *^  shed  abroad  in  their  hearts;^  *^  they  have  no 
part  nor  lot  in  the  matter ;"  they  do  bring,  and  as  long  as  they  thus 
Kt,  and  thus  profess,  they  will  bring  reproach  on  the  christian  cha- 
ncier. 

The  committee  hope  that  these  suggestions  will  be  seriously  con- 
ridered,  by  the  rectors  and  vestries,  and  others  of  the  several  pa- 
rishes imd  congregations,  and  that  a  fund  so  much  wanted  in  our 
draich.  win  forthwith  be  raised. 

Until  such  fond  is  obtained,  the  committee  are  of  opinion,  that 
teresdution  assessing  the  several  parishes  and  congregations  be  re- 
used, and  of  those  wbich  are  the  most  able,  a  large  anniud  contri- 
bution ou^t  to  be  required,  the  committee  submit  wiUi  thb  report 
tm  following  resolutim :

The  consideration  of  the  above  resolution  was  postponed  to  the 
Ist  August  next. 

It  was  on  motion,  Resolved,  that  it  be  proposed  to  the  vestries 
of  the  several  parishes  in  this  Diocese,  to  amend  the  2nd  article  of 
die  Constitution,  by  striking  out  the  words  "  Academy  or  Seminary 
of  Learning,^  wherever  they  may  occur  in  the  said  article,  and  sub- 
ilitate  the  words  Classical  School. 

The  Conunittee  to  enquire  into  an  alleged  omission  of  a  credit  to 
Christ  church  Baltimore  for  the  parochial  fund,  have  examined  into 
die  Secretary's  accounts,  and  are  impressed  with  the  belief  that  the 
surplus,  as  the  accounts  of  the  Secretary  exhibits,  fully  explains  the 
deficiency  represented  by  the  Lay  Delegates,  and  offer  the  follow- 
ing resolution  to  be  placed  on  the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 

Rtsohed,  that  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  be  applied  to  the  credit  of 
Christ  church,  Baltimore,  which  was  paid  by  the  Lay  Delegate  at 
the  last  Convention,  but  was  omitted  to  be  so  placed :  also,  that  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention  pay  out  of  the  Convention  fund  ten 
dollars  to  the  Right  RevM  Bishop  Stone.

Through  the  continued  favour  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  church,  this  congre- 

Stion  continues  in  a  flourishing  concUtion.  The  stated  services  on  the  Lord's 
y,  and  on  Wednesday  and  Friday  evenings,  have  been  well  attended  during 
the  past  year.  The  Sunday  Schools  and  Bible  Classes  have  continued  to  dis- 
pense the  meet  valuable  instruction  to  the  youth  and  children  connected  with 
them,  while  the  Charity  and  Adidt  Schools  attached  to  the  church  have  been 
equally  useful  to  those  of  a  different  class. 

The  effort  made  by  the  congregation  to  erect  a  new  and  large  brick  Lec- 
tnre  Room,  with  accommodations  for  the  Sunday  schools  in  the  lower  stoiy, 
Imui  not  diaumshed  their  usual  liberality  in  supporting  the  religious  charities  of 
the  dav. 

^  Within  the  last  few  months  it  has  pleased  God  to  "  send  down  upon  the  mi- 
nifter  and  people,  the  healthful  spirit  of  his  grace,"  as  a  consequence  of  thi% 
the  pious  people  have  been  aroused  to  unusual  zeal  and  diligence  in  their 
christian  duties;  and  many  who  have  been  hitherto  careless,  have  been  awak- 
ened and  incited  to  flee  mm  the  wrath  to  come.  The  **good  seed"  of  the 
kingdom  which  has  heretofore  been  sown,  is  now  springing  up  in  many  heartSi 
and  win  yield  fruit,  we  trust,  unto  hotiness  and  eternal  ufe. 

As  the  first  fruits  of  this  revival  of  religion,  thirty-one  were  added  to  the 
commumon  during  the  last  month ;  some  persons  are  daily  inquiring,  for  the 
first  time,  **  what  they  must  do  to  be  saved  ?"  and  others  are  brought  to  re- 
joice in  the  hope  of  the  gospel.  The  Rector  cannot  be  sufficiently  thankful 
tor  the  blesan^  with  whidi  the  Lord  has  followed  his  poor  and  unworthy  ser* 
vices^  and  relymg  upon  the  promises  of  him  who  is  able  and  willing  to  save 
unto  the  uttermost,  fervently  prays  that  the  good  work  of  grace  now  in  pro* 
gress  among  the  people  of  ms  charge,  may  be  carried  on  with  increasing 
power,  till  all  of  them  are  brought  to  exercise  repentance  towards  God  and 
nith  in  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  there  shall  be  no  room  left  for  <<  error  in 
fdigion,  or  viciousness  of  life."

These  services  have  hitherto  received  the  cordial  approbation  of  most  of  the 
congregation,  and  it  is  hoped  will,  under  the  blessing  of  God,  prove  exten- 
sively beneficial  to  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  people. 

The  Sunday  school  is  now  rapidly  increasing  in  numbers,  and  commands  the 
services  of  some  of  the  most  pious  and  respectable  members  of  the  congrega- 
tion, and  promises  to  be  productive  of  great  good  to  the  children  who  are 
there  instructed,  and  trained  up  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord.

whom  are  of  youthful  age,  and  of  all  of  whom  the  best  hopes  are  entertained. 
Others  too  are  roused  to  solemn  consideration,  and  are  beheld  with  much 
amdety  and  best  expectations  with  regard  to  the  issue.  The  church  is  well  at- 
tended, the  weekly  Lectures  sustained,  the  Sunday  schools,  numbering  that  of 
white  children  about  150,  and  that  of  colored  children,  about  80  are  in  a 
flourishing  condition. 

A  Bible  Class  has  recently  been  established,  and  is  a  subject  of  good  hope. 

Our  charitable  institutions  are  rather  languishing,  but  it  is  trusted  that  ere 
long  a  new  impulse  may  be  given  to  them.  The  visitation  of  our  good 
Bishop,  it  is  trusted,  and  believed  has  been  attended  with  a  blessing  from  on 
high.

Report  of  Rock  Creek  Church. 

The  Rector  of  Rock  Creek  Church,  having  so  recently  taken  charge  of  the 
parisli,  and  circumstances  intervening  to  prevent,  has  been  unable  to  obtain 
any  definite  information  respecting  the  state  of  religion  there.  He  has  not 
learned  the  number  of  communicants  attached  to  the  church,  but  supposes  it 
to  be  small.  There  has  been  one  funeral.  The  friends  of  the  church  in  the 
neighbourhood  have  exerted  themselves  in  a  very  praise-worthy  manner,  and 
succeeded  in  repairing  the  old  church,  reducing  its  size  in  the  interior  by  put- 
ting a  ceiling  below  the  ^llery  windows,  a  vestry  or  school  room  in  the  back 
part  of  the  building,  leaving  a  lar^  and  commodious  room  for  the  services  of 
the  church,  and  the  accommodation  of  the  inhabitants.  A  Sunday  school, 
which  bad  been  discontinued  for  several  years,  was  resumed  on  Sunday  the 
S2nd  of  May,  when  15  children  attended*!  last  Sunday  the  number  was  increas- 
ed to  38. 

The  restry  are  now  engaged  in  repairing,  and  enlai|^ng,  the  house  attached 
to  the  glebe  lands,  for  a  parsonag^.  The  church  is  well  filled  on  the  Lord's 
day,  and  an  interest  and  attention  manifested  in  the  worship  of  the  sanctuary, 
and  we  have  reason  to  hope  with  the  divine  blessing,  that  good  will  be  done 
there.

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I  have,  in  a  former  report,  noted,  that  the  cong^gation,  in  thii  Parish,  is 
imall.  It  consists  of  less  than  thirty  families,  and  these  are  chiefly  of  the 
town  of  Cambridge,  and  its  immediate  vicinity.  Since  under  my  charge,  it 
has  experienced  many  severe  losses,  by  deaths  and  removals;  its  situation  now, 
however,  is  as  promising  as  it  has  been  for  many  years,  and  in  some  respects, 
more  so.  The  Society  for  the  distribution  of  religious  Books  and  Tracts,  in- 
stituted last  year,  has  successfully  pursued  its  object ;  and,  I  have  reason  to 
believe,  not  without  some  salutary  effect.  It  has  expended  about  J530,  and 
thus,  by  it,  has  been  brought  to  the  families  of  its  members,  as  well  as  others, 
those  means  of  interesting  and  useful  instruction,  which,  in  their  almost  insu- 
lated situatioti,  they  could  not  otherwise  have  so  (^nerally  enjoyed. 

The  Sunday  School  has  been,  and  still  is,  maintained  with  a  veiy  laudable 
spirit.  The  attention  of  both  teachers  and  scholars,  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  Sundays  during  the  severity  of  winter,  has  been  almost  unremitted.  The 
average  number  of  scholars  is  about  twenty,  and  their  progress  is,  in  general, 
such  as  might  reasonably  be  expected. 


Spring  Hill  Parish,  Somerset  County. 

The  Rector  of  this  Parish  took  charge  of  the  same  at  the  commencement 
of  the  year.  As  it  had  been  vacant  from  the  time  of  Bishop  Stone's  removal 
to  Chester  town,  it  has  not  yet  been  in  his  power  to  ascertain,  with  certainty, 
the  number  of  families  or  communicants^  but  there  have  been  added  to  the 
communion  8. 

Sunday  schools  and  Temperance  Societies  have  been  organized,  and  the 
prospect  is  encouraging.

The  Parish-Church  is  much  out  of 
repair.  In  the  early  part  of  the  winter  it  could  not  be  occupied  with  com- 
fort  and  safety  to  health.  But  by  the  pious  exertions  of  a  few  ladies,  it  has 
been  made  less  uncomfortable. — Glass  has  been  put  in  the  windows— the 
doors  repaired,  and  a  suitable  stand  erected  in  place  of  the  inconvenient  pul- 
pity  which  was  formerly  used.  Much,  it  is  true,  has  not  been  done.  But 
when  we  compare  its  present  condition,  with  what  it  was  six  months  ago,  there 
is  cause  for  thankfulness  to  the  Great  head  of  the  Church,  that  He  has  put  it 
into  the  hearts  of  a  few  of  his  people,  to  do  any  thing  for  the  house  of  our 
God. 

This  Parish  cannot  be  said  to  be  in  a  flourishing  state.  Tlie  present  in- 
ciimbent  has  found  many  discouragements  in  the  lukewarmness  of  the  peo-

dier, in  hia  toiltome  march  through  this  world  of  sin.  But  he  has  reason  to 
beUcre,  that  some  who  have  not  come  out  entirely  from  amonr  the  wicked* 
ImTe  been  brought,  by  the  divine  bleistnr,  to  think  more  aeriouur  of  religion 
than  formerly :— others»  who  are  enrolled  among  the  followera  of  Christ,  have 
seen  the  necessity  of  a  more  entire  surrender  of  themselves  to  the  service  of 
God,  and  have  become  better  acquainted  with  the  plan  of  salvation,  through 
fiutK  in  a  crucified  Saviour.  The  general  appearance  of  the  congregations 
b  more  attentive  and  devout,  than  it  was  a  few  months  ago. 

Something  has  been  attempted  /or  the  spiritual  benent  of  the  black  popu- 
lation dT  the  Palish,  by  giving  them  familiar  instruction,  after  the  white  con- 
gregation has  left  the  Church  on  Sundays.  This  plan  has  succeeded  at  tiie 
Ckapek  beyond  our  most  sanguine  expectations.  Larve  numbers  attend,  and 
receive  instruction  in  the  christian  religion  with  thankfulness.  We  are  great- 
ly encouraged,  in  thia  department  of  our  labours.  Ten  or  twelve  coloured 
persons  wiU  be  ready  for  confirmation  when  the  Bishop  shidl  visit  us^  which, 
we  hope,  will  be  in  Uie  course  of  the  summer. 

A  Sanday  School  has  been  recently  established.  The  interest  which  the 
teachers  seem  to  feel  in  the  school,  affords  reason  to  believe  that  it  will

The  Rector  would  also  state,  that  in  addition  to  his  rejg^lar  labours  in  the 
pariah  church,  he  has,  for  some  years  past,  for  the  convenience  of  the  people 
m  their  difi*erent  neighbourhoods,  preached  afternoon  discourses  on  the 
Ixird*8  day,  during  the  Spring,  Summer  and  Fall,  at  St.  John's  Chapel,  and 
at  the  In^n  Town  School  house,  within  the  bounds  of  the  Parish.

One  Sunday  School,  the  present  state  of  which,  as  its  exercises  have  been 
suspended  for  some  time,  until  recently,  is  not  known  by  your  reporter. 

This  Parish  has  the  happiness  of  having  a  Vestry,  who  evince  exemplary 
diligence  in  managing  the  temporal  affairs  of  the  church.  Their  debt  con- 
tracted by  the  buudinfc  of  a  new  brick  church  at  Berlin,  the  dimensions  of 
which  are  50  feet  by  45,  has  been  for  some  time  discharged ;  although  the 
Vestry  were  compelled  to  depend  for  Uie  means  of  doing  it  principally  on  sub- 
scriptions obtained  among  themselves.  They  are  also  but  little  u  arrears  to 
their  present  Rector. 

He  would  be  roost  happy  to  state,  if  he  could  conscientiouriy,  that  the  spiri- 
tual state  of  this  Parish  was  hij^hly  protperout.  But  whilst  there  is  so  much 
indifference  manifested  in  rej^rd  to  personal  and  family  reli^on,  and  a 
uniform  attendance  on  the  services  of  the  sanctuary,  he  is  constrained  to  say, 
that  it  U  far  otherwiae.  Professors  of  religion,  are  not  as  exemplary^  as  he 
could  wish ;  neither  u  there,  in  this,  and  in  his  other  parish,  that  cordial  de- 
votion to  the  pure  and  distinctive  principles  of  the  church,  which  he  would 
rejoice  to  see  among  its  members.  The  hope  is,  however,  cherished,  that  in 
these  respects,  time  will  effect  a  most  desirable  improvement.

The  Rector  of  Trinity  Parish,  having  many  pressing  vocational  engagements 
because  of  his  so  recent  settlement,  and  the  travelling  arrangements  being 
such,  that  attendance  upon  Convention  would  cost  him  near  three  weeks 
active  parochial  service,  respectfully  forwards  the  subsequent  report.  That 
he  was  elected  into  this  Parish  upon  the  3d  day  of  June,  1830 :  but,  that, 
owing  to  occurrences  beyond  his  control,  was  unable  to  remove  his  family 
hither  until  the  latter  end  of  August.  Since  when  he  has  officiated  legularly 
upon  not  only  Sundays,  but  also  other  church  days.

In  William  and  Mary's  Parish,  Charles  County :

90  whose  ages  and  names  of  their  parents  have  been  re^^stered. 
He  has  married  9  white  and  2  colored  couple.    Also  in  Wil- 
liam and  Mary's  Parish,  Charles  Co*  1  white  couple,    .    .    12 
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upon  the  recent  yisit  of  our  Dithop,  39  persons  in  the  Parish  Church,  tnd  33 
in  the  Chapel  received  the  holy  rite  of  confirmation. 

He  has  administered  the  Holy  Communion  four  times  in  each  church  and 
thrice  in  private  to  sick  persons.  He  has  not  been  able  to  ascertain  the  pre- 
cise number  of  communicants  in  the  Pariah  when  he  settled*  but  believea  it 
to  have  been  80,  of  which  three  have  deceased,  three  have  removed  from  the 
Parish,  and  to  which  fifty-four  have  been  added.  He  sets  down  128  as  the 
present  pnbable  number  of  communicants  in  the  parish.  Some  days  of  each 
week  though  the  solenm  fast  of  lent  were  duly  observed  by  many  of  his 
parishioners.     Certain  of  them  exercised  abstinence  through  the  whole  term. 

The  Rector  has  found  the  visitation  of  the  sick  to  be  a  laborious  duty,  owing 
to  the  extent  of  the  Parish.  But,  from  the  good  which  has,  in  some  cases, 
resulted  Arom  it,  he  accounts  it  a  pleasant  duty.  The  season  of  sickness  pre- 
sents an  opportunity,  ^of  which  we  should  avail  ourselves  more  frequently  than 
we  do.)  to  urge  the  imperative  necessity  of  **  repentance  toward  God,  and 
faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ."  Tis  upon  the  immediate  approach  of  death, 
that  the  dissipated  mind  becomes  collected,  and  the  obdurate  heart  yields. 
'Tis  then  that  the  pomp  of  the  world  no  longer  imposes,  and  hence,  that 
temporal  thingt  dwindle  in  the  estimate  of  their  lover  to  their  real  nothing- 
ness, leaving  an  **  aching  void"  in  his  heart  which  nought  else  than  religion 
can  supply.  Tis  then  that  the  man  of  God,  marching  forth,  may  cast  in  the 
''good  seed"  that  will  grow  up  and  become  a  tree  which  will  bring  forth 
fruit  thirty,  nxty,  yea  an  hundred  fold,  and  which,  though,  its  roots  spread  on 
earth,  shall  rear  its  topmost  branches  into  the  heaven  of  heavens  !  ' Tis  then 
that  he  may  successuilly  apply  the  cup  of  religious  consolation  (too  often 
spumed  in  the  day  of  health  and  nftrth.)  to  the  parched  lips  of  the  sin-stricken 
worldling.  The  sinner  seems  indeed  to  be  more  or  less  than  man  who  can 
count  the  approaching  paces  of  death,  without  feeling  one  emotion  of  solici- 
tude, without  breathing  one  anxious  wish  to  be  prepared.  '1  he  condition  of 
that  man  is  far  from  being  enviable,  who,  tho'  unclothed  with  the  panoply  of 
Christ's  righteousness,  yet  without  fear,  sees  the  sword  of  divine  justice 
"  whet  and  furbished."  Most  men  wish,  at  that  time  to  be  saved,  and,  when 
in  the  retrospect  they  find  nothing  but  the  commingling  floods  of  guilt  and 
wrath  rolling  on,  and  in  the  perspective  see  nothing  else  than  the  lonely  path 
leading  them  to  the  dread  tribunal,  they  exclaim  "  help  Lord,  else  we  perish." 
Then  they  will  accept  the  terms  of  reconciliation  which  Christ  hath  empower- 
ed his  embassadors  to  tender.  Even  the  established  in  piety  when  entering, 
or  when  they  suppose  themselves  to  be  entering  "  the  dark  valley,"  seeX  and 
need  ministerial  assistance.  Obstacles  hitherto  insurmountable  have  prevent- 
ed our  opening  Sunday  School  in  the  churches.  It  is  proposed  to  establish  a 
Parish  Temperance  Society,  which  will  tend,  in  some  measure,  to  arrest  In- 
temperance, that  gigantic  vice  which  sweeps  over  our  beloved  country,  like 
the  deadly  Sirocco  of  the  desert,  prostrating  youth  and  beauty,  genius  and 
age,  morality  and  piety. 

The  Rectur  is  happy  to  notice  among  his  spiritual  cure  an  increased 
attention  to  the  means  of  grace,  attachment  to  the  distinctive  principles  and 
ceremonies  of  the  church,  and  a  spirit  of  sober,  unobtrusive  piety,  free  from 
that  tranrient  glow  of  enthusiasm,  with  which  so  many  are  now  animated. 

He  would  now  oflTer  unfeigned  thanksgiving  to  his  Heavenly  Father,  for 
any  good  which  has  been  done  for  immortal  souls  in  the  name  of  the  Holy 
Child  Jesus,  through  the  instrumentality  of  his  unworthy  servant. 

Portsno^e,  Triniiy  Panth,  Charlet  County,  FRANCIS  H.  L.  LAIRD. 
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The  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Parish,  Queen  Anne's  County,  begs  leave  to  re- 
port, that  during  the  year  commencing  on  the  10th  May,  1830,  and  ending 
10th  May,  1831,  there  have  been  6  Baptisms,  and  no  Marriages,  number  of 
Communicants  is  believed  to  be  10. 

In  taking  a  view  of  his  labours  for  the  past  year,  he  cannot  but  think,  that 
the  blessing  of  God  has  been  shed  upon  them.  It  is  evident  that  there  exists 
an  increased  interest,  respecting  the  public  services  of  the  church,  and  at  one 
of  the  houses  of  worship  in  the  parish,  more  particularly,  there  is  always  as- 
sembled a  respectable,  and  often  a  large  congregation.  This  great  duty  so 
clearly  due  both  to  God  and  to  society,  was  illustrated  and  enforced  at  an  enr\y 
period  of  his  course,  and  it  seems  to  have  had  the  desired  effect.  In  regard  to 
other  branches  of  his  duties,  he  states,  that  his  catechetical  instructions  have 
been  commenced,  and  he  has  now  a  growing  class,  which  it  will  be  liis  delight 
to  bring  up  in  the  principles  of  genuine  piety,  and  sound  religious  knowledge. 
His  efforts  to  establish  a  Sunday  School,  have  hitherto  proved  unarailiug- 
Situated  as  the  churches  are  in  the  country,  it  is  no  easy  matter  to  impress 
people  with  its  importance  so  far  as  to  induce  them  to  send  their  children,  and 
he  has  but  two  little  boys  whom  he  can  properly  style  Sunday  Scholars. 
His  exertions,  though,  in  this  particular,  in  consequence  of  its  great  importancet 
shall  not  cease.  A  scheme  has  lately  been  set  on  foot  for  the  erection  of  m 
new  house  of  worship  in  Centreville,  the  County  Town,  and  if  it  can  be  ac« 
complished,  it  will  no  doubt,  materiaUy  benefit  the  Parish.  Besides  afFording 
greater  conveniences  for  many  of  the  members,  it  will  bring  the  beautiful  ser- 
vices of  the  church  more  into  public  view,  a  thing  which  is  peculiarly  desira- 
ble. This  design  has  delayed  the  formation  of  a  Tract  Society,  which,  in  the 
event  of  its  succeeding,  will  be  instantly  pibposed.

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1st  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  with  prayer. 

2d.  This  Convention  shall  sit  for  the  despatch  of  business,  from 
nine  o'clock,  A.  M.,  until  three  o'clock,  P.  M. 

3d.  Every  member  shall  take  his  seat  when  the  President  takes 
the  chair,  and  remain  uncovered  until  the  Convention  adjourn. 

4th.  At  the  opening  of  each  session  of  the  Convention,  as  soon  as 
the  President  takes  the  chair,  the  names  of  the  clergy,  who  wer«> 
entitled  to  seats  at  the  preceding  Convention,  shall  be  called  over 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention :  or,  in,  case  of  bis  absence, 
by  a  Secretary  pro  tem.,  to  be  appointed  by  the  President  The 
Lay  Delegates  shall  lay  their  certincates  of  appointment  on  the  table 
of  the  Secretary,  and  subscribe  the  declaration  required  by  the 
Constitution.  If  a  constitutional  quorum  be  found  present,  the 
President  shall  thereupon  declare  the  fact,  and  announce  that  the 
convention  is  organizea,  and  ready  for  business.  A  Secretary  shall 
be  elected.  The  following  committees  shall  then  be  appointed  by 
the  chair :  One  of  Elections,  to  consist  of  three ;  (to  whom  the  tes- 
timonials of  the  Lay  Delegates  shall  be  referred) ;  one  on  Accounts, 
to  consist  of  three;  one  on  Parochial  contributions,  to  consist  of 
three ;  and  one  on  the  rights  of  Clergymen  to  seats  in  the  Conven- 
tion, to  consist  of  three  clergymen. 
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5th.  If  the'  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  not  be  present  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  at  the  openhig  of  the  same,  the  names 
of  the  clergy  who  were  entitled  to  seats  at  the  preceding  Conven- 
tion, shall  be  called  over  by  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention  ^ 
or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  by  the  first  named  member  of  the 
Standing  Committee  who  may  be  present 

The  Lay  Delegates  shall  lay  their  certificates  of  appointment  on 
the  table,  and  subscribe  the  declaration  required  by  the  Constitution. 
If  a  constitutional  quorum  be  present,  a  President  pro  tempore  shall 
be  [elected  agreeably  to  the  seventh  article  of  the  Constitution.  A 
Secretary  shall  be  elected :  and  then  the  chair  shall  appoint  the 
several  committees  mentioned  in  the  fourth  Rule  of  Order. 

6th.  The  standing  committee  of  the  preceding  year,  shall  be  the 
committee  on  the  state  of  the  Church;  and  aJl  parochial  reports 
shall  be  referred  to  the  said  committee. 

7th.  Every  member  who  shall  deliver  his  opinion,  or  speak  in 
any  debate,  shall  stan(J  up  in  his  place ;  and  with  respect  and  de- 
cency, address  himself  to  the  President. 

8th.  If  two  or  more  members  shall  rise  to  speak  at  the  same 
time,  the  President  shall  declare  which  shall  speak  first 

9th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  any  debate, 
except  with  leave;  nor  shall  any  member  be  interrupted  while 
he  is  speaking  in  order.  And  if  any  member  shall  ris^  to  speak 
more  than  twice  on  the  same  question,  without  leave,  the  President 
shall  call  him  to  order. 

10th.  Any  member  called  to  order  by  the  President,  or  by  a 
member,  shall  thereupon  take  his  seat 

11th.  When  the  Convention  is  sitting,  no  member  shall  speak 
to  another,  so  as  to  interrupt  any  member  who  may  be  speaking 
in  a  debate. 

12th.  No  motion  shall  be  debated,  until  the  same  be  seconded; 
and,  if  desired  by  the  President,  reduced  to  writing,  and  read  by 
the  Secretary. 

13th.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  the  matter  of  the 
motion  shall  receive  a  determination  by  the  question,  unless  post- 
poned by^  a  motion  for  postponement,  or  by  the  previous  question, 
before  any  other  motion  shall  be  received. 

14th.  If  a  question  in  debate  cont^n  more  parts  than  one,  any 
member  may  have  the  same  divided  into  as  many  questions  as  there 
are  parts. 

'  16th.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President 
Upon  all  questions  of  order  there  shall  be  a  right  of  appeal  from  the 
decision  of  the  presiding  officer,  to  the  Convention. 

16thi  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
Convention,  unless  he  may  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 
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17th.  A  Question  being  once  determmed,  shall  stand  as  the  judg- 
ment of  tlie  UOBventioii;  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into  debate 
during  the  same  session,  except  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of 
the  Convention. 

ISth.  The  foregoing  rules  of  order  shall  be  deemed  and  consi- 
dered the  rules  of  order  of  all  future  Conventions,  until  altered  or 
rescinded;  and  the  same  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  each 
ConventioQ. 

A  petition  was  presented  by  S.  I.  Donaldson,  Esq.,  for  the  ad- 
mis»on  of  Trinity  Church,  Cecil  County,  to  the  rignts  and  privi- 
leges of  membership  in  the  Church  of  this  diocese.  A  Committee 
was  appointed  to  consider  on  this  petition,  consisting  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  McKenny,  S.  I.  Donaldson,  Esq.,  and  Judge  Eccleston. 

In  conformity  to  the  forty-fifth  canon  of  the  General  Cpnyejp^on,. 
the  Bishop  delivered  the  following  address : — '•' 

•  ■         *  •  ■       * 

Aev.  Brdhrm, 

and  Bretkretfi  of  the  Laity : 

The  duty  belonging  under  the  canons  to  this  period  of  our  busi- 
ness, leads  me  to  remark,  that'Since  your  last  annual  meeting,  I  have 
received,  through  an  afflictive  dispensation  of  Providence,  a  re- 
newed admonition  of  the  vanity  of  human  expectations  and  purposes. 

When  we  parted  at  Chester-town,  it  was  with  an  humble  hq)e 
cherished  on  my  part,  that  the  succeeding  year  would  be  mariced 
with  much  usefdness  to  the  Church  in  this  Diocese ;  and  thus  to 
the  cause  of  our  divine  Redeemer.  To  sedk,  among  the  parishes, 
that  which  was  lost;  and  bring  again  that  which,  through  the  ea- 
snaremesto  abroad  in  the  Christian  world,  was  driven  awav  ;  to 
bind  up  that  which  was  broken,  and  strengthen  that  whicn  was 
sick ;  to  gather  the  lambs  of  Christ^s  fold  within  the  sacred  enclo- 
sure which  the  Apostolic  rite  of  confirmation  afibrds ;  to  send  new 
labourers  into  the  gospel  vineyard ;  and  to  confer  the  full  conunission 
of  the  Priesthood  upon  those  young  gentiemen  in  the  Diocese,  who 
**  having  used  the  office  of  a  deacon  well,^  by  their  eminent  fidelity 
and  piety,  have  purchased  to  themselves  a  tide  to  "a  good  de- 
gree;'^— these,  Brethren,  are  among  the  features  of  that  scene  to 
which  I  then  looked  forv<rard  with  an  equal  sense  of  pleasure 
and  dutv. 

But  the  wisdom  of  the  great  and  always  gracious  Pisp<^r,  has  * 
called  me  to  the  exeh^ise  d*  submission,  instead  of  permitting  me  to 
enjoy,  the  consciousness  of  activity  in  your  service.  Faith's  sternest 
conflict  sometimes  is,  in  consenting  cheerfully  to  withhold  our  own 
agency^  and  to  learn  that  the  Autiior  of  Faith  can,  if  he  pleases,  act 
without  us.    Days  of  languishing,  and  wearisome  nights  have  been 
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*  appointed  unto  me,  and  I  have  now  but  a  brief  catalogue  of  per- 
formances in  the  Episcopal  office  to  report,  as  a  means  of  future 
encouragement  and  direction. 

I  have  allowed  myself  thus  far  to  occupy  your  time  with  the 
expression  of  my  own  feelings  and  interests,  only  to  invoke  the  for- 
bearance and  patient  consideration  of  those  parishes  or  individuals 
who  have  suffered  loss  through  my  Providential  infirmities. 

The  Episcopal  visitations  that  I  have  been  permitted  to  make, 
are  as  follows : 

On  Saturday,  the  10th  of  July,  1831, 1  preached  in  William  and 
Mary  parish,  and  consecrated  to  the  service  of  Almighty  Qod  a 
new  Church  by  the  name  of  Trinity.  On  the  same  occasion,  I  con- 
firmed twenty-eight  white  and  one  colored  person. 

On  Sunday,  the  17th,  I  preached  at  Poplar  Hill  Church,  in  the 
same  parish,  and  confirmed  eleven  white  persons. 

On  Monday,  the  18th,  I  preached  in  St  Andrew's  parish,  St 
Mary's  County,  and  confirmed  twenty-three  white  ana  thirty-six 
colored  persons. 

On  Tuesday,  the  19th,  I  preached  in  King  and  Queen  parish, 
Chaptico,  and  confirmed  eleven  white  and  eleven  colored  persons : 
and  admitted  the  Rev.  James  A.  McKinney  to  the  sacred  oirder  of 
Priesthood.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Mitchell,  N.  M.  Jones,  C.  F.  Jones 
and  Laird,  united  in  laying  on  of  hands. 

On  Wednesday,  2()th,  in  the  same  parish,  I  preached  in  All 
Samts  Church,  and  confirmed  fouteen  white  and  sixteen  cdiored 
persons.    * 

On  Saturday,  23d,  I  preached  in  St  Bartholomew's  parish, 
Montgomery  County,  and  confirmed  twenty-three  white  persons.  ^ 

On  Sunday,  24th,  I  preached  in  the  Church  m  Rockville,  and 
confiirmed  thirteen  white  and  one  colored  person.  Also  at  night  I 
preached  in  the  same  Church,  and  administered  the  sacrament  of 
the  Lord's  Supper. 

On  Monday,  25th,  I  preached  m  St  Peter's  Church,  Montgo- 
mery Coun^,  and  confirmed  twenty-three  white  persons. 

On  Tuesday,  26th,  I  preached  and  confirmed  thirteen  white  and 
one  colored  person,  in  Zion's.  Church,  Frederick  County. 

On  the  evening  of  26th,  I  preached  in  Frederick-town,  All 
Saints  oarish.  On  the  next  day  (27th),  I  again  preached  in  the 
same  Church,  and  confirmed  nineteen  white  and  five  colored  persons. 

On  Thursday,  28th,  I  preached  in  St  Mark's  parish,  Maryland 
Tract,  and  consecrated  a  new  Church  by  the  name  of  St  Marks. 

On  Friday,  29th,  I  preached  at  Sharpsburgh,  St  Paul's  parish, 
Washington  County,  and  consecrated  a  well  finished  Church  by  the 
name  of  St  Paul's.  I  also  confiirmed  thirteen  white  i^^d  four 
colored  persons. 
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On  Sunday,  Slst,  I  preached  in  Hagers-to\vn,  and  confirmed 
seven  white  persons.  At  night,  I  again  preached  in  the  s&me 
church. 

.  On  Tuesday,  2d  August,  I  preached  in  Hancock,  and  confirmed 
seven  white  persons. 

On  Thursday,  4th,  I  preached  in  Cumberland,  Alleghany  County. 

On  Sunday,  11th  of  September,  I  preached  in  Princess  Anne, 
Somerset  parish,  Somerset  County. 

On  Wednesday,  5th  October,  in  Great  Choptank  parish,  Dor- 
chester County,  I  admitted  to  the  order  of  Deacons,  John  M. 
Robertson,  an  alumnus  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  McEIhiney  preached  the  ordination  sermon. 

On  Friday,  28th,  and  Saturday,  29th  October,  I  preached  in  SL 
Peter's  parish,  Talbot  County ;  the  former  day  .at  White  Marsh 
Church,  and  the  latter  day  in  St.TauPs,  Easton. 

On  Sundays  the  30th,  I  preached  in  St.  MichaePs  Church,  St. 
MichaePs  parish,  Talbot  County ;  and  admitted  to  the  holy  order  of 
Priests,  the  Rev.  Robert  W.  Goldsborough.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Spen- 
cer and  Rev.  Mr.  Bayne  united  in  the  imposition  of  hands.  At  the 
same  time  were  confirmed  thirteen  white  persons. 

On  Monday,  31st,  I  preached  at  Miles  River  Ferry,  in  .St.  Mi- 
chaePs parish,  and  confirmed  nine  white  persons. 

On  Tuesday,  1st  November,  I  preached  in  Wye  Church,  St. 
PauPs  parish.  Queen  Anne  County. 

On  Wednesday^  2d,  I  preached  in  the  Church  near  Centreville, 
and  confirmed  seven  white  persons. 

On  Sunday,  22d,  I  attended  at  Rehoboth  Church,  Coventry 
parish,  Somerset  County ;  but  did  not  preach  in  consequence  of 
the  inclemency  of  the  day. 

On  Monday,  23d,  I  preached  at  Dividing  Creek  Church,  in  the 
same  parish ;  and  confirmed  three  white  persons^. 

Here  ends  my  Episcopal  visitations  for  the  last  Conventional 
year.  It  was  my  intention  to  have  visited  all  the  Churches  in  the 
Diocese  before  the  present  Convention,  but  have  been  Providentially 

Crevented  by  my  last  protracted  illness.  Should  the  Almighty,  in 
is  wisdom,  see  fit  to  restore  me  to  health,  the  few  remaining  days 
of  my  life  shall  be  devoted  to  the  important  duties  of  this  Diocese. 
Clerical  changes : — The  Rev.  Mr.  Stratton  has  removed  to  the 
Diocese  of  Connecticut ;  Rev.  Mr.  Grigg  to  the  Diocese  of  New 
York ;  the  Rev.  C.  F.  Jones  to  the  Eastern  Diocese ;  Rev.  John 
M.  Robertson,  immediately  after  his  ordination,  to  the  Diocese  of 
Connecticut ;.  Rev.  Mr.  Johns,  from  the  City  of  Washington,  D.  C, 
to  the  Diocese  of  New  York ;  Rev.  Fitch  W.  Taylor,  Deacon, 
from  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  has  taken  charge  of  William  and 
Mary  parish,  Charles  County;  Rev.  Henry  B.  Goodwin,  from  the 
Eastern  Diocese,  has  the  charge  of  St  Paul's  parish^Priuc^Cxeoi^is?^ 
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County.    During  the  last  autumn,  Rev.  Mr.  Bradley  removed  into 
Maryland  from  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut,  and  accepted  an  ap- 

E ointment  to  act  as  domestic  Missionary  in  the  suburbs  of  Baltimore ; 
ut  his  health  and  other  circumstances  induced  him  very  soon  after 
this  commencement  of  his  duty,  to  return  to  Connecticut  Rer. 
Mr.  KcKenney,  Rector  of  King  and  Queen  parish,  had  taken 
charge  of  St.  Stephen's,  Cecil  County.  Rev.  John  Forman,  Rec- 
tor of  All  Hallows,  Anne  Arundel  County,  had  removed  to 
Worcester  County. 

Deaths. — ^Rev.  Mr.  Shaw,  an  aged  Minister  of  our  Church,  who 
resided  near  Charlotte  Hall ;  and  Rev.  Grandison  Aisquith,  of  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  have  been  called  away  to  give  an  account  of  their 
stewardship. 

Within  a  few  days  of  the  expiration  of  the  six  months  allowed 
to  Dr.  Clowes  by  the  canons  to  abandon  his  contumacy  in  resisting 
the  discipline  of  the  Church,  he  wrote  to  me  demanding  a  triaL 
The  season  then  approaching  would  have  rendered  it  difficult  for 
him,  and  in  some  degree  for  the  Standing  Committee,  to  assemble 
at  Chestertown ;  and  the  twenty -second  day  of  March  was  there- 
fore appointed  for  the  trial.  On  that  day  the  Standing  Committee 
met.  Dr.  Clowes  appearing  neither  in  person  nor  by  council,  on 
that  nor  the  succeeding  day ;  his  continued  contumacy,  aggravated 
by  a  new  expression  of  contempt  for  public  opinion  and  eccle- 
siastical authority,  warranting  the  most  painful  convictions  of  his 
nnworthiness ;  I  was  constrained  to  pronounce  the  sentence  of  his 
degradation  from  the  ministry  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  April, 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two. 

I  will  detain  you,  Brethren,  by  adding  to  this  report  but  a  few 
observations.  Every  year  that  is  taken  from  our  life,  every  Provi- 
dential dispensation  which  causes  us  to  feel  its  vanity  and  insta- 
bility,  all  that  we  observe  of  the  experience  of  our  fellow  men,  has  a 
tendency  to  exalt  still  more  and  more  our  sense  of  the  value  of  the 
Gospel,  of  dependence  upon  its  principles  and  consolations,  and  of 
the  duty  of  unwearied  efforts  to  exte'hd  an  efficient  knowledge  of  it 
Let  it  be,  my  Reverend  Brethren,  one  of  the  means  by  which  you 
bflame  your  zeal  in  the  cause  of  our  Master,  to  look  upon  those 
whom  he  has  committed  to  your  care,  and  consider  what  would  be 
their  condition  without  Christ  Observe  how  helpless  they  are  in 
their  infirmities,  how  weak  in  their  resistance  of  temptation,  "how 
sad  in  their  afflictions,  how  agitated  and  alarmed  in  the  approach  of 
death.  And  when  you  consider  that  the  gospel  which  we  preach, 
comprehends  pardon,  peace  of  conscience,  cleansing  from  the  de- 
fflement  of  sin,  victory  over  temptation,  a  resigned  spirit  in  adver- 
sity, firmness  and  dignity  in  every  condition,  and  hope-rejoicings 
triumph,— in  that  awful  hour  which,  without  the  light  of  revelation, 
must  be  one  of  indescribable  xonstemation  and  dismay,  you  will 
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feel  the  force  of  the  obligation  to  be  diligent,  that  when  the  Master 
Cometh  he  may  find  you  watching. 

It  cannot  be  that  that«  gracious  Being,  i^ho,  enteHng  with  the 
utmost  minuteness  into  arrangements  for  our  bodily  comfort,  has 
created  the  earth  a  vast  laboratory  for  the  production  of  means  and 
iostroments  of  our  safety  and  support,  has  been  less  solicitous  con- 
cerning his  schemes  for  our  spiritual    welfare.      It    would   be 
Dtteriy  inconsistent  with  that  analogy  which,  in  other  respects,  we 
find  existing  between  the  natural  and  moral  world,  had  he  contented 
himself  with  a  mere  message  announcing  his  merciful  intentions. 
Fruitless  would  have  been  the  news  that  his  Son  had  died  to  save 
those  who  would  listen  to  overtures  of  mercy,  and  acquire  a  perfec- 
tion of  holiness,  if,  while  it  was  hostile  to  their  deepest,  mightiest 
pasHuons,  no  other  means  were  furnished  for  the  attainment  of  that 
{ioline8s,.than  a  naked  declaration  of  Grace  in  the  universal  Sovereign . 
This  would  be  sanctioning  the  error  of  h:s  fallen  creatures,  who, 
while  they  are  prodigal  of  care  for  the  perishing  body,  leave  the 
safety  of  the  soul  to  be  secured  by  vague  intentions  and  careless 
measores.    But  wisdom  and  efficiency  characterise  all  the  arrange- 
ments of  the  Almighty.     And  in  instituting  his  Church,  he  has  con- 
centnted  there  all  the  means  of  renewing,  sanctifying,  reconciling, 
f^rifying  our  nature.    To  his  Church  pertain  the  adoption,  and  the 
covenant,  and  the  promises.    Not  a  promise  can  be  found  under  the 
gospel, — ^through  Christ — ^but  to  the  Church.  And  in  the  Word,  the 
Ordinances  and  the  Ministry,  we  find  evidences  of  His  concern  for 
our  spiritual  welfare,  corresponding  with  the  benevolence  which  our 
bodily  constitution  manifests  for  our  present  enjoyment     Since  then 
the  Church  is  the  production  of  Divine  wisdom,  for  the  accom- 
plishment of  the  purposes  of  Divine  love,  let  us  gratefully  esteem, 
and  faithfully  sustain,  and  zealously  defend,  and  conscientiously  and 
uniformly  obey  it.     But  still  forget  not  tliat  it  is  but  a  means. 
Forget  not  that  holiness  is  the  end;  conformity  to  Christ  the 
temper;  practical  piety  the  business;  the  gospel,  not  the  world,  the 
standard,  of  those  who  derive  any  thing  but  increased  accountability 
from  their  connexion  with  it 

I  cannot  conclude  this  address  without  fervently  praying  the 
Great  Author  of  our  holy  religion,  that  HE  will  be  pleased  to  illu- 
minate, guide  and  bless  you  in  all  your  consultations  to  the  advance- 
ment of  liis  own  glory,  and  the  peace,  happiness,  and  prosperity, 
of  His  Church.  ' 


The  Parochial  reports  were  presented,  and  read  by  the 
SecretarjT. 

The  Treasm*er^B  account  with  the  Convention  was  presented, 
lead  and  referred  to  the  Conunittee  on  Accoimts ;  also,  his  report  in 
vefareiice  to  the  fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate : — 
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The  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  who  has  charge  of  the  fund  for 
the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  takes  leave  to  report, — That  since 
the  meeting  of  the  last  Convention,  the  thfee  certificates  of  United 
Slates  exchanged  4J  per  cent  Stock  held  by  tl:e  Convention,  has 
been  paid  oif;  and  that  he  has  invested  five  hundred  dollars  in  a 
certificate  of  trust  of  the  Baltimore  Life  Insurance  Company,  bearing 
an  interest  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  yearly.

It  was  then  moved  arid  seconded — that,  whereas  the  Rev.  Cle- 
ment F.  Jones,  in  the  coarse  of  the  last  year,  took  letters  dimissory 
from  the  Bishop  of  this  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Eastern  Diocese, 
which  were  received  by  the  latter;  and  although  the  said  Rev. 
gentleman  has  since  returned  to  the  Diocese,  and  has  taken  charge 
of  a  parish  therein,  yet  six  months  have  not  elapsed  since  bis  return. 

Wherefore,  Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Clement  F.  Jones,  for  the 
wttnt  of  six  months  canonical  residence,  as  required  by  the  late 
amendment  of  the.  Constitution,  is  not  now  entitled,  to  a  seat  in 
this  Convention. 

Tlus  resolution  was  passed,  and  the  report  of  the  Committee 
accepted,  with  the  exception  above  stated. 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  to  ascertain 
"  the  practicability  and  expediency  of  publishing  the  Journal  of 
the  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  from  the  period  of  its  organization 
to  the  present  time,"  presented  their  report,  which  was  read  and 
withdrawn,  for  the  purpose  of  substituting  the  following  resolution, 
which,  being  read,  was  ordered  to  lie  upon  the  table. 

Resohedj  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  enquire  into  the 
expediency  of  publishing  a  compilation  of  the  Constitution  and 
canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States,  and 
of  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  the  laws  of  Maryland  relating  to  this 
Church;  together  with  such  parts  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention 
of  this  Diocese,  from  the  period  of  the  organization  of  the  Church 
to  this  time,  and  other  documents  considered  to  be  important,  as 
may  appear  proper,  and  to  report  thereon  to  the  next  Convention. 

The  Committee  on  Elections  of  Lay  Delegates  reported  in  favour 
of  the  gentlemen  whose  names  appear  on  the  4th  ana  5th  pagea. 
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The  following  was  sabmitted  by  A.  C.  Magruder,  Esq. — • 

■ 

Whereas,  it  was  proposed  by  the  last  Convention  of  this  Church, 
to  the  several  parishes,  to  add  to  the  9tb  article  of  the  Constitution: 
*^  and  if  a  vacancy  shall  occur  by  death,  removal,  resignation,  or 
otherwise,  the  remaining  members,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  be 
authorized  to  fill  such  vacancy;  always  supplying  the  vacancy  by 
one  of  the  order  of  Priests :" 

Whereupon,  Resolved^  That  the  said  proposal  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby  approved  of,  and  the  words  aforesaid  made  a  part  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Maryland,  to  be 
added  to  the  9th  article  thereof,  as  proposed. 

The  above  preamble  and  resolution  were  passed ;  the  votes  on 
the  same  being  taken  by  each  order  separately. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Standing  Committee  for  the  past  year, 
were  read  and  approved. 

The  sum  of  ten  dollars  was  ordered  to  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  in 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  to  the  order  of  Dr.  Wyatt,  for  expenses 
incurred  by  the  Standing  Committee,  in  notifying  the  Rev.  Timothy 
Clowes  of  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  his  trial.

The  Convention  met,  according  to  adjournment. 

After  the  usual  service  of  prayer,  the  House  proceeded  to  business. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  minutes  of  tlie  former  proceedings 
were  read  and  approved. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Trinity 
Church,  Elkton,  Cecil  County,  made  the  following  report : — 

The  Committee  appointed  on  the  petition  of  James  Sewell,  and 
others,  of  Cecil  County,  beg  leave  to  report, — that  it  appears  to  be 
expedient  to  authorize  the  petitioners  to  form  themselves  into  a 
separate  congregation  within  the  bounds  of  St  Mary  Ann's  parish, 
in  said  County,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution  : 

Resokfed^  That  the  leave  of  the  Convention  be  given  to  the  Rev. 
Wm^  Didce,  Rev.  Wm.  Henry  Rees,  James  Sewell ,  Henr;  HoV- 
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lio^worth,  and  others,  to  form  a  separate  congregation  in*  Elktoo, 
Cecil  County ;  and  that  when  the  said  congregation  sball  be  incor- 
porated under  the  existing  Law  of  1802,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  ail 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  other  congiegations  or  parishes  in  the 
Diocese.  The  above  resolution  was  agreed  to  by  the  Convention. 
The  Standing  Committee,  acting  as  a  .Committee  on  the  state  of 
the  Church,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  accepted : — 

By  a  rule  of  the  Convention,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  to  prepare  a  report  on  the  state  of  the  Church  within 
our  ecclesiastical  bounds.  In  compliance  with  this  requisition,  they 
beg  leave  to  present  the  following: — 

The  parochial  reports  afford  evidence  of  the  gradual  increase  of 
practical  piety  in  those  parishes  which  are  blessed  with  the  ser- 
vices of  Clergymen.  The  number  of  communicants  is  regularly, 
though  not  rapidly,  augmenting.  The  visitation  of  the  bishop,  in 
many  of  our  parishes,  was  productive  of  very  happy  results.  The 
decided  attachment  of  our  people  to  the  Apostolic  constitution  of 
the  ministry,  has  been  strikingly  manifested  by  the  cordiality  and 
respect  with  which  they  received  and  welcomed  the  individual  who 
bears  its  highest  commission,  and  his  conciliatory  manners  and 
evangelical  preaching  secured  universal  esteem  and  affection.  He 
was  every  where  hailed  as  a  messenger  from  the  Lord  of  Hosts; 
and  the  holy  rite,  by  which  the  young  are  confirmed  in  the  posses- 

|sion  of  godliness,  was  received  with  devout  solemnity  by  many 
willing  disciples.  -  It  seems  only  necessary  to  exhibit  the  claims  of 
our  Church  in  the  clear  light  of  truth,  to  ensure  her  extension  and 
prosperity.  She  wants  only  able  and  faithfal  advocates.  Being 
built  on  the  foundation  of  the  apostles  and  prophets,  and  having 
Jesus  Christ  himself  for  her  chief  corner  stone,  she  rears  her  head 
unhurt  amidst  the  storms  of  heresy  and  schism,  which  are  now  deso- 
lating the  Christian  world.  The  late  severe  and  protracted  illness 
of  the  Right  Reverend  head  of  our  Diocese,  was  deeply  lamented 
by  every  individual  under  his  pastoral  superintendence ;  and  the  Com- 
mittee feel  assured,  that  the  members  of  this  Convention  join  with 
unanimous  consent  in  gratitude  to  the  Almighty  Disposer  of  events, 
for  the  preservation  of  their  esteemed  and  venerated  Diocesan. 
That  the  happy  presage  of  his  present  convalescence  may  be 
speedily  followed  by  entire  restoration  to  health  and  vigour,  is  the 
smcere  and  earnest  prayer  of  your  Committee.  In  conformity  with 
a  resolution  of  the  last  Convention,  the  Standing  Committee  ap- 

.  pointed  a  number  of  Agents  in  different  parts  of  the  Diocese,  to 
obtain  subscriptions  for  a  permanent  Episcopal  fund.  As  these 
gentlemen  have  not  yet  made  a  report  -of  their  proceedings,  the 
degree  of  suooess  which  has  uttciimed  their  exertions,  is  not  cer-

tainly  known;  but  there  is  reason  to  believe,  that  the  amount 
sabscribed  is  altogether  inadequate  to  the  accomplishment  of  the 
end  contemplated  by  the  Convention.  The  Committee  heg  leave 
to  recommend  the  subject  to  the  farther  consideration  of  this  body ; 
and  they  would  suggest  the  expediency  of  immediately  employing 
a  single  agent  to  visit  all  the  parishes  and  congregations  in  the 
Diocese,  with  a  view  of  ascertaining  what  can  be  done  for  this 
highly  important  object.  The  missionary  society  of  our  Diocese 
has  hitherto  been  utterly  inefficient.  It  has  indeed  only  a  nominal 
existence ;  and  there  is  just  ground,  from  past  experience,  to  ap-  ' 
prebend  that  it  will  never  be  greatly  instrumental  in  promoting  the 
cause  of  the  Church  in  Maryland.  To  what  defect  in  its  organiza- 
tion this  perpetual  failure  is  to  be  attributed,  it  would,  perhaps,  be 
unprofitable  to  enquire ;  the  fact  is  sufficiently  apparent,  ana  your 
Committee  are  unable  to  suggest  any  remedy  likely  to  prove 
effectual.  That  something  ought  to  be  done  to  supply  the  vacant 
and  decaying  parishes  with  faithful  labourers,  is  unquestionable; 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  wisdom  of  the  Convention  will  devise  mea- 
sures for  the  attainment  of  this  most  desirable  consummation.

The  resolution  passed  yesterday  in  relation  to  publishing  the 
journals,  &c.,  was  taken  up;  and  the  following  resolution,  sub- 
mitted by  Mr.  Key,  adopted : —  • 

Resolved,  Thafthe  Rev.  Mr.  Blanchard,  A.  C.  Magruder,  Esq., 
and  S.  I.  Donaldson,  Esq.,  be  a  committee  to  arrange  for  publica- 
tion  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  and  the  Laws  of  the  State  relating  to  the  Church,  with 
such  parts  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  from 
the  period  of  its  organization  to  this  time,  as  the  committee  may

Art.  IV.  The  bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex-officio  presi- 
dent of  the  society.  Tnere  shall  be  two  viqe  presidents,  twelve 
managers,  a  recording  secretary,  a  corresponding  secretary,  and  a 
treasurer,  to  be  chosen  by  the  members  of  the  society,  voting  by"  , 
ballot  at  each  annual  meeting ,  who,  tc^ther  with  the  bishop  ana 
patrons,  shall  compose  a  body,  to  be  called  "  the  Board  of  di- 
rectors of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Maryland."  This  Boso'd  shall  meet 
semi-annually  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  five  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum. 

Art.  V.  Immediately  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  society,' 
the  board  of  directors  shall  meet  and  elect  an  executive  committee 
consisting  of  three  clergymen  and  Aree  laytaen,  who  may  meet  ac- 
cording to  their  own  rules,  carry  into  effect  the  resolutions  of  the 
board  of  directors,  elect  missionaries  and  appoint  them  their  sta- 
tions; and  in  general  devise  and  carry  into  edect  all  such  measures, 
as  may  in  their  judgment,  promote  the  great  objects  of  the  soci- 
ety :  and  shall  make  report  of  their  proceedings  at  each  semi-an- 
nual meeting  of  the  board  of  directors.  The  bishop  shall  be  ex- 
officio  chairman  of  the  board  of  directors  and  the  executive  Com- 
mittee, and  no  missionary  shall  be  appointed  except  by  his  nomina- 
tion, approved  by  a  majority  of  the  executive  Committee ;  unless 
daring  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopal  'office,  when  the  nomination  shall 
be  made  by  an  unanimous  vote  of  the  executive  Committee.  In  his 
absence,  either  of  the  vice  presidents  may  preside.  The  executive 
committee  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  * 
their  own  body. 

Art.  6.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  money  which  shall  be 
paid  to  the  society,  and  present  his  accounts  annually,  or  oftener  if 
required,  to  the  board  of  directors  or  executive  Committee.  .  He 
shall  not  pay  any  money  except  by  order  of  the  board  of  directors 
or  of  the  executive  Committee,  signed  by  the  president,  or  in  his 
absence,  by  the  vice  president  who  may  attend  the  meeting  when 
such  order  is  given. 

Art.  VII.  The  present  convention  .shall  elect  by  ballot  the  offi- 
cers and  managers  as  required  by  the  4th  article,  to  continue  in  of- 
fice till  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the  society. 

Art.  B.  All  alterations  or  amendments  to  this  Constitution  shall 
be  by  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  society  present  at  an  annual 
meeting,  subject  to  the  confirmation  or  rejection  of  the  Convention 
.of  the  Diocese.

A  Bible  class  and  Sunday  school  were  in  successful  operation  previous  to 
the  inclement  months,  they  have  not  yet,  owing  to  local  circumstances,  re- 
gained their  former  condition. 

A  weekly  prayer  meeting,  carried  from  house  to  house,  has, not  been  dis- 
continued durine  the  most  inclement  weather,  and  the  Rector's  heart  has 
been  encouraged,  and  his  hands  strengthened,  by  observing  the  desire  among 
hiipeople  for  social  prayer,  some  of  them  walking  two  and  three  miles. 

The  observance  or  the  monthly  concert  for  prayer,  has  been  commenced, 
at  which  season  collections  are  made  in  aid  of  the  Missionary  cause. 

Exertions  for  the  promotion  of  Temperance  were  commenced  in  Decem- 
ber last,  and  a  constitution  presented,  requiring  total  abstinence  from  the  use 
of  aideot  spirit,  which  has  been  sianied  by  nine  males  and  ten  females. 

Tlie  parish  is  small,  consisting  of  but  about  seventeen  families  attached  to 
the  chitfch ',  but  an  entire  change  is  observable  in  the  morals  of  the  commu- 
nity geaendly ;  some  from  amon^  the  young,  and  the  old,  have  been  con- 
sMiied  to  make  the  solemn,  but  mteresting  inquiiy,  ^  what  muft  we  do  to

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I  coDJectured  in  last  jear*8  Report,  that  the  number  of  communlcantSj 
when  I  entered  the  Parish,  was  80.  I  have  since  found  that  it  was  99. 
I  then  included  those  who  had  been  confirmed  immediately  before,  in  the 
number  of  the  increase  to  the  list  of  communicants.  Such  has  been  mj 
practice  in  a  neighboring  Diocese;  and,  during  a  brief  Ministerial  career 
there,  I  never  knew  any  person  to  receive  confirmation  who  did  not,  upon 
the  first  opportunity,  partake  of  the  Holy  Communion.  It  seems,  however, 
that  many  nere  do  not  understand  confirmation  to  imply  a  consecration  to 
the  service  of  Almighty  God ;  and  an  obligation  to  commune,  through  life,  in 
His  Church.  Of  uiosc  who  were  then  confirmed,  and  had  not  pffeviouidy 
communed,  but  nine  have  since  communed!  Twenty-three,  therefore, 
instead  of  fifty-four,  were  the  addition  last  year.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that 
many  iA  these  Parishes  have  grown  grey  in  the  wilful  neglect  of  theur 
conmmation  vows.

Besides  the  services  performed  in  his  own  parish,  he  has  devoted  one^Sun-  « 
day  to  the  then  vacant  church  in  Chester-town  .-—One  Sunday  he  has  preach- 
ed at  the  Head  of  Chester,  Kent  county,  and  one  at  Church  Hill,  Queen 
Ann's  county.  In  Kent,  he  has  baptised  two  children,  and  one  in  Queen 
Ann's.  In  these  counties,  the  parishes,  with  two  or  three  exceptions,  are  in 
a  very  depressed  condition,  and  unless  something  is  done  for  them,  and  that 
speedily,  mtai  eeatt  to  exut.

Daring  the  six  months  which  the  subscriber  spent  in  this  parish,  since  the 
last  Convention,  he  perceived  an  improvement  in  its  spiritual  condition.  In 
JuljT,  the  Bishop  visited  us — admitted  the  Rector  to  Priest's  orders,  and  ad- 
ministered connrmation.  The  services,  on  this  occasion,  and  those  at  an  dis- 
sociation held  in  August,*  it  is  confidentlj' believed,  were,  by  the  divine  bles- 
sine,  productive  of  good. 

After  considerable  difficulty  (there  bein^  no  catalogue  in  the  parish^)  he 
ascertained  that  tliere  were  tnirty-two  white  and  eighteen  coloured  persons 
who  considered  themselves  communicants.  Since  that  time,  twelve  white 
and  eleven  coloured  persons  have  been  added  to  the  communion ;  all  of 
whom,  with  the  exception  of  five  individuals,  had  been  confirmed  at  the  re- 
cent visitation  of  the  Bishop.  Baptisms,  twenty-five — marriages,  six — fune- 
rals, twenty-two— confirmea  by  the  Bishop,  white  persons,  twenty-five— -co- 
looied,  twenty-seven. 

The  course  of  instruction  which  was  reported  to  thp  last  convention,  as 
having  been  commenced  for  the  benefit  of  the  black  population,  was  steadffy 
panued  during  his  residence  in  the  parish.  The  result  has  satisfied  him  that 
this  neglected  race  are  fully  capable  of  appreciating  and  prqfttmg  by  the  ser- 
vices of  our  church.

The  Rector  of  St.  Michaers  Parish  has  performed,  since  the  last  Conven- 
tion, 14  baptisms  and  1  marriage;  he  has  attended  5  funerals,  and  has  S6 
communicants. 

Two  Sunday  Schools  have  recently  been  organized  in  different  parts  of  the 
parish^  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  productive  of  much  good. 

He  deems  it  proper  to  state  that,  although  he  has  had  many  difficulties  to 
struggle  with  smce  he  assumed  his  present  charge,  yet  his  prospects  arc 
bnghtening,  and  he  begins  to  think  that  the  church  in  his  parish  will,  at  no 
very  distant  period,  recover  herself  from  her  depressed  condition.  His  pa- 
rishioners, generally,  are  improving  in  their  attention  to  the  ordinances  of  re- 
■■— ~i,  aud  some^  comparatively  not  a  few,  in  the  genuine  spirit  of  piety. 
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The  namber  of  communicants,  it  will  be  perceived  bj  the  above  statement^ 
is  at  this  time  26^  last  Convention  it  was  only  13,  or  14  at  most,  having  dou- 
bled itself,  or  nearly  sp,  during  the  year.  Among  other  causes  which,  under 
Divine  Providence,  have  contributed  to  the  present  favourable  state  of 
things,  he  takes  pleasure  in  mentioning  the  visitation  of  Bishop  Stone,  in  Oc- 
tober last  Selaom  has  greater  interest  been  excited,  or  greater  ^ood  been 
done  by  an  event  of  that  nature.  The  church  has  become  an  object  of  at- 
tention with  all  descriptions  of  persons  throughout  the  parbh ;  and  some, 
who  were  rarely,  others  never  before  seen  among  her  worshippers,  are  now 
frequent,  if  not  constant  attendants  on  her  services  •    ' 

But  while  he  feel»  that  he  has  some  ground  for  encoura^ment,  he  is  quite 
certain  that  his  difficulties  are  still  very  far  from  being  entirely  removed,  and 
that  nothing  but  diligence  and  perseverance,  and  above  all,  nrm  reliance  on 
Him  who  has  promised  to  be  with  his  ministering  servants  to  the  end  of  time, 
can  give  him  any  reason  to  hope  for  final  success. 

The  secular  concerns  of  the  parish  also,  akhough  by  no  means  as  flourish- 
ing as  they  mi^ht  be,  are  improving.  The  claim  of  a  former  incumbent  on 
fhe  Vestry,  which  has,  for  some  years,  been  an  impediment  to  the  prosperity 
of  the  church,  and  a  source  of  great  difficulty  and  trouble,  is  in  a  fair  way  to 
be  satisfactorily  adjusted.  Much  has  been  said  about  erecting  an  additional 
place  of  worship,  and  some  measures  have  been  adopted  by  the  Vestry  foe 
the  accomplishment  of  that  desirable  object,  but  nothing  of  moment  has  yet 
been  done.

The  only  circumstances  which 
indicate  a  change,  are  the  few  who  have  been  brought  to  the  holy  rite  of 
ccmfinnation,  and  a  small  Sunday  School,  which  he  has  formed  with  some 
difficulty  in  tiie  church  near  Centerville.  In  a  general  point  of  view,  he  hat 
not  bem  able  (and  he  mentions  the  fact  with  deep  regret)  to  excite  an  inte- 
rest in  behalf  of  religion,  and  it  b  only  in  two  or  three  individual  cases  that 
the  heart  has  appeared  to  be  opening  to  the  reception  of  its  vital  principles. 
Amid  so  much  uiscouragement,  nowever,  he  has  no  other  alternative  than  to 
be  patient  and  wait  until  God  shall  be  pleased  to  reward,  with  better  fruits, 
those  efforts  on  his  own  part  in  the  great  cause,  which,  with  the  sustaining 
power  of  the  same  great  being,  to  whom  we  all  look  up  for  assistance  and 
support,  he  promises  shall  not  be  relaxed.

The  Rector  of  this  parish  reports,  that  during  the  last  twelve  months,  a 
new  con^gation  has  been  formed  in  addition  to  the  three  others  which  he 
has  bad  in  charge.  He  now  officiates  twice  a  month  in  each  of  the  four  vil- 
lages in  which  his  people  reside,  viz :  Cumberland  and  Frostburg,  during 
one  Sabbath,  and  Hancock  and  Clear^Spring  the  other.  The  general  at- 
tendance on  the  Sabbath  is  good,  and  there  has  been  some  increase  of  the 
number  of  communicants ;  but  there  is  still  great  wickedness  among  many 
of  his  charge,  and  the  coldness  and  indifference  of  professors  frequently  af- 
ford abundant  cause  for  despair.

This  parish  is  believed  to  be  decidedly  improving  both  in  its  spiritual  and  tem* 
poral  interests.  When  the  present  Rector  took  charge  of  it  about  four  years 
nnee,  it  was  labouring  under  a  heavy  and  embarrassini^  debt,  which  is  now 
gradually  sinking,  by  means  of  an  annual  subscription  for  that  purpose ;  and 
It  is  hoped  that  in  about  two  years  the  whole  amount  will  be  paid  off.  Great 
fibcrality  has  been  discovered  among  the  parishioners  in  this  good  work, 
which  we  desire  here  to  record  to  the  praise  of  all  concerned.  The  general 
attention  to  the  services  of  the  sanctuary  has  also  been  highly  gratifying. 
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The  word  preached  has^  as  we  humbj  trust,  been  made  the  word  of  life  ia 
some  during  the  past  year,  while  all,  especially  of  late,  have  evinced  an  in- 
creased attention  to  "  the  tilings  that  make  for  tlicir  peace/'  We  have  a 
weekly  meetinsi;  for  prayer  and  familiar  exposition  of  Scripture,  held  in  pri- 
vate houses,  which  appears  to  be  t^roduclivc  of^rcat  «ood. 

Besides  my  regular  services  in  llagcrstown,  I  have  otiiciated  once  a  month 
to  a  small,  but  very  attentive  congregation  in  Wilhamsport,  where  we  think 
there  is  some  prospect  of  ultimately  establishing  our  ser\'ices.  I  have  also 
occasionally  preached  at  another  place,  in  the  country,  about  seven  miles 
east  of  this,  when  large  congregation*?  meet,  and  give  a  very  respectful  at- 
tention.— On  the  whole,  we  Tcel  encouraged  to  hope  that  the  cause  ol 
Christ  and  the  cause  of  the  Church,  which  are  identical,  are  gradually  on  the 
advance  in  this  parish ;  and  that  our  congregation,  '^walking  in  the  fearol 
the  Lord,  and  m  the  comfort  of  the  Holy  Ghost'*  will  be  '^  multiplied." 

That  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  and  Bishop  of  our  souls,  may  so  ordei^ 
it,  is  the  fervent  prayer  of  the  present  pastor.

The  Rector  has  laboured  during  the  past  year  amidst  many  difficulties^ 
arising  from  his  ill  health  and  temporal  concerns ;  but  he  has  great  reason  for 
thankfulness  to  Almighty  God  that  his  feeble  exertions  have  not  been  altoge- 
ther put  forth  in  vain.  There  have  been  some  useful  members  added  to  the 
Church — and  many  others  appear  to  be  seriously  engaged  in  the  great  work 
of  their  soul's  salvation.  The  Bishop's  visit  was  a  season  of  much  interest 
with  us,  and  gave  general  satisfaction.  The  church  was  consecrated  to  the 
serviceof  Almighty  God,  and  a  goodly  number  admitted  to  the  holy  rite  of  con- 
firmation. A  Sabbath  school,  weekly  lecture,  and  monthly  missionary  prayer 
meeting,  have  been  continued,  without  much  interruption  during  the  yearl 
Every  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  spiritual  wants  of  tlie  young,  and  cate- 
chetical instructions  imparted  to  them  regularly  once  every  two  weeks,  and 
they  appear  to  be  increasing  in  grace  and  knowledge.

William  E.  Scott, 
Thomas  W.  Veazey, 
John  Tilghman, 
Charles  R.  Stewart, 
Nathan  Dickerson. 
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and  then  the  chair  shall  appoint  the  several  committees  men* 
tioned  in  the  fourth  Rule  of  Order. 

6th.  The  standing  committee  for  the  preceding  year  shall 
be  the  committee  on  the  state  of  the  Church;  and  all  parochial 
reports  shall  be  referred  to  the  said  committee. 

7th.  Every  member  who  sjiall  deliver  his  opinion,  or  speak 
in  any  debate,  shall  stand  up  in  his  place ;  and  with  respect 
and  decency,  address  himself  to  the  President. 

8th.  If  two  or  more  members  shall  rise  to  speak  at  the  same 
time,  the  President  shall  declare  which  shall  speak  first 

9th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  any  debate, 
except  w^ith  leave;  nor  shall  any  member  be  interrupted  while 
he  is  speaking  in  order.  And  if  any  member  shall  rise  to 
speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question,  without  leave, 
the  President  shall  call  him  to  order. 

10th.  Any  member  called  to  order  by  the  President,  or  by 
a  member,  shall  thereupon  take  his  seat. 

11th.  When  the  Convention  is  sitting,  no  member  shall 
speak  to  another,  so  as  to  interrupt  any  member  who  may  be 
speaking  in  a  debate. 

13th.  No  motion  shall  be  debated,  until  the  same  be  second- 
ed; and,  if  desired  by  the  President,  reduced  to  writing,  and 
read  by  the  Secretary. 

l^th.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  Sc^conded,  the  matter  of 
the  motion  shall  receive  a  determination  by  the  question,  un- 
less postponed  by  a  motion  for  postponement,  or  by  the  previ- 
ous question,  before  any  other  motion  shall  be  received. 

14th.  If  a  question  in  debate  contain  more  parts  than  one, 
any  member  may  have  the  same  divided  into  as  many  ques- 
tions as  there  are  parts. 

loth.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Presi- 
dent. Upon  all  questions  of  order  there  shall  be  a  right  of 
appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  presiding  officer  to  the  Con- 
vention. 

IGth.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of 
the  Convention,  unless  he  may  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to 
attend. 

17th.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Convention ;  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn 
into  debate  during  the  same  session,  except  with  the  consent 
of  two-thirds  of  the  Convention. 

18th.  The  foregoing  rules  of  order  shall  be  deemed  and  con- 
sidered the  rules  of  order  of  all  future  Conventions,  until  al- 
tered or  rescinded ;  and  the  same  shall  be  published  in  the 
Journal  of  each  Convention. 
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Noah  Ridgely,  Esq.  tendered  his  resignation  as  treasurer 
of  the  Convention,  which  was  accepted,  and,  on  motion  made 
and  seconded,  it  was  Resolved^  That  the  thanks  of  this  Con- 
vention be  presented  to  Mr.  Ridgely  for  the  faithful  manner 
in  which  he  has  discharged  the  duties  of  the  office. 

The  accounts  of  the  late  treasurer  were  read  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Accounts. 

The  Bishop  then  delivered  the  following  address : 

Rev.  Brethren,  and  Brethren  qfthe  Laity: 

When  we  last  met  in  this  place,  I  was  in  a  state  of  extreme 
debility,  owing  to  a  recent  violent  illness,  of  which  you  were 
then  apprised.  Since  then  my  health  has  been  gradually  im- 
proving, and  I  have  cause  to  thank  the  great  Disposer  of  events, 
that  I  have  now  attained  my  usual  strength.  I  reflect  grate- 
fully upon  your  manifestation  of  christian  sympathy  with  me, 
and  shall  not  fail  to  invoke  mercy  for  you  at  the  throne  of 
Grace. 

Brethren: — I  cannot  omit  alluding  to  the  fact,  designed  to 
produce  a  lasting  moral  impression,  that  within  the  past  year 
our  beloved  country  has  been  sorely  visited  by  "the  pesti- 
lence that  walketh  in  darkness,  and  the  sickness  that  destroy- 
cth  in  the  noon-day."  This  city,  and  many  other  parts 
of  our  diocese,  were  not  exempt  from  the  general  calamity. 
But  we  have  cause  for  gratitude,  that  during  the  prevalence 
of  a  disease  that  has  swept  ofl*,  as  with  a  flood,  more  than  one 
million  of  our  fellow  mortals,  not  one  has  been  taken  by  any 
disease  from  our  own  order.  Notwithstanding  the  danger  to 
which  many  were  exposed  in  the  discharge  of  their  profes- 
sional duty,  the  number  of  clergymen  is  not  diminished  dur- 
ing the  last  year.  This  manifest  display  of  the  goodness  of 
God,  should  excite  us  to  increased  faithfulness,  and  should 
cause  all  that  is  within  us  to  praise  his  holy  name. 

Since  our  last  session,  the  General  Convention  met  in  the 
city  of  New  York.  Our  venerable  presiding  Bishop  was  pre- 
sent, and  took  an  active  part  in  the  counsels  of  the  church. 
Although  there  were  several  subjects  brought  before  the  house, 
which  were  calculated  to  elicit  much  feeling  and  energy,  yet, 
I  have  the  satisfaction  to  inform  you,  that  the  business  of  the 
convention  was  conducted  in  a  manner  and  spirit,  gratifying 
to  the  friends  of  the  church.  While  we  see  other  societies  of 
christians,  dividing  and  sub-dividing  into  sects,  thereby  de- 
stroying the  unity  of  the  faith,  and  weakening  the  bonds  of 
peace;  we  have  the  happiness  of  seeing  our  church  yet  united 
as  a  body,  with  a  growing  harmony  in  principle,  and  verifying 
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the  promise  of  Christ,  to  be  with  his  church  always,  eyeif 
unto  the  end  of  the  world. 

One  part  of  the  business  which  occupied  a  considerable  por-' 
tion  of  the  time  of  the  convention,  was  the  revision  of  the 
canons  of  the  church,  which  have  been  under  the  action  of  a 
select  committee  during  the  last  nine  years.  Much  labor  was 
bestowed  upon  them  by  one  of  the  first  legal  characters  in 
this  country.  They  are  now  completed  and  published  under 
the  authority  of  the  General  Convention.  I  was  induced  to 
mention  this  circumstance,  with  a  view  of  suggesting  to  the 
consideration  of  this  body,  whether  it  has  not  become  neces- 
sary for  us  also  to  revise  our  ecclesiastical  laws  in  this  dio- 
cese, that  they  may  be  in  accordance  with  the  canons  of  the 
general  church.  Previous  to  the  death  of  Bishop  Kemp,  a 
revision  of  them  was  proposed,  and  a  committee  appointed, 
but  nothing  was  done  by  them.  If  it  was  thought  necessary  at 
that  time,  it  is  especially  so  at  this  time,  after  the  many  changes 
which  have  been  made  in  the  canons  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion. 

I  will  now  call  your  attention  to  the  Missionary  Society, 
which  was  established  at  our  last  conventioii.  The  executive 
committee  met  immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  con- 
vention, and  agents  were  appointed  to  solicit  contributions  for 
the  society.  An  address  was  published  which  you  have  per- 
haps read,  pointing  out  in  strong  language,  the  deplorable  situa* 
tion  of  many  of  our  parishes,  and  soliciting  the  firiends  of  the 
church  to  aid  them  in  the  promotion  of  the  great  object  of  the 
society.  Whether  any  thing  has  been  done  towards  securing 
the  best  interest  of  the  society,  I  am  not  fully  able  to  inform 
you.  The  report  of  the  committee  will  show  what  has  been 
efifected. — Let  me  again  urge  upon  this  convention,  and  the 
diocese  at  large,  to  foster  with  parental  care,  and  as  one  of 
their  most  conscientious  duties,  a  society  which  has  for  its 
object  the  building  up  the  waste  places  of  our  Zion.  There 
are  so  many  calls  upon  the  domestic  and  foreign  Missionary 
Society,  that  it  would  be  in  vain  to  expect  any  aid  from  that 
quarter ;  we  must  therefore,  endeavor  to  meet  our  own  wants, 
or  many  of  our  languishing  parishes  will  be  irrecoverably 
lost.  A  more  general  knowledge  of  the  state  of  the  diocese, 
arising  from  actual  observation,  has  fully  confirmed  me  in  the 
opinion  I  have  just  expressed. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Claxton,  who  was  appointed  by  the  last  con- 
vention to  act  as  its  agent,  in'  soliciting  contributions  to  the 
permanent  fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  will,  I  pre- 
sume, report  what  has  been  the  success  of  his  agency. — ^In 
order  to  embrace  two  objects  at  the  same  time,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
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tblaxton  kindly  consented  to  serve  as  a  Missionary  in  the  va- 
cant parishes,  in  which  capacity  I  gave  him  a  license  to  act. 

On  the  Sunday  immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
last  convention,  I  admitted  the  Rev.  John  Wiley,  Rev,  John 
Alexander  Adams,  and  Rev.  Fitch  W.  Taylor,  to  the  sacred 
order  of  Priests.  The  charge  to  the  candidates  was  delivered 
by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wyatt.  The  Rev.  Clergy  present,  united  in 
the  imposition  of  hands. 

In  consequence  of  the  feeble  state  of  my  health  during  the 
summer,  I  was  not  able  to  visit  any  part  of  the  diocese  until 
after  my  return  from  the  General  Convention. 

On  Sunday  the  18th  of  November,  I  preached  twice  in 
Chestertown. 

On  Friday  the  23d,  1  consecrated  a  neat  church  in  Elkton, 
Cecil  county,  by  the  name  of  "Trinity."  During  my  visit  I 
preached  twice  in  the  newly  consecrated  church. 

On  Saturday  the  24th,  I  preached  to  a  small  congrega- 
tion at  North  East  Church,  about  7  or  8  miles  from  Elkton,  in 
the  same  parish.  This  church  has  been  long  vacant,  and  from 
the  best  information  I  could  collect,  there  is  no  probability 
that  the  services  of  a  Clergyman  will  be  procured. 

On  Sunday  the  2dth,  I  preached  at  Havre  de  Grace,  Har- 
ford  county.  But  in  consequence  of  the  absence  of  the  Rec- 
tor, my  letter  was  not  received,  and  the  appointment  had  to 
be  made  after  I  arrived  in  the  morning;  The  church  in  this 
place  was  sometime  since  consumed  by  lightning,  but  through 
the  zeal  and  liberality  of  its  members,  and  their  warm  attach- 
ment to  their  minister,  it  is  so  far  rebuilt  as  to  be  in  a  state  for 
public  worship. 

On  Tuesday  the  27th,  I  preached  in  St.  John's  church,  St. 
John's  parish,  Baltimore  county. 

On  Wednesday  the  28th,  I  preached  in  Trinity  church,  St. 
James'  parish,  Baltimore  county,  and  confirmed  five  persons. 

On  Thursday  the  29th,  I  preached  in  St.  James'  church,  in 
the  same  parish,  and  confirmed  six  persons. 

On  Friday  the  30th,  1  preached  in  Christ's  church.  Queen 
Caroline  parish,  Anne  Arundel  county,  and  confirmed  one 
person. 

On  Saturday  the  1st  December,  I  preached  in  St.  John's 
church,  in  the  same  parish. 

On  Sunday  the  2d,  I  preached  in  St.  Peter's  church,  Bal- 
timore, and  confirmed  forty-eight  person?.  And  in  the 
evening  of  the  same  day,  in  Christ  church,  Baltimore,  I 
ordained  Hugh  T.  Harrison  a  Deacon.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Hen- 
shaw  preached  the  ordination  sermon. 
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Upon  my  visit  to  Baltimore,  at  the  request  of  the  Rector  of  St. 
Peter's,  advantage  was  taken  of  the  occasion,  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Wyatt,  to  procure  the  private  administration  of  the  rite  of  con-* 
firmation  to  several  of  his  parishioners,  who,  through  sickness 
and  other  providential  causes,  had  been  absent  at  the  season 
of  the  last  confirmation ;  or  who,  ready  and  desirous  to  receive 
the  Lord^s  supper,  under  the  provision  of  the  rubric  for  such 
cases,  had  not  Waited  for  the  previous  ordination.  According- 
ly, on  Monday  the  3d  of  December,  after  morning  prayers,  I 
confirmed  in  St.  Paul's  church,  Baltimore,  twenty-two  per- 
sons. 

Having  been  advised  by  my  physician,  to  avoid,  if  possible, 
much  exposure  during  the  winter  season,  I  considered  it  pru- 
dent to  make  no  other  appointments,  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
parish  in  which  I  reside,  until  the  commencement  of  the 
spring. 

On  Sunday,  the  31st  of  March,  I  preached  in  Christ  church, 
Baltimore,  and  confirmed  fifty-eight  persons. 

On  Sunday,  afternoon  of  the  31st,  I  preached  in  Trinity 
church,  Baltimore,  and  confirmed  forty-nine  persons. 

On  Tuesday,  the  2d  of  April,  I  preached  in  St.  Thomas' 
parish,  Baltimore  county. 

On  Thursday,  the  4th,  I  preached  at  the  parish  church  of 
St.  Margaret's,  Westminster,  Anne  Arundel  county. 

On  Friday,  the  5th,  I  preached  in  the  Chapel,  in  the  same 
parish. 

On  Sunday,  the  7th,  I  preached  twice  in  St.  Ann's  church, 
Annapolis,  and  confirmed  twenty-nine  persons. 

On  Monday,  the  8th,  I  preached  in  All  Hallow's  parbh, 
Anne  Arundel  county,  and  confirmed  seven  persons. 

On  Tuesday,  the  9th,  I  preached  in  St.  James'  church.  West 
river,  and  confirmed  seventeen  persons. 

On  Wednesday,  the  10th,  I  preached  at  Miss  Mercer's  Sem- 
inary, and  confirmed  ^t;^  young  ladies. 

On  Thursday,  the  11th,  I  preached  in  All  Saints'  parish, 
Calvert  county,  and  confirmed  nine  white  persons,  and  one 
colored. 

On  Saturday,  the  13th,  I  preached  in  Christ  church  parish, 
Calvert  county,  and  confirmed  nine  persons. 

On  Sunday,  the  14th,  I  preached  in  the  Chapel,  in  the  same 
parish,  and  confirmed/our  persons. 

On  Tuesday,  the  16th,  I  preached  in  the  parish  church  of 
William  and  Mary,  St.  Mary's  county,  and  confirmed  two 
persons. 

On  Wednesday,  the  17th,  I  preached  in  the  Chapel,  in  the 
same  parish,  and  confirmed  four  persons. 
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On  Saturday,  the  20th,  I  preached  in  All  Saints,  King  and 
Queen  parish. 

On  Wednesday  evening,  the  1st  of  May,  I  preached  to  a 
small  congregation  in  Nottingham. 

On  Thursday,  the  2d,  I  preached  in  the  parish  church,  in 
St.  Paul's  parish.  Prince  George's  county,  and  confirmed  ten 
white  and  three  colored  persons. 

On  Friday,  the  3d,  I  preached  in  the  chapel,  in  the  same 
parish,  and  confirmed  eight  persons. 

On  Saturday,  the  4th,  I  preached  in  Trinity  church.  Up- 
per Marlborough,  Prince  George's  county,  and  confirmed 
eighteen  white  and  eleven  colored  persons. 

On  Sunday,  the  5th,  I  preached  in  the  parish  church,  in 
Queen  Ann  parish.  Prince  George's  county,  and  confirmed 
five  persons. 

On  Monday,  the  6th,  I  preached  in  the  Chapel,  in  the  same 
parish,  and  confirmed  Jive  persons. 

On  Tuesday  the  7th,  I  preached  in  Zion  church,  Vansville, 
and  confirmed  ten  persons. 

On  Wednesday,  the  8th,  I  consecrated  the  church,  common- 
ly called  Addison's  Chapel,  to  the  service  of  Almighty  God, 
by  the  name  of  St.  Matthew's  church.  On  the  same  occasion 
I  preached  and  confirmed  ten  persons. 

On  Thursday,  the  9th,  I  preached  in  Rock-creek  church,  and 
cofiCirmed  forty  "four  persons. 

On  Friday,  the  10th,  I  preached  in  the  morning  and  after- 
noon, in  Christ  church,  George  Town,  D.  C,  and  confirmed 
fifteen  white  and /our  colored  persons. 

On  Sunday,  the  12th,  I  preached  in  St.  John's  church, 
Washington,  D.  C,  and  confirmed  nineteen  white  and  four 
colored  persons.  In  the  afternoon  I  preached  in  Christ  church, 
Washington,  and  confirmed  twenty-one  persons.  Also  at 
night  in  Trinity  church,  Washington,  I  confirmed  nineteen 
white  and  two  colored  persons. 

The  whole  number  confirmed,  during  the  present  year,  is 
four  hundred  and  eighty-eight. 

Clerical  changes: — The  Rev.  William  Armstrong,  Rector 
of  St.  Peter's  church,  Montgomery  county,  has  removed  to  the 
Diocese  of  Virginia.  Rev.  Simon  Wilmer,  Rector  of  Step- 
ney and  Spring  Hill  parishes,  Somerset  county,  has  removed 
to  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania.  Rev.  Chauncey  Colton,  from 
the  Diocese  of  New  York,  has  taken  charge  of  Trinfly  church, 
Washington,  D.  C.  Rev.  Henry  V.  D.  Johns,  from  the  Dio- 
cese of  New  York,  is  settled  in  AH  Saint's  parish,  Frederick 
county.  Rev.  Matthias  Harris,  has  left  his  parish,  in  Prince 
George's  county,  and  taken  charge  of  Christ  church  parish, 
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Calvert  county.  Rev.  John  Wiley,  has  removed  from  SC» 
James'  parish,  Baltimore  county,  and  has  been  appointed  Recf 
tor  of  All  Hallows  and  Worcester  parishes,  Worcester  coun- 
ty. Rev.  John  Alexander  Adams,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  par^ 
ish,  Washington  county,  has  resigned  his  charge. 

I  must  here  record,  with  much  sensibility,  the  loss  that  the 
church  has  sustained  in  the  death  of  Mr.  Spencer  P.  Judd,  a 
candidate  for  holy  orders  in  this  Diocese.  He  was  a  young 
gentleman  of  piety  and  talents,  and  gave  strong  evidence  rf 
his  sincere  and  ardent  attachment  to  the  church.  While  we 
deplore  his  loss,  let  us  pray  that  Almighty  God  may  visit  with 
his  grace  and  consolation,  his  bereaved  parents — supporting 
them  under  this  trying  appointment  of  his  Providence,  and 
sanctifying  their  affliction  to  their  eternal  welfare ! 

My  Rev.  Brethren: — In  concluding  this  report,  permit 
me,  in  the  language  of  affection,  to  remind  you  in  few 
words  o(  the  extreme  difficulty  of  the  work,  which  at  your 
ordination,  you  promised  that  you  would  endeavor  faithfully 
to  perform.  The  youngest  of  you  in  the  ministry,  have  no 
doubt  discovered  before  this  time,  how  difficult  it  is  to  bring 
sinners  to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus.  We  have 
to  encounter  the  prejudices  of  a  guilty  race,  who  have  for- 
feited their  title  to  the  kingdom  of  Heaven ;  and  though  as  em- 
bassadors for  Christ,  we  offer  unto  them  eternal  life,  on  the 
most  gracious  terms,  yet,  we  are  forewarned  that  we  shall 
find  our  messages  of  love  disregarded,  as  unworthy  of  present 
attention.  Insensible  of  the  importance  of  the  truths  which 
we  declare  unto  them,  they  scarcely  propose  to  lend  a  listen- 
ing ear  to  our  entreaties  and  expostulations.  Their  hearts 
are  averse  to  the  restraints  of  the  Gospel;  and  in  opposition  to 
all  the  strivings  of  the  Spirit  with  their  conscience,  they  pur- 
sue the  road  that  leads  to  death.  Though  God's  word  de- 
clares, that  they  are  under  the  sentence  of  death,  and  justly 
liable  to  the  wrath  of  a  holy  Judge,  and  we  offer  unto  them 
pardon  through  the  blood  of  Christ ;  yet,  we  are  coldly  re- 
garded, and  considered  disturbers  of  their  peace.  The  seduc- 
tions of  unbelief,  also  prompt  them  to  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  our 
strongest  arguments — arguments  enforced  with  the  tremendous 
authority  of  God  himself — sustained  by  appeals  from  the  blood 
of  the  immaculate  Jesus,  and  urged  with  our  own  tears  of  ten- 
derness and  compassion.  Should  we  arouse  them  to  a  sense 
of  their  guilt  and  danger,  how  often  have  we  the  distress  to 
see  them  fall  again  into  the  slumber  of  spiritual  death.  Our 
most  pleasing,  animating  hopes  are  often  frustrated,  and  we 
are  left  to  mourn  in  our  retirement  over  the  peril  of  souls, 
and  the  declining  state  of  our  Zion.     ^^Zion  spreadeth  forth 
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her  hands,"  says  the  Prophet,  ^^and  there  is  none  to  comfort 
her." 

The  world  is  also  combined  against  us,  and  renders  our 
work  more  difficult.  It  is  the  christian's  adversary.  The 
temptations^  the  allurements,  and  the  terrors  of  the  world, 
have  a  powerful  t/^ndency  to  alienate  the  soul  from  God ;  and 
though  we  may  point  out  the  evils  which  encompass  sinners, 
and  the  dangers  to  which  they  are  exposed,  yet,  the  things  of 
time  and  sense^  take  faster  hold  upon  them,  than  the  awful 
realities  of  eternity.  "The  cares  of  the  world,"  says  our 
blessed  Lord,  "and  the  deceitfulness  of  riches,  choak  the  word, 
and  it  becometh  unfruitful." 

Is  our  work  thus  important,  and  thus  difficult,  and  can  we 
be  indififerent  in  the  performance  of  it?  It  must  be  faithfully 
done,  or  the  consequences  that  will  follow  are  the  most  awful 
and  terrific.  The  dominions  of  the  Prince  of  darkness,  will 
be  enlarged  with  the  number  of  wretched  sonls  that  forfeit 
their  title  to  the  promises,  unless  by  our  united  prayers — by  our 
most  vigorous,  persevering,  and  ardent  endeavors,  we  reclaim 
sinners  from  the  error  of  their  ways.  Seeing  the  work  is  so 
difficult,  so  vast,  so  animating,  let  us  with  mutual  love  and 
forbearance,  unite  in  advancing  it;  shrink  from  no  sacrifice; 
omit  no  means;  but  with  fixed  and  determined  resolution, 
through  grace,  devote  every  faculty  of  our  souls  and  bodies, 
to  the  service  of  our  God  and  Redeemer.  Let  us  not  despair  of 
success,  but  look  to  Ilim  from  whence  cometh  our  help.  If 
God  be  for  us  who  can  prevail  against  us?  The  means  which 
once  extirpated  idolatry,  are  in  our  hands,  and  have  lost  no- 
thing of  their  power  or  attraction.  Souls  are  now  as  precious 
in  Jehovah's  sight,  as  they  were  when  He  first  gave  the  pro- 
mise, that  the  serpent's  head  should  be  bruised.  Let  us  be 
resolved,  and  active,  and  faithful,  and! the  Kingdom  of  the 
Messiah  shall  continue  to  extend  itself;  and  in  the  great  day 
of  its  final  and  universal  establishment,  we  shall  be  permitted 
to  share  its  everlasting  glory. 

The  following  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, addressed  to  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  was 
read  and  ordered  to  appear  on  the  journal.

The  50th  canon  of  our  church  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Se- 
cretary of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  whenever 
any  alteration  of  the  constitution  is  proposed,  or  any  other 
3ubject  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  the  several  Diocesan 
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Conventions,  to  give  a  particular  notice  thereof  to  the  ecclesi« 
astical  authority  of  this  church  in  every  Diocese.

work." 

Resolved^  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  concur- 
ring, that  it  be  made^known  to  the  several  Diocesan  Conven- 
tions, that  it  is  hereby  proposed  for  adoption  at  the  next  Ge- 
neral Convention,  to  insert  the  said  prayer  and  rubric  at  the 
end  of  the  "  Prayers  upon  several  occasions  to  be  used  before 
the  two  final  prayers  of  morning  and  evening  service.  (See 
Journal  of  the  General  Convention,  1832,  pp.  92  and  57.) 

2.  Resolved^  That  with  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  it  be  made  known  to  the  Conven- 
tions of  the  several  Dioceses,  that  it  is  hereby  proposed  to 
alter  the  rubric  before  the  "  Selections  of  Psalms,"  so  as  to 
read,  "  The  following  selections  of  Psalms,  or  any  one  or  more 
Psalms,  or  any  portions  of  the  119th  Psalm  in  the  Psalter, 
may  be  used  instcad^of  the  Psalms  for  the  day,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  minister."  And  that  the  fourth  paragraph  of  the 
"order  how  the  Psalter  is  appointed  to  be  read,"  be  erased.

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  Convention  to  arrange 
for  publication  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  abd  the  laws  of  the  State  relating  to  the 
Church,  with  parts  of  the  Journals  of  the  several  Conven- 
tions, incorporating  therewith  any  important  documents  rela- 
tive to  said  Church,  respectfully  report,  that  some  progress 
was  made  by  them  in  preparing  the  work  thus  required,  but, 
as  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Convention  a  new  code 
of  Canons  was  adopted,  and,  in  consequence,  it  is  supposed 
the  Canons  of  this  Diocese  will  be  revised,  it  is  deemed  ex- 
pedient to  postpone  the  said  work  for  the  present. 

The  Committee  therefore  suggests  the  propriety  of  dis- 
charging them  from  the  duty,  and  postponing  this  work  until 
the  Diocesan  Canons  have  been  revised,  and  as  altered,  adopt- 
ed by  this  Convention.

The  Convention  met  according  to  adjournment. 

Morning  prayer  was  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rice. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday's  proceedings  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

The  following  named  Lay  Delegates  appeared,  and  having 
presented  their  testimonials  and  subscribed  the  declaration, 
took  their  seats :  Mr.  William  J.  Blakistone,  Mr.  Samuel  G.

Resolved^  That  the  Delegates  to  the  next  General  Conven- 
tion, stand  instructed  to  propose  a  revision  of  the  Book  of  Ho- 
milies, agreeably  to  the  sense  which  the  Church  has  expressed 
in  the  supplement  to  her  3dth  article.  This  resolution  was 
adopted  unanimously. 

It  was  on  motion  Resolved^  That  the  members  of  this  Con- 
vention have  witnessed  with  great  satisfaction,  the  progress  of 
the  Temperance  rtformationy  and  that  it  be  recommended  to 
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all  the  Biembers  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  to  fiiTor  and 
advance  the  temperance  cause,  and  to  afTord  it  the  benefit  of 
their  example  and  influence.  Resolved^  That,  in  the  opinion 
of  this  Convention,  the  tra£Gic  in  ardent  spirit,  and  the  use  of 
it  as  a  drink  bj  professors  of  religion,  is  a  great  hindrance  to 
the  progress  of  the  temperance  reformation,  and  ought  to  be 
relinquished. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  and  report  the 
most  efficient  and  speedy  method  of  improving  the  fiscal  con- 
cerns of  this  Convention,  submit  the  following  preamble  and 
resolutions,  which  were  adopted  : 

Whereas^  some  of  the  Parishes  and  Churches  have  declined 
or  neglected  to  paj  their  annual  quota  of  the  expenses  of  the 
Convention  for  several  years  past,  and  whereas  the  funds  have, 
in  consequence,  become  greatly  embarrassed,  and  insufficient 
Co  meet  the  pressing  demands  against  the  Convention — 

Resolved  by  this  Convention^  That  the  Treasurer  state  an 
account  with  the  several  Parishes  and  Churches  now  delin- 
quent for  arrearages,  and  transmit  the  same  to  the  respective 
Vestries,  requesting  their  immediate  payment  of  the  ar- 
rearages. 

Resolvedy  That  the  Rector  and  Vestries  of  the  several  Pa- 
rishes and  congregations,  be  earnestly  requested  as  early  as  it 
may  be  found  convenient  by  each  of  them,  to  take  up  a  col- 
lection in  the.  respective  churches  for  funds  to  pay  the  debts 
now  due  from  the  Convention.* 

It  was  further  Resolved^  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  ap- 
pointed to  report  to  the  next  Convention  a  plan  for  raising  the 
funds  necessary  to  discharge,  as  they  occur,  the  unavoidable 
expenses  of  the  Convention.  A.  C.  Magruder,  Esq.,  Samuel 
I.  Donaldson,  Esq.,  and  Franklin  Anderson,  Esq.  were  ap- 
pointed the  Committee. 

The  Committee  on  Parochial  contributions,  made  their  re- 
port, which  was  accepted,  as  follows  : 

The  committee  appointed  to  receive  the  annual  contribu- 
tions, beg  leave  to  state,  that  they  have  received  on  account  of 
the  Bishop's  fund,  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  and  seven  dol- 
lars, and  on  account  of  the  Convention  fund,  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  and  ^sixty-four  dollars  and  six  cents,  as  appears  by 
the  detailed  statement  which  follows,  viz :

Report  qf  the  Committee  on  the  state  qf  the  Church. 

The  Standing  Committee  acting  as  the  Committee  on  the 
state  of  the  Church  presented  their  report,  which  was  read 
and  accepted,  as  follows : 

The  condition  of  our  Church  in  this  Diocese,  appears  at 
this  time,  to  be  prosperous  and  encouraging.  The  pastoral 
visits  of  the  Bishop,  although  less  extended  than  he  desired 
and  contemplated,  have  produced  happy  results,  and  added 
many  young  members  to  the  communion  of  the  Church.  A 
growing  attachment  to  her  institutions,  and  an  increase  of 
practical  piety  are  observable  in  all  the  Parishes,  which  are 
favored  with  the  stated  preaching  of  the  Word.  Let  the 
Church  be  supplied  with  active,  pious,  and  well  instructed 
ministers,  and  her  doctrines  will  commend  themselves  to  uni- 
versal approbation  and  acceptance.  The  foundation  of  the 
Apostles  and  prophets,  bound  together  by  Jesus  Christ  the 
ehief  corner  stone,  must  remain  eternal  and  immoveable, 
whatever  may  be  the  fate  of  human  and  unauthorized  systems. 
Heresy  may  shake  the  battlements;  schism  may  open  breaches 
in  the  enclosures  of  the  Church;  but  the  foundation  standeth 
&8t  forever. 

The  operations  of  the  Missionary  Society  have  not  yet  bean 
weij  extensive,  but  the  prospects  of  the  institution  are  now 
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highly  leUittering,  and  justify  the  most  pleasing  anticipations. 
Tour  Committee  trust  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  all 
the  waste  places  of  our  Zion  shall  be  restored  by  its  agency. 
The  Prayer  Book  and  Homily  Society  has  been  usefully 
employed,  but  its  means  are  extremely  limited.  It  requires 
and  deserves  the  extended  patronage  of  Episcopalians  to  give 
it  the  efl&ciency  which  it  was  intended  to  exert  in  advancing 
the  interests  of  the  Church. 


PAROCHIAL  REPORTS. 

8t.  Paul's  Parish,  Baltimore. 

Since  the  last  Convention  very  material  changes  have  been  made  in  the 
interior  of  St.  Paul's,  both  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  an  increasing  de- 
mand for  pews,  and  also  to  embellish  it  by  correcting  some  defects  m  the 
original  construction  of  the  building.  Two  of  the  columns  formerly  in 
the  chancel,  have  been  removed,  and  an  arch  is  thrown  over  the  choir,  so  as 
to  disclose  the  whole  of  the  organ,  before  in  part  concealed.  The  desk  and 
pulpit  are  new,  and  the  chancel  is  elevated  and  reduced  in  size;  thirty  of 
the  pews  in  the  western  extremity  are  raised  upon  an  inclined  plane ;  the 
interior  of  the  Church  is  painted  and  whitened,  and  eight  new  pews  are 
made,  the  sale  of  which,  riB3,225,)  independently  of  the  annual  rent,  has 
defrayed  three -fourths  of  Uie  cost  of  the  whole  repairs. 

There  are  three  Bible  classes  in  this  congrc^tion,  one  for  females,  con- 
sisting of  about  one  hundred,  and  not  composed  only  of  the  voung ;  one  for 
young  men,  and  one  for  colored  persons  of  both  sexes.  There  are  two 
Sunday  Schools;  and  an  Asylum  for  thirty  orphans  and  other  destitute 
female  children,  whose  maintenance  and  education  are  furnished  from  funds, 
with  the  subscriptions  of  the  parish.

▼ain.  Though  he  still  has  difficulties  to  contend  with,  at  no  period  sinctt 
his  entrance  into  the  ministry  has  he  felt  so  much  encouraged  to  perseyera 
In  the  &ithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office  as  at  the  present  During 
the  past  year  the  congregation  has  increased  in  numbers,  and  we  can  ada^ 
CD  tne  most  unquestionable  evidence,  in  tnu  piety.  The  people  attend  thft 
public  services  of  the  Church  with  regularity,  and  there  is  generally  mani- 
fested in  that  holy  place  an  encouraging  attention,  and  sometimes  a  deep  so- 
lenmity. 

Of  the  efforts  which  have  been  made  for  arousing  the  attention  of  the 
ungodly,  and  extending  the  knowledge  of  the  great  truths  of  revelation^ 
we  cannot  forbear  noticing  those  of  "  the  Female  Tract  Society,"  instituted 
since  the  last  Convention.  Well  selected  tracts,  regularly  distributed  under 
the  direction  of  the  Rector,  have  produced  the  most  beneficial  results,  and 
to  an  extent  which  the  most  zealous  promoters  of  the  plan  could  not  have 
anticipated.  Among  other  good  effects,  they  have  in  some  instances  weak- 
ened, if  not  removed,  the  prejudices  against  the  Church  which  origbated 
in  ignorance  of  her  real  character,  and  imparted  strength  to  the  attadiment 
of  her  members,  by  showing  that  her  doctrines  are  scriptural,  and  her  in- 
stitutions primitive  and  divine. 

On  Easter-Monday,  the  ladies  of  the  congregation  formed  a  Society 
which  they  denominated  ''  The  Female  Benevolent  Association  of  St  Ste- 
phen's Parish."  Its  design  is  to  extend  pecuniary  aid  to  our  charitable  in- 
ilitations  by  funds  to  be  derived  from  the  work  of'^  their  own  hands.

The  former  of  these  Parishes  has  converted  its  ancient  and  much  dilapi- 
dited  house  of  worship  into  a  neat  and  well  finished  structure,  which  standi 
•s  a  monument  of  the  pious  and  persevering  zeal  of  the  ladies  of  the  Pa- 
rish. 

The  Havre  de  Grace  Parish  has  been  severely  afflicted  during  the  period 
of  the  present  incumbent's  ministrations.  Several  who  were  among  the 
most  influential  members  of  the  Church, have  been  removed  by  death;  and 
in  July  last,  the  Church  edifice  which  had  been  completed  but  within  the 

{previous  year,  was,  throuijh  God's  mysterious  dispensation,  destroyed  by 
ightning.  A  proper  spint,  however,  has  been  displayed  by  the  parish- 
ioners ;  and  through  their  own  praise-worthy  efforts,  seconded  by  the  kind 
assistance  of  our  brethren  of  other  Parishes,  with  the  divine  blessing,  our 
temple  has  arisen  again,  and  is  advancing  towards  its  complete  restoration. 
Tne  spiritual  condition  of  these  Parisnes  is  indeed  low,  but  we  are  not 
without  good  hope  of  a  better  state  of  things.  The  number  of  communi- 
tants,  though  small,  is  believed  about  to  be  increased.  A  very  respectai* 
ble  number  of  young  persons  are  now  awaiting  confirmation.

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In  Harre  de  Grace  there  ie  a  well  conducted  and  flouriihing  Sunday 
School,  oonaifting  of  upwards  of  a  hundred  scholars.  There  hare  ben 
withm  the  past  year  seven  baptisms,  two  of  which  were  adults  and  icft 
marriages,  and  three  funerals.

The  Rector  of  St.  John's  Parish,  fialtimore  and  Harford  counties,  has 
to  report,  that  having  been  providentially  prevented  attending  the  last 
Convention,  no  statement  of  his  parochial  duties  for  the  preceding  year  was 
made,  and  that  he  has  now  to  report  for  the  two  last  vears.    During  that 
time,  no  material  change  has  taken  place  in  the  Parish,  except  the  sale  of 
the  glebe,  which,  in  consequence  of  its  not  having  a  suitable  house  on  it, 
and  being  in  a  sickly  situation,  was  not  a  desirable  residence  for  the  minis- 
ter ;  and  although  it  was  disposed  of  low,  it  was  considered  by  the  Vestry 
an  advantageous  sale,  as  it  was  continually  declining  in  value  by  being  ten- 
anted out.    The  condition  of  the  two  congregations  remains  pretty  much 
the  same,  except,  perhaps,  a  small  increase  and  improvement  in  one  of 
them.    The  Rector  has  Dc^en  greatlv  cheered,  however,  by  the  success  of 
his  labors  in  one  corner  of  the  Parish  which  was  almost  destitute  of  the 
ministrations  of  the  gosp^,  and  where  he  has  succeeded  in  raising  a  large 
and  flourishing  congregation.    He  commenced  preaching  about  two  years 
pest  in  a  private  house,  which,  although  large  and  commodious,  was  soon 
nlled  to  overflowing)  and  a  pulpit  and  seats  are  now  prepared  in  the  woods, 
where  he  preaches  to  a  large  and  attentive  audience  on  every  other  Ix>rd's 
day  afternoon.    This  would  be  a  most  desirable  situation  for  a  Church,  and 
could  the  people  who  are  unable  of  themselves,  be  aided  by  some  of  their 
more  favored  brethren,  no  doubt  a  temple  might  easily  be  erected  to  ih& 
^ory  of  God,  and  the  advancement  of  his  holy  religion.    The  baptisms  for 
the  year  preceding,  up  to  the  Convention  of  18i32,  were  15.    The  marriages 
for  the  sameperiod  were  6 — the  funerals  2 — and  the  communicants  at  the 
time  of  the  Convention  were  80.

Missionary  Society. 

The  executive  committee  soon  after  their  election  proceed- 
ed to  the  appointment  of  ^a^ents  to  visit  the  different  parts  of 
the  Dioeeae  to  form  auxiliaries,  and  solieit  contributions  to 
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the  funds  of  the  society : — some  of  the  agents  entered  upon 
the  work  and  have  partially  performed  the  duties  assigned  to 
them.  From  others  no  reports  have  been  received.  The 
whole  amount  of  funds  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer 
is  $830.  The  funds  received  have  not  as  yet  been  sufficient 
to  justify  the  appointment  of  missionaries,  but  it  is  hoped  that 
by  the  active  exertions  of  the  friends  of  the  cause,  a  sufficient 
sum  will  be  raised  before  the  close  of  this  year,  to  justify  such 
appointment  for  some  of  the  more  destitute  portions  of  the 
Diocese.  Out  of  the  money  collected  in  that  portion  of  the 
Diocese  within  the  District  of  Columbia,  an  appropriation  was 
made  of  $150,  to  the  Vestry  of  Rock-creek  Parish^  to  aid  in 
the  support  of  their  Rector. 


The  following  report  was  received  after  the  adjournment 
of  the  Convention. 

The  agent  of  the  Convention  to  solicit  contributions  to  the 
permanent  fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  would  re- 
spectfully state  to  the  Convention,  that  as  he  has  not  yet  com- 
pleted the  business  of  his  agency,  and  the  collection  of  the 
subscriptions  which  he  has  received  during  the  recess  of  the 
Convention,  he  would  ask  its  indulgence  until  the  meeting  of 
the  next  Convention  to  make  a  full  and  final  report  of  his 
agency.  He  hopes  by  that  time,  to  be  able  to  raise  something 
considerable  in  behalf  of  the  Episcopal  fund  of  the  Diocese. 

As  a  missionary  by  the  appointment  of  the  Bishop,  he  has, 
besides  performing  other  duties,  preached  35  times  in  some 
parishes  entirely  deprived  of  the  ministry  of  our  church,  and 
in  others  but  partially  supplied — he  has  administered  the 
communion  three  times,  baptized  five  children,  and  attended 
five  funerals. 

The  services  of  a  missionary  are  greatly  needed  in  Wash« 
iiigton  county  and  parts  adjacent.

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1st.  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  with 
prayer. 

3d.  This  Convention  shall  sit  for  the  despatch  of  business, 
from  nine  o'clock,  A.  M.,  until  three  o'clock,  P.  M. 

3d.  Every  member  shall  take  his  seat  when  the  President 
takes  the  chair,  and  remain  uncovered  until  the  Convention 
adjourn. 

4th.  At  the  opening  of  each  session  of  the  Convention,  as 
soon  as  the  President  takes  the  chair,  the  names  of  the  clergy, 
who  were  entitled  to  seats  at  the  preceding  Convention,  diall 
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be  ealled  over  by  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention ;  or,  in 
case  of  his  absence,  by  a  Secretary  pro  teni.,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  President.  The  lay  delegates  shall  lay  their  certifi- 
cates of  appointment  on  the  table  of  the  Secretary,  and  sub- 
scribe the  declaration  recjuired  by  the  constitution.  If  a 
constitutional  quorum  be  found  present,  the  President  shall 
thereupon  declare  the  fact,  and  announce  that  the  convention 
is  organized,  and  ready  for  business.  A  secretary  shall  be 
elected.  The  following  committees  shall  then  be  appointed 
by  the  chair :  one  of  elections,  to  consist  of  three,  (to  whom  the 
testimonials  of  the  lay  delegates  shall  be  referred;)  one  on 
accounts,  to  consist  of  three ;  one  on  parochial  contributions, 
to  consist  of  three ;  and  one  on  the  rights  of  clergymen  to  seats 
in  this  convention,  to  consist  of  three  clergymen. 

5th.  If  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  not  be  present  at 
any  meeting  of  the  convention,  at  the  opening  of  the  same,  the 
names  of  the  clergy  who  were  entitled  to  seats  at  the  preced- 
ing convention,  shall  be  called  over  by  the  secretary  of  the 
last  convention ;  or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  by  the  first  named 
member  of  the  standing  committee  who  may  be  present. 

The  lay  delegates  shall  lay  their  certificates  of  appointment 
on  the  table,  and  subscribe  the  declaration  required  by  the 
constitution.  If  a  constitutional  quorum  be  present,  a  Presi- 
dent pro  tempore  shall  be  elected,  agreeably  to  the  seventh 
article  of  the  constitution.  A  secretary  shall  be  elected;  and 
then  the  chair  shall  appoint  the  several  committees  mentioned 
in  the  fourth  rule  of  order. 

Cth.  The  standing  committee  for  the  preceding  year  shall 
be  the  committee  on  the  state  of  the  church;  and  all  parochial 
reports  shall  be  referred  to  the  said  comiiiittee. 

7th.  Every  member  who  shall  deliver  his  opinion,  or  speak 
in  any  debate,  shall  stand  up  in  his  place;  and  with  respect 
and  decency,  address  himself  to  the  President. 

8th.  If  two  or  more  members  shall  rise  to  speak  at  the  same 
time,  the  President  shall  declare  which  shall  speak  first. 

9th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  any  debate, 
except  with  leave;  nor  shall  any  member  be  interrupted 
while  he  is  speaking  in  order.  And  if  any  member  shall  rise 
to  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question,  without  leave, 
the  President  shall  call  him  to  order. 

10th.  Any  member  called  to  order  by  the  President,  or  by 
a  member,  shall  thereupon  take  his  seat. 

11th.  When  the  convention  is  sitting,  no  member  shall 
speak  to  another,  so  as  to  interrupt  any  member  who  may  be 
speaking  in  a  debate.

On  Friday,  the  23th,  I  preached  at  Cotociiri  furnace,  Fred- 
erick county,  and  consecrated  a  neat  church  hy  the  name  of 
Harriot  CluipeL  This  church  was  huilt,  and  comj)letely 
finished  at  the  entire  expense  of  Mk.  John  Bkikx,  who  is 
owner  of  the  estahlishment,  and  presented  hy  him  to  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  Marylmd.  The  nohle  ex- 
ample of  this  generous  individual,  would  always  be  truly 
worthy  of  imitation,  but,  in  the  present  depressed  state  of 
some  sections  of  our  church,  should  excite  the  sacred  emu- 
latioD  of  others,  and  calls  for  our  sincere  acknowledgments. 
There  is  a  Sunday  School  in  this  church,  for  the  purpose  of 
instructing  the  children  of  those  who  are  constantly  employ- 
ed in  the  labor  of  so  large  an  establishment. 

On  Friday,  the  23tb,  I  preached  at  candle  light  in  All 
Saint's  parish,  Frederick  city. 

On  Saturday,  the  2Gth,  I  preached  in  St.  Mark's  parish, 
Frederick  county.

Deaths, — Since  our  last  convention,  the  church  has  been 
deprived  of  the  labors  of  the  Rev.  Jared  Rice,  who  in  the 
prime  and  vigor  of  life,  and  in  the  midst  of  his  usefulness, 
has  gone  to  give  an  account  of  his  stewardship.  Let  such 
instances  of  the  shortness  and  uncertainty  of  human  life, 
prove  salutary  warnings  to  each  of  us.  Let  them  be  per- 
petually sending  to  the  heart  the  admonition — "be  ye  also 
ready."  Following  the  footsteps  of  our  Lord  and  Master, 
let  us  work  while  it  is  day,  that  with  him  it  may  be  our  pri- 
vilege to  breathe  out  our  life  in  that  comfortable  declaration, 
"I  have  glorilied  thee  on  earth,  1  have  tinished  the  work 
which  thou  gavest  me  to  do." 

In  pursuing  the  order  which  I  proposed  in  the  commence- 
ment of  this  report,  I  shall  now  hrielly  notice,  what  appears 
to  be  the  state  of  religion  in  our  Diocese.  During  my  visi- 
tations, 1  have  been  a  careful  observer  of  passing  events,  and 
have  also  endeavored  to  ascertain,  from  the  best  information 
I  could  collect,  what  was  the  situation  of  the  ditferent  pa- 
rishes. Although  I  have  seen  mucli  to  lament,  yet,  if  [ 
should  express  an  opinion,  it  would  be  confidently,  that  there 
is  a  gradual  improvement  in  piety,  zeal,  and  sound  church 
principles.  These  are  encouraging  indications  of  the  ful- 
filment of  our  Saviour's  pronli^e  to  his  Apostles,  and  their 
successors  in  the  ministry — "lo  I  am  with  you  always  even 

cyjtjto  the  end  of  the  world." 

On  lf>ng  the  number  who  have  come  forward  to  confirma- 

Montgoiiiavc  been  forcibly  struck,  with   the  seriousness  and 
On  Wty,  with  which  they  approached  that  ordinance.  It  is 

Frederioly  not  with  them  considered  a  mere  ceremony ;  but, 
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a  solemn  dedication  of  the  heart  and  life  to  the  Lord.  Not- 
withstanding the  care  that  has  been  taken,  to  arlniit  none  to 
the  imposition  of  hands,  but  those  who  were  duly  (jualificd; 
yet  we  find  that  the  number  of  recipients  has  increased. 
This  evidently  shows,  that  a  relaxed  discipline  is  not  neces- 
sary to  advance  the  cause  of  religion  in  the  church.  Under 
a  state  of  salutary  discipline,  with  suitable  religious  instruc- 
tions, we  have  every  reason  to  hope  for  the  future  prosperi- 
ty of  our  Zion.  Unless  ample  knowledge  is  disseminated, 
of  what  constitute  the  distinguishing  characteristics  of  the 
church,  there  would  be  danger  of  seeing  our  members  "car- 
ried about  with  every  wind  of  doctrine.''  I  have  indeed 
often  been  surprised  in  my  intercourse  with  the  world,  to 
find  so  many,  who  are  well  informed  on  general  subjects,  en- 
tirely ignorant  of  what  constitutes  the  broad  line  of  demar- 
cation between  the  church,  and  the  various  contending  sec- 
taries. Their  preference  for  the  ecclesiastical  system  which 
they  maintain,  appears  to  arise  from  the  respect  they  have 
for  the  opinions  of  their  fathers,  or  from  attachment  to  the 
ministry  of  some  favorite  pastor,  rather  than  from  a  discern- 
ment of  the  distinguishing  features  of  the  church  of  Christ. 
Where  men  have  no  fixed  principle  to  govern  them  in  their 
choice  and  actions,  we  need  not  be  surprised,  if  we  see  them 
forsaking  the  good  old  paths,  and  wandering  in  the  labyrinths 
of  error. 

Within  the  last  few  years,  we  have  seen  published  a  num- 
ber of  valuable  tracts,  upon  the  doctrines  and  government  of 
the  church,  well  calculated  to  arrest  the  attention  of  those 
who  will  not  read  large  works  r  yet  we  find  that  even  short 
tracts  are  not  generally  read.  It  therefore  follows  as  a  ne- 
cessary preparative,  that  the  living  voice  should  accompany 
the  silent  messenger,  if  we  should  ever  expect  to  see  firm 
and  decided  church  men,  such  as  we  can  rely  on  amidst  the 
storms  of  heresy  and  schism.  The  leaders  among  the  reli- 
gious sects  of  the  day,  are  loud  in  defence  of  their  peculiar 
tenets,  and  often  not  less  clamorous  in  the  censure  ca.^t  upon 
ours;  and  shall  we  be  careless  in  defondini!;that  distiniiiuish- 
ed  branch  of  the  church  of  Christ  to  which  it  is  our  happi- 
ness to  belong  ?  Every  revolving  year  convinces  me,  that  we 
lose  members,  who  fail  to  discriminate  between  the  church, 
the  body  of  Christ,  and  those  religious  associiitions,  which 
men  find  it  their  interest  and  pleasure  to  join;  and  in  their 
ignorance,  consider  it  a  matter  of  no  consecjuence,  where  or 
with  whom  they  commune.  In  addressing  our  people,  we 
should  recollect^  that  many  of  them  are  babes  in  knowledge, 
and  require  to  be  instructed  in  the  first  rudiments  of  chtU- 
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tianity.  Although  these  i^ubjects  arc  familiar  to  those  who 
havo  (leveled  much  time  to  the  study  of  the  gospel,  \i*o  must 
not  conclude  that  they  are  ec^ually  understood  by  all  our 
hearers.  A  free  and  unreserved  intercourse  with  very 
in.iny  of  them,  will  soon  convince  us  to  the  contrary.  How 
many  are  there,  both  in  and  out  of  the  church,  who  do  not 
know  that  she,  in  correspondence  with  the  sacred  volume, 
considers  three  orders  in  her  ministry,  essential  to  its  perfect 
or<:anization.  1'his  assertion  may  seem  almost  incredible, 
but,  even  a  hasty  observation  will  leave  no  doubt  upon  the 
subject,  and  will  show  how  much  is  to  be  done,  before  our 
church  can  be  universally  loved  and  valued,  as  she  deserves, 
for  her  apostolic  character.  The  gradual  inroads  which  there 
i\\  sometimes  cause  to  fear  are  made,  in  many  sections  of  the 
Diocese,  would  not  in  all  probability  take  place,  bad  the 
people  been  made  sensible  of  the  inestimable  advantages 
which  they  enjoy  in  the  doctrines,  worship,  and  ministry  of 
the  Episcopal  church.  Efforts  are  made  to  persuade  them, 
that  our  formulary  is  calculated  to  deaden  the  fervors  of  de- 
votion, and  that  the  gown  and  surplice  arc  relicks  of  Romish 
superstition.  And  until  the  people  have  learnt  to  love  and 
venerate  divine  institutions,  we  must  expect  the  mortifica- 
tion of  seeing  them  wander  from  the  fold  of  Christ,  and  be- 
come inimical  to  truth  and  genuine  devotion.  Let  those  who 
may  have  been  hitherto  silent  upon  the  subject  of  the  dis- 
tinguishing characteristics  of  the  church,  resolve  in  future 
to  be  consistent  and  zealous  in  maintaining  its  interests. 
Heresy  and  schism  are  impatient  to  make  their  ravages 
among  us.  Let  us  lift  up  our  voices  in  defence  of  truth  and 
order,  regardless  of  difficulties  however  formidable,  taking 
as  our  motto  the  lloman  axiom,  ^Uruth  is  great  and  must 
prevail." 

A  sense  of  duty,  and  a  thorough  conviction  of  their  truth, 
have  alone  induced  me  to  make  the  above  remarks,  which 
are  dictated  in  the  spirit  of  love,  and  in  a  conviction  that  you 
have  at  heart,  the  prosperity  of  the  church,  to  which  you 
are  under  Providence  connected.  Satisfied  as  I  am,  that 
you  arc  zealously  engai^ed  in  extending  the  Redeemer's 
kingdom,  and  establishing  your  hearers  in  the  truths  of  the 
gospel ;  yet,  nevertlielot  s,  1  would  urge  you  on  to  increased 
lailhfulness;  to  unremitted  efforts  in  building  up  the  waste 
places  of  our  Zion  ;  to  instruct  those  under  your  pastoral  care 
in  the  principles  and  doctrines  of  the  church,  founded  on 
the  prophets  and  apostles,  Jesus  Christ  himself  being  the 
chief  corner  stone. 
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Having  among  them  a  body  of  men  thus  piously  engaged 
to  promote  the  virtue  and  happiness  of  mankind,  should  not 
the  laity  duly  appreciate  their  privileges,  and  profit  by  their 
instructions?  Should  they  not  co-operate  with  them,  and  se- 
cond by  their  most  judicious  and  energetic  eiforts,  whatever 
is  calculated  to  strengthen  the  hands  of  the  clergy,  and  ren- 
der their  ministrations  effectual  to  the  conversion  of  sinners? 
We  appeal  to  your  own  consciences  to  decide,  whether  we 
desire  too  much,  when  we  ask  you  to  reflect  upon  our  re- 
sponsibilities, to  lighten  our  burdens,  to  cheer  our  hopes,  to 
sanction  our  undertakings,  to  aid  our  cause,  and  the  cause  of 
mercy  to  mankind,  and  to  save  the  church  of  your  fathers 
from  reproach,  from  prostration,  and  from  decay. 

Brethren :— Once  more  permitted  as  we  are  under  the 
kind  Providence  of  God,  to  meet  for  the  purpose  of  transact- 
ing the  business  of  the  Diocese,  and  of  consulting  for  the 
future  prosperity  of  our  Zion,  let  us  ask  of  God  his  guid- 
ance and  strength.  Let  us  with  united  hearts  combine  our 
exertions,  having  in  view  only  the  glory  of  God,  the  pros- 
perity of  the  church,  and  the  salvation  of  immortal  souls. 

The  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  9  o'clock,  to-mor- 
row morning. 


Thursday,  May  29th,  1834. 

The  Convention  met  according  to  adjournment. 

Morning  prayers  were  read  by  the  Rev.  John  Johns. 

The  minutes  of  ycsterdfiy's  proceedings  were  read  and 
approved.

The  Rev.  Henry  L.  Davis  formerly  of  this  Diocese,  but 
who  has  for  some  time  past  been  a  resident  of  the  Diocese  of 
Delaware,  having  stated  to  the  committee,  that  he  never  pre* 
sented  his  dimissory  letter  from  the  late  Bishop  Kemp  to  the 
ecclesiastical  authority  of  Delaware,  and  never  connected 
himself  with  that  Diocese ;  and  furthermore,  that  he  has  re- 
cently been  elected  rector  of  Trinity  parish  in  Elkton,  Ma- 
ryland, recommend  that  he  be  admitted  a  member  of  this 
Convention. 

The  foregoing  report  was  accepted,  and  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee  agreed  to ;  whereupon  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Davis  took  his  seat  as  a  member  of  the  Convention. 

The  Hon.  John  B.  Eccleston  and  Ur.  William  Thomas, 
presented  their  testimonials  as  lay  delegates,  and  signed  the 
declaration  as  required  by  the  constitution. 

The  committee  on  elections  of  lay  delegates  reported,  that 
they  had  examined  the  testimonials  submitted  to  them,  and 
find  tint  the  gentlemen  whose  names  follow,  are  entitled  to 
seats  in  this  Convention.

This  rc])ort  was  accepted. 

It  was  on  motion,  Resolved,  that  clergymen  from  other 
Dioceses,  candidates  for  holy  orders,  and  students  of  divinity, 
be  admitted  to  honorary  seats  in  this  Convention. 

Resolutions  in  reference  to  Domestic  Missions. 

The  following  resolution  was  submitted: 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  recommend  to  the  several 
parishes  of  the  Diocese,  the  adoption  of  Bishop  Dpane's 
plan  of  systematic  charity,  and  that  the  money  thus  collected, 
be  exclusively  appropriated  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  Domes- 
tic Missionary  Society  of  Maryland. 

The  preamble  and  resolutions  following,  were  offered  to 
the  consideration  of  the  Convention. 

The  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Maryland,  now  in  session,  without  meaning  to 
deny  the  claims  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Alissionary  So- 
ciety, established  by  the  General  Convention,  to  the  liberal 
support  of  every  individual  in  our  communion,  would  re- 
spectfully and  earnestly  urge  upon  the  members  of  the 
church  in  this  Diocese,  the  wants  of  the  missionary  society 
established  by  our  Diocesan  Convention.  The  objects  of  the 
society  are,  to  revive  the  episcopal  church,  in  parishes  no 
longer  able,  without  aid,  to  give  support  to  a  minister ;  and 
to  establish  episcopal  congrcj!;ations  in  the  very  many  j)laces 
in  our  diocese,  at  which  zealous  and  pious  ministers  might 
now  be  employed. 

The  Convention  implores  the  members  of  the  church  in 
this  diocese  to  lay  this  subject  seriously  to  heart,  to  consider 
in  how  many  sections  of  this  state,  since  its  division  into 
parishes,  an  increase  of  population  now  aflbrds  to  the  active 
missionary  an  opportunity  of  building  up  other  episcopal 
congregations,  which  in  a  short  time  may  not  only  be  able 
to  support  a  settled  minister  without  the  aid  of  others,  but 
assist  in  an  extension  of  the  knowledge  of  the  gospel  and  of 
the  ordinances  of  religion  to  other  places. 

And  this  Convention  would  also  urge  it  upon  the  clergy, 
frequently  in  their  discourses,  and  especially  on  communion 
days,  to  exhort  those  under  their  charge,  to  be  mindful  of 
the  claims  of  the  destitute  parts  of  the  diocese,  to  aid  from  oth- 
ers; to  make  mention  to  them  from  time  to  time,  of  the  ben- 
efits which   other   dioceses  have  derived  from   missionary 
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efforts,  and  of  the  good  which  in  many  places  within  our 
own  diocese  might  bo  done,  but4for  the  want  of  missionary 
funds.  And  in  order  to  obtain  the  funds  needed  to  enable 
the  missionary  society  of  this  diocese  to  support  as  many  mis- 
sionaries as  ought  to  be  em})loyed  therein,  the  Convention 
recommends  to  the  clergy  and  vestries  of  the  several  parishes 
and  congregations,  to  place  in  suitable  situations  in  the  church, 
boxes  in  which  those  who  are  disposed  to  contribute,  may 
give,  each  one  according  to  his  ability,  to  this  object.  The 
Convention  is  induced  to  recommend  this  measure,  from  a 
conviction  which  its  members  would  be  most  reluctant  to 
abandon,  that  if  in  this  way  provision  was  made  for  the  vol* 
untary  oU'erings  of  the  congregation,  while  those  who  do  not 
unite  in  the  solemn  religious  act  then  about  to  take  place, 
might  feel  it  to  be  their  duty  then,  more  perhaps  than  at  any 
other  time  to  give  liberally  to  this  purpose,  those  who  arc 
about  to  partake,  or  have  just  partaken  of  the  ''body  and 
blood  of  Christ,"  will  then  give  proof  of  the  sincerity  of 
their  profession,  their  faith,  their  repentance,  and  their  chari- 
ty, by  a  cheerful  contribution  to  our  missionary  society,  ac- 
cording to  the  ability  with  which  each  one  has  been  blessed, 
whereupon. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  requested  of  the  several  rectors  and 
vestries  to  provide,  and  on  every  communion  Sunday,  fix  in 
suitable  places,  in  their  respective  places  of  worship,  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  boxes,  in  order  that  each  communicant  and 
other  members  of  the  congregation,  may  have  an  opportuni- 
ty on  such  days,  of  contributing  (as  they  may  be  willing,)  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  assisting  small  parishes  in  this  diocese, 
to  support  ministers,  and  to  employ  missionaries  to  visit, 
preach,  and  administer  the  ordinances  of  religion,  in  differ- 
ent sections  of  this  diocese. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  requested  of  the  rectors  of  the  seve- 
ral congregations,  on  all  such  days,  to  apprise  their  people  of 
this  arrangement  for  receiving  their  charity,  and  of  the  ob- 
jects for  which  it  is  designed  ;  and  that  each  rector  annually 
report  to  the  Convention,  the  amount  of  funds  thus  contri- 
buted by  his  congregation,  and  also  such  measures  as  have 
been  adopted,  an(l  the  success  attending  them,  in  order  to  ob- 
tain in  his  congre.a;ation  funds  for  the  society. 

The  above  resolutions  in  reference  to  domestic  missions, 
were  referred  to  a  committee,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Brooke,  Judge  Ecclcston,  and  Mr.  Edward  Tilghman,  with 
instructions  to  report  a  plan  in  accordance  with  the  views 
therein  expressed. 
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The  OoQvention  adjourned  to  attend  divine  service,  and 
the  annual  sermon  before  "the  Prayer  Book  and  Homily  So- 
ciety of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland."  After  divine  service,  the 
Convention  again  proceeded  to  business. 

Report  of  the  Committee  to  revise  the  Canons. 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  to  revise 
the  Canons  of  the  church  in  this  diocese,  having  carefully 
deliberated  upon  the  important  matter  referred  to  them,  and 
held  several  meetings  in  the  course  of  the  year,  have  at 
length  accomplished  their  labors,  and  with  entire  unanimity, 
agreed  to  report  the  following  as  a  code  of  Canons  for  the 
fbture  government  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
Maryland.

Committee. 


Canon  I. — Readers  to  be  appointed  in   vacant  parishes. 

WhereaSy  In  consequence  of  the  present  want  of  clergy- 
men, to  supply  all  the  parishes  within  this  state,  many  con- 
gregations are  deprived  of  the  means  of  publicly  worshipping 
God,  agreeably  to  their  conscience,  by  the  venerable  form 
prescribed  in  the  liturgy  of  this  church,  and  are  thereby 
eompelled  to  frequent  the  assemblies  of  other  denominations 
of  christians,  or  to  neglect  entirely  the  great  duty  of  public 
worship,  it  is  hereby  required,  that  there  shall  be  appointed 
io  each  vacant  parish,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  vestry 
thereof,  some  candidate  for  orders,  or  other  layman  of  ex- 
emplary character  for  piety  and  morals,  as  a  reader ;  who 
shall,  under  the  direction  of  any  member  of  the  standing 
committee,  on  every  Sunday  and  other  public  occasion,  de- 
Toutly  read  the  service  of  the  liturgy,  and  a  sermon  from 
the  works  of  some  approved  Protestant  Episcopal  divine. 
The  appointment  shall  be  made  by  the  Bishop:  Neverthe- 
less^ any  member  of  the  standing  committee,  may  make  a 
temporary  appointment  of  a  reader,  subject  to  the  confirma- 
tion or  rejection  of  the  Bishop. 

Canon  II. — Candidates  to  give  notice  of  their  intention  to 

apply  for  holy  orders. 

Persons  applying  to  be  received  as  candidates  for  holy  or- 
JeniyBbaU  give  tlie  notice  and  present  the  testimoilials  re- 
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quired  by  the  9th  Canon  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Cburcb 
in  the  United  States. 

Canon  HI. — Concerning  Deacons  delaying  to  apply  for 

Priests^  orders. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  to  withdraw  his  license 
to  preach  from  any  Deacon  who  may  have  heretofore  declin- 
ed, or  shall  hereafter  decline,  for  a  longer  period  than  three 
years,  to  take  the  necessary  steps  for  procuring  priests'  or- 
ders ;  unless  he  may  be  able  to  assign  such  reasons  for  his 
delay  as  will  be  satisfactory  to  the  Bishop. 

Canon  IV. — Clergymen  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention, 

No  Clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Conven- 
tion, as  having  been  regularly  and  canonically  elected  into 
a  parish,  unless  it  shall  have  been  signified  to  the  secretary 
of  the  convention  for  the  time  being,  by  the  Bishop,  or  in 
the  case  of  a  vacancy,  by  the  president  of  the  standing  com- 
mittee, that  he  had  obtained  from  him  a  certificate  of  his 
episcopal  qualifications  and  religious  character;  and  unless 
the  Bishop  or  president  shall  have  received  from  the  vestry, 
and  transmitted  to  the  secretary,  the  certificate  required  by 
the  35th  canon  of  the  General  Convention.  And  no  clergy- 
man shall  have  a  seat  in  the  convention,  as  an  instructor  of 
youth  in  any  seminary  of  learning,  till  he  shall  have  produ- 
ced to  the  convention  a  certificate  from  the  rector  and  vestry 
of  the  parish  or  church,  in  which  it  is,  or  from  the  vestry, 
if  there  be  no  rector,  that  he  is  so  employed. 

Canon  V. — Absentees  from  Convention  to  be  noted. 

At  every  meeting  of  the  Convention  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  secretary  to  report  the  names  of  such  clergymen  enti- 
tled to  scats,  as  may  have  absented  themselves  from  two  suc- 
cessive conventions  ;  and  the  convention  shall  take  such  or- 
der thereon  as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

Canon  VI. — Concerning  the  title  of  infirm  Clergymen  to 

seats  in  Convention. 

No  clergyman  claiming  a  seat  in  the  convention  of  this 
Diocese,  as  an  infirm  clergyman,  shall  be  received  as  a  mem- 
ber thereof,  unless  he  shall  produce  a  certificate  from  some 
respectable  physician  that  his  state  of  health  unfits  him  for 
the  active  duties  of  the  ministry,  and  there  be  evidence  that 
his  health  became  infirm  while  he  was  employed  as  minister 
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of  a  parish,  as  a  missionarj,  or  a  professor  or  tutor  in  some 
incorporated  seminary  of  learning.  ' 

Canon  VII. — Every  Minister  to  keep  a  register. 

The  minister  of  each  parish,  or  church,  shall  make  out 
and  continue  a  register  of  baptisms,  confirmations,  communi- 
cants, marriages  and  funerals  within  his  cure,  in  a  suitable 
and  substantial  book  to  be  provided  by  the  vestry  of  his  pa- 
rish for  that  purpose ;  which  register  shall  be  left,  upon  his 
death  or  removal,  for  the  use  of  his  successor. 

Canon  VIII. — Ministers  to  be  careful  in  admitting  to  the 

Holy  Communion. 

No  minister  shall  enroll  any  persons  as  communicants  of 
his  church  until  he  has  conversed  with  them  on  the  subject, 
or  unless  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  they  have  been  regular 
communicants  in  his  own,  or  some  other  congregation ;  nor 
shall  he  so  eAroU  any  one  who  is  known  to  deny  the  divini- 
ty or  atonement  of  our  Saviour. 

Canon  IX. — Providing  the  elements  qfthe  Holy  Communion. 

In  every  parish  or  church,  the  church  wardens,  if  requir- 
ed by  the  rector,  shall  provide  the  elements  of  bread  and 
wine  for  the  holy  communion. 

Canon  X. — The  Bishop  may  call  special  meetings  of  the 

Standing  Committee, 

The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  special  meetings  of 
the  standing  committee  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  ap- 
pear to  him  to  be  necessary  or  expedient. 

Canon  XI. — Provision  relative  to  discipline  during  a  va- 
cancy in  the  Episcopal  office. 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  episcopal  office,  the  President 
of  the  Convention  for  the  time  being,  shall  have  and  exer- 
cise all  the  powers  relating  to  discipline  given  to  the  Bishop 
by  the  Canons,  except  such  as  belong  exclusively  to  the 
episcopal  office. 

Canon  XII. — Provision  for  defraying  certain  expenses. 

The  vestry  of  each  parish  or  church  shall,  at  every  an- 
nual convention,  pay  to  the  treasurer  such  suras  as  may  bp 
required  from  them  respectively,  by  resolutions  of  the  con- 
vention from  time  to  time,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the 
salary  of  the  Bishop,  the  travelling  expense^of  the  8taudiii|^ 
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committee,  and  of  delegates  to  the  General  Convention,  prini 
ing  the  journal,  compensation  to  the  secretary,  and  other  in 
cidental  expenses  of  the  Convention. 

Canon  XIII. — Concerning  the  erection  of  new  Parishes  o 

Congregations. 

Separate  parishes  may  be  formed  agreeably  to  the  act  c 
assembly  of  1798,  commonly  called  the  vestry  act:  and  sc 
parate  congregations,  under  the  clause  of  the  act  of  1802,  fo 
the  incorporation  of  all  denominations  of  christians,  whic 
authorises  a  part  of  a  congregation  to  separate  from  the  rest 
and  prescribes  the  mode  in  which  such  congregation  shall  b 
organised. 

LAY  DISCIPLINE. 

Canon  XIV. — Communicants  to  have  family  worship. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  communicant  in  this  church 
who  is  the  head  of  a  family,  to  live  in  the  habitual  exercis 
of  family  worship. 

Canon  XV. —  7%€  members  of  this  Church  to  instruct  thei 
families  in  the  principles  of  religion. 

The  members  of  this  church  shall  instruct  their  families 
as  far  as  they  are  able,  in  the  principles  of  the  christian  reli 
gion ;  and  as  soon  as  they  are  sufficiently  informed,  and  im 
pressed  with  the  importance  and  sacredness  of  their  baptis 
mal  vow,  they  shall  present  them  to  the  rector  as  candidate 
for  confirmation,  who  shall  examine  them,  and  if  satisfied  o 
their  fitness,  recommend  them  to  the  Bishop  for  confirma 
tion. 

Canon  XVI. — Theatrical  exhibitions^  and  other  vain  atn 

light  amusements y  forbidden. 

The  frequenting  of  theatrical  exhibitions,  horse  races,  am 
other  vain  and  light  amusements,  being  considered  inconsis 
tent  with  the  christian  character,  it  is  hereby  declared  to  b( 
the  duty  of  the  members  of  this  church  carefully  to  abstaii 
from  encouraging  them  by  their  presence. 

Canon  XVII. —  Offences  for  which  a  layman  may  be  pre 

sented  and  tried. 

Scandalous  or  immoral  conduct,  gaming,  or  any  other  vi 
cious  or  corrufiting  amusement,  a  general  neglect  of  publi> 
worship,  breaen  of  the  Sabbath  or  any  of  the  divine  command 
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mentSy  are  oflfences  for  which  the  laity  may  be  brought  to 
trial. 

Canon  XVIII. — Manner  of  proceeding  against  a  layman. 

If  a  lay  member  shall  o£fend  in  any  of  the  respects  men- 
tioned in  the  17th  Canon,  the  minister  of  the  parish  in 
which  the  offender  shall  reside,  shall  upon  receiving  infor- 
mation thereof,  take  cognizance  of  the  offence ;  and  if  he 
shall  have  sufficient  evidence  thereof,  he  shall  privately  ad- 
monish the  person.  And  if  this  shall  not  have  the  desired 
effect,  he  shall  then  convene  the  vestry  and  wardens,  first 
giving  the  party  reasonable  notice,  in  writing,  of  the  nature 
of  the  offence  alleged,  and  of  the  time  appointed  for  the 
meeting  of  the  minister  vestry  and  wardens,  for  the  purpose 
of  inquiring  into  it ;  who  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  inquire 
into  the  charge ;  and  if  they  shall  be  of  opinion  that  it  is 
substantiated,  the  minister  shall  pronounce  such  sentence  as 
the  o£fence  may  deserve ;  which  sentence  shall  be  either  re- 
proof before  the  vestry  and  wardens,  suspension,  or  excom- 
munication. But  if  the  person  accused,  being  duly  notified, 
shall  refuse  to  appear,  the  minister,  vestry  and  wardens  shall 
notwithstanding,  proceed  to  inquiry  and  sentence. 

In  those  parishes,  in  which  there  may  be  no  minister,  the 
senior  vestrymen  shall  make  the  admonition  before  prescrib- 
ed ;  and,  if  it  shall  be  necessary  to  convene  the  vestry  and 
wardens,  the  minister  of  any  other  parish  shall  be  called  up- 
on to  preside  in  the  meeting ;  and  none  but  a  minister  shall 
pronounce  excommunication. 

Canon  XIX. — Declaring  the  proper  subjects  of  the  disci- 
pline of  this  Churchy  and  excluding  from  the  Holy  Com- 
munion and  suretyship  in  Baptismj  notorious  transgres- 
sors thereof. 

The  rector  of  each  parish  in  this  state,  shall  be  careful  not 
to  admit  any  persons  to  the  holy  communion,  or  as  sponsors  in 
baptism,  who  are  notorious  transgressors  of  the  discipline  of 
this  church ;  and  the  vestries  of  vacant  parishes  shall  endea- 
vor to  prevent  such  persons  from  being  imposed  on  minis- 
ters, visiting  such  parishes ;  and  all  professing  members  of 
this  church  are  considered  as  proper  subjects  of  its  disci- 
pline.

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CLERICAL  DISCIPLINE. 

Canon  XX. — The  Standing  Committee  an   Ecclesiastical 

Court  for  the  trial  of  Clergymen. 

The  standing  committee  of  this  church,  shall  constitute 
a  tribunal  for  the  trial  of  all  priests  and  deacons  against  whom 
any  charges  may  be  exhibited.  They  shall  be  convened  by 
the  Bishop,  and  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  until  the 
business  before  them  is  completed. 

Canon  XXI. — Manner  of  proceeding  against  an  accused 

Clergyman, 

Whenever  the  Bishop  shall  receive  such  information  as  he 
thinks  entitled  to  notice,  or  shall  learn  from  public  rumor, 
that  any  clergyman  is  charged  with  being  guilty  of  a  viola- 
tion of  the  Canons,  or  conducts  himself  in  any  way  incom- 
patible with  the  character  of  a  minister  of  Christ ;  or,  when- 
ever a  majority  of  the  standing  committee  shall  notify  him 
in  writing  that  they  have  received  such  information,  (and  it 
is  hereby  declared  to  be  their  duty  to  do  so,  when  they  shall 
have  received  that  information)  he  shall  summon  a  meeting 
of  the  standing  committee.  Notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  meeting  shall  be  given  to  the  accused  party,  and  also  a 
copy  of  the  charge  or  charges  brought  against  him,  at  least 
thirty  days  before  the  time  appointed  for  trial.  Witnesses 
shall  be  summoned,  and  may  be  examined  either  viva  voce 
or  by  depositions  taken  after  reasonable  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  taking  the  same.  The  party  accused  may  call 
in  any  person  to  assist  him  in  his  defence,  and  also  summon 
such  witnesses  as  he  may  think  proper,  and  have  the  bene- 
fit of  depositions  as  above  provided.  The  Bishop  may  also 
appoint  a  person  to  conduct  the  trial  on  the  part  of  the 
church*  The  court  may  exclude  all  spectators,  unless  the  par- 
ty accused  shall  desire  a  public  trial ;  in  which  case  it  shall 
be  afforded  him.  If  after  hearing  the  evidence  and  the  de- 
fence of  the  party  accused,  a  majority  of  the  quorum  of  the 
standing  committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  accused  is 
guilty  of  the  charge  or  charges  brought  against  him,  or  any 
of  them,  their  opinion,  together  with  the  proceedings  of  the 
standing  committee,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Bishop. 
Should  he  concur  in  opinion  with  the  committee,  he  shall 
proceed  to  reprove,  suspend,  or  degrade,  as  the  offence  may 
be  thought  by  him  to  deserve.  If  the  accused  refuse  to  at- 
tend the  trial,  after  due  notice  given  to  him,  he  shall  be  sus- 
pended  for  contumacy.     If  this  contumacy  shall  continue 
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six  months,  he  shall  then  be  degraded  from  the  ministry. 
But  if  he  apply  to  the  Bishop  within  six  months,  for  a  trial, 
he  shall  be  entitled  to  it;  and  the  standing  committee  shall 
be  summoned,  and  the  trial  conducted  in  the  usual  form. 
The  sentence  of  suspension  shall  be  pronounced  by  the 
Bishop,  and  a  copy  of  it  sent  to  the  accused  and  to  his  vestry, 
if  he  be  connected  with  a  parish  or  congregation;  and  such' 
further  publicity  given  to  it  as  the  Bishop  shall  think  expe- 
dient. But  the  sentence  of  degradation  shall  be  made 
known  in  the  manner  directed  by  the  canons. 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  episcopal  office  at  the  time  of 
the  presentment  of  a  presbyter  or  deacon,  the  standing  com- 
mittee, if  they  shall  find  him  guilty  of  the  charges,  or  any 
of  them,  shall  transmit  their  proceedings,  together  with  their 
opinion  of  the  charge  or  charges  against  the  accused,  to  the 
Bishop  of  some  other  diocese,  who  shall  proceed  to  act  there- 
on : — and  if  he  shall  concur  in  opinion  with  the  committee, 
he  shall  proceed  to  reprove,  suspend,  or  degrade  the  accused, 
as  he  may  judge  expedient. 

If  the  president  of  the  convention  shall  be  accused,  the 
presentment  shall  be  made  by  any  two  members  of  the  stand- 
ing committee,  and  the  committee  shall  take  the  steps  here- 
by prescribed  for  the  trial  of  clergymen  under  the  direction 
of  the  Bishop  to  whom  they  shall  apply. 

Canon  XXII. — Manner  of  proceeding  against  a  Bishop. 

If  any  Bishop  of  this  church  shall  violate  the  Constitution 
or  Canons,  presentment  shall  be  made  by  the  convention  to 
two  or  more  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States.  Such  Bishops  shall  have  authority  to  in- 
stitute a  trial  within  the  diocese  of  the  accused  party:  and 
the  sentence  of  the  two  Bishops,  or  of  the  majority  of  a 
greater  number,  being  founded  on  the  Canons  of  the  Church, 
shall  be  final :  except  the  sentence  of  degradation,  in  which 
case  he  shall  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  an  appeal  to  the 
house  of  Bishops;  provided  he  give  notice  of  such  appeal, 
within  six  months  to  the  senior  Bishop. 

The  foregoing  Canons  were  read  in  the  order  in  which 
they  stand  recorded,  to  the  seventeenth  Canon  inclusive. 

On  the  reading  of  the  seventeenth  canon,  the  following 
amendment  was  offered : — After  the  word  "gaming,"  in  the 
first  line,  add — "attending  theatrical  exhibitions,  horse  races, 
public  balls,"  &c. 
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A  motion  was  then  made  to  adjourn,  which  motion  pre- 
vailed, and  the  house  adjourned  to  meet  at  9  o'clock  to-mor- 
row morning. 


Friday,  May  30,  1834. 

The  Convention  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. 
..^fler  the  morning  service,  the  minutes  of  yesterday's  pro- 
ceedings were  read  and  approved. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  agent  of  the  Maryland 
Bible  Society,  which  was  read  and  referred  to  a  committee 
consisting  of  the  Rev.  John  Johns  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hawley. 

The  report  of  the  committee  to  revise  the  Canons  was  then 
taken  up,  when  the  following  motion  was  submitted  and 
agreed  to,  namely — "To  postpone  the  whole  matter  now  be- 
fore the  Convention,  touching  the  report  of  the  committee 
on  the  Canons;  to  have  the  whole  published  and  circulated 
throughout  the  various  parishes  in  this  diocese,  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  members  of  this  Church." 

Election  of  Standing  Committee. — An  election  for  a 
Standing  Committee  for  the  ensuing  year  then  took  placei 
and  resulted  unanimously  in  favor  of  the  following  clergy- 
men :

Resolved^  That  it  be  proposed  to  the  vestries  of  the  several 
parishes  in  this  diocese,  to  alter  the  second  article  of  the 
Constitution,  by  striking  out  the  second  clause  of  the  said 
article,  commencing  at  the  words  ''no  clergyman  ordained 
by  a  foreign  IJishop,"  &c. 

Resolutions  to  co-operate  with  the  Bible  Society  qf  Maryland. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  a  communication 
from  the  agent  of  tlie  Maryland  Bible  Society,  addressed  to 
the  President  of  this  Convention,  report — That  from  that 
communication  it  appears  tliut  the  "Bible  Convention  which 
met  in  May  last,  organized  a  State  Bible  Society,  the  object 
of  which  is  to  re-explore  and  bup|)ly  the  State  with  the  Scrip- 
tures.    To  effect  (hii«  object  in  the  best  manner  and  at   the 
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least  expense,  it  is  designed  to  organize  an  auxiliary  society 
in  each  county,  and  sub-auxiliaries  in  the  election  districts." 
As  it  is  the  desire  of  the  agent  that  this  important  underta- 
king should  receive  the  approbation  and  encouragement  of 
this  Convention,  and  as  the  praiseworthy  effort  which  is  con- 
templated is  deemed  every  way  worthy  of  such  sanction, 
the  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  re- 
solution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  regard  with  interest  the 
e£fort  now  making  by  the  Bible  Society  of  Maryland  to  ex- 
plore and  supply  the  State  with  the  Scriptures,  and  that  the 
clergy  and  members  of  this  church  throughout  the  diocese, 
are  earnestly  requested  to  co-operate  in  the  same. 

The  above  resolution  was  passed  unanimously. 

It  was,  on  motion,  resolved,  that  Samuel  I.  Donaldson  and 
Peter  Hoffman,  Esqs.,  in  connexion  with  the  treasurer  of  this 
convention,  be  requested  to  ascertain  if  a  difTcrent  invest- 
ment of  the  Episcopal  fund  might  not  judiciously  be  made, 
and  to  invest  the  same  or  any  part  of  it  as  they  may  prefer. 

The  committee  to  whom  the  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were 
referred,  report  that  they  have  carefully  examined  the  ac-

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Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  state  of  the  Church. 

The  Standing  Committee,  acting  as  the  committee  on  the 
state  of  the  Church,  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  re- 
port: 

Thirty-four  parochial  reports  have  been  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  committee ;  from  which  it  appears  that  871  bap- 
tisms have  been  performed,  235  marriages  celebrated,  and 
394  funerals  attended.  The  present  number  of  communi- 
cants, as  stated  in  these  reports,  is  2588;  exhibiting  an  in- 
crease of  325,  during  the  past  year.  It  is  proper  to  remark, 
that  some  of  the  most  populous  parishes  have  not  been  heard 
from.  The  parishes  from  which  reports  have  been  obtained, 
are  all  represented  to  be  in  a  state  of  progressive  improve- 
ment. Practical  piety  and  enlightened  attachment  to  the 
forms  and  institutions  of  the  church,  are  advancing  with 
equal  pace  among  the  Episcopalians  of  the  diocese.  A  mis- 
sionary spirit  is  also  gradually  difl'using  itself;  and  a  deter- 
mination is  manifested,  on  the  part  of  churchmen  generally, 
to  revive  and  restore  all  the  waste  places  of  our  Zion.  Mis- 
sionary stations  have  been  designated,  and  all  the  funds  in 
hand  appropriated  by  the  executive  committee  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Society  ;  and  every  effort  will  be  used  to  obtain  mis- 
sionaries as  soon  as  possible.  The  committee  are  decidedly 
of  opinion,  that  the  Church  of  Maryland  enjoys,  at  this  mo- 
ment, brighter  prospects  of  increase  than  at  any  former  pe- 
riod of  her  history.

This  Parish  having  been  vacant  from  December,  1832,  to  June,  1833, 
no  regular  report  was  rendered  to  the  last  Convention.  I  shall  be  per- 
mitted tu  say  tlierefore,  that  about  eighteen  months  ago,  the  Pariih 
Church,  which  had  l)ecn  for  a  long  time  in  a  dilapidated  condltioD,  was 
much  improved,  both  in  appearance  and  comfort  xhe  pews  in  the  main 
part  of  the  building  were  remodeled,  and  the  roof  thoroughly  repaired. 

Within  the  last  ten  montlis,  St.  James'  Academy,  under  the  directicm 
of  the  vestry,  has  been  re-organised,  and  is  now  in  a  flourishing  state. 

Materials  have  been  collected  to  put  a  fence  around  Trinity  Church ; 
and  a  substantial  stone  school  room  26  feet  long,  by  21  wide,  has  been 
erected  on  the  ground  belonging  to  this  church,  and  will  soon  be  ready  for 
use. 

There  arc  two  Sabbath  Schools  in  the  Parish,  one  at  each  churchy  com- 
prising an  agCTegate  of  eighty-two  scholars  and  twelve  teachers.  It  is  but 
justice  to  sayliere,  that  the  school  at  Trinity,  has  been  sustained  almost 
entirely  by  the  zeal  and  self-denying  labors  of  a  few  pious  ladies. 

The  vestry  at  a  recent  meeting  resolved  to  purchase  a  glebe,  and  bare 
taken  some  steps  to  redeem  their  pledge. 

The  temperance  cause  has  made  iuiexi)ected  progress  in  this  Parish. 

With  regard  to  the  spiritual  state  of  the  Parish,  the  Rector  has  much 
to  lament.  The  regular  and  devout  attention  ho\%ever,  of  comparatively! 
large  congregations,  encourage  the  hope,  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant, 
when  the  great  head  of  the  church  will  smile  upon  this  portion  of  hie 
vineyard.

Many  of  the  communicants,  having  been  gathered 
from  among  those  who  were  entirely  unacquainted  with  the  principles  of 
the  church,  have  had  every  thing  to  learn ;  but  they  are  happily  improv- 
ing in  this  respect ;  becoming  more  attached  to  the  liturgy,  and  evincing 
their  fondness  for  it  by  the  fervor  of  their  devotions. 

The  monthly  concert  in  behalf  of  missions,  which  has  yielded  %VJ — and 
prayer  meetings,  continue  as  usual,  to  shed  their  benign  influence  over 
the  |)arish. 

1  he  temperance  cause  has  made  rapid  j)rogress :  100  new  memberf 
have  been  added,  of  whom  20  are  colored,  increasing  our  list  to  148— 40 of 
whom  are  on  the  principle  of  "total  abstinence  from  all  that  can  intoxi- 
cate." It  is  gratifying  to  state,  that  of  the  ninety  communicants,  but  three 
arc  still  undecide<l  on  the  subject  of  temiMJrance. 

A  parochial  library  has  been  gathereil  of  about  seventy  volumes.

Rif^htRev.  Sir, 

Being  about  to  absent  myself  for  a  few  weeks  from  your  diocese,  on  ac- 
count of  which  1  shall  not  be  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  I 
beg  leave  to  report  to  you  by  letter  my  services  for  the  past  year.  After 
the  sitting  of  last  convention  I  labored  in  Zion  Parish,  Frederick  county, 
and  St.  Peter^s,  Montgomery — In  the  former  of  which  I  baptized  ten  in- 
fants, attended  one  burial,  and  solemized  one  marriage.  In  the  latter  I 
baptized  thirteen  infants,  attended  six  burials.  Having  resigned  the  charge 
of  these  parishes,  I  took  charo;e  of  St.  Mark's  Parish,  Frederick  county, 
on  the  1st  of  November,  which  had  recently  been  vacated  by  the  death  of 
my  much  lamented  faithful  and  zealous  brother  in  Christ,  the  Rev.  Jared 
Rice,  whose  fidelity  is  well  attested  by  the  fruits  of  his  labour,  and  whose 
worth  may  be  estimated  by  the  affectionate  remembrance  of  his  mourning 
people. 

As  a  token  of  their  affectionate  remembrance  of  their  deceased  pastor, 
this  congregation  are  erecting  in  their  church,  a  monument  of  marble, 
which  will  probably  be  completed  before  the  meeting  of  the  convention. 

Last  year  there  were  reported  of  this  parish,  74  communicants — Since 
that  time  five  of  this  number  have  removed — one  has  been  suspended  and 
one  has  withdrawn,  leaving  sixty -seven — Since  my  connexion  with  this 
parish  I  have  baptized  five  infants  and  one  adult — attended  three  iimends 
and  twelve  weddmgs.

The  house  of  worship  in  Cambridge,  has  lately  been  rei)aired.  The 
pulpit  and  desk  furnished  with  a  suit  of  hangings ;  and  the  chancel  and 
church,  generally  provided  with  whatever  is  necessary  for  the  decent  per- 
formance of  the  service.  This  has  been  effected  from  the  avails  of  a  fair, 
to  which  the  ladies  of  the  Parish,  with  an  emulation  becoming  the  object, 
were  the  principal  contributors. 

The  Female  Tract  Society,  of  which  mention  has  been  made  in  former 
reports,  I  am  happy  to  state,  is  still  in  operation.  The  managers  are  ena- 
bled annually  to  purchase  for  subscribers  and  general  distribution,  tracts 
to  the  amount  of  about  4000  pa^s.  In  connexion  with  this  there  is  also 
a  Dorcas  Association,  tlic  Ixinehcial  results  of  which  seem  calculated  to  in- 
vite no  inconsiderable  encouragement. 

Our  Sunday  School,  as  there  is  no  other  in  the  town,  has  received  unex- 
pected accessions.  It  consists  of  about  70  children  in  regular  attendance, 
and  is  conducted  by  an  association  formed  of  the  Teachers  and  the  Rector. 
A  very  laudable  zeal  has  as  yet  been  manifested  in  the  undertaking,  and 
if  those  who  have  entered  on  it,  are  not  too  soon  discouraged,  in  conse- 
quence of  their  own  inexperience,  there  is  reason  to  anticipate  very  fa- 
vorable results. 

These  particulars,  as  above  specified,  are  indications  of  tnily  laudable 
efforts,  and  such  as  1  could  not  withhold,  and  do  justice  to  those  who  are 
concerned.  It  is,  however,  a  circumstance  much  to  be  regretted,  that 
notwithstanding  these  appearances,  the  present  prospects  of  the  Parish  are 
not  as  encouraging  as  might  reasonably  be  wished.  Its  interests  are  af- 
fected in  various  ways,  but  by  none  more  sensibly  than  by  emigration. 
The  Parish  will  have  probably  lost  in  tin's  manner,  within  about  two  years 
not  less  than  twenty-five  of  its  members,  and  these  generally,  too,  of  an 
age  and  class,  on  which  the  rising  prosperity  of  a  church  chiefly  depends.

The  Tract  Society  continues  in  a  flourishing  state.  The  Benevolent 
Association,  which  was  reported  to  the  last  Convention  as  having  been  re- 
cently organized,  has  not  met  witli  that  degree  of  success  to  which  its  im- 
portance entitles^  it.  We  are  happy,  however,  in  being  able  to  say  that 
this  cannot  be  attributed  to  the  want  of  exertion  on  the  part  of  many  of 
its  members. 

Since  the  last  Convention,  a  box  has  been  placed  at  the  entrance  of  the 
Church  for  the  reception  of  the  contributions  of  the  ])eople  to  missionary 
purposes.  Viewed  as  the  first  attempt  which  has  ever  been  made  to  give 
a  systematic  supix)rt  to  the  missionary  cause,  the  result  has,  thus  far, 
been  most  encouraging.     The  sum  of  $29  03  has  been  collected. 

In  looking  at  the  state  of  this  Parish  we  discover  the  following  indica- 
tions of  improvement :  — Within  the  last  two  years  the  alK)ve  named  socie- 
ties have  been  established,  and  thus  far  sustained; — the  number  of  com- 
municants has  been  more  than  doubled;  —  the  congregation  has  increased 
to  nearly  the  full  extent  of  our  means  of  accommodation ;  —  clearer  and 
more  consistent  views  are  entertained  of  the  plan  of  salvation,  and  of  the 
obligations  of  the  christian  covenant.  We  have  yet,  however,  to  mourn 
over,  and  pray,  and  lai)or  for  the  removal,  by  divine  grace,  of  the  luke- 
warmness  of  some,  and  the  total  indifference  to  the  salvation  of  the  soul, 
of  others.

He  has 
had  the  satisfaction,  during  the  past  year,  of  witnessing  a  very  large  in- 
crease of  the  congregation,  and  of  ac(juaintance  with  the  distinctive  prin- 
ciples of  our  communion,  resulting  m  a  more  ardent  atladnncnt  to  the 
"one  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church."  From  the  increased  attention  to 
the  services  of  the  Churtii,  and  from  the  addition  of  several  to  the  com- 
munion, he  has  reason  to  believe  that  his  labors  in  the  cause  "of  Christ 
and  the  Church"  have  not  been  altogether  without  fruit.

From  the  above,  it  will  be  seen  that  our  list  of  communicants  numbers 
at  present,  but  one  more  than  was  reported  to  the  last  Convention.  A  larger 
number  have  been  added  than  during  any  preceding  year;  but  this  m- 
crease  is  nearly  balanced  by  deaths  and  removals. 

The  cause  of  temperance  is  flourishing.  There  are  about  400  mem- 
bers connected  with  societies  in  the  limits  ol  our  Parishes.  A  majority 
of  these,  probably  are  attached  to  other  religious  sects.  The  first  move- 
ment in  the  cause,  however,  originated  with  us,  and  it  owes  a  principal 
part  of  its  success  to  our  efforts  and  influence.  Its  salutary  effects  in  my 
own  congregations,  I  am  bound  to  bear  witness  to. 

Our  Sunday  Schools  are  not  in  so  prosperous  a  condition  as  I  could 
wish.  We  propose  to  lay  ourselves  out  for  increased  exertions  in  this 
very  important  department  of  christian  usefulness.  We  have  three  small 
schools,  numbering  more  than  50  scholars  in  all.  The  Sunday  School 
Library  consists  of  about  40  volumes. 

We  have  a  missionary  meeting  on  the  evening  of  the  first  Monday  of 
each  month,  when,  after  appropriate  exercises,  a  collection  is  taken  up  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Foreign  and  Domestic  Missionary  Society.  The 
amount  collected  during  the  past  year  is  820.     Feeling  deeply  the  im- 
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portance  of  this  subject,  I  intend,  with  the  divine  blessing,  to  bring  it 
more  fully  before  the  minds  of  my  people.

The  Rector  of  St.  James'  First  African  Protestant  EpMCopal  Church, 
in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  reports,  that  the  church  was  happily  reared  at  the 
expense  of  82,300.  The  Rector  has  visited  the  northern  and  eastern  states 
the  third  time,  and  solicited  aid  for  the  church,  to  exonerate  her  of  debt ;  his 
last  visit  was  made  during  the  past  summer,  and  on  his  return,  Januair  1st, 
1834,  he  paid  six  hundred  and  ten  dollars  of  the  debt,  and  also  got  the  church 
insured  until  January  Ist,  1841.  The  debt  now  against  the  church  is 
8673  37.  The  Rector  would  say,  that  although  the  constitution  of  the 
church  gives  to  those  of  his  brethren  who  are  in  bondage,  the  right 
of  memocrship  in  the  church,  much  dissatisfaction  has  prevailed  among 
some  of  his  free  brethren ;  yet  with  the  blessing  of  the  great  Head 
of  the  church,  it  has  been  happily  and  finally  settled ;  he  thanks  God, 
that  he  has  long  since  seen  that  a  gospel  christian  bondsman,  will  be 
a  righteous  servant,  and  for  this,  and  otiier  reasons,  he  does  not  forget  to 
instruct  them,  in  the  exercises  of  the  sanctuary  ;  for  he  remembers  them 
that  are  in  bonds,  as  bound  with  them. 

There  is  taught  in  this  church,  by  the  Rector,  a  week  day  and  Sabbath 
School,  which  are  both  well  attended.  The  number  of  marriages,  bap- 
tisms, and  burials,  the  Rector  has  not  a  correct  account.

APPENDIX. 


MISSIONARY   SOCIETY. 


The  following  account  is  extracted  from  the  Society's  an- 
nual report  for  1834. 

In  the  appendix  to  the  journal  of  last  year,  it  was  stated, 
that  agents  had  been  appointed  to  visit  the  different  parts  of 
the  Diocese,  to  form  auxiliaries  and  solicit  contributions,  and 
that  the  sum  of  $850  had  been  collected  and  paid  into  the 
hands  of  the  treasurer.  The  sum  of  «}^S91  34,  has  since  been 
collected,  making  the  total  amount  eleven  hundred  and  forty- 
one  dollars  and  thirty-four  cents  paid  the  treasurer ;  of  this 
sum,  $100  has  been  applied  in  part  payment  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  appropriated  to  the  vestry  of  Rock  Creek 
Parish,  to  aid  in  the  support  of  their  Rector,  leaving  a  ba- 
lance in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  $1041  «34. 

An  auxiliary  society  has  been  formed  at  each  of  the  follow- 
ing places  : — Annapolis,  Snowhill,  Cambridge  and  Princess 
Ann. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Commttee,  held  on  the  28th 
of  May,  1834,  the  Rev.  Leonard  II.  Johns  was  appointed  to 
act  as  Missionary  at  the  station  in  which  is  embraced  the 
Chapel  at  Catoctin  Furnace,  the  Point  of  Rocks  and  Pleasant 
Valley.  The  committee  further  determined  to  engage  a  mis- 
sionary so  soon  as  one  can  be  obtained,  to  be  employed  in  the 
counties  of  Caroline  and  Dorchester. 

Although  the  society  has  existed  two  years,  the  Executive 
Committee  until  now,  has  been  unable  to  employ  a  mission- 
ary ;  yet  as  funds  to  enable  them  to  commence  has  been  rais- 
ed, the  committee  indulge  the  hope  that  in  future  they  will 
have  proof  to  offer  of  the  good  effects  of  the  society,  having 
no  reason  to  doubt  that  funds  may  hereafter  be  obtained,  not 
only  to  support  missionaries,  but  to  enable  the  Executive 
Committee  to  aid  feeble  and  decayed  parishes  in  the  support 
of  their  pastors.

The  Annual  Gonvention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  of  Maryland,  this  day  assembled  in  Trinity  Churchy 
in  the  city  of  Washington,  at  11  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Divine  service  was  conducted  by  the  Rev.  F.  R.  Hanson.

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1st.  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  with 
prayer. 

'2.  This  Convention  shall  sit  fi>r  the  despatch  of  business, 
£via  nine  o'cloek>  A.  M.,  until  tllite^  c?eVMk)  V .  M.. 
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Id.  Erery  member  shall  take  his  seat  when  the  President 
takes  the  chair,  and  remain  uncovered  until  the  Convention 
adjourn. 

4th.  At  the  opening  of  each  session  of  the  Convention,  as 
soon  as  the  President  takes  the  chair,  the  names  of  the  clergy, 
who  were  entitled  to  seats  at  the  preceding  Convention,  shall 
be  called  over  by  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention;  or,  in 
case  of  his  absence,  by  a  Secretary,  pro  tern.,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  President.  The  lay  delegates  shall  lay  their  certifi- 
cates of  appointment  on  the  table  of  the  Secretary,  and  sub- 
scribe the  declaration  required  by  the  constitution.  If  a 
constitutional  quorum  be  found  present,  the  President  shall 
thereupon  declare  the  fact,  and  announce  that  the  convention 
is  organized,  and  ready  for  business.  A  secretary  shall  be 
elected.  The  following  committees  shall  then  be  appointed 
by  the  chair :  one  of  elections,  to  consist  of  three,  (to  whom 
the  testimonials  pf  the  lay  delegates  shall  be  referred ;)  one 
on  accounts,  to  consist  of  three;  one  on  parochial  contribu- 
tions, to  consist  of  three ;  and  one  on  the  rights  of  clergy- 
men to  seats  in  this  convention,  to  consist  of  three  clergy- 
men. 

6th.  If  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  not  be  present  at 
any  meeting  of  the  Convention,  at  the  opening  of  the  same, 
the  names  of  the  clergy  who  were  entitled  to  seats  at  the 
preceding  convention,  shall  be  called  over  by  the  secretary 
of  the  last  convention ;  or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  by  the 
first  named  member  of  the  standing  committee  who  may  be 
present. 

The  lay  delegates  shall  lay  their  certificates  of  appoint- 
ment on  the  table,  nnd  subscribe  the  declaration  required  by 
the  constitution.  If  a  constitutional  quorum  be  present,  a 
President,  pro  tempore,  shall  be  elected,  agreeably  to  the 
seventh  article  of  the  constitution.  A  secretary  shall  be 
elected  ;  and  then  the  chair  shall  appoint  the  several  com- 
mittees mentioned  in  the  fourth  rule  of  order. 

6th.  The  standing  committee  for  the  preceding  year  shall 
be  the  committee  on  the  state  of  the  church;  and  all  paro- 
chial reports  shall  be  referred  to  the  said  committee. 

7th.  Every  member  who  shall  deliver  his  opinion,  or  speak 
in  any  debate,  shall  stand  up  in  bis  place ;  and  with  respect 
and  decency,  address  himself  to  the  President. 

8th.  If  two  or  more  members  shall  rise  to  speak  at  the  same 
time,  the  President  shall  declare  which  shall  speak  first. 

9th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  any  de- 
bate, except  with  leave ;  nor  shall  any  member  be  interrupt- 
ed while  he  is  speaking  in  order.     And  if  any  member  shall 
rise  to  apeak  more  tl\an  twice  on  the  same  question,  w\l\iO\]^, 
leave,  the  President  shall  call  him  to  order. 
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lOlh.  Any  member  called  to  order  by  the  President,  or 
by  A  member,  shtjl  thereupon  take  his  seat. 

lltfa.  When  the  convention  is  sitting,  no  member  Bh*ll 
speak  to  another,  so  as  to  interrupt  any  member  who  may  be 
speaking  in  a  debate. 

ISth.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  be  second- 
ed; and,  if  desired  by  the  President,  reduced  to  writing, 
and  read  by  the  Secretary. 

13th.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  the  matter  of 
the  motion  shall  receive  a  determination  by  the  quesdra, 
unless  postponed  by  a  motion  for  postponement,  oi  by  the 
previous  question,  before  any  other  motion  shall  be  received. 

14th.  If  a  question  in  debate  coatatn  more  parts  than  one, 
any  member  may  have  the  same  divided  into  as  many  ques- 
tions as  there  are  parts. 

15th.  Alt  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Presi- 
dent. Upon  all  questions  of  order  there  shall  be  a  right  of 
appeal  from  (he  decision  of  (he  presiding  officer  to  the  coo- 
vention. 

16th.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of 
the  convention,  unless  he  may  have  leave,  or  he  unable  to 
attend. 

17th.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  convention  ;  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn 
into  debate  during  the  same  session,  except  with  the  consent 
of  two-thirds  of  the  convention. 

18th.  The  foregoing  rules  of  order  shall  be  deemed  and 
considered  the  rules  of  order  of  all  future  Conventions,  un- 
til altered  or  rescinded  ;  and  the  same  shall  be  published  in 
the  journal  of  each  convention. 

The  Bishop  delivered  his  annual  address,  as  follows : 
Brethren,  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates : 

By  divine  permission  we  have  again  met  together  for  the 
purpose  of  devising  the  best  means  to  promote  the  interest 
of  the  Church  of  Maryland.  Our  annual  conventions,  will, 
I  trust,  have  the  happy  tendency  of  uniting  us  closer  in  the 
bonds  of  union,  and  increasing  our  zeal  in  the  cause  of  our 
divine  master. 

In  laying  before  you  a  statement  of  my  labors,  I  will 
briefly  observe,  that  I  have  not  been  able,  in  consequence  of 
the  severe  injury  whicfa  I  received  the  first  of  December 
last,  to  commence  my  visitation  as  early  as  I  intended  this 
spring. 

During  the  last  year,  my  labors  were  mostly  confined  to 
the  Eastern  Shore.  As  the  regular  visitations  of  the  church- 
es  did  not  occupy  the  whole  oi  m-j  \Vm«i\  V«.n«  it\\  \\.  mi[ 
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duty  to  labor  in  the  missionary  field.  The  last  summer  and 
£dl  I  travelled  over  the  whole  of  the  missionary  ground, 
md  had  a  fair  opportunity  of  ascertaining  the  best  stations 
Tor  the  labors  of  a  missionary.  My  convictions  have  strength- 
ened, that,  if  our  church  should  ever  arise  from  the  dust  on 
inany  parts  of  the  eastern  shore,  it  must  be  through  the  aid 
of  the  Missionary  Society.  We  have  too  long  suffered  the 
parishes  in  those  destitute  regions  to  fall  into  decay.  There 
ure  some  persons  left,  who  can  remember  better  days  '^  but 
they  are  so  much  reduced  in  numbers,  as  to  be  able  to  do 
comparatively  little  towards- repairing  the  waste  places  of 
Zion.  The  generation  that  has  since  sprung  up,  not  nurtu- 
red in  the  knowledge  of  the  scriptural  doctrines,  and  pure 
wd  rational,  and  evangelical  worship  of  our  church,  have 
little  partiality  for  her  divine  institutions,  except  what  arises 
torn  the  respect  they  entertain  for  the  opinions  of  their  fathers. 
4mong  an  illiterate  community,  where  there  are  but  few  stu- 
dious readers,  we  must  not  be  surprised  to  find  many  who  are 
ignorant  of  the  essential  characteristics  of  the  church,  the 
body  of  Christ.  I  have  found  opportunities  of  preaching, 
where  there  were  persons  present,  who,  as  I  was  afterwards 
told,  had  never  before  heard  an  Episcopal  minister.  Under 
such  a  state  of  things,  nothing  but  persevering  exertions, 
through  the  services  of  an  enlightened,  faithful,  and  well  or- 
ganised ministry,  will  ever  be  able  to  eradicate  those  secta- 
rian principles,  those  deep  rooted  prejudices,  which  have 
been  instilled  into  the  minds  of  those  who  have  no  knowledge 
of  our  creed  and  church  polity. 

Such  circumstances  should  excite  us  not  to  be  weary  in 
well  doing.  It  much  depends  upon  our  missionary  efforts  to 
determine,  whether  we  shall  ever  see  a  more  prosperous 
state  of  things  in  those  prostrate  parishes  to  which  I  have 
just  alluded.  The  more  that  I  reflect  upon  the  subject  of 
systematic  charity,  the  more  I  am  convinced  that  it  is  the  on- 
ly effectual  way  to  keep  alive  our  benevolent  institutions. 
Past  experience  has  taught  us,  that  without  system  we  can- 
Qot  reasonably  expect  to  succeed  in  any  laudable  enterprise. 
The  executive  committee,  anxious  for  the  prosperity  of  the 
Domestic  Missionary  Society,  have  appointed  an  agent  to  col- 
lect funds,  and  organise  auxiliary  societies  in  the  different 
parishes.  How  far  he  has  succeeded  in  these  objects,  and  ex- 
citing a  missionary  spirit  among  the  members  of  the  church, 
I  have  no  official  account,  but  the  desired  information  will, 
Qo  doubt,  be  communicated  to  you  before  we  adjourn. 

The  following  statement  gives  a  correct  view  of  the  regu- 
lar visitations  which  I  have  performed  during  the  past  year. 
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On  Saturday  evening,  the  31st  May,  the  day  after  the  cofff 
vention  adjourned,  I  delivered  an  address  in  the  church  in 
Easton,  Talbot  county,  to  those  who  expected  to  be  confirm- 
ed. 

On  Sunday,  1st  June,  I  preached  in  the  same  church  to  a 
very  crowded  congregation,  and  confirmed  thirty-three  per- 
sons. 

On  Sunday,  22d,  I  preached  in  St.  Stephen's  parish,  Cecil 
county,  and  admitted  to  the  order  of  Deacons,  William  Dou- 
glass, (a  colored  man,)  and  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day 
I  confirmed  three  persons.  On  this  occasion  six  of  my  rev- 
erend brethren  met  me,  and  the  regular  morning  and  eve- 
ning services  were  performed  for  three  days  successively. 
The  congregations  which  assembled  on  each  day  were  large 
and  respectable,  and  appeared  to  take  a  deep  interest  in  the 
duties  of  the  sanctuary.  Many  persons  who  were  present 
never  before  witnessed  an  ordination,  and  I  am  sure,  that  the 
impression  made  upon  their  minds  was  favorable  to  the 
church  and  her  institutions.  In  the  afternoon,  by  previous 
arrangement,  the  church  was  given  up  to  the  colored  peo- 
ple, and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Douglass  preached  to  them  an  interest- 
ing sermon. 

On  Tuesday,  23d,  I  preached  in  the  parish  church,  Shrews- 
bury parish.  Although  this  church  is  situated  in  a  fine  fer- 
tile country,  abounding  in  all  the  comforts  of  life,  yet,  from  a 
variety  of  causes  it  had  been  suffered  to  go  to  decay,  and  thus 
forsaken  for  many  years  had  become  the  habitation  of  birds. 
When  there  I  discovered  that  the  partialities  of  those  who 
called  themselves  churchmen  were  reviving,  and  that  they 
were  determined  either  to  repair  the  old  edifice  or  build  a 
new  one.  The  old  building,  which  was  larger  than  necessa- 
ry for  the  congregation,  has  since  been  razed  to  its  founda- 
tion, upon  which  a  new  church  is  now  being  erected.  These 
are  among  the  indications  of  the  increasing  prosperity  of 
our  Zion. 

On  Friday  evening,  27th,  I  preached  in  the  church  in 
Chestertown.  On  Sunday,  29th,  I  again  preached  in  the 
same  church,  and  confirmed  thirteen  persons.  In  the  after- 
noon I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  parish,  and  returned  to  Ches- 
tertown and  preached  at  early  candle  light. 

On  Tuesday,  1st  July,  I  preached  at  Church  Hill,  St. 
Luke's  parish.  Queen  Anne's  county.  In  this  place  there 
is  a  large  church,  which,  with  the  expense  of  a  few  hundred 
dollars — a  sum  easily  to  be  raised  through  the  influence  of  a 
faithful  minister — might  be  put  in  a  state  of  comfortable  re- 
pair. I  urged  those  with  whom  I  conversed,  to  elect  a  ves- 
irjr,  and  endeavor  to  procure  a  paator^  giving  the  assurance 
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of  soine  aid  from  the  Domestic  Missionary  Society.  They 
replied  that  they  doubted  whether  now  a  sufficient  number 
could  be  found  to  constitute  a  vestry.  I  do  not  know  a  place 
in  the  diocese  where  the  labors  of  an  acceptable  minister  are 
80  much  needed  as  in  this  parish.  The  great  body  of  the 
people  belong  to  no  religious  denomination,  and  manifest  no 
deep  concern  in  regard  to  the  future*  Gallio  like,  ^Hhey 
care  for  none  of  these  things.'^  I  have  afforded  a  melancho- 
ly picture  of  these  forsaken  people,  but  am  sure  that  it  is  not 
too  highly  colored.  Let  us  pray  that  light  may  shine  in 
this  dark  region,  and  let  us  add  to  our  prayers  christian  ef- 
forts, that  the  inhabitants  thereof  may  learn  righteousness, 
and  become  a  people  fearing  God  and  zealous  of  good  works. 

On  Wednesday,  2d,  I  preached  in  the  court  house  at  Cen- 
trevilie,  St.  Paul's  parish.  Queen  Anne's  county.  Through 
the  indefatigable  exertions  of  the  worthy  rector,  and  a  few 
of  his  most  prominent  and  zealous  members,  the  church, 
which  stood  about  a  mile  from  that  place,  has  been  taken 
down  in  consequence  of  its  unfavorable  location,  and  in  the 
town  a  beautiful  church  has  been  erected,  which  is  nearly 
ready  for  consecration. 

On  Sunday,  13th,  I  preached  in  Cambridge,  Great  Chop- 
tank  parish,  Dorchester  county,  and  on  the  next  day,  (14th) 
at  early  candle  light,  I  confirmed  twelve  persons.  In  this 
place  five  of  the  clergy  met  me,  and  continued  several  days 
faithfully  preaching  the  gospel  of  Christ.  It  it  truly  delight- 
ful in  the  course  of  my  visitations,  to  be  cheered  by  the  pre- 
sence, and  assisted  by  the  labors  of  those  whom  I  love  and 
respect.  My  visits,  I  am  sure,  are  always  more  acceptable 
to  the  different  parishes,  when  accompanied  by  several  pres- 
byters, who  are  ready  and  willing  to  aid  in  distributing  to 
them  the  bread  of  life. 

On  Tuesday,  I5th,  I  preached  in  the  parish  church  of 
Dorchester  parish,  Dorchester  county. 

On  Wednesday,  I6tb,  I  preached  in  the  chapel  on  Tay- 
lor's Island,  belonging  to  the  same  parish,  and  on  my  return 
I  again  preached  in  the  same  church.  This  parish  has  been 
many  years  without  a  minister. 

On  Friday,  29th  August,  I  officiated  at  Miles'  river  ferry, 
St.  Michael's  parish,  Talbot  county,  and  confirmed  four  per- 
sons. This  part  of  the  parish  has  been  long  destitute  of  a 
consecrated  place  of  worship,  and  the  minister  has  been 
obliged  to  officiate  in  private  houses.  But  I  am  happy  to  in- 
form you  of  a  better  state  of  things.  Through  the  pious  and 
judicious  exertions  of  their  excellent  pastor,  a  lot  has  been 
given,  and  contributions  made  for  the  erection  of  a  christian 
temple^  and  materials  are  now  collected  for  tViat  putMi^« 
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The  building  will,  I  hope,  be  ready  for  consecration  In  the 
course  of  the  present  year. 

On  Saturday,  30th,  I  preached  in  St.  Michael's  church, 
St.  Michael's  parish,  and  on  the  next  day,  (Sunday,  3l8t,)  I 
again  officiated  in  the  same  church,  and  confirmed  two  per- 
sons. I  was  met  here  by  two  or  three  of  ray  reverend  breth- 
ren, who  kindly  officiated  during  my  stay  in  the  parish.  On 
Monday,  1st  September,  I  preached  at  White  Marsh  church, 
and  in  Easton'at  nfght. 

On  Friday,  17th  September,  I  preached  in  the  academy  at 
Hillsborough,  Caroline  county.  At  this  place  are  the  re- 
mains of  a  spacious  church,  but  it  is  now  an  object  truly  pain- 
ful to  behold.  Sacrilegious  men  have  already  committed  de- 
predations on  the  house  of  God,  and  from  present  appearan- 
ces, it  will  not  be  long  before  it  will  be  entirely  demolished. 
From  Hillsborough  I  went  to  Denton,  and  had  the  pleasure 
of  meeting  at  the  house  of  Dr.  Martin,  a  zealous  episcopa- 
lian, the  Rev.  Messrs.  Goldsborough  and  McKenney.  These 
gentlemen  kindly  consented  to  take  an  equal  share  of  the 
services  which  had  been  previously  notified  through  the  pub- 
lic papers. 

On  Saturday,  18th,  I  preached  in  Denton  to  a  small  con- 
gregation. 

On  Sunday,  19th,  I  officiated  at  Greensborough,  a  town 
about  eight  miles  from  Denton.  The  day  was  rainy,  and  the 
congregation  was  small.  At  candle  light  I  preached  in  the 
court  house  at  Denton  to  a  large  congregation. 

On  Sunday,  30th  November,  in  St.  Peter's  church,  Balti- 
more, I  preached  and  confirmed  tkirty-six  persons,  and  at 
night,  in  the  same  church,  I  again  preached  and  admitted 
Mr.  John  Coleman  to  the  order  of  Deacons,  and  the  Rev. 
Mr,  Bean  to  the  order  of  the  Priesthood;  Rev.  Dr.  Henshaw 
and  Rev.  Messrs.  Judd  and  Goldsborough  united  in  laying 
on  of  hands.  Among  the  number,  who,  on  that  occasion 
were  confirmed,  were  several  who  had  formerly  been  con- 
nected with  the  Baptists  and  other  denominations  of  christians^ 
and  three  converts  from  Judaism. 

On  Thursday,  5th  March,  I  admitted  to  the  holy  or- 
der of  deacons,  in  the  church  in  Salisbury,  Spring-Hill  par- 
ish, Mr.  Thaddeus  M.  Leavenworth,  who  was  rececived  as  a 
candidate  on  a  letter  dismissory  from  the  bishop  of  Virginia. 
Rev.  Mr.  Judd  performed  divine  service,  and  Rev.  Mr. 
Laird  preached  the  ordination  sermon. 

On  Sunday,  12th  April,  I  admitted  to  the  order  of  deacons 
in  the  church  in  Cambridge,  Great  Choptank  parish,  Mr. 
William  Pinkney,  Rev.  Mr.  Bayne  performed  service,  and 
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tbe  Rev.  Mr.  Laird  preached.  On  the  evening  preeeding  I 
confirmed  three  persons  in  the  same  church. 

On  Good  Friday,  17th  April,  I  officiated  in  the  church  in 
Cambridge. 

On  Easter  Sunday,  19th,  I  confirmed  sixty  persons  in 
St  Paul's  church,  Baltimore.  In  the  afternoon  I  preach- 
ed in  St.  James'  church,  Baltimore,  and  confirmed  twdve 
persons. 

On  Sunday,  26th,  I  preached  in  Christ  church,  Baltimore, 
and  confirmed  twenty-seven  persons.  In  the  afternoon  I  of- 
ficiated in  Trinity  church,  Baltimore,  and  confirmed  thirty 
persons. 

On  Saturday  evening,  May  23d^  I  preached  in  Christ  church 
George-town,  District  of  Columbia. 

On  Sunday  morning,  S4th,  I  preached  in  St.  John's  chi^rch, 
Washington  city,  D.  C.  and  confirmed  ten  persons.  In  the 
afternoon  I  officiated  in  Christ  church,  Washington  city,  and 
confirmed  seventeen  persons.  At  night  I  preached  in  Trini- 
ty church,  Washington  city;  and  confirmed  twenty-one  per- 
sons. 

On  Monday,  25th,  I  preached  at  Rock  Creek  church,  and 
confirmed  fitfiy-one  persons. 

Clerical  changes. — Rev.  John  Delaplane,  from  the  diocese 
of  Virginia,  has  been  appointed  to  the  Missionary  station  at 
Hancock.  Rev.  Mr.  Leavenworth,  a  missionary  at  Cumber- 
land. Rev.  Mr.  McElhiney  has  resigned  his  charge  in  So- 
merset, and  acccepted  the  rectorship  of  St.  Anne's,  Annapo- 
lis. Rev.  Mr.  Laird,  from  Trinity  parish,  Charles  county, 
has  taken  charge  of  Stepney  and  Spring  Hill  parishes,  So- 
merset. Rev.  Mr.  Higbee  has  removed  from  Havre  de  Grace, 
to  Trinity  church,  Washington  city.  District  of  Columbia. 
Rev.  Robert  L.  Goldsborough,  an  alumnus  of  the  General 
Theological  Seminary,  has  taken  charge  of  Havre  de  Grace, 
Harford  county.  Rev.  Mr.McKenney  has  resigned  his  charge 
in  Cecil,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bayne  his  parish  in  Talbot.  Rev. 
Fitch  W.  Taylor  has  resigned  the  rectorship  of  William  and 
Mary  Parish.  Rev.  Mr.  Coleman  has  been  called  to  St  Ste- 
phen's parish,  Cecil.  Rev.  Archibald  T.  K.  McCallum, 
from  the  diocese  of  New  York,  Rev.  John  H.  Marsden, 
from  the  diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  Rev.  Ralph  Wil- 
liston,  from  the  diocese  of  New  Jersey,  have  been  received 
into  the  diocese  of  Maryland.  Rev.  Mr.  Brooke  has  removed 
to  Ohio,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Douglass  to  Pennsylvania.  Rev.  Jas. 
Doughen,  from  the  diocese  of  Virginia,  has  been  chosen  rec- 
tor of  All  Saints,  Calvert.  Rev.  Wm.  Pinkney  has  ta- 
ken charge  of  Somerset  and  Coventry  parishes,  Somerset 
county.    Rev.  John  Woart,  from  the  diocese  of  Virginia, 
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hat  chi|rge  of  Broad  Creek  parish.  Prince  George's  (Mibty*. 
Rev.  Mr.  Hanson  has  been  appointed  a  missionary  to  China. 

I  have  now  laid  before  you  all  the  changed,  of  which  I 
have  any  account,  that  have  taken  place  within  the  diocese, 
since  the  last  convention.  Let  it  be  observed,  that  I  do  not 
vouch  for  having  afforded  an  ample  statement  of  the  affairs  of 
the  diocese,  but  it  is  the  best  that  I  can  give  from  the  imper- 
fect evidence  afforded  me.  The  35th  canon  of  the  general 
convention,  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  vestries  of  vacant  par- 
ishes, not  to  receive  any  minister  removing  from  another  di- 
ocese, untiM^he  shall  have  presented  to  the  vestry  thereof  a 
certificate  from  the  bishop,  that  he  has  not  been  justly  liable 
to  evil  report,  for  error  in  religion,  or  viciousness  of  life,  da- 
ring the  three  years  last  past."  This  canon  is  too  often  not 
attended  to  by  our  vestries.  In  them  the  neglect  of  this  du- 
ty no  doubt  arises  in  some  instances,  from  not  being  provided 
with  copies  of  the  canons,  and  consequently  from  ignorance 
of  their  requirements.  But  surely  the  ministers  who  thus 
commence  their  pastoral  career  by  a  violation  of  the  disci- 
pline or  goverment  of  the  church,  cannot  plead  the  same 
excuse,  especially  as  it  is  one  of  their  prescribed  duties,  pre- 
vious to  their  ordination,  to  study  the  ^^constitution  and  can- 
ons of  the  church."  While  so  little  attention  is  paid  to  these 
laws  and  regulations,  it  will  be  impossible  for  me  uniformly 
to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of  51  can.  sec.  2. 

It  is  no  doubt  within  the  recollection  of  many  of  the  mem- 
bers of  this  body,  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  Davis  claimed  and  ob- 
tained a  seat  in  our  last  convention,  being  as  he  said,  under 
the  impression  that,  having  never  delivered  in  Delaware, 
(the  diocese  in  which  he  had  for  some  time  resided)  the  dis- 
missory  letter  received  by  him  from  bishop  Kemp,  his  ca- 
nonical residence  in  Maryland,  had  not  ceased.  Upon  fur- 
ther inquiry,  however,  it  appears  that  there  must  have  been 
misapprehension  in  this  matter  on  the  part  of  Dr.  Davis,  or 
that,  as  he  supposes,  the  document  alluded  to  had  been 
fraudulently  taken  from  him,  for  I  am  informed  by  the  presi- 
dent of  the  standing  committee  of  Delaware,  that  the  said 
letter  of  bishop  Kemp  is  now  in  possesson  of  that  committee; 
Dr.  Davis*  clerical  relation  is  therefore  wholly  to  that  dio- 
cese, and  he  is  not  any  longer  to  be  supposed  amenable  to  the 
canons  of  Maryland. 

Notice  is  therefore  hereby  given  to  the  parishes  in  this 
state,  that  Dr.  Davis  cannot  be  canonically  elected  to  any 
parochial  charge  in  the  Diocese,  until  he  exhibits  from  me  a 
certificate  of  his  canonical  qualifications.

The  Canons  proposed  at  the  last  Convention,  which  were 
carefully  considered  and  amended. 

CANONS 

For  the  Government  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  qf 
Maryland,  as  passed  in  Convention,  May  28/A,  1835. 

Canon.  I. — Readers  to  be  appointed  in  vacant  parishes. 

Whereas,  in  consequence  of  the  present  want  of  clergymen, 
to  supply  all  the  parishes  within  this  state,  many  congrega- 
tions are  deprived  of  the  means  of  publicly  worshiping 
God,  agreeably  to  their  conscience,  by  the  venerable  form 
prescribed  in  the  liturgy  of  this  church,  it  is  hereby  pro- 
vided, that  there  may  be  appointed  in  each  vacant  parish, 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  vestry  thereof,  or  in  any 
other  parish  where  the  rector  is  unable  to  perform  service 
in  his  church  or  churches  every  Lord's  day,  upon  his  re- 
commendation, some  candidate  for  orders,  or  other  layman 
of  exemplary  character  for  piety  and  morals,  as  a  reader ; 
who  shall,  under  the  direction  of  any  member  of  the  stand- 
ing committee,  on  every  Sunday  and  other  public  occasion, 
devoutly  read  the  service  of  the  liturgy,  and  a  sermon  from 
the  works  of  some  approved  Protestant  Episcopal  divine. 
The  appointment  shall  be  made  by  the  Bishop :  Neverthe- 
less, any  member  of  the  standing  committee,  may  make  a  tem- 
porary appointment  of  a  reader,  subject  to  the  confirmation 
or  rejeetion  of  the  Bishop. 
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OAjioir  II.  Candidates  to  give  notice  of  their  intentUm  to 

apply /or  holy  orders. 

Persons  applying  to  be  received  as  candidates  for  holy  or- 
ders, shall  give  the  notice  and  present  the  testimonials  re- 
quired by  the  9th  Canon  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  United  States. 

Canon  III. — Concerning  Deacons  delaying  to  apply /or 

PriesVs  orders. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  to  withdraw  his  license 
to  preach  from  any  Deacon  who  may  have  heretofore  declin- 
ed, or  shall  hereafter  decline,  for  a  longer  period  than  three 
years,  to  take  the  necessary  steps  for  procuring  priests'  or- 
ders; unless  he  may  be  able  to  assign  such  reasons  for  his 
delay  as  will  be  satisfactory  to  the  Bishop. 

Canon  IY. — Clergymen  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention. 

No  Clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Conven- 
tion, as  having  been  regularly  and  canonically  elected  into 
a  parish,  unless  it  shall  have  been  signified  to  the  secretary 
of  the  Convention  for  the  time  being,  by  the  Bishop,  or  in 
the  case  of  a  vacancy,  by  the  president  of  the  standing  com- 
mittee, that  he  had  obtained  from  him  a  certificate  of  his 
episcopal  qualifications  and  religious  character ;  and  unless 
the  Bishop  or  president  shall  have  received  from  the  vestry, 
and  transmitted  to  the  secretary,  the  certificate  required  by 
the  35th  Canon  of  the  General  Convention.  And  no  clergy- 
man shall  have  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  as  an  instructor  of 
youth  in  any  seminary  of  learning,  till  he  shall  have  produ- 
ced to  the  Convention  a  certificate  from  the  rector  and  vestry 
of  the  parish  or  church,  in  which  it  is,  or  from  the  vestry, 
if  there  be  no  rector,  that  he  is  so  employed. 

Canon  V. — Absentees  /rom  Convention  to  be  noted. 

At  every  meeting  of  the  Convention,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  secretary  to  report  the  names  of  such  clergymen  enti- 
tled to  seats,  as  may  have  absented  themselves  from  two  suc- 
cessive conventions ;  and  the  Convention  shall  take  such  or- 
der thereon  as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

Canon  YI. — Concerning  the  title  of  infirm  Clergymen  to 

seats  in  Convention. 

No  Clergyman  claiming  a  seat  in  the  Convention  of  this 
Diocese,  as  an  infirm  clergyman,  shall  be  received  as  a  mem- 
ber thereof,  unless  he  shall  produce  a  certificate  from  some 
respectable  physician  that  his  state  of  health  unfits  him  fer 
<he  aethe  duties  of  the  ministry,  and  there  be  evidence  that 
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his  health  became  infirm  while  he  was  employed  as  minister 
of  a  parish,  as  a  missionary,  or  a  professor  or  tutor  in  some 
incorporated  seminary  of  learning. 

Canon  VII. — Every  Minister  to  keep  a  Register. 

The  minister  of  each  parish,  or  church,  shall  make  out 
and  continue  a  register  of  baptisms,  confirmations,  commu- 
nicants, marriages  and  funerals  within  his  cure,  in  a  suitable 
and  substantial  book  to  be  provided  by  the  vestry  of  his  pa- 
rish or  church  for  that  purpose ;  which  register  shall  be  left, 
upon  his  death  or  removal,  for  the  use  of  his  successor. 

Canon  YllL-^Ministers  to  be  cartful  in  admitting  to  the 

Holy  Communion. 

No  minister  shall  enroll  any  persons  as  communicants  of 
his  church  until  he  has  conversed  with  them  on  the  subject, 
or  unless  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  they  have  been  regular 
communicants  in  his  own,  or  some  other  congregation ;  nor 
shall  he  so  enroll  any  one  who  is  known  to  deny  the  doctrines 
of  the  gospel,  as  generally  set  forth  in  the  authorised  stand- 
ards of  this  church. 

Canon  IX. — Providing  the  elements  qf  the  Holy  Commu* 

nion. 

In  every  parish  or  church,  the  church  wardens,  if  requir- 
ed by  the  rector,  shall  provide  the  elements  of  bread  and 
wine  for  the  holy  communion. 

Canon  X. — T^e  Bishop  may  call  special  meetings  qf  the 

Standing  Committee. 

The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  special  meetings  of 
the  standing  committee  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  ap- 
pear to  him  to  be  necessary  or  expedient. 

Canon  XI. — Provision  relative  to  discipline  during  a  va- 

cany  in  the  Episcopal  office. 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  episcopal  office,  the  President 
of  the  Convention  for  the  time  being,  shall  have  and  exer- 
cise all  the  powers  relating  to  discipline  given  to  the  Bishop 
by  the  Canons,  except  such  as  belong  exclusively  to  the 
episcopal  office. 

Canon  XII. — Provision  for  dtfraying  certain  expenses. 

The  vestry  of  each  parish  or  church  shall,  at  every  an- 
nual convention,  pay  to  the  treasurer  such  sums  as  may  be 
required  from  them  respectively,  by  resolutions  of  the  con- 
vention from  time  to  time,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the 

Si' 
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salary  of  the  Bishop,  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  etandia^ 
committee,  and  of  delegates  to  the  General  Convention,  prinl- 
ing  the  journal,  compensation  to  the  secretary,  and  other  in- 
cidental expenses  of  the  Convention. 

Canon  XIII. — Concerning  the  erection  of  new  Parishes  or 
Congregations. 

Separate  parishes  may  be  formed  agreeably  lo  the  act  of 
assembly  of  1798,  commonly  called  the  vestry  act:  and  se-  ■ 
parate  congregations,  under  the  clause  of  the  act  of  1802,  for 
the  incorporation  of  all  denominations  of  christians,  which  au- 
thorises a  part  of  a  congregation  to  separate  from  the  rest, 
and  prescribes  the  mode  in  which  such  congregation  shall  be 
organized. 

LAY  DISCIPLINE. 
Canon  XIV. — Communicantsto  have  family  worship. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  communicant  in  this  church, 
who  is  the  head  of  a  family,  to  live  in  the  daily  exercise 
of  family  worship. 

Canon  XV. — The  menxhers  of  this  Church  to  instruct  their 
famUiea  in  the  principles  qf  religion. 

The  members  of  this  church  shall  instruct  their  families, 
as  far  as  they  are  able,  in  the  principles  of  the  christian  re- 
lision,  and  shall  cause  their  children  to  attend  the  catecbeti- 
cu  instructions  of  their  rector  ;  and  as  soon  as  they  are  suf- 
ficiently informed,  and  impressed  with  the  importance  and 
aacrednesS  of  their  baptismal  vow,  they  shall  present  them 
to  the  rector  as  candidates  for  confirmation,  who  shall  exam- 
ine them,  and  if  satisfied  of  their  fitness,  recomfflend  them 
to  the  Bishop  for  confirmation. 

Cahon  XVI. — Theatrical  exhibitions,  and  other  Hght  and 
vain  amusements,  forbidden. 

Attendance  upon  theatrical  exhibitions,  horse  races,  and 
other  vain  and  light  amusements,  being  considered  inconsist- 
ent with  the  christian  character,  it  is  hereby  declared  to 
be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  this  church  carefully  lo  ab- 
stain from  encouraging  them  by  their  presence. 

Canoh  XVII. — Offences  for  which  communicants  may  be 

presented  and  tried. 

Scandalous  and  immoral  conduct,  gaming  or  any  other  vi- 

doQB  or  corruptinK  amusement,  a  general  neslect  of  public 

vonhip)  breach  of  the  sabbath  or  of  any  of  the  divine  eoa- 
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inandinents,  are  offences  for  which  communicants  may  be 
brought  to  trial. 

Canoit  XVIII. — Manner  qf  proceeding  against  a  com- 
municant 

If  a  communicant  of  this  church  shall  offend  in  any  of  the 
respects  mentioned  in  the  17th  canon,  the  minister  of  the  pa- 
rish in  which  the  offender  shall  reside,  shall  upon  receiving 
ioforoiation  thereof,  take  cognizance  of  the  offence ;  and  if 
he  shall  have  sufficient  evidence  thereof,  he  shall  privately 
admonish  the  person.  And  if  this  shall  not  have  the  desired 
effect,  he  may  then  convene  the  vestry  and  wardens,  first  giv- 
ing the  party  reasonable  notice,  in  writing,  of  the  nature  of 
the  offence  alleged,  and  of  the  time  appointed  for  the  meet- 
ing of  the  minister,  vestry  and  wardens,  for  the  purpose  of 
inquiring  into  it ;  who  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  inquire 
into  the  charge,  and  if  they  shall  be  of  opinion  that  it  is  sub- 
stantiated, the  minister  shall  pronounce  such  sentence  as  the 
offence  may  in  his  judgment  deserve;  which  sentence  shall 
be  either  reproof  before  the  vestry  and  wardens,  suspension, 
or  excommunication.  But  if  the  person  accused,  being  du- 
ly notified,  shall  refuse  to  appear,  the  minister,  vestry  and 
wardens,  shall  notwithstanding,  proceed  to  inquiry  and  sen- 
tence. 

Canon   XIX. — Communicants  who  neglect  to  receive  the 
Lord*s  Supper  for  six  months  successively^  to  be  stricken 
from  the  roll. 

Communicants  of  this  church  neglecting  for  six  months 
successively,  to  attend  the  celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper, 
having  opportunity,  may  at  the  discretion  of  their  rector,  or 
rectors,  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  communicants ;  except 
in  cases  where  satisfactory  reasons  for  such  neglect  be  assign- 
ed to  the  rector. 

Canon  XX. — Excluding  from  the  Holy  Communion  and 
Suretyship  in  Baptism^  notorious  transgressors  qf  the 
discipline  of  this  Church. 

The  rectors  of  each  parish  in  this  state,  shall  be  careful 
not  to  admit  any  persons  to  the  holy  communion,  or  as  spon- 
sors in  baptism,  who  are  notorious  transgressors  of  the 
discipline  of  this  church ;  and  the  vestries  of  vacant  parish- 
ishes  shall  endeavor  to  prevent  such  persons  from  being  im- 
posed on  ministers,  visiting  such  parishes. 
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CLERICAL  DISCIPLINE. 

Canon  XXI. — The  Standing  Committee  an  EccUHaatical 

Court  for  the  trial  of  Clergymen, 

The  standing  committee  of  this  church  shall  be  the  tribu- 
nal for  the  trial  of  all  priests  and  deacons  against  whom  any 
charges  may  be  exhibited.  They  shall  be  convened  by  the 
bishop,  and  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  until  the  busi- 
ness before  them  is  completed. 

Canon  XXII. — Manner  oj  proceeding  against  an  accused 

Clergyman. 

Whenever  the  Bishop  shall  receive  such  information  as  he 
thinks  entitled  to  notice,  or  shall  learn  from  public  rumor, 
that  any  clergyman  is  charged  with  being  guilty  of  a  viola- 
tion of  the  Canons,  or  conducts  himself  in  any  way  incom- 
patible with  the  character  of  a  minister  of  Christ ;  or,  when- 
ever a  majority  of  the  standing  committee  shall  notify  him 
in  writing  that  they  have  received  such  information,  (and  it 
is  hereby  declared  to  be  their  duty  to  do  so,  when  they  shall 
have  received  that  information)  he  shall  summon  a  meeting 
of  the  standing  committee.  Notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  meeting  shall  be  given  to  the  accused  party,  and  also  a 
copy  of  the  charge  or  charges  brought  against  him,  at  least 
thirty  days  before  the  time  appointed  for  trial.  Witnesses 
shall  be  summoned,  and  may  be  examined,  either  viva  voce 
or  by  depositions  taken  after  reasonable  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  taking  the  same.  The  party  accused  may  call 
in  any  person  to  assist  him  in  his  defence,  and  also  summon 
such  witnesses  as  he  may  think  proper,  and  have  the  bene- 
fit of  depositions  as  above  provided*  The  Bishop  may  also 
appoint  a  person  to  conduct  the  trial  on  the  part  of  the 
church.  The  court  may  exclude  all  spectators,  unless  the  par- 
ty accused  shall  desire  a  public  trial;  in  which  case  it  shall 
be  afforded  him.  If  after  hearing  the  evidence  and  the  de- 
fence of  the  party  accused,  a  majority  of  the  quorum  of  the 
standing  committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  charge  or 
charges  brought  against  him,  or  any  of  them,  are  substantia- 
ted, their  opinion,  together  with  the  proceedings  of  the 
standing  committee,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Bishop. 
Should  he  concur  in  opinion  with  the  committee,  he  shall 
proceed  to  reprove,  suspend,  or  degrade,  as  the  offence  may 
be  thought  by  him  to  deserve.  If  the  accused  refuse  to  at- 
tend the  trial,  after  due  notice  given  to  him,  he  shall  be  sus- 
pended for  contumacy.  If  this  contumacy  shall  continue 
six  moDtba,  he  shall  then  be  degc^dedi  Itotci  >\i<&  mvcAaitry* 
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Bat  if  be  apply  to  the  Bishop  within  six  months,* for  a  trial, 
he  shall  be  entitled  to  it ;  and  the  standing  committee  shall 
be  summoned,  and  the  trial  conducted  in  the  usual  form. 
The  sentence  of  suspension  shall  be  pronounced  by  the 
Bishop,  and  a  copy  of  it  sent  to  the  accused  and  to  his  vestry, 
if  he  be  connected  with  a  parish  or  congregation  ;  and  such 
further  publicity  given  to  it  as  the  Bishop  shall  think  expe- 
dient. But  the  sentence  of  degradation  shall  be  made  known 
in  the  manner  directed  by  the  canons. 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  episcopal  office  at  the  time  of 
the  presentment  of  a  presbyter  or  deacon,  the  standing  com- 
mittee, if  they  shall  find  him  guilty  of  the  charges,  or  any 
of  them,  shall  transmit  their  proceedings,  together  with  their 
opinion  of  the  charge  or  charges  against  the  accused,  to  the 
Bishop  of  some  other  diocese,  who  shall  be  requested,  and 
19  hereby  authorised  to  act  thereon,  and  if  he  shall  concur  in 
opinion  with  the  committee,  he  shall  proceed  to  reprove, 
suspend,  or  degrade  the  accused,  as  he  may  judge  expedient. 

If  the  president  of  the  convention  shall  be  accused,  the 
presentment  shall  be  made  by  any  two  members  of  the  stand- 
ing committee,  and  the  committee  shall  take  the  steps  here- 
by prescribed  for  the  trial  of  clergymen  under  the  direction 
of  the  Bishop  to  whom  they  shall  apply. 

Canon  XXIII. — Manner  of  proceeding  against  a  Bishop. 

If  any  Bishop  of  this  church  shall  violate  the  constitution 
or  canons,  presentment  shall  be  made  by  the  convention  to 
two  or  more  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States.  Such  bishops  shall  have  authority  to  in- 
stitute a  trial  within  the  diocese  of  the  accused  party :  and 
the  sentence  of  the  two  Bishops,  or  of  the  majority  of  a 
greater  number,  being  founded  on  the  canons  of  the  church, 
shall  be  final:  except  the  sentence  of  degradation,  in  which 
case  he  shall  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  an  appeal  to  the 
house  of  Bishops;  provided  he  give  notice  of  such  appeal, 
within  six  months  to  the  senior  Bishop. 

The  question  was  then  put,  ^^shall  these  Canons  pass  as 
amended  ?"  and  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

The  Convention  adjourned  until  9  o'clock  to-morrow 
morning. 

Friday,  May  29th,  1835. 

The  Convention  met  at  9  o'clock  this  morning. 
Prayers  were  read  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Henshaw. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday's  proceedings  were  toa^L  vcA 
spprorod. 
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It  was  on  motion  Resolved,  That  a  new  edition  of  the  con- 
stitution and  canons  of  the  General  Convention,  and  of  the  di- 
ocese of  Maryland,  of  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Maryland  re- 
lating to  the  dulicsof  Hit:  clergy  and  vestries,  together  with  a 
connected  statement  of  all  the  testimonials  required  of  can- 
didates for  orders,  be  published  under  the  direction  of  a  com- 
mittee to  be  appointed  by  the  convention;  and  that  it  be  re- 
commended to  the  clergy  and  vestries  to  promote  the  sale  of 
the  said  compilation  in  their  respective  parishes,  and  if  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  should  not  be  sufficient  to  defray  the  ex- 
pense of  the  publication,  an  assessment  shall  be  laid  upon 
the  parishes  and  churches  to  make  up  the  deficiency. 

A  committee  was  then  appointed  to  carry  the  above  reso- 
lution inio  cflect,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  llenshaw,  Rev, 
Dr.  Wyatt,  and  S.  I.  Donaldson,  Esq. 

On  motion,  Resolved,  that  the  lay  delegates  representing 
the  several  parishes  and  churches  in  this  Convention,  be  re- 
quested to  subscribe  for  themselves  or  their  respective  par- 
ishes and  churches,  for  copies  of  the  publication  of  the  con- 
stitution and  canons  of  the  church,  and  the  laws  relating 
thereto  authorised  by  this  Convention,  and  that  their  sub- 
Bcrtptions  be  handed  to  Ihe  secretary. 

Rttport  qf  the  Contmillee  on  the  petition  to  admit  St,  Tho- 
mas' Church  into  this  Diocese. 

The  committee  appointed  on  the  memorial  of  sutidry  of 
the  citizens  of  Hancock,  in  Washington  county,  being  of  the 
opinion  that  the  request  therein  contained  ought  to  be  graut- 
ed,  aek  leave  to  submit  the  following : 

Whereas,  a  petition  has  been  presented  to  this  ConventioD 
by  sundry  persons,  members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  residing  in  and  about  the  town  of  Hancock,  in  Wash- 
ington county,  and  the  prayer  therein  contained  being  pro- 
per :  Be  it  resolved  by  the  Convention  qf  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  qf  Maryland,  That  Jacob  Brosius,  Cromwell 
Orrick,  Kelly  Thomas,  Dr.  S.  J.  Gregory,  John  Breathed, 
Dr.  R.  G.  Belt,  Isaac  Breathed  and  George  Thomas,  togeth- 
er with  others  now  associated,  or  who  may  hereafter  associ- 
ate with  tfaem,  be  permitted  to  form  themselves  into  an  epis- 
copal congregation,  to  be  known  by  the  name  of  St.  Thomas* 
Church,  and  having  accepted  the  constitution,  canons  ao|l 
discipline  of  this  church,  and  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  a  congregation  of  the  Protestaot 
Episcopal  Church  of  Maryland.

Kts  of  the  Diocese,  new  temples'bave  been  erected  to  the 
lorof  oar  God  and  StTtour.  Four  missiooariM  are  dow«|' 
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plofed  in  destitute  sections  of  the  State,  under  the  direction 
■  Missionary  Society ;  and  we  are  beginning  to  reap 
important  spiritual  benefits  from  the  agency  of  that  valuable 
institution.  The  other  Diocesan  Institution,  the  Prayer 
Book  and  Homily  Society,  continues  lo  prosecute  as  far  as 
ils  limited  means  will  admit,  the  laudable  work  of  distribu- 
ting our  venerable  formularies  of  faith  and  devotion.  The 
gospel,  faithfully  preached  by  the  clergy,  is  still  by  the  Di- 
Tine  blessing,  made  elTectual  to  Che  conversion  of  sinners 
and  the  edification  of  the  faithful ;  and  on  the  whole  there  is 
ground  to  believe,  that  during  the  past  year,  the  church  in 
this  diocese  has  made  some  progress  in  the  path  of  spiritual 
improvement,  and  in  aiding  the  great  work  of  converting  the 
world  and  promoting  the  glory  of  God.

A  Sandar 
school  is  also  in  progress,  and  a  temperance  society  has  recently  been  Ibrmed 
under  fiivorable  auspices.  E£R)rts  are  now  making  to  erect  a  suitable  build- 
ing iar  the  afternoon  service.    Several- munificent  individuals  have  sub- 
squibed  to  the  object,  and  success  is  confidently  expected.    The  sacrament 
of  the  Lord's  supper  has  been  administered  but  once  during  the  present 
year,  in  Septemoer  last,  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Keith  of  Ya.

The  Lord  nas 
been  pl^»ed  to  visit  us  with  a  refreshing  firom  on  hign.  The  seed  faith- 
fully sown,  though  long  waited  for  has  at  len^  been  seen  springing  up.  An 
unusual  seriousness  observable  for  some  tune  on  the  minds  of  manv  was 
recently  succeeded  by  a  general  and  awakening  concern  on  tiie  subject  of 
religion.  Under  the  continued  preaching  of  the  word,  and  the  united  ef- 
forts of  the  ministry,  many  have  been  aroused  to  a  sense  of  ^eir  lost 
condition,  and  a  goodly  number,  who  we  trust  have  passed  from  death  un- 
to life,  are  now  rejoicing  in  the  hope  of  everlasting  glory. 

Our  Sunday  school,  for  some  time  rather  in  a  languishing  state,  has 
much  revived  the  present  season ;  scholars  45,  teachers  8.  Kecently  a 
school  for  colored  people  has  been  commenced  with  much  encouragement 
on  the  plan  of  oral  instruction.  This,  and  a  regular  service  held  alter- 
nately every  Sunday  afternoon,  promise  to  do  much  for  the  spiritual  wel- 
fiire  of  a  greatly  neglected  portion  of  our  race. 

Since  October  th^  plan  of  missionary  effort,  recommended  by  last  con- 
vention, has  been  in  operation.  The  sums  thus  contributed  with  a  col- 
lection talcen  up  for  the  general  missionary  society,  amount  to  @41,  to  be 
appropriated  as  specified  by  the  contributors.

And  it  is  with  heartfelt  gratitude,  lo  the  great  head  of  the  d 
that  he  it  able  to  report  to  tbe  conrention  n  greater  degree  of  relieio) 
licilude  and  concern  among  his  people,  than  he  has  ever  vvitncssM  o 
Ibrmer  period.  He  has  cause  to  believe  that  God  is  al)oul  to  |>our  ni 
gracious  S|iirit  upon  his  luketvam  congregations,  anil  bring  Ihoir  slc' 
energies  into  a  becoming  zeal  and  earnestness,  upon  the  deeply  intert 
subject  of  salvation.  It  is  gratifying  to  add,  there  are  some  at  pn 
botn  young  and  old,  labouring  under  deep  exercises  of  mind,  fullj 
vinced  of  their  perilous  situation  as  sinners,  but  have  not  yet  assui 
decided  stand.  Though  the  number  added  during  the  imuI  year  is  i 
being  but  tii'tm;  yel  it  is  the  largest  afcession,  for  the  same  per 
time,  since  his  connexion  nilh  the  parish. 

The  rector  has  appointed  a  weekly  exercise,  which  is  attended  wil 
couraging  appoaranccs,  on  every  Friday.  There  can  be  no  doubt  rei 
itig  the  utility  of  such  meetings  in  our  parishes.  They  are  calcul 
by  bringing  the  communicants  of  the  church  more  frequently  togethi 
promote  their  love  and  harmony.  To  cement  their  bearti  in  chri 
affection,  and  thus  to  increase  their  spirituality  and  zeal  in  the  cat 
their  blessed  redeemer.  Indeed,  the  day  has  arrived  ivhich  calls  li 
for  a  weekly  convocation  of  our  people,  for  ilevoul  praver  and  exhort 
in  cMneitionwilh  our  reguLir  SiiM.alh  services.  Tlii;  former  consli 
a  most  important  auxiliary  to  the  furtherance  and  establishment  of  ot 
oonlemplated  by  the  latter.  We  have  generally  noticed  a  greater  d< 
of  pious  zeal,  and  religiou*  exertion,  as  well  as  larger  accessions  ti 
communion,  when  such  meetings  have  been  established. 

The  rector  has  also  appointed  every  Sabbath  afternoon  to  impart 
■  fpaat  instruction  to  the  colored  population,  which  is  very  dense  w 
tbe  limits  of  bis  parish.  It  appears  to  him,  that  Episcopalians  hav 
b^en  sufficiently  interested  for  that  unfortunate  class  of  human  soc 
bMlce  the  few  who  have  attached  themselves  to  our  beloved  church, 
clergy  of  Virginia,  with  their  indefatigable  assistant  bishop,  have  ent 
deeply  into  this  important  subject,  and  it  is  one  infinitely  deserving 
aenous  consideration  of  the  whole  christian  community.

The  gcrTJcee  of  ibe  church  are  generally  well  attended  in  this  pnrt^h, 
tnd  Ihc^r  appear  to  be  blessed  to  a  de^oe  ivbich  calls  Tor  devout  gratitude 
and  ihaxiklulness.  With  an  increasing  communion  it  is  bolievcd  that 
Ihere  is  no  f  mall  incivaiic  of  tho  spirit  oiprayer  and  true  ovane^ical  piety 
among  Ihote  who  compose  it.

In  a  pecuniary  iwint  of 
view  her  prospects  are  such  as  threaten  tlie  speedy  closing  and  decay  of 
her  bouses  of  worship,  and  the  entire  extinction  of  the  church.

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■tiip  and  doctrineB  of  the  Ohurcb,  is  to  be  greatly  aaerilted  the  rcmoTa]  of 
much  of  (bat  prejudice  which  is  u^uully  altcndant  upon  ignorance  of  her 
priroilivi:  constitution,  and  the  peculiar  excellencietof  her  venerable  Ibr- 
tnulariea.  Tlie  JienevoUnt  y/ssociulion  of  Ladies  also  continue  Uieir  pious 
labon,  and  intend  devoting  the  avails  of  their  industry  this  year  to  the  im- 
provement of  the  Parsooa^.  The  MiaHotiary  Mux  retains  ita  place  at 
the  church  door,  for  the  weekly  oQerlnga  of  Oie  congregation,  and  ha* 
produced  in  litlle  more  than  a  year,  the  sum  of  835  56,  Ion  dollan  of 
which  were  appropriated  lo  the  church  at  Ponsacola,  a  like  amount  to  the 
church  at  KuBselville,  and  tlie  remainder  paid  over  lo  the  Domestic  Mia- 
lionary  Society  of  this  Diocese.

The  Glebe,  embracing  a  Parsonage  and  a  valuable  farm  of 
about  31D  acres,  is  kept  in  good  repair  and  cultivation.  The  Parish 
Church  is  an  uncommonly  neat  edifice,  containing  twenty-five  pews,  all 
of  which  are  rented,  with  an  increasing  demand  for  seats ;  there  is  also  a 
gallery  for  the  atcommodatioo  of  colored  persons.  1  have  just  completed 
afirst  general  tour  among  my  parishioners,  many  of  whom  evince  a  zealous 
attachment  to  the  church,  and  a  spirit  of  worm  and  enlightened  piety, 
which  is  truly  pleasmg.  The  attendance  upon  public  worship  is  exem- 
plary, and  from  tlie  seriousand  devout  attention  with  which  the  miitistra- 
tioos  of  llie  pulpit  are  apparently  received,  there  is  good  reason  to  hope 
that  in  some  instances,  through  the  Divine  blessing,  the  seed  falls  "  in 
honest  and  good  hearts,  who  having  heard  the  word,  will  keep  it,  and 
bring  forth  fruit  with  padence."

This  parish  has  been  vacant  for  more  than  a  year  previous  to  the 
timo  when  Ilie  preEont  minister  took  charge,  the  liret  of  llie  present  month.

PASTORAL  LETTER. 


Respected  Brethren : 

In  complying  with  the  reauisitions  of  the  twenty-aevenlh 
Canon,  which  render  it  my  duty  to  address  to  the  members 
of  the  Diocese  at  convenient  intervals  a  Pastoral  Letter,  I 
have  been  desirous  to  select  such  a  scope  of  remark,  as  my 
peculiar  relation  to  you  may  be  supposed  to  render  at  the 
same  time  most  appropriate,  and  of  the  greatest  practical 
utility.  I  shall  not  therefore  now  direct  your  attention  to  any 
one  of  those  ^'Articles  of  Faith"  which  the  Church,  or  the 
usual  system  of  pulpit  instruction  may  cause  to  be  discussed. 
But  I  shall  merely  claim  the  privilege  of  urging  upon  you  a 
£dthful  adherence  to  several  of  those  means  of  carrying  on 
the  work  of  grace  in  your  own  hearts,  and  among  the  mem<- 
bers  of  your  families,  which  means,  from  having  no  pecu- 
liar season  allotted  to  the  consideration  of  them,  are  more 
likely  to  be  slightly  regarded. 

The  first  that  I  shall  name  is  the  devout  and  scrupulous 
regard  to  the  sanctity  and  purposes  of  the  Lord's  day. 

The  duties  appropriate  to  Sunday  are  not  of  such  trivial 
consequence,  that,  being  performed  when  convenient,  they 
may  be  omitted  at  pleasure,  without  any  offence  to  God  or 
injury  to  ourselves.  In  addressing  myself  to  those  who  be- 
lieve in  the  divine  institution  of  the  Jewish  Sabbath,  and  in 
the  transfer  of  its  sanctity,  and  religious  obligations  to  the 
first  day  of  the  week,  otherwise  called  the  Lord's  day,  it 
cannot  be  necessary  to  bring  forward  any  scriptural  proof  in 
support  of  its  claim  to  our  regard.  My  object  is  merely  to 
point  out  the  best  mode  of  giving  full  efficiency  to  the  ob- 
servances of  that  holy  day.  In  order  to  carry  into  the  du- 
ties thereof  a  devout  and  fervent  spirit,  attain  as  much  pre- 
paration of  heart  on  the  preceding  night,  as  iime  and  cir- 
cumstances will  permit.  Avoid,  <Aen,  as  ftr  as  possible,  all 
those  engagements  and  occupations  which  are  most  likely  to 
dissipate  the  mind,  or  to  leave  upon  it  a  vivid  impression  of 
wordly  pleasure  or  care.    Teach  yourself  to  IogJl  forward 


with  miDgled  hope  and  fear,  desire  and  trembling,  to  the 
cred  privileges  awaiting  you,  and  remember  that  your  eter- 
nal destiny  might  turn  upon  your  mode  of  improving  the  ap- 
proaching day. 

When  the  christian  Sabbath  begins  to  dawn,  do  not  say 
within  yourselves,  ^^  I  may  now  indulge  protracted  slumbers 
in  the  morning,  as  I  have  no  secular  concerns  calling  me  to 
wakefulness  and  energy."  But  ask  if  you  have  no  duties 
of  a  spiritual  character  to  perform,  that  summon  you  to  be 
up  and  doing ;  no  unrepented  sins  that  call  for  deep  heart- 
felt contrition ;  no  graces  in  imperfect  exercise ;  no  habits  to  be 
vigorously  assailed  ?  An  impartial  retrospect  of  the  past  week 
and  of  your  past  life,  would  soon  banish  a  tendency  to  sloth- 
ful indulgence,  and  bring  to  your  recollection  how  much  time 
has  been  spent  in  idleness  and  folly.  Reflection  upon  this,  if 
properly  improved,  would  cause  you  to  retire  to  your  clogets, 
diere  to  unburden  a  guilty  conscience,  there  to  pour  out  your 
souls  before  Gk)d  in  acts  of  prayer  and  praise,  praise  for  his 
past  forbearance,  and  prayer  for  his  continued  patience  and 
mercy.  The  omission  of  such  important  duties,  shows  a  for- 
getfttlness  of  God,  and  an  alienation  of  the  heart  from  himi 
which  ought  to  awaken  in  us  the  deepest  apprehensiop9» 
Ask  yourselves  then  whether  you  delight  in  the  perform- 
ance of  the  duties  of  prayer,  reading  the  holy  scriptures, 
and  self-examination.  By  prayer  we  become  transformed 
into  the  likeness  of  the  blessed  Redeemer,  by  reading  the 
bible  with  prayerful  attention  we  become  wise  unto  salva- 
tion, and  by  self-examination  we  become  acquainted  with 
the  corruption  of  our  own  hearts ;  are  brought  to  see  the 
necessity  of  the  plan  of  redeeming  love,  and  are  moved  to 
<4ook  unto  Jesus,  the  author  and  finisher  of  our  faith."  A 
faithful  compliance  with  the  duties  just  enumerated,  will 
lead  to  the  performance  of  another  often  neglected  duty — 1 
mean  the  public  worship  of  God. 

This  duty  is  more  immediately  connected  with  the  chris- 
tian Sabbath,  as  private  prayer  is  the  duty  of  every  day.  It 
is  indeed  a  lamentable  consideration,  that  so  many  are  negli- 
gent and  irregular  in  waiting  upon  the  Lord  in  his  holy 
sanctuary.  In  an  age  like  the  present,  when  so  many  things 
assuming  the  appearance  of  novelty,  captivate  and  allure  the 
unthinking  multitude,  and  draw  them  off  from  the  line  of 
duty,  the  utmost  caution  should  be  employed  by  those  whose 
station  imparts  to  them  a  salutary  influence  over  others,  by 
precept  and  example  to  cherish  respect  for  the  Lord's  day. 
Nothing  can  be  more  important  to  the  public  welfare.  In 
some  sections  of  the  country,  when  a  minister  goes  to  church, 


be  has  DO  assurance  that  he  shall  find  his  flock  waitins  with 
anxious  expectation  to  hear  from  his  lips  the  words  of  eter- 
nal life.  That  must  in  a  great  measure  depend  on  a  variety 
of  circumstances  beyond  his  control ;  and  while  he  has  toiled, 
and  prayed,  and  wept  before  God  for  the  souls  of  his  people, 
some  novel  exhibition  in  the  neighborhood,  some  tumultuous 
assembly,  or  strangely  modulated  voice,  or  extravagant  ges- 
ture, is  allowed  to  attract  the  gaping  crowd,  and  divert  them 
from  the  wholesome  doctrines  of  the  gospel  of  Christ.  How 
discouraging  this  neglect  is  to  a  minister  whose  practice  is  to 
be  regularly  found  at  his  post,  I  need  not  remark. 

Others  venture  to  ofier  excuses  for  absence  from  worship, 
which  they  would  consider  insufficient  to  detain  them  from 
any  place  of  secular  duty,  profit  or  pleasure.     A  cloudy 
morning  or  an   occasional  visiter  will    keep   many  from 
church,  who  will  travel  through  storms  and  tempests,  ra- 
ther than  neglect  the  smallest  temporal  concern.    Some  hesi- 
tate to  expose  their  servants  and  carriages  in  attending  the 
house  of  God,  while  they  scruple  not  at  all,  for  their  own 
pleasure,  to  expose  them  at  night,  and  in  tempestuous  wea- 
ther.    One  practice  which  prevails  more  or  less  in  every 
section  of  the  diocese,  I  must  mention  with  the  utmost  re- 
probation, that  of  receiving  and  paying  visits  on  the  Lord^s 
day.     In  the  visiter  this  is  as  great  a  violation  of  wordly  de- 
corum as  of  religious  obligation.     For  in  many  cases,  it  com- 
pels his  host,  whatever  may  be  his  secret  regret  and  disap- 
pointment, to  accept  the  idle  chat  of  an  indevout  companion, 
as  a  substitute  tor  the  precious  privileges  (private  or  public) 
of  the  Lord's  day.     By  this  means  the  worship  of  God  is 
neglected,  his  authority  is  insulted,  the  sanctity  of  the  Sab- 
bath is  violated,  the  means  of  grace  are  allowed  to  produce 
no  lasting  impression,  and  the  ministers  of  Christ  are  inevi- 
tably left  to  mourn  over  the  declining  state  of  religion  and 
of  morals.     This  sacrifice  of  spiritual  improvement  is  not 
confined  to  the  persons  who  occasion  it ;  it  exerts  a  cer- 
tain  influence  on   the   minds  of   your  children   and    do- 
mestics.    The  former  deprived  of  their  religious  instruc- 
tions, the  latter  of  their  rest  from  labor,  actually  robbed  of  the 
privilege  which  God  had  mercifully  allotted  them  on  his 
Sabbath,  they  cease  to  reverence  the  day  and  its  divine  insti- 
tution.    Light  and  trifling  conversation  is  suffered  to  occupy 
the  season  which  should  be  attended  with  hopes  and  medi- 
tations full  of  immortality.     Under  the  existence  of  such  a 
state  of  things,  the  decay  of  parishes,  and  the  growth  of  in- 
fidelity,  are  the  sure  and  certain  consequences.     Trivial  is 
the  excuse  for  your  own  neglect  of  homage  to  God^  that  you 
do  not  prevent  your  families  from  attending  churchy  but  that 


upon  all  suitable  occasions,  jou  roconimenil  the  duty  of  «t-  i 
tendance  on  the  means  of  grace.  TliJg  is  not  in  conformity  i 
with  the  maxim  founded  upon  universal  experience — that 
example  is  more  efficacioua  than  jirecept.  VVhile  you  ne- 
glect so  important  a  duty,  there  is  little  reason  to  hope,  that 
your  children  will  duly  appreciate  privileges  which  they 
see  so  lightly  esteemed  hy  their  parents.  Are  your  chil- 
dren now  afflicting  you  by  livinj;  without  the  lovt-  and  fear 
of  God  ?  Ask  yourself  what  has  been  the  influence  of  yom 
example  in  this  respect.  Its  effects  may  be  as  injurious  to 
wrrants,  who,  from  neglected  education,  soon  learn  to  slight 
■acred  things,  even  with  the  best  example  set  before  them. 

But  Iproceed  to  the  consideration  of  another  point,  inti- 
matel7''cODnected  vith  the  former.    I  aena  family  teortkip. 

A  sufficient  scriptural  command  for  the  performance  of 
&mily  worship,  is  comprehended  in  such  passages  as  these ; 
*'  I  know  him,  that  he  will  command  his  children  and  his 
lionflehoM  after  him,  and  they  shall  keep  the  way  of  Ae 
Lord,  to  do  justice  and  judgment;  that  the  Lord  may  bring 
upon  Abraham  that  which  he  bath  spoken  of  him — and  these 
words,  which  I  command  thee  this  day,  shall  be  in  diine 
heart.  And  thou  shalt  teach  them  diligently  unto  thy  chil- 
dren, and  shalt  talk  of  them  when  thou  sitteth  in  thine  house, 
and  when  thou  walkest  by  the  way,  and  when  thou  liest 
down,  and  when  thou  risest  up."  "Train  up  a  child  in  the 
way  he  should  go ;  and  when  he  is  old  he  will  not  depart 
from  it."  There  are  many  such  in  the  sacred  volume. 
And  we  have  also  many  examples  recorded  in  the  scrip- 
tures which  have  the  force  of  a  command.  The  limits 
assigned  to  this  address,  not  allowing  full  discussion  of  anj 
topic,  1  can  only  refer  to  the  history  of  the  characters  alluded 
to,  where  you  will  find  that  Abraham,  Joshua,  Job  and  Da- 
vid, were  distinguished  examples,  under  the  old  testament 
dispensation,  of  having  worshipped  at  the  family  altar.  We 
have  too  the  example  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ, 
who  oAen  retired  from  the  multitude  with  his  disciples  for 
religious  exercises,  which  partook  of  the  nature  of  fiimily 
worship.  "  He  being  alone  praying,"  (having  retired  from 
the  multitude)  "and  his  disciples  with  him."  God  may 
train  children  for  immortality  without  it.  But  the  due  per- 
formance of  this  duty  is  essential  to  faithfulness  on  our  part, 
in  bringing  them  up  in  the  nurture  and  admonition'  of  the 
Lord.  Parental  authority  is  but  a  feeble  instrument  where 
children  are  devoid  of  religious  restraint.  Whatever  con- 
trol they  may  feel,  is  apt  to  be  of  a  servile  character,  and  is 
thrown  off  as  soon  as  the  sense  of  dependence  or  interest  is 
witbdnvra. 


Aeain,  can  you  reconcile  it  to  your  consciences  to  omit 
the  best  means  of  uniting  the  hearts  of  your  ebUdren  to 
eaeh  other,  as  well  as  to  their  parents?  Can  you  justify 
before  God  neglect  of  so  important  a  duty,  while  you  have 
access  to  your  prayer  book,  and  to  the  many  other  aids 
which  the  press  affords?  Should  your  children  become 
profligate,  and  abandoned,  and  a  burden  to  society,  will  you 
not  then  with  unavailing  compunction,  take  shame  to  your- 
selves, that  you  did  not  early  instill  into  their  minds  the 
prineiples  of  piety  ?  None  can  tell  how  soon  their  minds 
may  conceive  a  love  of  God,  and  a  reverence  for  holy  thinss. 
The  seeds  of  piety,  sown  in  early  life,  are  not  likely  to  be 
rooted  out  by  the  enemy,  but  will  spring  up  at  least  in  ma- 
ture age,  and  bring  forth  the  pleasant  fruits  of  righteousness 
and  true  holiness.  Do  you  hope,  on  the  wings  of  faith  and 
love,  to  reach  the  courts  of  heaven,  and  would  you  not  car- 
ry your  children  thither  with  you  ?  Neglect  not  to  establish 
afiumily  altar^  and  morning  and  night  with  them  bend  in  hum- 
ble supplication  before  the  great  disposer  of  all,  and  secure 
the  promise  of  pardon  and  eternal  life. 

I  &el  it  my  duty  to  urge  upon  you  strongly  the  performance 
of  another  duty,  to  the  neglect  of  which,  by  many  of  the  mem- 
bers of  our  church,  is  to  be  attributed  many  of  the  evils  over 
whieh  our  Zion  mourns, — the  duty  of  providing  effectually 
ior  llie  maintenance  of  your  ministers.  On  this  I  enlarged  so 
folly  in  my  Primary  charge^  that  further  notice  of  it  might 
not  now  be  expected,  did  not  the  small  regard  paid  in  cer- 
tain parishes  to  what  was  then  delivered  render  a  repetitioi^ 
of  the  same  truths  indispensable.  Indeed  I  must  acknow- 
ledge, that  the  same  cause  of  complaint  still  grievously  ex- 
ists ;  and  there  is  a  discreditable  indifference  in  many  coun- 
try parishes,  to  provide  due  maintenance  and  accommodation 
for  tneir  ministers.  Endeavoring  not  to  view  the  subject  in 
the  most  unfavorable  light,  I  must  still  say,  that  it  is  an  act 
of  cruelty,  injustice  and  impiety,  to  withhold  from  those  who 
for  the  gospel's  sake  abandon  other  means  of  support,  the 
eompensation  ordained  by  the  great  proprietor  of  all,  for  la- 
bouring in  the  word  and  doctrine.  It  is  indeed  painful  to 
reflect  on  the  privations  and  sorrows  which  many  clerey  suf- 
fer, while  those  to  whom  they  minister,  are  surrounded  by 
the  most  luxurious  accommodations.  This  is  not  necessary 
in  the  poorest  parishes,  for  there  are  articles  which  might 
be  conveniently  spared  even  from  the  provisions  for  a  peik 
sant's  family,  where  money  could  not  be  obtained,  that  would 
materially  improve  the  condition  and  comforts  of  the  fiimilr 
of  a  minister  in  an  obscure  situation.     I  do  not  eoTA\<^%t  vV 
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again  necessary  to  adduce  scriptural  proofs  in  support  of  die 
duty  recommended.  If  we  should  overlook  their  claim  as 
ambassadors  for  Christ,  and  benefactors  of  men  Bngaged  in 
the  most  exalted  of  all  pursuits,  that  of  promulgating  the 
everksting  gospel;  common  justice  speaks  in  the  language 
of  the  apostle,  that  "the  labourer  is  worthy  of  his  hire.'* 

It  will  not,  I  am  sure,  be  thought  in  Maryland,  that  jiecv- 
niary  contributions  are  all  to  which,  in  the  character  of 
Christ's  ministers,  they  have  a  claim.  The  facility  of  keep- 
ing up  in  the  diocese  a  regular  supply  of  pastors,  as  parish- 
es may  become  vacant,  will  greatly  depend  upon  the  kind- 
ness which  the  clerical  body  experience  in  society.  The 
clergy  and  their  families  are  no  less  social  in  their  character 
and  feelings  than  others.  After  removing  hither  from  dis- 
tant States,  they  have  no  wide  family  circle  to  which  to  look 
for  comfort. in  sadness,  aid  in  difficulty,  and  that  easy,  cor- 
dial, social  intercourse  upon  which  much  of  the  quiet  enjoy- 
ment of  life  depends.  They  are  not  only  thrown  as  stran- 
gers upon  your  hospitality,  at  the  moment  of  their  introdue- 
tion  into  your  villages,  but  strangers  they  might  continue, 
shut  up  within  their  own  retired  abode  for  many  years,  soli- 
tary in  the  midst  of  all  the  endearments  and  fellowship  whiek 
others  are  enjoying,  unless  it  is  admitted,  that,  as  brothers 
in  the  christian  community,  they  belong  to  all  of  you.  Be- 
member  the  apostolic  admonition, — "Know  them  that  labor 
among  you,  and  are  over  you  in  the  Lord,  and  admonish  you. 
Receive  them  with  all  gladness.  Pray  for  them,  and  esteem 
them  highly  in  love  for  their  work's  sake." 

I  am  sometimes  told  that  there  are  parishioners  in  the  di- 
ocese who  desire  their  minister  to  violate  his  obligations  to 
the  church  by  departure  from  its  usages,  and  disregard  of 
its  canons,  for  the  gratification  of  their  taste  or  caprice.  No 
considerations  of  interest,  no  hope  of  popular  favor,  should  ever 
cause  the  clergy  to  forget  for  a  moment  the  solemn  vows  assum- 
ed at  their  ordination,  "to  conform  to  the  doctrine,  discipline, 
and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church."  Let  the 
congregations  examine  the  law  under  which  the  clergy  are 
conscientiously  bound  to  act  in  their  public  ministrations. 
"Every  minister  shall,  before  all  sermons  and  lectures,  and 
on  all  other  occasions  of  public  worship,  use  the  Book  of 
Common  Prayer,  as  the  same  is,  or  may  be  established  by 
the  authority  of  the  General  Convention  of  this  Church. 
And  in  performing  said  service,  no  other  prayer  shall  be  used 
than  those  prescribed  by  the  said  book."  (Can.  45.)  When 
then  you  may  be  disposed  to  complain  that  our  formularies 
swe  long,  remember  that  we  ate  \uid«t  o^^U^tlons  no  leas 
Bolemn  than  an  oath,  to  adhere  lo  t\xe  mo&%  ^l  ^^x^idx^  ^\&^ 


the  wisdom,  and  piety,  and  experience,  of  the  church  hay« 
prescribed  in  the  rubrics ;  and  that  wd  can  neither  add  to, 
alter  nor  shorten  them  at  discretion.  The  mind  of  that  man 
must  be  inflated  with  pride,  who  would  insist  upon  a  course 
in  opposition  to  that  prescribed  by  the  wisdom  and  experi* 
ence  of  the  church.  And  it  would  call  in  question  the  sound* 
nessof  his  judgment,  if  not  the  sincerity  of  his  piety,  to  be 
insensible  of  the  Excellencies  of  that  form  of  sound  doctrine 
in  which  our  fathers  delighted  to  worship. 

In  order  that  you  may  be  always  kept  mindful  of  the  charac* 
teristics  of  the  church  to  which  you  belong,  and  interested  in 
her  temporal  and  spiritual  concerns,  I  would  advise  you  to 
take  some  Episcopal  periodical  published  in  this  country. 
The  gratification  of  having  a  weekly  messenger  to  announce 
the  transactions  and  incidents,  taking  place  in  the  church, 
would  tend  to  excite  an  interest  in  her  concerns,  and  to  make 
you  zealous  for  the  enlargement  of  her  borders,  and  the  in* 
crease  of  vital  piety.     Situated  as  many  are,  in  retired  vil* 
lages,  and  remote  from  the  sources  of  intelligence,  unless  in- 
formation be  obtained  through  the  medium  of  the  press,  they 
will  remain  ignorant  of  the  vicissitudes  and  claims  of  the 
church.     In  almost  every  family  there  are  also  young  per- 
sons, whose  inquiring  minds  would  lead  them  to  take  up  a 
weekly  paper,  when  larger  works  might  lie  untouched  upon 
the  shelf.     There  are  very  few  families  in  which  I  do  not  see 
a  political  paper,  while  those  that  are  devoted  to  the  inter- 
ests of  religion  and  the  church  are  too  often  neglected.     So 
great  is  the  indi£ference  manifested  towards  the  subject  of 
religious  information,  that  many  of  our  periodicals  find  great 
difficulty  in  sustaining  the  expense  of  publication,  and  sev« 
eral  have  ceased  to  exist  through  want  of  patronage.  Should 
christians  feel  more  concern  in  the  political  affairs  of  the 
country,  than  in  the  prosperity  of  the  church  of  Christ,  to 
which  they  belong  ?    The  kingdoms  of  this  world,  with  all 
their  glory  and  power,  will  pass  away,  while  the  kingdom  of 
Christ  shall  endure  till  time  shall  be  no  longer.     Let  this 
important  truth  press  upon  your  minds,  when  you  are  in  dan- 
ger of  trifling  with  the  concerns  of  eternity.     In  connexion 
with  this  subject,  I  would  urge  you  to  provide  yourselves 
with  one  approved  commentary,  as  a  guide  to  the  better  un- 
derstanding of  the  holy  scriptures.     There  are  many  parts  of 
sacred  writ,  which  to  the  superficial  reader,  unacquainted 
with  the  idiom  of  the  languages,  and  the  customs  of  the  age  in 
which  they  were  written,  are  obscure,  if  not  unintelligible. 
The  learned  by  deep  research  into  the  oriental  languages  and 
customs,  have  beisn  enabled  to  throw  light,  where  all  before 
appeared  darkaess,  and  to  reconcile  what  fiisl  iLppe%x«^  vtt%- 
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eon  citable*  contradictions.  The  bishops  of  our  charek  _ 
erallj  have  recommended  the  commentary  €l  D^Ojiisfuad 
Mant,  which  has  been  reprinted  in  this  country  imdar  llie 
auspices  of  the  late  Bishop  Hobart,  who  added  many.  Tain*- 
ble  articles  to  the  original  work.  But  be  guarded  againat 
those,  however  popular,  which  teach  doctrines  contrary  to  the 
scriptures  and  standards  of  the  church.  Remember  that  all 
such  works  are  the  productions  of  fallible  men ;  that  they 
may  hold  doctrines  not  consistent  with  the  sacred  records 
which  they  attempt  to  explain;  and  therefore  using  only 
such  as  are  properly  sanctioned,  search  with  prayer  for  truth 
for  yourselves,  while  you  resort  to  commentaries  for  aid, 
(^  ^ot.jti  infallible  guidance.  In  adopting  another  course,  and 
.  reaoing  any  glosses  contrary  to  the  church  standards,  yon 
lay  yourselves  open  to  be  misled,  your  understanding  sub- 
verted, and  carried  away  with  every  wind  of  doctrine.  But 
making  yourselves  acquainted  with  the  language  and  sense 
of  scripture,  you  will  be  more  profited  by  hearing  the  preach- 
ed word,  and  better  able  to  appreciate  the  merits  of  a  ser- 
mon. The  ministers  of  Christ  would  then  not  so  often  com- 
plain in  the  language  of  the  prophet,  ^^who  hath  believed 
our  report,"  but  would  be  encouraged  by  its  manifest  fruits  lo 
to  declare  plainly  and  unreservedly  the  whole  counsel  of  Ood. 
For  the  furtherance  of  so  inestimable  a  blessing  as  a  preach- 
ed gospel,  let  me  entreat  you,  not  to  neglect  to  keep  jroor 
churches  in  a  state  of  comfortable  repair.  Many  of  those  edi- 
fices were  built  by  our  fathers,  who  have  left  them  to  us  as  a 
sacred  inheritance ;  and  it  cannot  be  thought  a  hard  requisi- 
tion to  preserve  them  from  dilapidation.  If  you  love  your 
children,  and  wish  to  see  them  escape  the  pollutions  of  sin, 
and  the  horrors  of  infidelity,  let  them  have  no  excuse  from 
your  neglect  in  this  matter,  to  absent  themselves  fi-om  the 
temple  of  the  Lord.  The  money  thus  expended  in  adding 
to  the  beauty,  as  well  as  comfort  of  your  churches,  will  pay 
an  abundant  interest  in  the  pleasure  with  which  your  chil- 
dren will  regard  public  worship.  It  will  be  better  to  them 
than  amassed  wealth  which  will  avail  nothing  beyond  the 
grave. 

In  order  to  secure  the  prosperity  of  our  parishes,  be  care- 
ful whom  you  select  as  vestrymen.  Let  them  be  men  ex- 
emplary for  their  holy  lives,  and  sound  faith.  Although  they 
are  not  spiritual  officers,  and  their  duties  relate  to.the  tem- 
poral concerns  of  the  parish,  yet,  if  they  are  unholy  men, 
and  live  regardless  of  eternal  things,  how  can  you  hope  for 
the  divine  guidance  and  blessing  upon  their  agency  for  the 
church?  How  can  they  feel  the  same  interest  in  the  pros- 
perity of  a  parish,  as  those  whose  hearts  are  giVen.  up  to 
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their  God  and  Saviour?  From  injudicious  selections,  our 
cburcb  has  suffered  through  want  of  faithful  friends  in  times 
of  difficulty  and  trial.  In  an  age  like  the  present,  whe£ 
she  has  to  contend  against  all  the  arts  and  prejudices  of  va- 
rious sects,  how  important  is  it  to  have  men  in  prominent 
stations,  who  will  not  retreat  from  danger,  but  press  on  in 
the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties.  The  success  of  a 
minister  may  often  depend  very  much  upon  an  efficient  ves- 
try, who  will  co-operate  with  him  in  such  measures  as  are 
best  calculated  to  secure  the  interest  of  the  parish.  Take 
care  that  you  do  nothing  to  impair  his  usefulness,  lest  you 
should  be  found  fighting  against  God. 

As  I  do  not  wish  to  encroach  unnecessarily  upon  your 
time  and  patience,  I  will  call  your  attention  to  but  one  more 
subject.  Fearing  that  many  are  unacquainted  with  the  dis- 
tinctive principles  of  the  church,  the  body  of  Christ,  as  they 
are  laid  down  in  her  formularies  and  articles  of  religion, 
may  I  beg  of  you  to  give  the  subject  that  attention  which 
its  importance  demands.  It  often  arises,  no  doubt,  from  ig- 
norance of  her  excellencies,  that  so  little  zeal  is  manifested 
in  regard  to  the  peculiar  claims  of  our  church.  Many,  per- 
haps, who  will  read  this  may  not  know  wherein  we  differ 
from  other  christians,  and  may  think  that  the  line  of  demar- 
cation is  merely  imaginary.  Can  it  be  necessary  |in  the 
nineteenth  century  to  combat  this  erroneous  impression  with 
professing  churchmen?  Do  you  not  know,  that  for  fifteen 
hundred  years,  the  claims  of  an  apostolic  ministry  to  divine 
right  were  never  disputed ;  and  can  you  see  no  difference 
between  her  and  the  different  sectaries  that  have  sprung  up 
within  the  last  three  hundred  years  ?  As  churchmen  it  is 
your  duty  to  learn  what  is,  and  what  is  not  the  church. 
Scorn  the  weak  and  the  wicked  impulse  to  regard  slightly 
the  institutions  of  Christ,  for  the  sake  of  being  esteemed 
liberal.  Be  willing  to  take  up  your  cross  and  be  called  a 
bigot,  if  the  world,  or  ill  instructed  christians  would  so  con- 
sider your  love  for  Christ's  body.  Blessed  with  a  valid 
ministry  and  a  pure  gospel,  live  up  to  your  privileges  which 
are  many  and  great,  and  show  to  an  ungodly  world,  by  your 
life  and  conversation,  that  you  are  the  followers  of  those 
who  through  faith  and  patience  have  inherited  the  promises." 
Should  you  neglect  or  lightly  esteem  the  privileges  which 
you  enjoy  within  the  pale  of  the  episcopal  church,  now  great 
will  be  your  condemnation.  But  I  hope  better  things  of 
you,  and  things  which  accompany  salvation,  though  duty 
compels  me  thus  to  warn  you.  I  will  conclude  'by  earnest- 
ly entreating  you  to  reflect  seriously  and  examine  yourselves 
candidly  upon   the  subjects  which   have  been  suggested. 


They  are  truly  imj^rtant,  and  your  present  peace  and  h- 
ta^  hapirineaa  are  intimately  connected  with  tbem. 

My  Ber.  Brethren,  I  cannot  conclude  this  pastoral  letter, 
without  addressing  a  few  words  of  affectionate  advice  to  you 
whom  I  sincerely  love  and  respect  as  ministers  of  the  llord 
Jesus  Christ  Desiring  to  cherish  a  deep  sense  of  the  high 
responsibilities  attached  to  the  ministerial  office,  let  all  of 
118  at  stated  seasons  qften  recurring^  study  the  ordination 
aenrices.  Let  us  meditate  with  earnest  prayer  upon  every 
portion  of  those  offices.  By  adopting  this  course,  the  vows 
which  we  made  at  the  altar  will  be  better  understood,  and 
the  impression  made  upon  our  minds  more  deep  and  lasting. 
.  Were  we  frequently  reminded  of  our  ordination  tows,  our 
oonseienoes  would  be  more  apt  to  reprove  us  when  we  step- 
ped aside  from  the  line  of  duty;  and  we  should  feel  less  dis- 
posed to  relax  our  efforts  in  the  cause  of  our  divine  master. 
,^e  reformation  of  morals,  the  awakening  of  consciences,  tlfe 
cultivation  of  piety,  the  extension  of  the  gospel,  and  the  sal- 
vation of  souls,  depend  very  much  upon  our  feeble  eflforttf. 
The  Almighty  works  by  means,  and  he  has  been  pleased  to 
appoint  an  order  of  men  to  minister  in  holy  things,  that, 
through  their  efforts,  sinners  may  be  awakened  to  a  sense  of 
their  danger,  and  brought  to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth  as  ft 
is  in  Jesus.  Let  us  be  constant  and  assiduous  in  discliarg- 
ing  with  zeal  and  fidelity  the  duties  of  our  sacred  office,  and 
surely  the  promised  reward  will  more  than  compensate  ftr 
%  all  our  labors. 

Toung  ministers,  who  are  unaccustomed  to  disappointments, 
■  are  too  apt  to  be  discouraged,  and  suffer  the  ardor  of  their 
seal  to  abate  from  opposition.  But  a  more  thorough  acquaint- 
jmce  with  the  corruption  of  human  nature  will  teach  us  to 
expect  it,  and  that  it  is  only  by  persevering  exertions  we 
can  overcome  the  deep  rooted  prejudices  of  the  human  heart. 
Had  the  first  preachers  of  the  gospel  been  discouraged,  and 
allowed  their  exertions  to  flag  in  consequence  of  the  oppo- 
aition  which  they  met  with,  instead  of  enjoying  the  pure 
Ught  of  the  gospel,  we  might  now  have  been  enveloped  in 
pagan  darkness.  So  far  from  being  discouraged,  let  us  re- 
ioice  that  we  may  suffer  trial  in  any  form  for  his  name,  and 
he  thankful  that  God,  having  been  pleased  to  raise  up  a  suc- 
cession of  men  in  the  ministry,  has  honored  us  so  highly  as 
to  call  us  to  it ;  and  let  us  continually  pray,  that  through 
good  report  and  evil  report,  we  may  never  be  ashamed  to 
declare  the  whole  counsel  of  God.

On  this  day,  being  the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting  of 
the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
of  Maryland,  divine  service  was  celebrated  in  All  Saints' 
Church. 

The  morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev'd.  John  P.  Ro- 
binson ;  the  convention  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Drane. 

The  Lord's  supper  was  administered  by  the  Right  Rev. 
Bishop  Stone,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Drane,  Rev.  H.  Y. 
D.  Johns  and  Rev'd.  Mr.  Robinson. 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

Ist  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  with 
prayer. 

2d.  This  convention  shall  sit  for  the  despatch  of  busi« 
ness,  from  nine  o'clock,  A.  M.,  until  three  o'clock,  P.  M. 

3d.  Every  member  shall  take  his  seat  when  the  Presi« 
dent  takes  the  chair,  and  remain  uncovered  until  the  con- 
vention  adjourn. 

4th.  At  the  opening  of  each  session  of  the  convention, 
as  soon  as  the  President  takes  the  chair,  the  names  of  the 
clergy,  who  were  entitled  to  seats  at  the  preceding  con- 
vention, shall  be  called  over  by  the  Secretary  of  the  last 
convention ;  or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  by  a  Secretary,  pro. 
tem.,  to  be  appointed  by  the  President.  The  lay  dele^tes 
shall  lay  their  certificates  of  appointment  on  the  table  of  the 
Secretary,  and  subscribe  the  declaration  required  by  the 
constitution.  If  a  constitutional  quorum  be  found  present, 
the  President  shall  thereupon  declare  the  fact,  and  an- 
nounce that  the  convention  is  organized,  and  ready  for  bu- 
siness. A  secretary  shall  be  elected.  The  following  com- 
mittees shall  then   be  appointed  by  the  chair  :  one  of  elec- 
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lions,  to  consist  of  three,  (to  whom  the  testimoniak  of  the 
lay  delegates  shall  be  referred  ;)  one  on  accounts,  to  con- 
sist of  three  ;  and  one  on  the  rights  of  clergymen  to  seats 
in  this  convention,  to  consist  of  three  clergymen. 

5th.  If  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  not  be  present  at 
any  meeting  of  the  convention,  at  the  opening  of  the  same, 
the  names  of  the  clergy  who  were  entitled  to  seats  at  the 
preceding  convention,  shaii  be  called  over  by  the  secretary 
of  the  last  convention  ;  or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  by  the 
first  named  member  of  the  standing  committee  who  may  be 
present 

The  lay  delegates  shaii  lay  their  certificates  of  appoint- 
ment on 'the  table,  and  subscribe  the  declaration  required  by 
the  constitution.  If  a  constitutional  quorum  be  present,  a 
President,  pro  tempore,  shall  be  elected,  agreeably  to  the 
seventh  article  of  the  constitution.  A  Secretary  shall  be 
elected  ;  and  then  the  chair  shall  appoint  the  several  com- 
mittees mentioned  in  the  fourth  rule  of  order. 

6th.  The  standing  committee  for  the  preceding  year  shall 
be  the  committee  on  the  state  of  the  church  ;  and  all  paro- 
ehial  reports  shaii  be  referred  to  the  said  committee. 

7th.  Every  member  who  shall  deliver  his  opinion,  or 
speak  in  any  debate,  shall  stand  up  in  his  place  ;  and  with 
respect  and  decency,  address  himself  to  the  President. 

8th.  If  two  or  more  members  shall  rise  to  speak  at  the 
-same  time,  the  President  shall  declare  which  shall  speak 
first. 

9th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  any  de* 
bate,  except  with  leave ;  nor  shall  any  member  be  inter- 
rupted while  he  is  speaking  in  order.  And  if  any  member 
«hall  rise  to  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question, 
without  leave,  the  President  shall  call  him  to  order. 

10th.  Any  member  called  to  order  by  the  President,  or 
t>y  a  member,  shall  thereupon  take  Jiis  seat. 

llth.  When  the  convention  is  sitting,  no  member  shall 
speak  to  another,  so  as  to  interrupt  any  member  who  may 
be  speaking  in  a  debate. 

ISth.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  be  se- 
conded ;  and,  if  desired  by  the  President,  reduced  to  wri- 
ting, and  read  by  the  Secretary. 

13th.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  the  matter 
of  the  motion  shall  receive  a  determination  by  the  question, 
unless  postponed  by  a  motion  for  postponement,  or  by  the 
previous  question,  before  any  other  motion  shall  be  received. 
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14tb»  If  a  question  id  debate  contain  more  parts  than 
one,  any  member  may  have  the  same  divided  into  as  many 
questions  as  there  are  parts. 

15tb.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the 
President.  Upon  all  questions  of  order  there  shall  be  a 
right  of  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  presiding  officer  to 
the  convention. 

16tb.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service 
of  the  convention,  unless  he  may  have  leave,  or  be  unable 
to  attend. 

17th.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as 
the  judgment  of  the  convention ;  and  shall  not  be  again 
drawn  into  debate  during  the  same  session,  except  with  the 
consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  convention. 

18th.  The  foregoing  rules  of  order  shall  be  deemed  and 
considered  the  rules  of  order  of  all  future  conventions,  un- 
til altered  or  rescinded  ;  and  the  same  shall  be  published  in 
the  journal  of  each  convention.

It  was  on  motion.  Resolved^  that  clergymen  from  other 
dioceses,  candidates  for  Holy  orders  and  students  of  diviDi- 
ty,  be  admitted  to  honorary  seats  in  this  convention. 

The  following  resolutions  were  submitted,  seconded,  and 
unanimously  adopted. 

Resolvedj  that  this  convention  recognise  the  constitution 
of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  adopted  by 
the  last  General  Convention,  as  presenting  a  principle  of 
membership  not  less  just  than  comprehensive,  and  in  the 
spirit  of  christian  obligation  to  advance  its  interests,  affec- 
tionately desire  Jo  impress  upon  the  people  of  this  diocese 
the  prayerful  recommendation  with  which  that  constitution 
most  appropriately  concludes. 

Resolvedj  that  this  convention,  with  a  view  to  afford  the 
Rev'd.  Dr.  Milnor,  whose  presence  in  this  diocese  is  a  sub- 
ject of  gratification,  an  opportunity  of  presenting  the  claims 
of  the  Society  to  the  support  of  Episcopalians  in  Maryland, 
request  the  rector  of  the  church  in  Frederick,  to  tender  his 
pulpit  for  that  purpose  after  the  morning  service  to-morrow. 

Resolvedj  that  Dr.  Milnor  be  invited  to  submit  such  state- 
ments of  facts  and  incidents  as  he  may  deem  interesting,  at 
a  meeting  to  be  especially  held  for  that  purpose. 

Adjourned  until  9  o'clock,  to-morrow  mornine. 
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Thursday,  May  86ch. 

The  convention  met  at  9  o'clock  this  morning.  A  con- 
gregation also  assembled  at  the  same  time.

The  Bishop  then  delivered  his  annual  address,  as  follows: 
Brethreny  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates: 

At  the  expiration  of  another  Conventional  year,  divine  Pro- 
ridence  again  affords  us  an  opportunity  of  engaging  in  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland,  and  of  endeavoring  to  advance 
the  Redeemer's  cause.  It  should  be  a  subject  of  gratitude  to 
God,  that  during  the  past  year,  not  one  of  our  Clergy  has  been 
removed  by  death.  Where  the  work  is  so  great,  and  the  agents 
so  few,  this  is  a  great  mercy.  But  the  time  is  short.  Let  the 
consideration  excite  us  to  renewed  efforts  in  the  responsible  du- 
ties attached  to  the  ministerial  office. 

The  following  list  will  show  the  number  of  churches  which 
I  have  visited ;  and  also  the  Episcopal  acts  which  I  have  per- 
formed. 

On  Friday  evening  the  29th  of  May,  the  day  on  which  the 
convention  adjourned,  I  admitted  the  Rev.  Robert  L.  Goldsbo- 
rough  into  the  holy  order  of  Priests,  in  Trinity  church,  Wash- 
ington  city.     Rev.  Dr.  Wyatt  preached  the  ordination  sermon.

1  have  omitted  giving  a  particular  statement  of  the  situatioii 
of  the  different  parislies,  fearing  that  this  report  would  be  ex- 
tended to  an  undue  length. — I  may  remark  in  general,  however, 
that  in  no  previous  visitation  has  the  church  presented  such 
pleasing  indications  of  her  increasing  prosperity.  Id  almost 
every  parish  which  I  visited,  crowds  of  worshippers  assem- 
bled, and  heard  with  apparent  reverence  the  preached  word. 
We  may  tiust  thai  tlic  number  confirmed,  shows  tlie  interest 
which  exists  among  them  in  the  important  concerns  of  religion, 
especially  when  we  reilect  how  much  care  was  taken  to  per^ 
mit  none  to  come  forward,  but  such  as  were  thought  duly  pre- 
pared for  the  ordinance.  In  order  to  carry  on  however  the 
good  work  already  begun,  unremitted  effort  on  our  part  is  es- 
sentially necessary.  We  are  warranted  in  believing  that  a 
faithful  exhibition  of  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  with  a  perse- 
vering zeal  in  the  employment  of  other  means  for  the  spiritnat 
interest  of  our  hearers,  will  under  the  divine  blessing  do  much 
towards  establishing  them  in  the  faith  and  obedience  of  the 
gospel. 

I  must  not  cease  to  call  your  attention  to  a  subject  in  which 
the  church  has  a  deep  interest.  The  convention  must  be  aware, 
that  there  are  many  destitute  parishes  in  this  Diocese  in  a  lan- 
guishing condition,  wliicl^,  unless  they  are  aided  by  the  bands 
of  munificence,  will  be  ultimately  lost  to  the  church.  The 
Missionary  Society  has  done  all  in  its  power  towards  relieving 
the  wants  of  such  parishes;  but  in  consequence  of  the  inade- 
quacy of  their  funds,  the  Executive  committee  has  been  ob- 
liged to  limit  its  operations  within  a  narrow  sphere.  The  in- 
crease of  parishes,  and  the  formation  of  new  congregations, 
will  depend  in  a  great  measure  upon  the  success  of  our  Mis- 
sionary Society.  If  it  should  fail  to  obtain  the  support  which 
it  so  justly  merits,  the  great  design  of  its  organization  will  be 
frustrated,  and  many  of  our  parishes  will  cease  to  exist  as  a 
part  of  the  Episcopal  church.  The  scriptural  plan  of  increas- 
ing missionary  funds,  which  had  been  widely  adopted  in  the 
church,  and  was  approved  by  the  convention  at  Easton,  has 
not   I  fear  been  generally  carried   into  operation.     In  almost 
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every  instance  where  it  has  been  fairly  tried,  the  result  has 
proved  favorable.  Let  me  earnestly  recommend'  to  yoo  to 
make  the  experiment  of  weekly  contributions,  and  you  will,  I 
am  convinced,  be  surprised  at  the  happy  result.  I  might  enu- 
merate some  instances  in  this,  and  in  other  Dioceses  to  show 
that  I  am  not  too  sanguine  in  my  anticipations  of  the  importance 
of  adopting  the  measure  proposed.  Combined  eflfort  on  the 
part  of  the  Clergy,  would  soon  increase  the  amount  of  funds, 
and  enable  the  Missionary  Society  to  send  forth  the  heralds  of 
the  cross  in  every  destitute  section  of  the  Diocese. 

I  will  oall  your  attention,  for  one  moment,  to  another  subject, 
and  then  I  have  done. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  last  General  Convention,  a  slight  change 
was  proposed  in  the  manner  of  performing  one  part  of  our  ser- 
vice. It  requires  that  ^^in  repeating  the  General  confession  in 
the  morning  and  evening  prayer,  the  people  should  unite  with 
the  Minister  in  saying  it  after  him  in  the  same  manner  as  is  usu- 
ally practised  in  saying  the  Creeds,  the  Lord^s  prayer,  and 
the  Confession  in  the  Communion  Service."  For  the  sake  of 
uniformity  in  the  church,  I  do  hereby  respectfully  recommend 
to  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  of  Marylana,  to  adopt  the  man- 
ner of  repeating  the  General  confession  in  their  several  con- 
gregations, as  proposed  by  the  General  convention  in  the  year 
1835. 

May  He  who  watches  over  the  body  which  he  has  purchas- 
ed with  his  own  blood,  and  who  is  ever  mindful  of  his  cove- 
nant, be  present  with  the  council  of  his  church  here  assembled 
in  his  name  and  presence.  May  He  direct  us  in  all  our  consul- 
tations, to  the  advancement  of  his  own  glory,  and  the  promo- 
tion of  the  best  interests  of  his  church,  that  peace  and  happi- 
ness, religion  and  piety  may  be  established  among  us  for  all 
generations.

vestries ;  together  with  the  charter,  laws  and  regulations 
of  the  corporation  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children 
of  the  clergy  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  church  in  Mary- 
land; directions  to  those  who  wish  to  be  enrolled  as  candi- 
dates for  holy  orders,  &c.  &c.  This  book,  the  committee 
think,  ought  to  be  in  the  hands  of  every  member  of  the 
church.

chapel  and  two  lots  thereto  attached,  one  designed  as  a  par- 
sonage lot,  and  the  other  as  a  grave-yard,  and  for  such  other 
purposes  as  may  hereafter  lie  deemed  expedient . — humbly 
petition  said  Convention  that  they  may  be  recognised  as  one 
of  the  Parishes  of  this  Diocese,  and  be  entitled  to  all  the 
privileges  in  such  cases  provided  for  by  the  canons  and  ves- 
try act  of  the  State  of  Maryland.

The  following  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
General  Convention,  was  ordered  to  be  spread  upon  the 
journal. 

To  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Stone, 

Dear  Sir, — In  compliance  with  the  requisitions  of  the 
-50th  Canon,  I  take  the  opportunity  to  transmit  to  yuu  the 
following  notice  of  matters  submitted  by  the  late  General 
Convention  to  the  consideration  of  ihi;  Diocesioi  Conven* 
tions. 
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Resolvedj  That  the  following  alterations  in  the  ConstilQ- 
tion  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States 
of  America,  be,  and  are  hereby  proposed,  and  that  they  be 
made  known  to  the  several  State  Conventions. 

Article  5th  to  be  altered  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

A  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  any  of  the  United 
States,  or  any  Territory  thereof,  not  now  represented,  may, 
at  any  time  hereafter,  be  admitted,  on  acceding  to  this  Con- 
stitution ;  And  a  new  diocese  to  be  formed  from  one  or  more 
existing  dioceses,  may  be  admitted  under  the  following  re- 
strictions. 

No  new  diocese  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the 
limits  of  any  other  diocese,  nor  shall  any  diocese  be  formed 
by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  dioceses  or  parts  of  dioceses, 
unless  with  the  consent  of  the  JSishop  and  Convention  of 
each  of  the  dioceses  concerned,  as  well  as  of  the  General 
Convention. 

No  such  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed,  which  shall  con- 
tain less  than  8000  square  miles  in  one  body,  and  thirty 
Presbyters,  who  have  been  for  at  least  one  year  canonically 
resident  within  the  bounds  of  such  new  Diocese,  regularly 
settled  in  a  parish  or  congregation,  and  qualified  to  vote  for 
a  Bishop.  Nor  shall  such  new  Diocese  be  formed,  if  there- 
by any  existing  Diocese  shall  be  so  reduced  as  to  contain 
less  than  8000  square  miles,  or  less  than  thirty  Presbyters 
who  have  been  residing  therein,  and  settled  and  qualified 
as  above  mentioned. 

In  case  one  Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  two  Dioceses, 
the  Diocesan  of  the  Diocese  divided,  may  elect  the  one  to 
which  he  will  be  attached,  and  shall  thereupon  become  the 
Diocesan  thereof,  and  the  assistant  Bishop  if  there  be  one, 
may  elect  the  one  to  which  he  will  be  attached:  and,  if  it  be 
not  the  one  elected  by  the  Bishop,  he  shall  be  the  diocesan 
thereof. 

Whenever  the  division  of  a  Diocese  into  two  Dioceses 
shall  be  ratified  by  the  General  Convention,  each  of  the  two 
Dioceses  shall  be  subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
the  Diocese  so  divided,  until  the  same  may  be  altered  in 
either  Diocese  by  the  Convention  thereof.  And  whenever 
a  Diocese  shall  be  formed  out  of  two  or  more  existing  Dio- 
ceses, the  new  Dioceses  shall  be  subject  to  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  that  one  of  the  said  existing  Diocese  to  which 
the  greater  number  of  clergymen  shall  have  belonged,  prior 
to  the  erection  of  such  new  Diocese,  until  the  same  may  be 
altered  by  the  Convention  of  the  new  Diocese. 
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Strike  but  the  word  "States"  wherever  it  occurs  in  the 
first  and  second  articles,  except  where  it  follows  the  word 
"United"  in  the  first  part  of  the  first  article,  and  insert  in 
lieu  of  the  word  "States"  the  word  "Dioceses."  Strike 
out  the  word  "States"  whenever  it  occurs  in  the  second, 
third  and  fourth  articles,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word 
"Diocese." 

Strike  out  the  words  "or  District"  in  the  fourth  article. 

Strike  out  the  word  "State"  in  the  sixth  article,  and  in- 
sert the  word  "Diocese." 

Strike  out  the  word  "States"  in  the  eighth  article,  and 
insert  the  word  "Dioceses:"  and  in  the  eighth  article  strike 
out  the  words  "or  State"  after  the  words  "every  Diocese." 

Strike  out  the  word  "States"  in  the  ninth  article,  and  in- 
sert the  word  "Dioceses."  Strike  out  the  word  "State" 
in  the  ninth  article,  and  insert  the^word  "Diocesan." 

Resolved^  That  it  be  made  known  to  the  Convention  of 
every  diocese,  that  it  is  proposed  to  add  to  the  note  on  the 
Table  of  moveable  Feasts  according  to  the  several  days  that 
Easter  can  possibly  fall  upon.  "The  words,  "unless  the 
Table  gives  some  day  in  the  month  of  March  for  it,  for  in 
that  case  the  day  given  by  the  table  is  the  right  day." 

A  true  copy  of  the  above  resolutions  as  concurred  in  by 
both  Houses  in  General  Convention,  1835.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Kecch  submitted  a  resolution  in  reference 
to  Public  burying  grounds^  as  follows  : 

Whereas,  it  has  appeared  to  many  members  of  this  Con- 
vention, that  the  burial  of  the  dead  is  a  subject  of  great  im- 
portance, and  one  which  is  not  sufficiently  attended  to  and 
holden  in  that  high  veneration  which  the  solemnity  of-  the 
occasion  demands : — And  whereas,  it  is  apprehended  that 
the  practice  of  interring  deceased  relatives  in  private  bury- 
ing grounds,  has  an  injurious  effect  upon  the  church,  in 
alienating  the  afiections  of  its  young  and  rising  members 
from  her  venerable  temples : — Therefore,  Resolved  by  this 
Convention,  that  it  be  most  respectfully  and  affectionately 
recommended  to  the  members  oi  (he  church,  to  establish 
as  near  the  church  as  possible,  a  Public  burying  ground^ 
and  keep  the  same  in  a  proper  state  of  repair,  and  ihal  they 
be  further  earnestly  rc(|uested  in  all  practicable  eases>  to 
have  their  deceased  hieiids  interred  in  the  same. 

The  above  resolution  was  adopte<l. 
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t<eave  of  absence  was  asked  for  the  Rev'd.  Dr.  Johns  ; 
and  granted. 

On  motion,  made  and  seconded,  it  was  Resolved^  That 
the  next  Annual  Convention  be  held  in  the  City  of  Balti- 
more.

A  communication  from  the  general  agent  of  the  Maryland 
State  Bible  Society  was  read ;  an  expression  of  the  favor- 
able views  entertained  in  reference  to  the  Bible  cause,  and 
a  recommendation  from  the  Convention  to  the  clergy  in  this 
diocese,  to  co-operate  with  the  State  Bible  Society,  appear- 
ing on  the  journal  of  1834,  p.  27 — it  was  considered  un- 
necessary at  this  time  to  take  any  farther  action  on  the  sub- 
ject.    The  communication  was  therefore  laid  on  the  table. 

A  petition  was  presented  and  read,  making  application  for 
the  division  of  Great  Choptank  parish,  Dorchester  county, 
into  three  separate  and  distinct  parishes.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal  Church  qf  Maryland,  That  Great  Choptank  parish, 
in  Dorchester  county.  State  aforesaid,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  divided  into  three  separate  and  distinct  parishes,  of 
names  following ;  to  wit.  Great  Choptank  parish.  East  New 
Market  parish,  and  Vienna  parish,  and  which  said  several 
and  separate  parishes  shall  be  bounded  by  the  division  lines 
which  at  present  separate  the  several  election  districts  of 
Vienna,  East  New  Market,  and  Cambridge,  in  the  said 
county  of  Dorchester.

Resolution  to  secure  punctual  payment  to  the  Bishop*  8  fund- 

It  was  on  motion,  Resolvedy  That  whenever  there  shall 
be  a  deficiency  in  the  annual  contribution  to  the  Bishop's 
fund,  in  this  Diocese,  on  the  part  of  the  vestry  and  congre- 
gation of  any  parish,  the  clergyman  of  the  same,  shall  be 
required  from  his  own  salary  to  make  good  said  deficiency. 

Resolution  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  and  practicability 
qf  establishing  one  or  more  Seminaries  qf  learning. 

It  was  on  motion,  Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three 
persons  be  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  and 
practicability  of  establishing,  one  or  more  Seminaries  of 
learning,  in  the  Diocese  of  Maryland,  in  which,  the  usual 
branches  of  sound  learning  may  be  taught,  in  connexion 
with  those  principles  of  religious  truth,  which  are  embraced 
within  the  doctrines,  discipline  and  worship  of  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church.     Committee  appointed  on  this  reso-

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Report  qf  the  committee  on  the  state  qf  the  Cllterefc. 

The  committee  on  the  state  of  the  church  after  a  careful 
examination  of  the  Parochial  Reports  as  far  as  they  have 
been  handed  in,  are  of  opinion,  that  her  condition  continues 
equally  prosperous  as  it  was  at  the  meeting  of  the  last  an- 
nual convention.  The  clergy  appear  to  be  actively  en- 
gaged in  their  respective  charges  in  the  performance  of 
their  high  and  responsible  duties,  and  from  their  official  acts 
an  increase  of  baptisms  and  communicants  may  be  observed 
in  several  quarters.  From  the  large  number  of  those  who 
during  the  past  year  have  been  admitted  to  the  holy  rite  of 
confirmation,  a  just  inference  may  be  drawn  not  only  of  pas- 
toral fidelity  and  zeal,  but  of  a  delightful  attention  on  the 
part  of  the  young  to  the  important  subject  of  religion,  and 
testifying  as  the  reports  generally  do  to  an  increasing  inte* 
rest  in  behalf  of  the  services  of  our  communion  where  they 
are  enjoyed,  and  a  joyful  reception  of  them  whenever  re- 
stored, in  those  places  where  from  unhappy  circumstances 
they  have  been  long  suspended:  the  committee  feel  justified 
in  saying  that  the  church  if  not  in  a  course  of  rapid,  is  cer- 
tainly in  one  of  equable  and  progressive  improvement.  The 
Prayer  Book  and  Homily  Society  continues  as  usual  to 
dispense  its  accustomed  benefits  in  proportion  to  its  ability, 
and  the  hope  is  fondly  indulged  that  among  those  manifesta- 
tions of  zeal  which  arc  exhibited  within  our  borders,  this 
most  useful  and  excellent  institution  will  receive  from  all 
its  merited  share  of  patronage  and  support. 

Among  the  various  causes  of  joy  and  congratulation  with 
themselves,  as  well  as  of  sincere  thanks  to  Almighty  God 
for  his  goodness  and  bounty,  which  are  now  before  them, 
^he  committee  cannot  withhold  their  regret  that  there  has 
not  been  more  concerted  action  in  regard  to  the  Diocesan 
Missionary  Society.  All  agree  that  this  is  one  of  the  most 
powerful  and  efficient  agents  which  can  be  employed  in 
promoting  the  interests  of  the  church,  and  if  not  kept  in 
active  operation,  it  is  certain  that  she  can  neither  expect  to 
be  revived  in  those  quarters  where  she  once  existed,  nor  see 
her  banner  planted  in  others  where  she  has  never  yet  ob- 
tained a  footing.  It  is  very  certain  also  that  unless  some  ac- 
tive measures  are  taken  to  replenish  its  treasury,  those 
missionaries  who  are  now  employed  in  her  service  will  be 
obliged  to  discontinue  their  labors,  and  then  we  shall  not 
only  be  subjected  perhaps  to  the  uufJeasant  necessity  of  re- 
vising our  whole  system  with  a  view  of  ensuring  greater 
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efficiency,  but  moreover  have  to  blush  that  we  have  so  soon 
departed  from  our  professions,  and^slackened  that  gait  which 
we  promised  but  a  short  time  since  with  divine  assistance 
to  accelerate.  In  regard  to  the  best  means  to  be  used  in  ob- 
taining funds,  the  sense  of  the  last  convention  was  so  fully 
expressed  in  behalf  of  monthly  collections  upon  the  plan  of 
St.  Paul  in  his  first  epistle  to  the  Corinthians,  that  the  com- 
mittee do  not  pretend  to  recommend  any  other.  The  prac-i 
ticability  of  this  has  been  so  thoroughly  tested  in  a  neigh- 
bouring diocese  as  to  leave  no  doubt  that  if  attempted  among 
us  it  would  be  productive  of  similar  results.  Let  the  ex- 
periment then  be  generally  tried,  and  we  shall  have  reason 
to  be  satisfied  if  we  reap  but  a  moderate  portion  of  those 
fruits  which  have  been  realized  to  others. 

In  bringing  now  every  consideration  into  view,  the  com- 
mittee would  fain  believe  that  the  prospect  before  us  is 
cheering  and  encouraging.  Happy  in  witnessing  any  evi- 
dences of  the  growth  and  extension  of  the  church,  they  still 
admonish,  however,  that  her  real  strength  is  not  so  much  to 
be  computed  by  numbers,  as  a  sound  iaith  and  vital  godli- 
ness in  the  life,  and  as  she  teaches  us  in  one  of  her  beau- 
tiful collects  that  all  our  actions  without  charity  are  noth- 
ing worth,  so  she  insists,  that  no  well  grounded  hope  of  sal- 
vation can  be  entertained  by  any  unless  belief  is  demonstra- 
ted by  the  fruits  of  the  spirit.  The  clergy  appear  to  be  ful- 
ly sensible  of  these  things,  and  to  make  them  in  all  cases 
the  ground  of  ministerial  action.  The  committee,  therefore, 
under  this  conviction,  cannot  but  pray,  that  those  labours 
which  have  been  already  so  abundantly  favoured,  may  still  go 
on  to  receive  the  ^^continualdew  of  the  divine  blessing."

The  Rector  reports,  that  during  the  short  time  which  has  dapeed 
since  he  took  charge  of  this  Church,  he  has  not  been  able  to  ascertain 
the  precise  number  of  communicant ;  since  the  last  report  10  have  been 
added,  some  of  whom  have  removed  from  other  Parishes.  He  supposes 
the  present  number  to  be  about  160,  20  of  whom  are  colored — 1  cclored 
and  11  white  infants  have  been  baptized — Funerals,  4 — Marriages,  1 — 
Sunday  School  Teachers,  15,  and  Scholars,  120 — Members  of  the  Fe- 
male Bible  Class,  30. 

Sixty  dollars  were  transmitted  to  the  present  Convention  for  mission- 
ary  purposes,  and  the  Rector  has  recently  recommended  a  plan  of  sys- 
tematic charity,  for  the  advancement  of  the  great  work  of  missioos, 
which  he  believes  will  be  cordially  adopted  by  the  congregation.  Sever- 
al subscriptions  have  been  made  to  other  benevolent  enterprises,  the 
amount  of  which  is  not  known.  The  debt  which  has  been  hanging  over 
the  Church  for  some  time  past  and  paralyzing  its  energies,  has  l>een  paid. 
The  congregations  are  large  and  attentive,  and  the  Rector  fervently 
prays,  and  humbly  trusts,  that  God  will  bless  his  ministrations  to  tm 
salvatkxi  of  their  souls.

The  Rector  is  gratified  at  being  enabled  to  report  that  the  conditioo  of 
^his  parish  continues  to  be  pros|>erou8.  The  divme  blessing  has  accom- 
-panied  his  unworthy  labors,  and  be  is  cheered  with  the  hope  that  during 
the  past  year,  some  of  the  precious  souls  committed  to  his  charge,  have 
been  "turned  from  darkness  to  light,  and  from  the  power  of  satan  unto 
"God,"  while  others  have  "grown  in  grace,  and  in  the  knowledge  of  their 
liord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ." 

The  effort  to  form  a  Sunday  School,  (announced  in  last  report  as  about 
Ho  be  made)  proved  successful ;  and  during  the  summer  the  school  flour- 
ished beyond  our  expectations,  having  on  roll  67  scholars;  number  of 
average  regular  attendants,  about  40;  with  two  superintendents,  four 
male  and  four  female  teachers.  The  severity  of  the  winter  compelled  a 
suspension  of  its  exercises;  but  they  have  been  recently  resumed,  though 
hot  under  circumstances  encouraging  as  attended  its  formation.  Con- 
vinced that  no  branch  of  ministerial  duty  is  of  greater  importance,  the 
Rector  has  availed  himself  of  every  opportunity  of  imparting  catecheti- 
*cal  instruction  to  the  young.    Througn  the  liberality  oi  the  parisbiooers, 
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t  bandmiM  Sondaj  School  Library  of  about  two  hundred  and  twontj 
Tolumea  hu  been  purchased,  in  connexion  with  which  we  are  now  iorm- 
inflji  Parish  Library. 

The  weekly  ofiermg  system  has  produced,  during  the  year,  the  sum  of 
917  44,  which  has  b^n  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Domestic  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  this  oioceee.  There  have  also  been  contributed  915 
for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  destitute  in  the  parish  with  the  scri^. 
tares.  The  Ladies'  Tract  and  Benevolent  Societies  still  continue  their 
unostentatious,  but  very  useful  labours. 

Owing  to  the  increased  si^  of  the  congregation,  it  has  been  found  ne- 
cessary to  erect  a  few  additional  pews  in  the  church.  About  thirty-five 
Prayer  Books  have  been  sold,  and  twelve  distributed  gratuilously.  The 
temporal  concerns  of  the  parish  are  ably  managed  by  a  zealous  and  judi- 
cious vestry,  who  are  now  engaged  in  a  thorough  repair  of  the  parsonage.

The  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Prince  George's  County  reports 
that  the  prospect  is  not  very  encouraging.  The  evils  of  m temper- 
ance, gamoling,  and  the  profanation  of  tiie  Lord's  day,  still  prevail,  es- 
pecifldly  since  the  establishment  of  a  temperance  society  upon  the  plan  of 
abstaining  from  distilled  liquors  alone,  as  it  seems  to  be  considered  an 
implied  license  to  drink  other  liquors  with  little  or  no  restraint  But  it 
is  now  proposed  to  form  one  upon  the  more  effectual  plan  of  abandoning 
all  intoxicating  liquors  except  for  medical  and  sacramental  purposes. 
We  have  three  Sunday  Schools.  There  have  been  12  baptisms ;  and 
7  funerals  have  been  attended ;  the  precise  number  of  communicants 
cannot  now  be  stated,  but  there  are  quite  as  many  as  should  be,  under 
xisting  circumstances.

From  the  visit  of  our  Right  Rev.  Diocesan,  and  his  arduous  and  interett- 
ine  labors  last  June,  much  good  it  is  hoped  was  affected.  Such  waa  the 
solemnity  of  the  confirmation  that  he  held,  the  appropriate  and  parent^ 
advice  which  he  gave,  and  the  responsible  sense  of  duty  with  wnicfa  the 
several  candidates  for  confirmatlbn  seemed  to  be  impressed,  that^a  bles- 
sing ''without  measure"  1  believe  was  left  behind,  and  "it  was  good  to  be 
there."  Several  of  those  excellent  periodicals  of  our  chui^h  ^the  Church- 
man, and  Gos|)el  Messenger)  are  taken  by  heads  of  fiunilies  m  the  parish, 
and  no  doubt  contribute  much  to  the  preservation  of  their  fidth,  and  a 
correct  knowlcclsce  of  the  principles  and  doctrines  which  they  profess.

In  extending  his  remarks,  one  of  the  most  interesting  circumstances 
now  to  be  mentioned  is,  the  erection  and  consecration  of  a  new  church  In 
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the  town  of  Centrerflle  to  thri  worahip  of  Alnii]i:bty  God.  This  eTent 
tookplace  about  the  micklle  of  last  July,  in  the  preseoce  of  the  fiishop  of 
the  niocese  and  a  respectable  nuni1)er  of  the  clerjry,  and  was  succeeded 
by  a  continuation  of  services  that  pivc  much  satisfaction,  and  we  hope 
was  productive  of  $:ood  effects.  The  church  in  tin*  lower  part  of  the  parish 
ttill  remains  in  a  dilapidated  state,  and  prol*al>ly  will  not  he  repaired,  in- 
aamuch  as  it  is  comtempiated  to  erect  a  new  building  in  the  little  village 
of  Queenstown  about  six  miles  distant,  and  in  a  more  central  situation.  . 
A  considerable  numlier  of  the  parishioners  it  is  believed  are  in  favour 
of  this  change,  which  a  variety  of  circumstances  seems  to  render  expe* 
dient,  and  shouM  the  vestry  accede  to  their  wishes  and  carry  the  project 
throagh,  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  parish  would  l>e  much  benefittc»  by  it. 

The  subject  of  the  monthlv  collections  upon  the  plan  ot  the  distinguish- 
ed Bishop  of  New  Jersey,  has  occupied  much  of  his  attention,  and  the 
thinks  now  that  this  system  is  full^  established,  and  in  a  course  of  suc- 
cessful operation.  The  practicability  of  the  scheme  has  been  amply 
tested  by  experience,  and  certainly  of  all  methods  which  have  been  em- 
pkyyed  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  church  in  a  pecuniary  point  of  view, 
none  is  so  likeljjr  to  realize  a  greater  amount  of  means  at  less  cost,  and  under 
fewer  difficulties.  The  objection  usually  made  by  those  whose  minds  are 
unaflfected  by  religion  when  solicited  to  contrii'Utc  money  for  the  various 
purposes  which  she  has  in  view,  is  the  inconvenience  of  meeting  the  de- 
mands which  the  pious  and  benevolent  are  continually  making  upon  their 
purses.  But  under  this  system  this  objection  is  entirely  removed,  because 
the  sum  which  every  one  lays  by  in  store  weekly  to  be  collected  is  so  small 
that  at  the  end  of  the  month  the  contributor  is  scarcely  sensible  that  he  has 
given  any  thing,  and  thus  while  no  one  is  in  the  slightest  decree  embarrass- 
ed, the  object  in  questkHi  is  silently  accomplished,  and  in  the  large  amount 
secured  there  is  a  full  illustration  of  the  beautiful  precepts  of  our  Saviour^ 
''gather  up  the  fragments  that  nothing  be  lost."  If  the  whole  body  of 
the  clergy  would  determine  at  once  to  adopt  this  system,  there  is  nttle 
doubt  t£it  a  sufficient  fund  would  be  raised  in  a  very  short  time  to  en^-r 
ble  the  missionary  societj  not  only  to  supply  every  destitute  station 
throughout  the  Diocese  with  a  minister,  but  moreover  to  aid  the  poor  |)ar- 
ishioners  either  in  rebuilding  those  altars  which  schism  and  a  lapse  of  years 
have  unhappily  laid  waste,  or  in  erecting  new  ones  to  afford  the  few  fem- 
ilies  that  remain  the  inestimable  privilege  of  public  worship. 

In  a  spiritual  point  of  view  then  the  hope  is  fondly  indulged  that  the 
parish  is  in  a  state  of  improvement.  The  completion  of  a  new  church 
m  one  part,  and  the  contemplated  design  to  do  the  same  work  in  an- 
other, tiie  regular  payment  of  its  dues  to  the  Bisliops  and  conven- 
tion fund,  the  monthly  collections  "to  be  distributed  to  the  necessities  of 
the  saints,"  the  attention  which  is  beginning  to  be  paid  by  the  younger 
members  of  the  con^recrations  ot  both  sexes  to  the  Sunday  School,  an  in- 
creasing interest  m  the  behalf  of  the  services  of  the  temple,  a  spirit  of  en- 
quiry in  reference  to  the  distinctive  principles  and  doctrines  of  the  Pro- 
testant Gpiscopal  Church  which  is  displaying  itself  in  various  quarters 
connected  witn  desires  after  renewed  holiness,  and  determinations  to 
make  a  better  use  of  those  means  of  grace  which  they  enjoy,  may  all  he 
remded  as  evidences  of  this  fact 

Nothing  now  seems  to  be  wanting  but  the  exertions  of  a  faithful  anc} 
devoted  pastor  to  keep  up  the  existing  state  of  things,  and  ripen  it  intp 
an  abundant  harvest ;  and  that  the  tender  mercy  of  God  may  in  due 
time  supply  them  with  such  a  person,  is  the  late  Rector's  most  sincere  and 
ardent  prayer.

Ballimoke,  Wednaday,  May  31ff,  1837. 

On  this  day,  the  annual  conrention  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  of  Maryland,  met  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  at  ll 
o'clock,  A.  M.,  according  to  appointment. 

The  momiDg  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hawley,  as- 
sisted by  the  Rev.  Mr.  GiUiss — The  conventioD  sermon  was 
preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Spencer. 

The  Lord's  supper  was  administered  by  the  Right  Rev. 
Bishop  Stone,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hswley  and  Rev. 
Mr.  Gilliss. 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1st.  The  business  of  every  day  shaU  be  introduced  irith 
prayer. 

2d.  This  convention  shall  sit  for  the  despatch  of  business, 
from  9  o'clock,  A.  M.,  until  3  o'clock,  P.  M. 

3d.  Every  member  shall  take  his  seat  when  the  President 
takes  the  chajr,  and  remain  uncovered  until  the  convention  ad- 
journ. 

4th.  At  the  opening  of  each  session  of  the  convention,  as 
soon  as  the  President  takes  the  chair,  the  names  of  the  cler- 
gy, who  were  entitled  to  seats  at  the  preceding  convention, 
shall  be  called  over  by  the  Secretary  of  the  last  convention ; 
or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  by  a  Secretary,  pro-tem.  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  President.  The  lay  delegates  shall  lay  their 
certificates  of  appointment  on  the  table  of  the  Secretaiy,  and 
subscribe  the  declaration  required  by  the  conatitatioQ.  If  a 
constitutional  quorum  be  found  present,  the  President  shall 
thereupon  declare  the  fact,  and  announce  that  the  convention 
is  oi^anized  and  ready  fiir  business.  A  secretary  shall  be 
elected.  The  following  committees  shall  then  be  appointed 
by  the  chair :  One  of  elections,  to  consist  of  three,  (to  whom 
the  testimonials  of  the  lay  delegates  shall  be  lefeired;)  one 
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on  accounts,  to  consist  of  three;  and  one  on  the  ri^ts  of 
clergymen  to  seat;!  in  this  convention,  to  consist  of  tiirce 
clergymen. 

5tii.  If  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  not  be  present  at 
any  meeting  of  the  convention,  at  tfae  opening  of  the  same, 
ihe  names  of  the  clergy  who  were  entitled  to  seats  at  the  pre- 
ceding convention,  shall  be  called  over  by  the  secretary  of  the 
last  convention ;  or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  by  the  first  nam- 
ed member  of  the  standing  commillee  who  may  be  present. 

The  lay  delegates  shall  lay  their  certificates  of  appointment 
on  the  table,  and  subscrihc  the  declaration  required  by  the  con- 
stitution. If  a  constitutional  quorum  be  present,  a  President, 
pro  tempore,  shall  be  elected,  agreeably  to  the  seventh  article 
of  the  constitution.  A  Secretary  shall  he  elected ;  and  then 
the  chair  shall  appoint  the  several  committees  mentioned  in 
the  fourth  rule  of  order. 

6th.  Tfae  standing  committee  for  the  preceding  year  shall 
be  the  committee  on  the  state  of  the  church ;  and  all  parochial 
reports  shall  be  referred  to  the  said  committee. 

7th.  Every  member  who  shall  deliver  his  opinion,  or  spealc 
in  any  debate,  shall  stand  up  in  his  place ;  and  with  respect 
and  decency,  address  himself  to  the  President. 

8th.  If  two  or  more  members  shall  rise  to  speak  at  the 
same  time,  the  President  shall  declare  who  shall  speak  first. 

9th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  any  debate 
except  with  leave ;  nor  shall  any  member  be  interrupted  while 
he  is  speaking  in  order.  And  if  any  member  shall  rise  to 
speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question,  without  leave, 
the  president  shall  call  him  to  order. 

10th.  Any  member  called  to  order  by  the  President,  or  by  a 
member,  shall  thereupon  take  his  seat. 

11th.  When  the  convention  is  sitting,  no  member  shall 
speak  to  another,  so  as  to  interrupt  any  member  who  may  be 
speaking  in  a  debate. 

12th.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  be  second- 
ed ;  and  if  desired  by  the  President,  reduced  to  writing,  and 
read  by  the  Secretary. 

13th.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  the  matter  of 
the  motion  shall  receive  a  determination  by  the  question,  un- 
less postponed  by  a  motion  for  postponement,  or  by  the  pre- 
yious  question,  before  any  other  motion  shall  be  received. 

14th.  If  a  question  in  debate  contain  more  parts  than  one, 
any  member  may  have  the  same  divided  into  as  many  questions 
as  there  are  parts. 
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15di.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Presi- 
dent Upon  all  questions  of  order  there  shall  be  a  right  of  ap- 
peal from  the  decision  of  the  presiding  officer  to  the  conyen<* 
tion. 

16th.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of 
the  convention,  unless  he  may  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  at- 
tend. 

17th.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  convention ;  and  shall  not  be  a^n  drawn 
mto  debate  during  the  same  session,  except  with  the  consult 
of  two-thirds  of  the  convention. 

18th.  The  foregoing  rules  ^f  order  shall  be  deemed  and  con- 
sidered the  rules  of  order  of  all  future  conventions,  until  al- 
tered or  rescinded ;  and  the  same  shall  be  published  in  the 
journal  of  each  convention.

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  application  of  St. 
Andrew's  Church,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  report — 

That  from  the  evidence  before  the  committee  it  appears  that 
the  said  church  has  been  duly  organized  according  to  the  pro* 
visions  of  the  general  incorporating  act  of  1802,  and  is  enti-^ 
ded  to  all  the  nghts  and  privileges  of  a  separate  congregation, 
and  to  be  received  into  connection  with  this  diocese,  they 
therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolvedj  That  the  congregation  of  St.  Andrew's  Church, 
in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  havmg  duly  organized  themselves, 
according  to  law,  be  recognised  and  received  as  a  separate 
congregation  of  this  diocese,  and  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  a  separate  congregation. 

J.  P.  K.  HENSHAW,  Chairman. 

The  above  report  was  accepted,  and  the  resolution  admit* 
ting  St.  Andrew's  Church  in  the  diocese,  adopted. 

The  Bishop  then  delivered  his  annual  address,  as  follows: 

Reverend  brethren 

and  brethren  of  the  Laity  : 

At  the  annual  return  of  our  diocesan  conventions,  when 
duty  calls  us  together  to  consult  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
church,  it  becomes  her  constituted  guardians,  calmly  and  de- 
liberately to  investigate  every  subject  properly  presented  to 
them,  which  has  for  its  object  the  glory  of  God  and  the  salva- 
tion of  souls.  As  members  of  the  same  church,  holding  the 
same  creed,  worshipping  at  the  same  altars,  respecting  the 
honest  views  and  opinions  of  each  other,  let  us  in  the  spirit 
of  love  and  mutual  forbearance,  endeavor  to  strengthen  each 
others'  hands,  that  religion  and  piety  may  be  established  among 
us  for  all  generations. 
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The  general  increasing  prosperity  of  ibat  distinguisfed 
branch  of  the  church  to  which  wc  belong  should  fill  our  hearts 
with  gratitude  and  joy,  and  excite  us  to  renewed  eflorts  in 
building  up  her  waste  places.  But  especially  should  we  look 
at  home,  and  see  whether  our  church  holds  here  that  rank 
which  she  ought  to  occupy  araong  her  sister  dioeeses.  This 
object  can  only  be  effected  by  applying  the  means  which 
Providence  has  graciously  placed  within  our  reach  to  meet 
her  increasing  wants.  If  by  timely  effort  and  persevering  in- 
dustry we  strive  to  meet  them,  we  have  scriptural  ground  for 
hoping  that  success  will  crown  our  efforts,  and  that  our  labor 
will  not  be  in  vain  in  tlie  Lord.  I  have  the  pleasure  to  say, 
that  many  of  our  parishes,  through  a  faithful  performance  of 
ministerial  duties,  are  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and  evince  aa 
increasing  attachment  to  the  spirituality  of  the  gospel,  and  to 
the  distinctive  principles  of  the  church.  But,  I  am  still  con- 
strained to  say,  that  there  are  others  much  depressed  and  strug- 
ling  for  existence  amidst  a  host  of  contending  difficulties. 
Should  we  not  have  it  in  our  power  to  do  as  much  as  we 
could  wish  towards  relieving  the  wants  of  our  less  favored 
brethren,  it  may  still  be  well  to  remind  you,  that  the  little 
which  each  can  do,  will,  in  the  aggregate,  amount  lo  a  sura 
sufficiently  large  to  meet  present  exigencies,  and  prevent  the 
entire  extmction  of  some  of  our  parishes.  The  few  remain- 
ing churchmen  in  those  forsaken  districts,  are  not  insensible 
to  their  wants  and  privations,  but,  evince  a  deep  sense  of  their 
deplorable  situation  by  their  importunate  supplications  for  aid. 
WhUe  they  conscientiously  do  what  they  can  in  their  own  be- 
half, let  us  not  turn  aside  from  their  sohcitations  as  if  weheard 
them  not;  but,  in  the  spirit  of  brotheriy  afiection  and  kindness 
reach  out  to  them  the  assisting  hand. 

My  visitation  during  the  past  year  embraced  the  most  des- 
titute sections  of  our  diocese,  where  the  chorch  was  once  the 
scoff  and  ridicule  of  contending  sectaries.  But  a  different 
state  of  things  now  begins  to  exist,  and  a  desire  prevails  among 
many,  who  are  unconnected  with  any  religious  denomination, 
to  see  the  church  of  their  fathers  re-estabbshed  among  them. 
Prejudices  against  her  principles,  worship  and  ministry,  are 
daily  wearing  away,  and  had  we  at  this  time  a  greater  number 
of  faithful  laborers  in  the  missionary  field,  those  barren  wastes 
would  soon  assume  a  different  appearance,  and  we  mi^t, 
without  presumption,  reasonably  anticipate  a  joyful  increase — 
an  abundant  harvest.  But  if  this  favorable  season  for  sowing 
the  good  seed  is  suffered  to  pass  away  unimproved,  tares  will 
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spiing  up  instead  of  wheat,  and  so  favorable  an  opportunity 
may  never  again  offer.  This  consideration  I  wish  deeply  to 
impress  upon  your  minds,  in  order  that  the  di£ferent  parishes 
which  you  represent,  may  be  urged  to  do  more  than  they  have 
hitherto  done  in  aid  of  our  Domestic  Missionary  society.  I 
have  too  high  an  opinion  of  the  liberality  of  the  Episcopal 
community  generally  to  suppose  for  a  moment,  if  the  wants  of 
the  diocese  were  clearly  unfolded  to  their  view,  and  their 
minds  impressed  with  the  justice  of  the  appeal,  that  they 
would  withhold  the  small  contribution  which  the  interests  of 
the  gospel  demand  at  their  hands.  The  church  looks  to  her 
clergy  for  a  prominent  agency  in  this  most  holy  work,  and  to 
show  by  ^ir  well  timed  efforts,  that  they  themselves  feel 
the  weight  of  the  obligation  under  which  they  lie,  in  order 
that  the  laity  may  be  encouraged  to  come  forward  in  co-ope* 
ration,  and  ^ve  according  to  the  ability  which  God  has  given 
them.  I  might  here  ¥dth  propriety  hold  out  to  your  view  the 
example  set  us  by  other  dioceses ;  but,  I  am  willing  to  hope 
that  a  sense  of  duty  will  do  more  in  behalf  of  the  cause  for 
which  I  am  pleading,  than  a  sense  of  ambition,  or  rivalry,  or 
regret  for  past  neglect. 

Agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  seventh  canon  of  the 
General  Convention  of  1835,  I  now  proceed  to  lay  before 
you  a  statement  of  the  duties  which  I  have  performed,  and 
such  other  matters  as  may  throw  light  upon  the  state  of  the 
diocese. 

On  Friday,  June  the  3d,  I  preached  in  Baltimore,  and 
consec^rated  to  the  worship  of  Almighty  God  a  very  handsome 
edifice  for  the  congregation  of  old  Christ  church,  which  has 
since  been  abandoned  by  that  parish.  This  church  is  under 
the  pastoral  charge  of  the  reverend  Dr.  Johns.  It  is  however 
a  subject  of  painful  regret,  more  especiaUy  as  the  state  of  our 
churches  in  the  cities  has  a  considerable  influence  on  the  con- 
dition of  religion  in  the  country,  that  in  the  city  of  Baltimore 
more  than  thirty  years  have  elapsed  since  we  had  an  accession 
to  our  number  of  Episcopal  churches.  It  is  true  that  during 
that  period  St.  Paul's  church,  which  I  well  remember  as  a 
small  and  incommodious  building,  has  been  replaced  upon  a 
scale  which  now  accommodates  more  than  double  the  number 
that  could  have  worshiped  in  the  ancient  edifice;  and  that  the 
present  Christ  Church,  though  more  spacious  than  the  former, 
has  a  large  portion  of  its  pews  disposed  of.  But  it  is  neverthe- 
less the  case  that  while  the  city  has  extended  itself  in  all  di- 
rections, and  its  population  is  nearly  tripled,  the  number  of 
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congregations  remains  stationary.  Should  this  record  of  a 
melancholy  fact  happen  to  meet  the  eye  of  a  churchman  resi- 
ding in  that  place,  may  it  lead  to  the  inquiry  why  it  b  so^ 
while  other  cities  are  setting  an  example  wordiy  of  all  imita- 
tion. 

On  Saturday,  June  the  4th,  I  attended  at  Sherwood  chapel, 
Baltimore  county,  for  the  purpose  of  setting  apart  that  bouse 
to  the  worship  of  Almighty  God ;  but,  in  consequence  of  the 
bad  state  of  the  roads  and  weather,  only  a  few  persons  attend- 
ed, and  it  was  thought  advisable  to  defer  the  consecration. 

On  Sunday,  June  the  5th,  I  preached  at  the  parish  church 
in  St.  James'  parish,  Baltimore  county.  The  persons  who 
were  expected  to  be  confirmed  could  not  attend  church  in 
consequence  of  the  inclemency  of  the  weather. 

On  Tuesday,  June  7th,  I  preached  at  the  chapel  in  St.  John's 
parish,  Harford  and  Baltimore  counties. 

On  Wednesday,  June  the  8th,  I  preached  at  the  parish 
church  of  the  same  parish.  The  congregation  was  small  in 
consequence  of  the  rain  which  continued  to  faU. 

On  Thursday,  June  the  9th,  I  preached  in  St  George's 
parish,  Harford  county,  and  confirmed  five  persons. 

On  Friday,  June  the  10th,  I  preached  at  Havre  de  grace, 
Harford  county,  and  confirmed  sixteen  persons. 

On  Saturday,  June  the  11th,  I  preached  at  North  East 
church,  Cecil  county.  This  church  which  had  long  been 
vacant,  at  that  time  received  a  part  of  the  services  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Williams  who  resided  in  Elkton. 

On  Sunday,  July  the  12th,  I  preached  in  Elkton,  Cecil 
county,  and  confirmed  seven  persons. 

On  Tuesday,  July  the  19th,  I  preached  at  Wye  church. 
Queen  Anne  county. 

On  Wednesday,  July  20th,  I  preached  at  Centreville,  Queen 
Anne  County. 

On  Thursday,  July  the  21st,  I  preached  at  Church  Hill, 
Queen  Anne  county.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  nothing  has  been 
done  since  my  last  visit,  to  resuscitate  this  fallen  parish.  Un- 
less it  should  obtain  the  services  of  a  missionary,  it  must  soon 
become  extinct.  And  how  painful  must  it  be  to  the  lovers  of 
our  church,  to  see  it  blotted  out  from  the  list  of  parishes ! 

On  Sunday,  July  the  24th,  I  preached  at  Chestertown, 
Kent  county,  in  the  morning,  and  confirmed  five  persons.  In 
the  afternoon  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  parish,  and  confirmed 
two  persons;  and  at  night  I  again  preached  in  Chestertown. 
On  this  occasion  several  of  my  clerical  brethren  met  me,  and 
the  regular  services  of  the  church  were  continued  for  three 
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On  Tuesday,  July  the  26th,  I  preached  in  Shrewsbury  parish, 
Kent  county.  Since  my  last  visit  to  this  parish,  the  old  church 
has  been  taken  down,  and  a  new  building  erected,  which  was 
expected  soon  to  be  ready  for  consecration. 

On  Wednesday,  July  the  27th,  I  preached  in  St.  Stephen's 
parish,  Cecil  county.  The  next  day  (28th)  I  again  preached 
in  the  same  parish,  and  confirmed  five  persons.  In  the  after- 
noon I  preached  in  Bohemia  manor.  Some  years  since  there 
was  a  large  church  in  this  parish,  which  has  been  razed  to 
its  foundation  by  sacreligious  hands,  and  not  a  vestige  of  the 
building  now  remains.  The  few  churchmen  that  are  left, 
seriously  talk  of  erecting  a  church.  Whether  they  will  be 
able,  reduced  as  they  are  in  numbers,  to  effect  so  desirable  an 
object  is  very  doubdul.  I  endeavored  to  encourage  them  to 
go  on  in  prosecution  of  so  laudable  a  design. 

On  Sunday,  July  the  31st,  I  ordained  in  Trinity  church, 
Baltimore,  the  reverend  Richard  H.  Philips,  and  tlie  reverend 
John  Owen  to  the  order  of  priests.  On  this  occasion  the 
reverend  Dr.  Wyatt  preached  the  funeral  sermon  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Bartow;  and  at  the  close  addressed  the  candidates  who 
were  to  be  ordained.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Wyatt,  and  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Williston  and  Billopp  united  in  laying  on  of  hands. 

On  Monday,  August  the  1st,  I  preached  to  a  large  congre- 
gation, and  consecrated  to  the  service  of  God,  Sherwood 
chapel,  Baltimore  county. 

On  Tuesday,  August  the  2d,  I  preached  at  the  parish  church 
in  St.  James'  parish,  Baltimore  county,  and  confirmed  foui 
persons. 

On  Wednesday,  August  the  3d,  I  preached  in  the  chapel 
of  said  parish,  and  administered  the  holy  communion. 

On  Sunday,  August  the  28th,  I  preached  at  Tryaskin  chapel, 
Stepney  parish,  Somerset  county. 

On  Sunday,  September  the  4th,  I  preached  at  Green  Hill 
church.  Stepney  parish. 

On  Sunday,  September  the  12th,  I  preached  at  Vienna, 
Dorchester  county. 

On  Friday,  November  the  4th,  I  preached  at  White  Marsh 
church,  St.  Peter's  parish,  Talbot  county.  In  consequence 
of  the  protracted  illness  of  the  rector,  no  preparation  had  been 
made  for  confirmation. 

On  Saturday,  November  the  5th,  I  preached  in  Christ  church, 
Easton,  and  admitted  Mr.  Henry  Crosdale,  an  alumnus  of 
the  General  Theological  Seminary,  to  the  holy  order  of  dea- 
<^ns.  The  candidate  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Spen- 
cer. 
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On  Sunday,  November  iheGth,  I  preached  in  St.  Michael's 
church,  St  Michael's  parish,  Talbot  county. 

On  Sunday,  November  the  STTth,  I  presched  at  Princess 
Anne,  Somerset  parish,  Someraet  county,  and  coninaed  ttmr- 
teen  persons.  In  the  afternoon  I  preached  at  Uowe  ch^>el 
in  the  same  parish. 

On  Sunday,  December  the  4th,  I  preached  st  Rehobotli 
church,  Coventry  parish,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

On  Monday,  December  the  5th,  I  preached  at  Dividing 
creek  chapel,  "Worcester  coun^. 

On  Sunday,  February  the  26th,  I  preached  at  the  church  in 
Cambridge,  Great  Choptank  parish,  and  admitted  Mr.  Henry 
S.  Keppler  to  the  holy  order  of  Deacons,  and  at  the  same 
time  the  Rev.  M.  R.  Talbot  -was  advanced  to  the  order  of 
the  priesthood.  In  the  same  church,  on  the  same  day,  I  con- 
firmed two  persons. 

On  Sunday,  March  the  19th,  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's 
church,  Ballunore,  and  c(»tirmed  forty  persons.  In  the 
afternoon  I  officiated  in  St.  James  church,  Baltimore,  and 
eonlinned  tweniy-one  persons. 

On  Wednesday  evening,  March  the  22d,  I  preached  in 
Christ  church,  Baltimore,  and  confirmed  tfurty-one  peraoDs. 
On  this  occasion  I  admitted  the  Rev.  AJft^  Holmead  to  the 
holy  order  of  priests. 

On  Thursday  evening,  March  the  23d,  I  preached  in  St. 
Peter's  church,  Baltimore,  and  confirmed  forty-one  persons, 
one  of  whom  belonged  to  St.  Paul's  church. 

On  Sunday,  May  the  7th,  I  preached  in  Salisbury,  Spring 
Hill  Parish,  Somerset  county. 

On  Sunday,  May  the  14th,  I  preached  in  Spring  Hill  church. 
Spring  Hill  parish,  Somerset  county. 

On  Sunday,  May  the  21st,  I  preached  in  old  Christ  church 
Baltimore,  and  confirmed  eighi  persons. 

On  Tuesday,  May  the  23d,  I  preached  at  Saint  chapel,  near 
Vansville,  and  confirmed  three  persons. 

On  Wednesday,  the  24th,  I  attended  at  St.  Matthew's 
church,  and  confirmed  one  person.  The  congregation  was 
very  small  in  consequence  of  the  inclemency  of  the  day. 

On  Friday  evening,  the  26th,  I  preached  in  Christ  church, 
Georgetown,  D.  C.  and  confirmed  twelve  white  and  four  col- 
ored persons. 

On  Sunday,  the  28th,  I  preached  in  St.  John's  church, 
Washington  city,  and  confirmed  nine  persons :  in  the  afternoon 
in  Christ  church  and  confirmed  nine  persons:  at  night  in 
Trinity  church  and  confirmed  twenty-fow  persons. 
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On  MondaVy  the  29th,  I  preached  at  Rock  Creek  church, 
and  confirmed  nine  persons. 

Clerical  changes: — ^The  Rev.  Mr.  Drane  has  removed  to  the 
diocese  of  North  Carolina.  Rev.  Mr.  Swan  to  the  diocese  of 
Ohio.  Rev.  Mr.  Hatch  to  the  diocese  of  New  York.  Rev. 
Mr.  Leavenworth  to  the  diocese  of  Kentucky.  Rev.  Mr. 
Wiltberger  to  the  diocese  of  Pennsylvania.  Rev.  Frederick 
D.  Goodwin  to  the  diocese  of  Virginia.  Rev.  Mr.  Higbee  to 
the  diocese  of  New  York.  Rev.  Mr.  Dale  to  the  diocese  of 
Mississippi.  Rev.  Mr.  Coleman  to  the  diocese  of  Pennsyl* 
vania.  Rev.  Mr.  Morgan  to  the  diocese  of  New  York.  Rev. 
John  Alberger  from  the  diocese  of  Virginia,  has  been  receiv- 
ed into  this  diocese.  Rev.  James  A.  McKenny,  from  the 
diocese  of  South  Carolina,  has  been  appointed  rector  of  Wil- 
liam and  Mary  parish,  Charles  county.  Rev.  Alexander  M. 
Marbury,  from  the  diocese  of  Virginia,  has  charge  of  Trinity 
church.  Upper  Marlborough,  Prince  George's  count)'.  Rev. 
James  D.  Nicholson,  from  the  diocese  of  New  York,  has  ac- 
cepted a  call  to  Trinity  parish,  Charles  county.  Rev.  Mr. 
Williams  has  resigned  his  charge  in  Elkton,  and  accepted  a 
call  to  All  Saint^  parish,  Calvert  county.  Rev.  Mr.  Owen 
has  been  called  to  Trinity  church,  Washington  city.  '  Rev. 
Mr.  Wiley  has  resigned  his  charge  in  Easton,  and  accepted 
the  rectorship  of  St.  John's  church,  Hagerstown.  Rev.  John 
P.  Robertson  has  resigned  Sherwood  chapel,  and  accepted  a 
call  to  St.  PauPs  parish.  Queen  Ann's  county.  Rev.  Henry 
Crosdale  has  been  appointed  an  assistant  minister  in  St. 
Paul's  church,  Baltimore.  Rev.  Mr.  Harris  has  accepted  a 
call  to  Emanuel  parish,  Alleghany  county.  Rev.  Mr.  Robins 
has  been  appointed  an  assistant  minister  in  All  Hallows  parish, 
Worcester  county.  Rev.  Henry  V.  D.  Johns  has  resigned  his 
parish  in  Frederick  city,  and  is  now  officiating  as  the  minister 
of  a  new  congregation  organized  in  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
tinder  the  name  of  St.  Andrew's  church.  Rev.  Henry  S. 
Keppler  has  accepted  a  call  to  All  Saint's  parish,  Frederick 
city.  Rev.  Robert  Piggot,  from  the  diocese  of  Pennsylvania, 
has  been  received  into  this  diocese,  and  is  rector  of  St.  Ste- 
phen's parish,  Cecil  county.  Mr.  Warner  Hoyt  a  candidate 
for  orders  in  Connecticut,  has  been  transferred  to  this  diocese. 

Deaths. — Since  our  last  convention,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bartow, 
and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Levington  (a  colored  man)  were  suddenly 
called  to  render  an  account  of  their  stewardsmp. 

Under  the  head  of  clerical  changes,  you  see,  my  respected 
brethren  of  the  laity,  that  the  diocese  has  lost  during  the  past 
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year  more  clergymen  than  it  has  gained;  and  consequently 
we  have  now  many  vacant  parishes.  There  is  no  doubl  a 
cause  existing  somewhere  for  this  sad  change.  It  would  be 
an  act  nf  injustice  to  ascribe  this  materially  lo  a  fondness  for 
change  on  the  part  of  the  clergy,  but,  to  the  extreme  difficulty 
o{  making  comfortable  provision  ibr  themselves  and  families. 
At  the  present  prices  of  all  the  important  articles  consumed  in 
a  family,  it  is  impossible  with  the  small  salaries  which  our 
country  clergy  receive,  that  they  can  meet  the  demaods  made 
upon  them.  To  prevent  the  accumulation  of  debt,  which  is 
the  certain  consequence  of  an  inadequate  support,  many  are 
compelled  to  look  to  other  sections  of  the  church  fbr  support, 
in  hopes  of  finding  a  more  favorable  state  of  things.  Though 
often  cast  down  with  disappointed  hopes,  they  see  no  other 
alternative  but  to  throw  themselves  and  families  upon  the 
liberality  of  strangers.  If  a  favorable  change  should  not  then 
take  place  in  your  support  of  the  ministry,  we  have  already 
had  a  certain  evidence  of  what  we  may  farther  expect,  that 
our  young  men  of  piety  and  talents  will  press  into  the  service 
of  the  newly  organized  dioceses,  and  leave  our  churches  here 
in  a  state  of  destitution.  Were  our  parishes  so  reduced  in 
numbers  as  to  be  unable  to  support  their  ministers,  some  apo- 
logy might  be  made  for  the  neglect  of  so  radically  important 
a  duty.  But  we  know  that  this  is  not  generally  the  case — 
that  a  large  portion  of  the  wealth  of  this  state  is  in  the 
hands  of  Episcopalians,  and  an  ample  support  should  there- 
fore be  expected  for  those  who  have  devoted  themselves  to 
the  work  of  the  ministry. 

As  I  have  on  more  than  one  occasion  presented  this  sub- 
ject to  the  serious  consideration  of  the  laity,  I  shall  not  at 
present  enlarge  upon  it.  Occupying  as  you  do,  prominent 
situations  in  the  parishes  which  you  represent,  your  influence, 
if  properly  exerted,  wUI  do  much  towards  removing  the  evil 
of  which  we  so  justly  complain.  You  are  placed  in  a  situ- 
ation to  urge  the  claims  of  the  minislry  without  reserve,  or 
fear  of  giving  offence;  while  the  clergy  are  restrained  by  a 
sense  of  delicacy  from  expressing  themselves  freely,  upon  a 
subject  in  which  they  are  pejsonally  interested,  lest  their  mo- 
tives should  be  impeached,  and  their  usefulness  retarded. 
Thus  situated,  they  are  obliged  silently  to  submit  to  the  atten- 
dant evils  of  poverty,  while  their  congregations  claim  the 
whole  of  their  time  and  services.  Should  this  state  of  things 
continue,  none  can  be  surprised,  if  the  number  of  vacant  par- 
ishes should  increase  in  the  diocese.     Under  present  existing 
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circumstances,  we  see  nothing  to  prevent  it.  Could  the  at- 
tention of  the  laity  be  aroused  from  torpid  indifference  and 
unconcern,  to  a  sense  of  the  obligation  under  which  they  lie, 
to  support  those  who  labor  among  them  in  word  and  in  doc- 
trine, we  feel  persuaded  that  they  would  at  once  acknowledge 
the  justness  of  the  claim,  and  the  necessity  of  making  a 
christian  requital  for  the  services  which  they  receive  from  the 
clergy.  But  alas!  here  is  the  difficulty.  The  aggrieved 
party  complain  in  secret,  while  few,  very  few,  take  any  inter- 
est in  their  privations,  perplexities,  or  the  injustice  done  to 
their  families.  The  sums  subscribed  for  the  support  of  the 
gospel  among  us,  though  generally  so  small  that  they  are  little 
thought  of,  are  allowed  to  accumulate  from  year  to  year, 
until  a  real  difficulty  arises  in  paying  them.  At  length  the 
subscription  list  is  mislaid  or  lost,  and  the  debt  forgotten  by 
all  but  the  sufferers  to  whom  it  is  due. 

I  will  not  detain  you  any  longer  from  the  business  of  the 
convention,  but,  will  now  conclude  by  fervently  praying  that 
the  great  head  of  the  church  may  be  present  with  you  in  all 
your  consultations ;  and  that  they  may  have  for  their  object 
the  glory  of  God,  the  good  of  His  church,  and  the  safety, 
honor  and  welfare  of  His  people !

Resolved,  That  1000  copies  of  the  Bishop's  charge  relating 
to  the  support  of  the  clergy  be  printed  separate  from  and  sent 
out  with  the  journal  for  distribution  amongst  the  congregations 
throughout  the  disocess. 

It  was  on  motion,  Resolved,  That  Christ's  Church,  St. 
John's  Parish,  Prince  George's  county,  be  relieved  from  the 
arrearages  due  the  Convention  fund,  with  the  understanding 
that  the  delinquency  with  respect  to  the  Bishop's  fund,  be 
paid  at  this  and  the  next  convention.

The  above  report  was  accepted. 

A  motion  was  made  to  rescind  the  resolution  passed  at  the 
last  annual  convention,  to  secure  punctual  payment  to  the 
Bishop's  fund,  (see  Journal  1836,  p.  22,)  an  amendment  was 
offered,  making  the  vestries  instead  of  the  clergymen  respon- 
sible, and  the  resolution  thus  amended  was  referred  to  the 
committee  on  parochial  contributions. 

The  foUowing  resolution,  &c.  was  submitted  and  adopted: 

Whereas,  The  house  of  bishops,  at  the  request  and  with  the 
concurrence  of  the  house  of  clerical  and  lay  deputies  have  ex« 
pressed  their  opinion  as  to  the  apprioprate  postures  to  be  used 
by  the  ministers  and  congregations  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  United  States,  in  the  use  of  the  psalms  and 
hymns  in  metre,  and  of  the  communion  service,  with  a  view 
to  promote  that  uniformity  in  congregational  worship  which  is 
so  important  to  the  maintaining  of  the  beauty  of  holiness  in 
the  performance  of  the  services  of  the  church — and  whereas, 
notwithstanding  these  opinions  and  recommendations  deliber- 
ately adopted  and  expressed  by  the  general  convention,  a  di- 
versity of  usage  exists  to  some  extent  in  the  congregations  of 
this  diocese. 

Therefore,  Resolved,  That  the  recommendation  of  the  gen- 
eral convention  of  1814,  in  relation  to  the  proper  posture  du- 
ring the  act  of  singing  psalms  and  hymns  in  metre — aud  the 
recommendation  of  the  house  of  bishops  in  1832,  in  relation 
to  the  use  of  different  parts  of  the  service  and  the  postures  to 
be  observed  in  the  performance  of  the  communion  service,  be 
printed  in  the  appendix  to  the  journal  of  this  convention. 

2d.  Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  minister  of 
this  church,  who  has  not  heretofore  done  it,  to  read  the  above 
named  recommendations  to  his  congregation  on  some  occasion 
of  public  worship. 

Mr.  Richard  H.  Owen,  was  re-elected  treasurer. 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  last  annual  Convention  to 
enquire  into  the  expediency  of  establishing  one  or  more  semi- 
naries of  learning,  report  as  follows :

Repori  of  the  committee  appointed  at  the  Oowoention  tn  Frti^ 
erickfotonj  1836,  on  the  subject  of  diocesan  schools. 

The  committee  appointed  in  compliance  with  a  resolution 
of  the  last  convention,  to. inquire  into  the  expediency. and 
practicability  of  establishing  one  or  more  seminaries  of  learn- 
ing in  this  aiocese,  beg  leave  to  report, 

That  in  their  estimation  few  subjects  are  worthier  of  the 
respectful  consideration  of  the  church,  than  that  of  education 
conducted  on  christian  principles. 

The  want  of  such  seminaries  of  learning  as  those  contem- 
plated in  the  resolution  has  long  been  felt,  not  only  in  this, 
but  in  other  dioceses:  successful  efforts  have  been  made,  to 
establish  schools  under  the  patronage  of  the  church  in  Con- 
necticut, Ohio  and  North  Carolina.  The  members  of  our 
communion  have  been  prompt  in  sustaining  all  such  enterpri- 
zes,  where  they  have  been  judiciously  commenced. 

These  seminaries  secure  to  our  youth  a  thorough  education 
in  all  necessary  branches  of  secular  learning,  and  suso,  religious 
principles  and  preferences  in  accordance  with  the  doctrines, 
discipline  and  usa&;es  of  the  church ;  for  in  these  institutions 
it  is,  as  it  should  be,  frankly  avowed,  that  instruction  will  be 
given  in  the  truths  of  religion  embraced  in  the  articles  and 
formularies  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  church. 

Of  the  want  of  such  seminaries  in  this  diocese  it  is  unne- 
cessary to  speak,  for  it  is  confidently  believed,  this  is  univer- 
sally admitted.  We  are  provided  with  several  private  schools 
of  high  character  and  worth,  but  their  usefulness  is  necessarily 
limited  by  the  want  of  sufficient  capital  to  cany  them  on  effi- 
ciently and  must  cease  with  the  life  of  their  conductors. 

The  college  at  Annapolis  is  annually  rising,  and  under  aus- 
pices so  deservedly  esteemed  as  those  which  now  preside  over 
at,  will  afford  most  desirable  facilities  for  sound  and  useful  as 
well  as  varied  and  ornamental  learning.  But  these  establish- 
ments do  not  occupy  the  ground  contemplated  by  the  resolu- 
tion of  the  last  convention ;  it  having  reference  to  seminaries 
of  learning  amenable  to  the  church,  and  so  constituted  as  to 
combine  every  attainable  advantage  of  secular  education  with 
the  most  ample  safeguards  of  moral  and  religious  character. 
Individual  and  private  enterprise  cannot  provide  permanently 
for  this  department  of  usefulness,  whilst  state  legislation  may 
not  be  expected  to  do  it.  The  church  must  have  her  own 
schools  and  seminaries,  or  suffer  her  youth  to  be  alienated 
firom  her  by  the  impressions  of  sectarian  education,  or  what  is 
worse,  of  education  which  totally  renounces  all  religicus 
influence. 
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^ '  As  members  of  the  Protestant  church,  we  have  a  deeper 
interest  at  stake  in  this  department,  than  any  other  diocese  of 
the  country ;  for  it  is  not  to  be  denied,  that  numbers  of  parents 
are  now  educating  their  children  at  seminaries  where,  after 
every  allowance  of  charity,  we  are  constrained  to  believe 
sound  and  pure  religious  principles  are  not  safe,  and  it  is  well 
known  that  the  plea  usually  assigned  in  justification  oi  these 
measures,  is,  that  there  are  no  other  schools  of  equal  rank. 

The  church  in  Maryland  has  done  nothing  to  meet  this 
plea:  is  it  not  incumbent  upon  her  to  awake  to  its  admitted 
importance?  As  the  want  of  such  schools  as  those  alluded  to 
cannot  be  denied,  your  committee  are  prepared  to  recommend 
them  as  calculated  to  be  eminently  useful. 

The  subject  has  been  submitted  to  several  gentlemen  in 
different  sections  of  the  diocese,  and  has  met  with  their  entire 
approbation. 

As  to  the  practicability  of  establishing  such  seminaries,  the 
committee  will  be  unable  to  express  their  views,  without  ask- 
ing permission  to  sketch  the  outlines  of  the  plan  which  has 
occurred  to  them,  it  is  as  follows : 

1st.  That  the  church  in  Maryland  should  make  the  experi- 
ment with  one,  but  should  aim  at  the  ultimate  establishment 
of  five  seminaries ;  locating  two  on  the  Eastern  Shore  and 
three  on  the  Western. 

A  clergyman  of  the  diocese,  whose  age  and  long  acquain- 
tance with  the  duties  of  instruction,  qualify  him  for  giving 
sound  views  upon  a  subject  like  this,  writes  thus,  in  answer 
to  inquiries  presented  to  him  by  one  of  your  committee. 

"As  it  regards  the  number  of  schools  which  you  propose  to 
establish  in  our  diocese,  under  the  auspices  of  the  church,  I 
see  no  reason  to  dissent  from  you.  The  church  could  no 
doubt  support  a  greater  number:  nor  does  it  appear  to  me, 
that  five,  for  the  whole  diocese,  will  meet  the  wants  of  her 
members.  Still  it  is  better  to  make  the  experiment  on  a  small 
scale,  and  should  it  be  attended  with  success,  the  plan  can 
afterwards  be  enlarged  to  any  extent  that  may  be  deemed 
expedient." 

2dly.  That  these  seminaries  should  occupy  a  more  elevated 
rank  than  is  usually  assigned  to  academies,  without  rising  to 
the  position  of  colleges :  that  they  should  be  of  an  intermedi- 
ate character;  so  elementary,  and  at  the  same  time  so  ad- 
vanced in  their  course  of  studies,  as  to  furnish  every  facility 
for  a  tolerably  extensive  education,  or  qualify  for  one  of  the 
higher  classes  in  our  most  approved  colleges. 
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The  gentleman  whose  sentiments  have  been  already  quoted, 
in  alluding  to  tliis  feature  in  the  proposed  plan  observes,  "my 
views  also  coincide  with  yours,  on  the  course  of  instniction 
which  should  be  adopted  iii  the  proposed  schools,  and  on  the 
rank  which  they  should  hold  among  tJie  seminaries  of  our 
country.  In  most  of  our  acadamies,  the  course  of  instruction 
is  exceedingly  defective ;  scarcely  any  thing  is  taught  in  them 
except  a  little  Greek  and  Latin,  and  the  mere  elements  of 
arithmetic  and  mathematics.  They  afford  no  mental  training, 
establish  no  correct  habits  of  thinking,  and  in  addition  to  this 
the  government  of  many  of  them  is  so  had,  their  discipline  is 
so  miserably  inefficient,  that  the  time  spent  at  them  is  often 
worse  than  wasted. 

"Nor  is  the  case  much  better  with  our  colleges.  They 
make  great  professions  on  paper,  and  when  a'student  enters 
any  one  of  them,  he  expects  to  encounter  a  formidable  amy 
of  languages  and  sciences,  and  bo  he  does:  but  from  hu  own 
previous  veir  imperfect  preparation;  from  the  shortness  of 
the  period  allotted  for  his  college  course,  and  the  conseqtent 
superficial  manner  in  which  he  is  compelled  to  ran  oto-  ha 
studies,  he  comes  away  a  perfect  master  of  scarcely  a  single 
one  of  the  branches  to  which  his  attention  was  directed. 
These  are  great  evils — evils  which  have  had  a  most  pernicious 
influence  on  the  learning  of  our  country;  and  the  only  way  in 
which  they  can  be  corrected  is,  by  establishing  institatrons 
with  less  pretensions,,  but  better  fitted  to  afford  real  profound 
mental  culture— institutions  in  which  the  proper  healthy  devel- 
opement  of  the  intellectual  and  moral  powers,  and  not  a  di- 

?loma  will  be  regarded  as  the  main  object  of  education;  and 
may  add,  institutions  in  which  religion  will  hold  not  a  subor- 
dinate rank,  or  perhaps  no  rank  at  all,  among  the  branches 
taught,  but  will  be  placed  upon  that  high  and  commanding 
ground,  to  which  it  is  entitled  in  every  seminary  in  a  christian 
country." 

3d,  That  each  seminary  should  consist  of  two  departments: 
one  for  males  and  the  other  for  females ;  and  that  they  should 
be  located  in  the  most  heallhy  and  accessible  sections  of  the 
state;  upon  small  farms  of  from  thirty  to  fifty  acres — that  the 
buildings  for  the  male  and  female  departments  should  be  so 
placed  as  to  prevent  all  intercourse  between  the  scholare,  and 
yet  allow  the  teachers  of  the  male  department,  opportunity  to 
assist  in  giving  instruction  to  some  of  the  higher  classes  of 
the  female  department. 

Better  salaries  could  thus  be  secured  for  the  male  teachers^ 
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and  more  thorough  instruction  afforded  in  certain  branches  of 
female  education. 

It  would  also  be  recommended  that  the  proposed  buildings 
should  be  plain  and  substantial,  so  as  to  avoid  the  heavy  ex- 
pense too  often  incurred  in  similar  enterprises. 

4th.  That  these  institutions  should  be  placed  beneath  the 
care  of  a  board  of  education  to  be  elected  triennially  by  the 
convention  of  the  diocese,  and  that  the  Bbhop  should  be  ex 
officio  President  of  this  board;  and  the  Principal  of  each 
seminary  a  member  ex  officio. 

5th.  That  an  application  should  be  made  to  the  legislature 
of  the  state  to  incorporate  the  board  of  education,  and  to 
g^nt  to  the  property  of  the  seminaries  exemption  from  taxa- 
tion. 

6th.  That  the  requisite  funds  to  carry  these  plans  into  ope- 
ration should  be  raised  by  creating  stock,  bearing  an  interest 
of  five  per  cent. ;  and  that  an  inducement  to  subscribe  this 
stock  be  held  forth,  by  an  engagement  to  reduce  the  charge  of 
board  and  tuition,  to  all  parents  or  guardians  who  take  a 
certain  amount  of  stock. 

7th.  That  the  board  of  education  be  authorized  to  open 
books  of  subscription,  to  such  an  amount  of  stock  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  to  procure  suitable  grounds  and  buildings 
for  the  proposed  seminary,  and  to  adopt  measures  for  obtain- 
ing and  compensating  competent  instructors, — arranging  the 
outlines  of  the  course  of  study, — ^the  terms  of  board  and  tui- 
tion, and  all  other  matters  which  may  claim  their  attention  in 
the  incipiency  and  progress  of  this  work. 

8th.  That  the  number  of  pupils  in  each  department  of  the 
semmary  should  be  limited  to  fifty.  The  object  of  this  regu- 
lation being  avowed  to  be,  to  prevent  trouble  in  government, 
and  to  secure  to  each  pupil  a  just  measure  of  instruction  from 
the  teachers. 

9th.  That  the  board  be  required  out  of  the  avails  of  these 
seminaries,  to  educate,  at  half  cost,  the  orphans  of  deceased, 
destitute  clergy  who  have  labored  five  years,  and  entirely  gra- 
tuitously the  children  of  those  who  have  labored  ten  or  more 
years  in  this  diocese;  and  that  in  all  cases  a  deduction  of  one 
third  be  made  from  the  usual  charges  in  favor  of  the  children 
of  clergymen. 

The  practicability  of  establishing  such  institutions  can  only 
be  tested  by  experiment:  other  dioceses  have  attempted  these 
enterprises,  and  have  succeeded;  then,  why  should  we  fail? 

The  expense  to  be  incurred  in  making  an  experiment  with 
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one  seminary,  to  be  located  in  Ihe  vicinity  of  Baltimore, 
would  be  trifling,  and  could  easily  be  met,  provided  Ihe  church 
would  cordially  unite  in  the  effort. 

It  has  been  calculated  that  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
have  been  taken  out  of  the  stale  in  one  year,  to  de^y  the 
expense  of  educating  Maryland  youth  in  the  schools  and  col- 
leges of  other  states ;  if  we  had  seminaries  such  as  have  been 
proposed,  who  can  doubt  that  they  would  be  sustained? 

The  expense  of  education  is  much  enhanced  by  travelling, 
and  hence,  as  the  charges  at  our  most  approved  schools  are 
considerably  advanced,  much  anxiety  pervades  the  mtnds  of 
parents  whose  pecuniary  resources  are  moderate:  and  yet, 
never  was  there  an  age  when  the  importance  of  education  was 
more  appreciated ;  it  is  a  subject  of  increasing  interest  through- 
out our  whole  country  and  with  every  denomination  of  christians. 

Such  is  the  want,  even  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  of  a  semi- 
nary  of  learning  of  an  elevated  intellectual  character  and  of  a 
decided  christian  influence,  that  it  is  highly  probable  such  an 
institution  would  be  filled  to  overflowing  in  less  than  a  twelve 
month,  and  instead  of  requiring  the  fostering  care  of  the 
church,'  would  soon  become  a  source  of  revenue.  Mon^ 
would  not  so  much  be  wanted  as  men  of  lofly  intellectual  and 
moral  worth  to  assume  the  charge  of  these  nurseries,  of  sound 
learning  and  religion. 

To  show  that  these  remarks  are  well  founded,  it  is  only  ne- 
cessary to  state  the  probable  income  of  such  institutions. 

Fif^  pupils  at  two  hundred  and  flfly  dollars  each,  (and  this 
I  believe  is  fifty  dollars  less  than  the  charge  at  the  Flushing 
Institute,)  would  yield  an  income  of  twelve  thousand  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  which  would  enable  the  board  to  give  the  princi- 
pal of  the  seminary  a  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  and 
two  assistants  one  thousand  each,  leaving  a  balance  of  nine 
thousand  doUars  for  other  expenses. 

But  if  the  institution  should  consist  of  two  apartments, 
after  the  plan  adopted,  with  entire  success,  in  the  Jesuit  semi- 
naries, so  as  to  receive  both  male  and  female  pupils,  the  reve- 
nue would  be  doubled,  and  would  amount  to  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars  per  annum :  a  sum  amply  sufficient  to  sustain  the 
enterprise  upon  the  plan  proposed. 

The  chief  difficulty  would  attend  thecommencement  of  this 
work,  but  if  it  could  be  begun  in  a  plain  and  unostentatious 
manner,  avoiding  all  unnecessary  expense  in  the  erection  of 
buildings  and  the  collection  of  apparatus  and  libraries :  rely- 
ing more  upon  the  excellency  of  its  intellectual  and  moral  ar- 
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rangeinents,  and  the  character  of  its  professors  and  teachers, 
than  upon  any  display  of  architecture  or  extensive  courses  of 
study;  above  all,  could  the  plan  conciliate  the  kind  regards, 
and  command  the  united  prayers  and  patronage  of  the  clergy 
and  laity  of  the  diocese,  it  would  certainly  succeed. 

At  present,  there  is  no  object  of  enlarged  benevolence  before 
this  diocese,  nothing  to  arouse  the  dormant  energies  of  charity 
and  zeal ;  at  least,  there  is  nothing  of  sufficient  interest  to  pro- 
duce these  effects ;  our  domestic  missions  are  languishing,  our 
youth  are  abandoned,  during  the  period  when  character  is  so 
usually  formed,  to  those  who  have  no  partiality  for  our  views 
of  primitive  truth  and  order;  hence  the  institutions  of  the 
church  are  in  a  drooping  condition.  If  any  scheme  of  chris- 
tian enterprise  could  be  devised  of  sufficient  attraction  to  enlist 
the  ardent  efforts  of  the  members  of  our  communion,  who  can 
tell,  but  that  under  the  blessing  of  God,  it  might  not  be  the 
means  of  infusing  new  life  into  every  department  of  diocesan 
usefulness?  And  what  can  be  named  in  our  age  and  especially 
in  this  diocese,  of  equal  interest  or  more  divested  of  all  topics 
which  may  ever  have  divided  us  in  opinion^  than  the  subject  of 
education  conducted  on  christian. principles  and  conformed  to 
the  doctrines  and  usages  of  our. venerable  church.         , 

With  these  remarks  this  subject  is  respectfully  commended 
to  the  favorable  consideration  of  this  convention.  It  would 
have  been  an  easy  task  to  enlarge  this  report  by  copious  ex- 
tracts from  the  charges  of  our  bishops;  the  documents  of  our 
conventions,  the  history  of  our  church  in  the  United  States, 
and  of  the  church  in  every  age  and  nation ;  but  it  is  presumed 
these  are  unnecessary.  The  spirit  of  the  age  calls  for  christian 
education,  and  if  we  will  not  respond  to  this  call  others  will, 
but  our  church  will  suffer.

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The  committee  beg  leave  further  to  report,  a  contiinied  de* 
linquencj  upon  the  part  of  a  number  of  the  parishes,  not  only 
as  regards  the  conyention,  but  also  the  bishop's  fund: — so 
much  so,  as  to  have  materially  fallen  short  of  the  whole 
amount  levied  upon  the  different  parishes,  notwithstanding  the 
repeated  and  earnest  solicitations  of  the  convention,  and  the 
various  resolutions  passed  from  time  to  time,  with  the  view  of 
counteracting  it 

The  committee  have  had  under  consideration,  the  resolution 
submitted  to  them  by  the  Convention  on  yesterday  in  reference 
to  the  act  passed  at  the  last  session  upon  this  subject,  (see 
Journal  1836,  p.  22,)  and  do  unanimously  recommend  the 
repeal  of  this  act;  believing  that  it  has,  in  a  great  measure  at 
least,  failed  of  attaining  its  object. 

The  committee  recommend  that  the  quota  to  be  paid  by 
St.  Andrew's  church  in  this  city,  be,  for  the  present,  fixed  at 
$30,  for  the  Bishop's  fund,  and  f  6,  for  the  convention  fund: 
and  that  Christ's  church  and  St.  Peter's  in  Baltimore,  be  here- 
after placed  upon  an  equal  ^ting,  to  wit:  f  80,  for  the  Bish- 
op's fund,  and  $6^  for  the  Convention  fund.  All  which  is 
respectfully  submitted.

As  twonty  yean  have  now  elapsed  since  the  present  rector  enterod 

«{KMi  the  charge  of  this  congregation,  it  nraj  be  interesting  to  include  in 

Ibii  report  the  leading  aiatiBlici  of  the  church  Tor  that  period. 

Tanoui  alterations  and  improve ments  have  been  raaae  in  our  place  erf 
wonhip; — a  ipacious  and  beautiliil  building  has  been  erected  for  tbff 
accommodation  of  our  Sunday  kIiooIr  and  the  waekly  lectures ;  a  third 
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itoi7  has  been  added  to  the  parsonage,  kc,  &c  The  expenae  of  Iheae 
various  improvements,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  about  fifteen  tlum- 
sand  dollars,  has  been  met  by  the  voluntary  contributions  of  the  r)ew- 
holders,  with  a  promptness  and  liberality  which  have  always  distinguished 
them  in  every  effort  made  for  the  good  of  the  church. 

Durinz  the  twenty  years,  763  have  been  by  baptism  engrafted  into  the 
body  of  Christ's  church;  oi  which  40  were  adults,  and  713  in&nts  or 
children. 

The  holy  rite  of  confirmation  has  been  administered  to  835. 

At  the  first  time  of  the  administration  of  the  communion  in  this  church 
by  the  present  rector,  on  May  4th,  1817,  the  whole  number  of  commu- 
nicants was  47;  since  when  there  have  been  added  646,  making  in  all 
6d3,  being  within  a  fraction  of  fifteen  times  the  original  number.  Of 
these  there  have  died,  removed  from  the  city,  joined  other  churches, 
withdrawn,  or  been  suspended,  298 ;  leaving  upon  the  register,  as  the 
present  number  of  communicants,  395. 

During  the  same  period  of  time  I  have  united  in  the  bands  of  holy 
matrimony  296  couples;  and  have  performed  the  last  sad  office  of  our 
religion,  by  committing  to  their  silent  mansions  in  the  dust  the  lifeless 
remains  of  473. 

In  the  Free  school,  founded  by  individual  benevolence  and  aided  to 
some  extent  by  public  bounty,  upwards  of  6000  children,  of  both  sexes 
and  of  all  denominations,  have  been  gratuitously  instructed  within  the 
twenty  years,  and  upwards  of  11,000  smce  its  first  establishment  in  the 
year  1806. 

So  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  ascertain,  the  entire  number  of  pupils 
which  have  been  connected  with  our  different  Sunday  Schools,  is  upwards 
of  10,000.  The  number  of  teachers  has  been  about  400;  and  of  this 
number  about  75  were  formerly  pupils  in  the  respective  schools.  The 
number  of  those  formerly  connectea  with  the  male  Sunday  schools  either 
as  teachers  or  scholars,  who  are  now  in  the  Gospel  ministry  or  preparing 
jfor  it,  so  far  as  ascertained,  is  fourteen,  (14  )  The  number  or  teachers 
and  scholars  who  have  become  communicants  in  St  Peter's  church  is 
152.  The  number  of  those  of  them  who  have  made  a  profession  of  re- 
ligion in  other  churches,  we  have  not  the  means  of  ascertaining ;  but  it 
is  known  to  be  considerable.  And  doubtless  in  the  great  day  of  eternity 
we  shall  meet  with  hundreds,  among  the  children  of  lieht  and  glory, 
who  received  their  first  serious  impressions  of  religion  in  these  nurseries 
of  faith  and  piety. 

On  the  whole,  while  there  is  much  in  the  review  of  the  history  of  this 
church  for  twenty  years,  to  produce  humiliation  and  repentance  that  no 
more  has  been  done  for  God's  glory  and  the  salvation  of  souls — Yet, 
blessed  be  his  name !  there  is  much  also,  that  calls  for  devout  expressions 
of  gratitude  for  his  effectual  blessing  upon  the  weak  and  unworthy  efforts 
that  have  been  employed  in  his  service.

eurchase  of  the  lot,  and  the  completion  and  furniture  bl  the  building, 
are  been  heavy,  yet  the  sales  of  the  pews  together  with  the  proceeds  of 
the  old  church  when  disposed  of,  promise  to  k^lieye  them  from  all  em- 
barrassment. 

I'he  change  of  location  and  the  organization  of  a  new  conmcation, 
worshipping  for  the  present  in  the  building  which  we  have  left,  has  de- 
tached from  us  a  number  of  communicants  during  the  last  year.  The 
gain  however  has  already  nearly  counterbalanced  the  loss  occasioned  by 
Uiis  and  ordinary  causes.

St.  j^ndrevD^a  Church,  Baltimore. 

This  church  was  organized  on  the  2d  day  of  last  January,  and  assem- 
bles for  worship  in  the  building  recently  occupied  by  the  congregation 
of  Christ  Church,  at  the  intersection  of  York  and  Front  streets.     It  is 
the  only  addition  which  has  been  made  to  the  number  of  Episcopal 
churches  in  Baltimore  during  the  last  twenty  years.    Nearly  one  hun  • 
dred  families  have  enrolled  toemselves  as  members  of  this  church ;  and 
more  than  this  number  statedly  receive  the  pastoral  services  of  the 
rector. 

The  vestry  and  wardens  are  now  striving  to  procure  the  means  of 
erecting  a  place  of  public  worship,  and  have  obtained  eight  thousand  dol- 
lars for  this  purpose  in  subscriptions;  but  as  this  sum  is  not  more  than 
half  sufficient  for  their  object,  and  as  the  members  of  the  congregation, 
with  but  few  exceptions,  are  more  willing  than  able  to  contribute,  they 
are  far  from  being  sanguine  of  success. 

Such  is  the  want  of  a  church  in  the  eastern  section  of  our  city,  that  if 
a  house  of  worship  could  be  provided,  a  large  congregation  could  soon 
be  collected.     Will  the  older  churches  of  Baltimore  permit  this  enter- 
prise to  fail  ?  without  their  aid  speedily  rendered  it  cannot  succeed.    The 
rector  commits  the  cause  to  Groa  and  the  liberality  of  a  christian  people.

As  a  cheerful  evidence 
of  the  growing  interest  of  his  parishioners  for  the  cause  of  the  church  of 
Christ,  he  would  remark,  that  recentljr  thev  have  resolved  upon  the 
erection  of  a  parsonage  in  connexion  with  tneir  church,  together  with 
all  necessary  and  convenient  out-buildinn.  The  building  has  already 
been  commenced,  and  will  be  completed,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  some- 
time during  the  course  of  the  ensuing  winter. 

In  conclusion  his  prayer  is,  that  m  this,  and  every  other  matter  con- 
nected with  the  elory  of  his  great  name,  the  presence  of  God  may  be 
manifested,  and  his  blessing  secured.

It  is  with  great  pleasure,  the  rector  announces  to  the  convention,  that 
since  his  last  report  on  the  condition  of  his  parish,  he  has  laid  the  comer 
stone  of  a  new  christian  edifice,  which  occupies  a  part  of  the  site  of  the 
original  chapel,  whose  foundations  were  laid  one  century  and  a  half  ago, 
one  of  the  oldest  and  most  venerable  places  of  worship  in  the  diocese  of 
Maryland.  In  digging  the  new  foundation,  a  vault  was  entered  into  con- 
taining a  marble  stone,  sacred  to  the  memory  of  Mary,  relict  of  the 
Rev.  Jacob  Henderson,  who  was  the  first  rector  of  the  parish ;  her  re- 
mains were  deposited  there  in  the  year  1704.  This  stone  has  very 
properly  been  placed  on  the  outside  oi  the  new  chapel,  to  perpetuate  the 
name  of  the  generous  individual,  who,  out  of  her  own  funds,  erected  the 
original  building,  and  presented  it  to  the  parishioners  at  that  time  in 
existence. 

The  new  chapel  now  being  erected  is  40  by  65,  and  will  be  ready,  it 
is  expected,  for  consecration  sometime  during  the  summer.  The  pews 
were  recently  sold  under  favorable  circumstances,  producing  a  sum  ade- 
quate to  the  cost  of  the  building.  The  rector  also  reports,  that  his  brick 
church  is  undergoing  a  thorough  repair,  the  interior  having  been  taken 
out,  and  new  pews  of  modern  comtort,  with  other  <iltcrations,  are  now 
preparing.  These  are  some  of  the  improvements  in  the  temporal  con- 
dition of  the  parish,  and  constitute  the  only  change,  worthy  of  commu- 
nicating, since  the  meeting  of  the  last  convention.  Though  no  recent 
additions  have  been  made  to  the  communion,  yet  it  is  very  evident  that 
on  the  minds  of  some,  the  force  of  truth  has  been  deeply  felt.  The 
rector  has  found  the  practice  of  preaching  from  house  to  house  in  the 
week  days,  productive  of  much  goo<!.     It  has  the  happy  efTcct  of  creating 
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not  onlj  confidence  anil  aScction  belween  a  paslor  and  his  flock,  but 
chieSy  in  imfHisinf  more  efTecltially  and  pariDsnPtillj,  tlie  regular  min- 
islralions  of  ihe  Lord's  day,  on  ll;e  minds  of  the  penple.

Atem|>erance  society,  founded  upon  evangeli- 
cal principles,  has  been  organized  in  both  the  congre^tions,  and  an  as- 
sociation composed  of  females,  which  proposes  to  aid  m  the  iprcddini;  of 
Christianity,  will  soon  be  formed.  Tne  parish  Sunday  schools,  aa  yet, 
not  in  a  prosperous  conditioir.

The  amount  of  contributions  paid  by  us  to  reltdous  and  charitable 
objects,  within  fourteen  months,  has  been  nine  hundred  and  sixty^seven 
dollars.  ($967  00.)  This  sum  includes  8660  00  paid  to  missions 
foreign  and  domeatic. 

By  the  Divine  bleaainffi  the  parish  has  continued  to  ei\joy  a  cheering 
degree  of  proaperity.  The  services  of  the  sanctuary  have  been  w^ 
attended  by  a  people,  distinguished  for  exemplary  deportment,  for  ani- 
mating responaea  and  strict  attention.  Though  small  in  numbers,  they 
are  actuated  by  a  spirit  of  piety,  and  take  a  lively  interest  in  all  that 
relates  to  religion,  but  especially,  in  the  promotion  of  the  Saviour'a 
interests  and  kingdom  in  tne  world.  The  plan  of  systematic  charity, 
whfioi  first  suggested  in  the  public  prints  was  immediately  adopted  by 
ua.  The  weekly  ofierings  have  continued  to  the  present  moment  steadily 
lo  increase  in  amount,  thereby  evincing  the  feasibility  of  the  plan  when 
auitably  sustained.  We  have  also  a  juvenile  society  formed  two  yeara 
aince,  which,  under  the  auspices  of  some  estimable  ladies  of  our  parish 
has  eif^yed  unusual  prosperity.  The  plan  of  the  children  is,  to  deny 
themselves  articlea  of  food  or  luxuries,  the  value  of  which  is  presented 
to  them  by  their  parents.  Thus  one  child  dispenses  with  sugar,  another 
with  butter,  anotner  with  both.  The  sums  so  collected  are  deposited  in 
the  treasury  at  their  weekly  meeting,  where  the  girls  prepare  work  for 
sale,  while  they  listen  to  missbnanr  information  read  by  one  of  their 
members.  In  this  enterprise  the  children  have  manifested  a  deep  interest . 
A  child  four  years  old,  tor  example,  cannot  be  persuaded  to  partake  of  a 
lump  of  su^,  lest  she  should  thereby  be  deprived  of  the  superior  plea- 
sure of  givmg  to  missions. 

I  ought  not  to  omit  noticing  a  circumstance,  in  which  we  have  been 
"highly  favored  oi  the  Lord.'  One  of  our  small  number  has  been  called 
to  go  forth  as  the  wife  of  a  missionary,  (she  herself  being  an  appointed 
missionary^  to  assist  in  spreading  the  knowledge  of  the  I^rd  amon^  the 
benishted  Ethiopians.  The  christian  public  could  scarcely  have  found 
a  laay  better  qualified  than  Mrs.  P&yne,  by  endowments  of  heart  and 
mind,  to  undertake  so  responsible  an  office.  May  the  Lord  of  the  harvest 
who  hath  raised  up,  qualified  and  sent  forth  this  new  laborer,  accompany 
her  efibrts  "with  the  Holy  Ghost  and  with  power."

RECOMMENDATION  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  BISHOPS. 

Rvfcmd  to  tn  p.  17  of  llilii  Jonmidp 


{Eitracl  from  lit  Journal  of  the  Gaural  Convention,  May  21,  I8U.) 

The  following  recommendation  was  proposed  and  adopted ; 

"The  bouse  of  Bishops  propose  to  the  house  of  Clerical  and 

Lay  Deputies,  the  following  lecommendation  to  be  considered 

ofby  the  house,  and  ifagreeable,  to  be  returned  to  this  house  and 

entered  on  their  Journal. 

"Whereas,  a  diversity  of  custom  has  of  late  years  prevailed  in 
the  posture  of  ministers  and  the  people,  during  the  act  of  sing- 
ing tlie  psalms  and  hjrans  in  melre  ;  the  former  practice  of  sil- 
ting during  this  part  of  the  service  gradually  giving  way  to  the 
more  comely  posture  of  standing  ;  it  is  hereby  recommended  by 
this  Convention  that  it  be  considered  as  the  duty  of  the  minis- 
ters of  this  church,  to  encourage  the  use  of  the  latter  posture, 
and  to  induce  the  members  of  their  congregations  as  circum- 
stances may  permit,  to  do  the  same  :  allowance  to  be  made  for 
cases,  in  which  it  may  be  considered  inconvenient  by  age  or  by 
infirmity.  Practice  under  this  recommendation  is  to  begin  from 
the  time  when  suitable  information  shall  have  been  given  by 
the  clergy  to  their  respective  flocks.  And,  it  shall  be  the  du^ 
of  every  minister  to  give  notice  of  this  recommendation  to  his 
congregation  at  such  time  as  in  his  discretion  may  be  most  pro- 
per. This  recommendation  was  taken  by  the  secretary  to  the 
house  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies." 

May  23rrf,  1814. 
"The  house  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  returned  the  re- 
commendation concerning  posture  dunng  the  singing  of  the 
metre  psalms,  with  their  concurrence." 

(£i(rarf  from  Iht  Joamal  of  (Ae  Geittrat  Qimentiim  of  1832.) 

"The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  having  at  the 

last  Convention,  requested  the  House  of  Bishops  to  express 

their  opinion  as  to  the  proper  postures  to  be  used  in  the  Com- 
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manion  office,  with  a  yiew  of  effecting  uniformity  in  that  res- 
pect, during  its  celebration,  and  the  request  haviqg  been  then 
ordered  to  he  on  the  table  for  future  consideration,  the  House 
of  Bishops  now  communicated  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  Deputies  the  opinion  thus  requested  of  them,  as  follows: 

First,  with  regard  to  the  officiating  piiest,  they  are  of  opin- 
ion that  as  the  Holy  Communion  is  of  a  spiritually  sacrificial 
character,  the  standing  posture  should  be  observed  by  him, 
wherever  that  of  kneefing  is  not  expressly  prescribed,  to  wit ; 
in  all  parts^  including  the  ante-communion  and  post  commu- 
nion, except  the  confession,  and  the  prayer  immediately  prece- 
ding the  prayer  of  consecration. 

Secondly,  with  regard  to  the  people,  the  Bishops  are  of  the 
opinion  that  they  should  observe  the  kneeling  posture  during 
all  the  prayers  and  other  acts  of  devotion,  except  the  Gloria  in 
excelsis,  when  standing  is  required  by  the  rubric,  and  except, 
also,  during  the  allowed  portion  of  the  Hymns  in  metre,  when 
the  analogy  of  our  services  require  the  same  posture.  The 
same  analogy,  as  well  as  fitness  of  posture  for  the  succeeding 
private  devotions,  which  are  required  alike  by  propriety  and 
godly  custom,  supposes  kneeling  as  the  posture  in  which  to  re- 
ceive the  final  blessing. 

Analogy,  also,  and  the  expression  at  the  close  of  the  shorter 
exhortation  inmiediately  preceding  the  confession,  as  well  as  the 
rubric  before  the  confession,  which  suppose  the  posture  of 
kneeling  to  be  there  assumed,  indicate  that  that  exhortation, 
and  the  longer  one  inmiediately  preceding,  should  be  heard  by 
the  people  standing. 

The  postures,  therefore,  proper  to  be  observed  by  the  people, 
during  the  Communion  office,  the  Bishops  believe  to  be  as 
follows : — 

Kneeling  during  the  whole  of  the  ante-communion,  Except 
the  epistle,  which  is  to  be  heard  in  the  usual  posture  for  hear- 
ing the  Scriptures,  and  the  gospel,  which  is  ordered  to  be  heard 
standing. 

The  sentences  of  the  offertory  to  be  heard  sittings  as  the 
most  favorable  posture  for  handing  alms,  &c.,  to  the  person 
coUecting. 

Kneeling  to  be  observed  during  the  prayei  for  the  Church 
militant. 

Standing  during  the  exhortations. 

Kneeling  to  be  then  resumed,  and  continued  until  after  the 
prayer  of  consecration. 

Standing  at  the  singing  of  the  hymn* 
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Kneeling,  nrhen  receiving  the  elements,  and  duiing  the  post 
commuiiion,  or  that  part  of  the  service  which  succeeds  the  de- 
livering and  receiving  of  the  elements,  except  the  Gloria  m 
excelsis,  wnich  is  to  be  said  or  sung  itaiidiag.  After  which 
Uie  congregation  should  again  knetl  to  receive  the  blessing. 

The  Flouse  of  Bishops  are  gratified  at  the  opportunity  afford- 
ed them  by  the  above  noticed  request  of  the  House  of  Clerical 
and  Lay  Deputies,  of  contributing  to  what  they  hope  will  be 
perfect  uniibrmily  in  all  our  churches  in  the  matter  now  before 
them."

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PROCEEDINGS   OF   THE    CONVENTION. 


CENTBSyiLLSy  QuEEN  Ann's  CoUMTTy 

Wednesday^  May  3fkh^  1838. 

This  being  the  day  appointed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  of  Maryland,  for  the  meeting  of  Ae 
Annual  Convention  of  the  same,  a  number  of  the  clergy  and 
laity  assembled  at  11  o'clock,  A.  M.,  in  St  Paul's  Church,  in 
this  town,  it  being  appointed  by  the  last  annual  convention  as 
the  place  of  meeting. 

The  morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  George  McElhiney. 

The  ante-communion  service  was  read  bv  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wvatt 

The  convention  sermon  was  preached  oy  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hen- 
shaw. 

The  Lord's  supper  was  administered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wyatt 
and  ^e  Rev.  Dr.  Johns. 

The  convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Secretary,  upon  - 
whom  this  duty  devolved,  the  Chair  being  left  vacant  by  the 
decease  of  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Stone. 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1st.  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  wiHi 
prayer. 

2d.  This  convention  shall  sit  for  the  despatch  of  businesSj^ 
from  9  o'clock,  A.  M.  until  3  o'clock,  P.  M. 

3d.  Every  member  shall  take  his  seat  when  the  President  takes 
the  chair,  and  remain  uncovered  until  the  convention  adjourn. 

4th.  At  the  opening  of  each  session  of  the  convention,  as  soon 
as  the  President  takes  the  chair,  the  names  of  the  cler^,  who 
were  entitled  to  seats  at  the  preceding  convention,  shall  be  call^ 
ed  over  by  the  Secretary  of  the  last  convention ;  or,  in  case  of 
his  absence,  by  a  Secretaiy  pro  tern,  to  be  appointed  by  thft 
Pvesident    Tlie  Laj  dd^[ates  diaU  Uy  lihcas  c«^^ttfi^ 
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pointment  on  the  table  of  the  Secretary,  and  subscribe  the  de- 
claration required  by  the  constitution.  If  a  constitutional  quo- 
rum be  found  present,  the  President  shall  thereupon  declare  the 
fieu^t,  and  announce  that  the  convention  is  organized,  and  ready 
for  business.  A  Secretary  shall  be  elected.  The  following 
committees  shall  then  be  appointed  by  the  chair : — One  of  elec- 
tions, to  consist  of  three,  (to  whom  the  testimoniils  of  the  lay 
delegates  shall  be  referred ;)  one  on  accounts,  to  consist  of  three ; 
and  one  on  the  rights  of  clergymen  to  seats  in  this  convention, 
to  consist  of  three  clergymen. 

6th.  If  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  not  be  present  at  any 
meeting  of  the  convention,  at  the  opening  of  the  sime,  the  names 
of  the  clergy  who  were  entitled  to  seats  at  the  preceding  con- 
vention, shall  be  called  over  by  the  secretary  of  ths  last  conven- 
tion; or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  by  the  firat  namsd  member  of 
the  standing  committee  who  may  be  present. 

The  lav  delegates  shall  lay  their  certificates  of  appointment 
on  the  taole,  and  subscribe  the  declaration  required  by  the  con- 
stitution. If  a  constitutional  quorum  be  present,  a  Pre>ident, 
pro  tempore,  shall  be  elected,  agreeably  to  the  seventh  article  of 
the  constitution.  A  Secretary  shall  be  elected ;  and  then  the 
chair  shall  appoint  the  several  committees  mentioned  in  the 
fourth  rule  of  order. 

6th.  The  standing  committee  for  the  preceding^  year  shall  be 
the  committee  on  the  state  of  the  church ;  and  sll  parochial  re- 
ports shall  be  referred  to  the  said  committee. 

7th.  Every  member  who  shall  deliver  his  opinion,  or  speak 
in  any  debate,  shaU  stand  up  in  his  place ;  and  wiUi  respect 
and  decency,  address  himself  to  the  President. 

8th.  If  two  or  more  members  shall  rise  to  speak  at  the  same 
time,  the  President  shall  declare  who  shall  speak  first 

9th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  any  debate 
except  with  leave  ;  nor  shall  any  member  be  interrupted  while 
he  is  speaking  in  order.  And  if  any  member  shall  rise  to  speak 
more  than  twice  on  the  same  question,  without  leave,  the  Presi- 
dent shall  call  him  to  order. 

10th.  Any  member  called  to  order  by  the  President,  or  by  a 
member,  shall  thereupon  take  his  seat. 

1 1th.  When  the  convention  is  sitting,  no  member  shall  speak 
to  another,  so  as  to  interrupt  any  member  who  may  be  speaking 
in  a  debate. 

12th.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  be  second- 
ed ;  and  if  desired  by  the  President,  reduced  to  writing,  and 
read  by  the  Secretary. 

13th.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  the  matter  of 
ibe  jDOtion  shall  receive  a  detetmYn&\\oTi  b^  \hft  c^ueation,  unless 
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postponed  by  a  motion  for  postponement,  or  by  the  previous 
question,  before  any  other  motion  shall  be  received. 

14th.  If  a  question  in  debate  contains  more  parts  than  one, 
any  member  may  have  the  same  divided  into  as  many  questions 
as  there  are  parts. 

16th.  AU  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Pren- 
dent  Upon  all  <juestions  of  order  there  shall  be  a  right  of  ap- 
peal from  the  decision  of  the  presiding  officer  to  the  convention. 

16th.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
convention,  unless  he  may  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

17th.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the 
Judgment  of  the  convention;  and  shall  not  be  a^ain  drawn  into 
debate  during;  the  same  session,  except  with  the  consent  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  convention. 

18th.  The  fofegoiu^  rules  of  order  shall  be  deemed  and  con- 
sidered the  rules  of  order  of  all  future  conventions,  until  altered 
or  rescinded ;  and  the  same  shall  be  published  in  the  journal  of 
^each  oonvention.

Application  for  the  admission  of  Severn  Church. 

We  the  undersigned,  in  behalf  of  ourselves,  and  of  such  othen 
as  may  hereafter  choose  to  associate  themselves  with  us,  inha- 
bitants of  Anne  Arundel  county,  do  agree  to  form  a  separate 
congregation  in  connexion  with  mt  Piotistaxit  E^iMiQe^cSbooifik 
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of  Maryland,  and  do  fix  upon  the  following  plan  fos  die  man- 
agement of  ibe  temporal  and  sjHritual  concerns  of  said  oongie-^ 

gation : 

1st.  On  Easter  Monday  in  each  year,  an  election  shall  be 
made  of  five  trustees,  memibers  of  said  congregation,  who  are  to 
act  in  behalf  of  said  congregation,  and  who  are  to  manage  the 
estate,  property,  interest  and  inheritance  of  the  same.

Anne  Arundel  county,  as  a  separate  congregation ;  and  was  re- 
ferred to  a  committee,  consisting  of  Thomas  S.  Alexander,  Esq. 
Samuel  I.  Donaldson,  Esq.  and  the  Hon.  Judge  Brice. 

The  committee  on  the  election  of  Lay  delegates,  made  their 
report,  stating  that  the  certificates  of  all  the  attending  members 
were  correct,  excepting  the  testimonial  of  the  delegate  firom  St. 
Matthew's  Church,  Prince  George's  county,  whose  certificate 
was  informal.  The  informality  being  satisfactorily  accounted  for 
Ae  convention  admitted  Dr.  Berry  to  his  seat.

"  a  missionary  under  Ibe  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority 
of  this  diocese,"  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  this  conven- 
tion, accordingly  took  his  seat  and  voted  for  the  election 
of  a  President, 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Rulkley  states,  that  he  has  been  the  resident 
minister  of  the  parish  of  Christ's  Church,  Calvert  county,  for 
nearly  eight  months, — that  after  repeated  efforts  on  his  part,  in 
the  way  of  correspondence  with  the  Bishop  of  Virginia,  to  pro- 
cure a  requisite  dimissory  letter,  the  Bishop  of  Virginia  trans- 
mitted it  to  Bishop  Stone  on  the  12th  of  December  last.  This 
delay,  the  committee  are  persuaded,  was  not  owing  to  any  ne- 
^ect  or  fault  of  Mr.  Bulkley,  and  he,  supposing  no  objection 
would  be  made,  accordingly  took  his  seat  and  voted  for  a  Pre- 
sident.

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Resohedj  That  the  ftev.  Mr.  Hanson,  not  being  a  settled 
minister  of  some  parish  or  separate  congregation,  nor  a  presi- 
dent, professor,  tutor  or  instructor  in  some  college  or  seminary 
of  learning,  nor  a  missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesi- 
astical authority  of  this  diocese,  is  not  entitled  to  a  seat. 

This  resolution  was  passed. 

Report  of  the  Committee  to  graduate  the  ConverUion  JunJL 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  last  convention  to  graduate 
the  contributions  to  the  convention  fund,  upon  the  principle 
adopted  in  graduating  the  contributions  to  the  Bishop's  fund,  to 
ascertain  the  amount  of  debt  due  by  the  convention,  and  to  de- 
vise ways  and  means  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  beg  leave  to 
report, — that  the  average  annual  expenses  of  the  convention  are 
about  $600,  and  that  the  debt  now  due  is  about  $760.  In 
order  to  meet  these  demands,  the  committee  recommend,  that  the 
parishes  of  the  diocese  be  taxed  according  to  the  following  scale :

If  in  our  different  spheres  of  action  there  has  been 
much  to  employ  our  time,  and  call  forth  our  energies,  should  we 
not  gratefiiUy  adore  that  Being  who  has  rendered  the  perfbr- 
mance  of  the  work  so  delightnil,  and  at  the  same  time,  as  we 
may  humbly  trust,  beneficial  to  the  best  interest  of  our  fellow 
men  ?  Our  church  at  the  present  period,  appears  to  hare  awak- 
ened to  a  sense  of  her  responsibility,  and  calls  upon  her  children 
to  unite  in  strong,  judicious,  and  devout  efforts  to  repair  her 
waste  places,  to  occupy  stations  hitherto  unclaimed  and  to  make 
known  even  unto  the  ends  of  the  earth  the  salvation  of  our  God. 
'*The  time  to  favor  Zion,  yea,  the  set  time  is  come,  when  the 
church  is  expected  to  look  forth  as  the  morning,  fair  as  the  moon, 
clear  as  the  sun,  and  terrible  as  an  army  with  banners." 

Such  a  season  will  not  allow  us  to  gaze  unmoved  on  the  great 
efforts  Hiat  are  now  making  to  establish  the  church,  not  onh^  in 
the  destitute  regions  of  our  country,  but  in  heathen  lands  which 
the  gospel  of  Christ  has  never  reached.  No ;  we  have  each  of 
us  apart  to  perform  in  the  great  work  of  evangelizing  the  world; 
and  it  is  only  by  united  efiort  that  mountains  of  difficulties  are 
.removed,  and  the  way  made  plain  for  the  propagation  of  the 
everlasting  Gospel.  When  we  contrast  the  present  with  the  past, 
and  see  what  has  been  done,  and  is  now  doing  to  enlarge  the 
borders  of  our  Zion,  and  build  up  her  members  in  the  faith  of 
her  crucified  Lord,  we  should  not  be  discouraged  by  the  obsta- 
cles which  we  may  meet.  What  may  we  not  hope  for,  when 
the  great  body  of  the  church  shall  "come  up  to  the  help  of  the 
I^ord,  to  the  help  of  the  Lord  against  the  mighty."  Should  the 
work  continue  to  advance,  and  the  agents  and  instruments  for 
dairying  it  on  be  multiplied,  may  we  not  reasonably  hope  that 
the  Almighty  will  speedily  effect  his  gracious  purposes,  and  that 
many  who  are  now  sitting  in  darkness  and  the  shadow  of  death 
will  be  awakened  to  a  sense  of  their  wretchedness,  and  seek 
reiiige  under  the  cross  of  Christ.     These  considerations  should 
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render  us  willing  to  make  sac^ces,  and  increase  our  zeal  in  the 
cause  of  missions. 

Were  there  no  fields  beyond  our  own  borders  that  require 
missionary  aid,  we  see  at  home  barren  wastes,  where  many  are 
ignorant  of  the  Lord  who  bought  them,  and  are  daily  perishing 
in  their  sins  for  lack  of  knowledge.  Knowing  this  to  be  the 
case,  let  us  constantly  bear  in  mind,  that  they  are  our  brethren, 
redeemed  with  the  precious  blood  of  the  Son  of  Grod,  and  have 
a  claim  upon  our  sympathies  and  benevolent  exertions,  that  they 
may  be  released  from  the  bondage  of  sin  and  death  in  which 
they  are  now  held.  It  is  indeed  an  animating  thought  to  the 
believer  in  Jesus,  while  aiding  by  his  means  and  personal  efforts, 
the  spreading  of  the  gospel  of  the  Son  of  God,  that  such  labor 
cannot  be  in  vain  ;  that  the  day  is  approaching  when  all  the  na- 
tions of  the  earth  shall  bow  to  the  cross  of  Christ ;  when  it  shall 
no  longer  be  said — ^'Know  the  Lord :  for  they  shall  all  know  me 
from  the  least  of  them  unto  the  greatest  of  them  saith  the  Lord ! 

Our  distinguished  branch  of  the  church,  firom  her  peculiar  or- 
ganization, is  well  adapted  to  act  a  conspicuous  part  in  the  ac- 
complishment of  this  great  work.  She  should  not  wait  for  others 
to  lead  the  way,  but  should  press  forward  in  the  path  of  duty^ 
regardless  of  difficulties  and  trustbg  to  the  mighty  hand  of  Crod 
for  that  aid  and  support  so  graciously  promised  to  every  faithful 
effort.  Let  not  this  section  of  the  church  to  which  we  belong 
be  found  wanting  through  our  neglect.  Much  depends  upon 
our  individual  exertions,  whether  the  church  of  Maryland  will 
take  that  stand  among  her  sister  Dioceses  which  her  location, 
intelligence,  wealth  and  other  circumstances  entitle  her  to  oc- 
cupy. Should  we,  with  our  peculiar  advantages,  be  found  ne- 
glectful of  the  duties  which,  as  members  of  the  visible  church 
we  are  solemnly  bound  to  perform,  we  must  not  expect  to  share 
a  better  fate  than  theirs  whose  ^^candlesticks  were  removed  out 
of  their  place." 

I  must  repeat  the  remark,  that  our  domestic  Missionary  So- 
ciety, established  a  few  years  ago  with  great  unanimity  by  this 
convention,  does  not  receive  all  that  support  from  the  membera 
of  our  church  generally  which  its  importance,  and  the  wants  of 
the  Diocese  demand.  We  have  still  several  parishes  that  are 
fast  felling  into  decay,  and  unless  active  and  benevolent  exertions 
are  put  forth  in  their  behalf,  it  will  be  impossible  to  re-establish 
the  ministry  among  them.  The  delay  of  every  year  increases 
the  difficulty.  So  deeply  am  I  impressed  with  this  conviction, 
that  I  have  seldom  omitted  to  mention  in  my  reports  the  wants 
of  the  Diocese,  hoping  that  by  frequently  calling  your  attention 
to  the  subject,  something  would  finally  be  done  to  place  those 
parishes  in  a  different  situation.  My  peculiar  situation  ^^««  tooA 
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an  opportunity  of  ascertaining  wID^somc  degree  of  certaintythe 
wants  of  the  Diocese.  There  are  many  fertile  regions  within 
our  limits  where  the  church  is  not  known,  except  from  the  re- 
mains of  dilapidated  temples  now  yielding  to  the  ravages  of 
time.  Most  reluctantly  do  I  menlion  such  facts.  My  duty  to 
the  church  however  demands  the  statement,  while  my  spirit  is 
saddened  at  the  recital  of  them.  Knowing  your  attachment  to 
truth  and  order,  I  will  not  indulge  the  desponding  thought  that 
these  appeals  will  always  be  unavailing ;  but,  that  an  animating^ 
response  will  soon  be  made  by  those  whose  charity  we  now  re- 
spectfully solicit. 

I  now  proceed  under  the  direction  of  the  seventh  canoa  of 
the  General  Convention  of  1835  to  give  you  a  detail  of  the  sev- 
eral Episcopal  duties  which  I  have  performed  during  the  past 
year,  and  such  other  information  as  I  may  possess,  that  is  cal- 
culated to  interest  the  church,  "and  throw  light  upon  the  aSairs 
of  the  Diocese." 

On  Thursday,  June  the  29th,  I  preached  in  the  parish  church 
St.  Margaret's,  Westminster,  Anne  Arundel  county. 

On  Friday,  the  30lh,  I  preached  in  the  chapel  belonging  to  the 
same  parif^h. 

On  Sunday,  July  the  2d,  I  preached  in  St.  Ann's  church,  An- 
napolis, and  confirmed  ten  persons,  and  again  I  preached  in  the 
afternoon  in  the  same  church. 

On  Monday,  the  3d,  I  preached  in  All  Hallows  parish,  Anne    - 
Arundel  coun^,  and  confirmed  two  persona. 

On  Tuesday,  the  4th,  I  preached  m  St.  James'  church,  West 
River,  and  confirmed  four  persons. 

On  Wednesday,  the  5th,  I  preached  in  All  Saints  parish,  Cal- 
vert county,  and  confirmed  eleven  persons. 

On  Thursday,  the  6th,  I  preached  in  Christ  church  parish, 
Calvert  county,  and  confirmed  six  persons. 

On  Friday,  the  7th,  I  preached  in  the  chapel  belonging  to  tiie 
same  parish.

Mary's  county,  and  confirmed  six  white  and  six  ctdoured  per- 
sons. 

On  Wednesday,  the  12th,  I  preached  in  All  Saints  church, 
King  &  Queen  parish,  and  confirmed  seventeen  white  and  thir- 
teen colored  persons. 

On  Thursday,  the  13th,  I  preached  in  the  Chapel,  in  the 
same  parish. 
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On  Friday,  the  14th,  I  preached  in  All  Faith  parish,  St 
Mary's  county,  and  confirmed  twenty-two  white  and  five  colour- 
ed persons. 

On  Saturday,  the  15th,  I  preached  in  Old  Field's  church, 
Trinity  parish,  Charles  county,  admitted  the  Rector,  the  Rev'd. 
James  D.  Nicholson,  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Priest,  and  confirmed 
thirteen  white  and  one  coloured  person. 

On  Sunday,  the  16th,  I  preached  in  the  parish  church,  near 
New  Port,  and  confirmed  nine  white  and  six  coloured  persons* 

On  Monday,  the  17th,  I  preached  in  William  &  Mary  parish, 
Charles  county,  and  confirmed  seven  persons. 

On  Wednesday,  the  19th,  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  chapel. 
Port  Tobacco  parish,  and  confirmed  six  persons.

On  Friday,  the  21st,  I  preached  in  St.  James'  chapel,  Durham 
parish,  and  confirmed  five  persons.

On  Sundav,  the  23d,  I  preached  in  a  small  chapel,  belonging 
to  St.  John's  parish,  Prince  George's  county,  and  confimira 
twelve  white  and  one  coloured  person.  And  in  the  afternoon  of 
the  same  day,  I  preached  in  Christ  church,  the  same  parish,  and 
confirmed  two  white  and  three  colored  persons. 

On  Monday,  the  24th,  I  consecrated  a  chapel,  by  the  name  of 
St.  Barnabas,  belonging  to  Broad  Creek  church.  Prince  George's 
county,  and  preached  m  the  said  chapel  both  morning  and  af- 
ternoon. 

On  Tuesday,  the  25th,  I  preached  in  Broad  Creek  church,  and 
confirmed  nine  persons. 

On  Wednesday,  the  26th,  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  parish. 
Prince  George's  county,  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

On  Thursday,  the  27th,  I  preached  in  the  chapel  belonging  to 
the  same  parish,  and  confirmed  three  persons. 

On  Friday,  the  28th,  I  preached  in  Trinity  church,  Upper 
Marlborough,  and  confirmed  one  white  and  one  coloured  person. 

On  Satimiay,  the  29th,  I  preached  in  the  chapel  belonging  to 
Queen  Ann  parish.  Prince  George's  county,  and  confirmed  six 
white  and  two  coloured  persons. 

On  Sunday,  the  30th,  I  preached  in  the  parish  church,  same 
parish,  and  confiurmed  three  persons. 

On  Monday,  the  31st,  the  Rev.  Mr.  McElhiney  preached 

in  St.  Ann's  church,  Annapolis.     I  admitted  to  the  order  of 

Deacons,  Mr.  Samuel  C.  Kerr  and  Mr.  Orlando  Hutton.     And 

at  night  Mr.  Kerr  preached,  and  I  confirmed  three  persons. 
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On  Saturday,  October  ihe  7lh,  I  preached  in  St.  Bartholo- 
mew's parish,  Montgomerj'  county,  and  confinned  one  person. 

On  Sunday,  the  8tli,  I  preached  in  Rockvilie,  Montgomery 
county,  and  confirmed  foui  persons. 

On  Tuesday,  the  10th,  I  preached  in  St.  Peter's  parish,  Mont- 
gomery county,  and  confirmed  eleven  persons. 

On  Wednesday,  the  11th,  I  preached  in  Zion  church,  Fred- 
erick county,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

On  Thursday,  the  12th,  I  preached  in  St.  Mark's  parish, 
Maryland  Tract,  Frederick  county,  and  confirmed  eight  persons. 
And  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  at  Pleasant  Valley,  and 
confirmed  eight  persons.

And  at  night  I  preached 
again  in  the  same  church,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

On  Sunday,  the  22d,  I  preached  in  Frederick  city,  and  con- 
firmed three  persons,  and  again  I  preached  at  night  in  same 
church. 

On  Monday,  the  24th,  I  preached  in  St.  John's  church,  Anne 
Arundel  county,  and  confirmed  seven  persons.  On  the  same 
occasion,  I  admitted  Ira  A.  £aster  to  the  order  of  deacon. 

On  Tuesday,  the  25lh,  I  preached  in  Christ  church,  Anne 
Arundel  county,  and  confirmed  six  persons.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Piggot,  in  addition  to  his  present  charge,  has  ac- 
cepted the  Rectorship  of  Shrewsbury  parish,  Kent  county.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Hoyt,  has  become  the  Rector  of  All  Hallows  and  Wor- 
cester parishes,  Worcester  county.  The  Rev'd.  Mr.  Crosd^e, 
has  become  the  Rector  of  Somerset  and  Coventry  paiiehes,  Som- 
erset county.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Waters,  has  become  Rector  of 
Spring  Hill  and  Stepney  parishes,  Somerset  county.  The  Rev. 
Mr.  Bulkley,  firom  the  diocese  of  Virginia,  has  become  Rector 
of  Christ  Church  parish,  Calvert  county.  The  Rev'd.  Joshua 
Peterkin  from  the  diocese  of  Virginia,  has  become  Rector  of  St. 
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Andrew's  parish,  Baltimore.  The  Rev.  Henry  Mason,  from  the 
diocese  of  New  Jersey,  has  become  Rector  of  St  Peter's  parish, 
Talbot  county*  The  Rev.  Mr.  Kerr,  has  become  Rector  of  St 
Paul's  parish,  Prince  George's  country.  The  Rev.  Upton  Beall, 
from  the  diocese  of  Virginia,  and  the  Rev.  Willie  Peck,  from 
the  diocese  of  Delaware,  have  been  received  into  this  diocese 
and  reside  in  Baltimore.  The  Rev'd.  Orlando  Hutton,  has  be* 
come  assistant  minister  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Baltimore*  The 
Rev.  William  Bryant,  from  the  diocese  of  Virginia,  has  become 
assistant  minister  in  Christ  Church,  Baltimore.  The  Rev.  Ira 
A.  Easter,  is  residing  in  Baltimore.  . 

Clergy  and  candidates  for  orders. 

The  number  of  clergy  in  the  diocese  of  Maryland,  is  seventy 
two.  The  number  of  candidates  for  holy  orders,  is  ten.  They 
are  as  follows ;  James  A.  Buck,  received  May  the  30th,  1833, 
James  C.  Wheat,  November  22d,  1833,  James  Abercrombie,  May 
the  29th  1834;  Thomas  James  Wyatt,  May  26th,  1836;  Jeremiah 
M.  Rhodes,  Mav  tiie  26di,  1836 ;  Enoch  Bayly,  July  21st,  1826 ; 
Joseph  Trapnell,  January  the  18th,  1837;  Lavington  W.  Cramp- 
ton,  July  the  20th,  1837 ;  William  H.  Trapnell,  October  6th, 
1837;  Martin  L.  Rogers,  October  5th,  1837;  John  Martin 
transferred  from  the  diocese  of  New  York,  January  19th,  1838. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  in  the  conclusion  of  this  report,  to  state 
to  the  convention,  that  at  no  period  within  my  recollection 
have  the  parishes  been  better  supplied  with  ministers  than  at 
the  present  We  have  had  durmg  the  past  year,  an  acces- 
sion to  the  ministry  of  young  men,  who  are  disposed  to  labor  in 
die  Diocese  where  they  received  their  commission  to  preach  the 
gospel.  But  although  nearly  all  our  parishes  are  partially  sup- 
plied with  the  administration  of  the  word  and  ordinances ;  we 
must  not  conclude  from  this  circumstance  that  we  have  no  need 
of  a  further  supply  of  clergymen.  Aee  and  infirmities  disquali- 
fy some  for  much  usefulness.  And  Jet  it  be  remembered  that 
ten  or  twelve  of  our  parishes  have  associated  themselves  with 
others  in  their  vicinity,  and  instead  of  each  parish  employing  its 
own  minister  as  they  should  do,  they  have  now  in  their  service 
only  one  half  of  the  number  that  is  requisite  for  uninterrupted 
worship.  The  consequence  is  that  the  chapels  in  some  instan- 
ces are  thrown  off,  and  the  parish  church  is  made  the  central 
point  for  the  congregation,  while  many  from  their  distant  loca- 
tion and  want  of  convejrances,  are  thus  entirely  debarred  from 
the  exalted  privileges  of  the  sanctuary.  Can  it  be  that  the  love 
of  money,  and  the  desire  of  accumulating  earthly  treasures  have 
so  entirely  taken  possession  of  the  hearts  of  men,  that  they  feel 
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little  disposition  to  support  the  institutions  of  religion  at  the  ex- 
pense  of  their  wealth?  Heaven  forbid!  But  most  of  the  par- 
ishes to  which  I  have  alluded  have  the  ability  to  support  a  rec- 
tor, did  they  feel  that  interest  for  their  soul's  salvation,  which 
they  manifest  in  providing  for  the  wants  of  their  bodies.  While 
the  promotion  of  vital  Christianity  is  made  a  secondary  consider- 
ation, we  cannot  expect  to  see  the  church  progress ;  with  what 
rapidity  would  she  so  onward,  were  her  members  fiedthful  and 
diligent  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  !  how  many  valuable 
positions  are  there  yet  within  the  diocese,  of  Maryland,  where 
new  parishes  ought  to  be  organized  and  churches  built.  Oppo- 
sed by  sectarian  prejudices  on  every  side,  unless  the  impulse  is 
first  given  by  our  more  favoured  brethren,  we  shall  hope  in  vain 
at  least  for  a  considerable  time  to  see  a  more  favourable  state  of 
things.  Particular  districts  that  are  entirely  cut  o£f  from  the 
regmar  means  of  grace  are  known  to  the  most  of  you  from  per- 
•onal  observation  or  report.  Oh !  that  the  members  of  our  differ- 
ent congregations  were  more  engaged  in  prayer  for  divine  iUu- 
mination  !  we  should  soon  find  that  in  proportion  to  their  zeal 
ibr  the  cause  of  Christ,  correspondent  efforts  would  be  made  to 
enlighten  the  minds  of  those  who  are  now  sitting  in  darkness 
and  in  the  shadow  of  death.  Impressed  with  this  truth,  let 
every  minister  feeling  the  love  of  souls  glowing  in  his  bosom, 
continually  urge  upon  his  hearers  to  have  their  hearts  zealously 
affected  in  a  good  cause.  Soon  then  shall  we  cease  to  complain 
of  unfaithfulness  on  the  part  of  others,  but  rather  rejoice  in  an 
increase  of  grace,  of  knowledge  and  of  holiness  among  all.  See- 
ing what  has  been  done  within  our  own  limits  during  the  last 
twenty  years,  let  us  not  be  discouraged  should  a  cloud  occasion- 
ally intercept  our  view,  but  encouraged  by  the  past,  let  us  in- 
crease our  efforts  for  the  future,  until  all  who  are  our  brethren 
may  have  free  access  to  the  house  of  God,  and  worship  the  Lord 
in  the  beauty  of  holiness. 

In  conclusion  I  will  call  your  attention  to  the  proposed 
changes  in  the  constitution  and  liturgy  of  the  church,  ttiey  were 
spread  upon  the  journal  for  your  inspection  two  years  ago.  It 
is  necessary  for  you  to  act  upon  them  at  the  present  convention, 
as  the  general  convention  will  meet  the  first  Wednesday  in  Sep- 
tember next. 

This  report  has  been  extended  to  a  greater  length  than  at  first 
contemplated,  and  I  will  conclude  with  commendmg  you  to  God 
and  the  word  of  his  grace y  which  is  able  to  build  you  upj  and  give 
you  an  inheritance  among  all  them  that  are  sanctified.

On  motion.  Resolved j  That  the  sermons  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Pinkney  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Owen  ,  (in  behalf  of  the  Prayer 
Book  and  Homily  Society,  and  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and 
orphans  of  deceased  clergymen,)  be  postponed  for  the  present, 
and  be  hereafter  delivered  by  them  in  Baltimore,  at  such  times 
as  they,  on  conferring  with  the  clergy  of  that  city,  may  agree  on, 
and  tfafat  public  notice  be  given  accordingly. 
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On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hawley,  it  was  Resolved^  That 
the  convention  now  go  into  the  election  of  Bishop  for  this  dio- 
cese. The  President  called  the  Rev.  Dr.  Henshaw  to  occupy 
the  chair. 

On  motion,  it  was  Resolved^  That  the  laudable  example  which 
obtained  on  a  former  occasion,  be  now  adopted,  and  that  five 
minutes  be  allowed  for  silent  prayer,  previous  to  going  into  the 
election.  After  this  time  had  elapsed,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Chesley  no- 
minated the  Rev.  Dr.  Johns ;  the  Rev.  Mr.  McElhiney  nomi-» 
nated  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wyatt. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Wyatt  then  addresssed  the  convention  in  be- 
half of  himself  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Johns,  as  follows : — 

Bretheren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity. — It  is  with  no  ordinary 
emotions  that  the  two  individuals  who  have  been  just  honored 
by  the  nomination  of  them  made  upon  the  floor  of  this  house,  to 
the  high  and  sacred  office  of  bishop,  approach  you  at  this  time. 
Understanding,  as  we  are  taught,  that  Uiis  measure  of  yours  had 
not  been  the  result  of  momentary  excitement,  nor  of  mere  person- 
al attachment,  but  that  it  is  the  expression  of  the  kind  regard 
for  the  manner  in  which,  according  to  the  ability  given  to  us, 
we  have  endeavored  to  fulfil  our  parochial  duties,  and  those  offices 
in  the  diocese  which  successive  conventions  bad  imposed,  we 
thank  God,  the  fountain  of  every  good  and  perfect  gift,  for  his 
grace,  without  which  nothing  is  strong,  nothing  is  holy,  and  we 
beg  you  to  accept  the  assurance  of  our  respectful  and  gratefiil 
sensibility. 

But  brethren,  even  this  obliging  consideration  of  yours  is  not 
without  the  alloy  which  attends  every  thing  human  ;  that  differ- 
ence of  opinion  and  principle  which  may  be  honestly  maintained, 
is  found  m  our  communion  ;  and  there  exists  among  us  a  divis- 
ion of  the  body.  And  we  should  forfeit  our  claim  to  the  confi- 
dence placed  in  us,  if  we  were  capable  of  forgetting  the  anxie- 
ties, discussions  and  apprehension,  at  the  expense  of  which  you 
have  arrived  at  this  crisis.  Instead  of  looking  on  heartlessly  at 
the  conflicts  which  may  continue  to  aj?itate  this  body  and  the 
diocese,  it  is  the  best  return  we  can  oner,  and  the  best  use  we 
can  make  of  any  degree  of  influence  you  may  allow  us,  respect- 
fully to  request,  that  you  will  permit  us  to  assume  the  task  of 
mediation.  In  allowing  ourselves  to  be  thus  far  the  involuntary 
instruments,  or  causes  of  disunion,  we  have  yielded  to  that  re- 
gard for  the  judgment  and  wishes  of  our  friends,  to  which  all  in 
some  degree  are  bound  to  submit.  We  now  feel  that  it  is  our 
privilege  to  exercise  our  best  judgment :  and  after  a  perfectly  firee 
and  cordial  conference,  we  have  determined,  with  great  defer- 
ence to  your  right  to  dispose  of  our  services  in  the  churchy  to 
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unite  in  retiring  from  the  position  to  which  your  friendship  had 
conducted  us. 

Our  object,  however,  would  be  but  imperfectly  accomplished, 
if  we  should  leave  the  convention  still  open  to  the  discussions, 
and  perhaps  still  more  painful  excitements,  which  might  arise 
from  a  renewed  consideration  of  the  duty  before  you.  The 
church  should  not  be  left  imperfectly  organised  through  want  of 
a  chief  shepherd.  The  episcopal  chair,  from  which  there  should 
emanate  continually  admonition,  guidance,  and  authority,  should 
not  be  vacant.  And  we  trust  that  it  will  not  be  transcending 
the  privilege  which  your  late  act  has  afforded  us,  should  we  re- 
spectfully recommend  to  your  notice  for  the  episcopal  office,  an- 
other clergyman,  whose  qualifications  and  claims  fiair  surpass 
those  of  tne  individuals  hitherto  honored  by  your  choice. 
There  are  in  the  diocese  clerical  brethren,  whose  piety,  attain- 
ments, experience,  and  established  position,  amply  entide  them 
to  the  confidence  of  the  church.  But  (although  upon  this  parti- 
cular point  there  is  not  an  entire  agreement,)  the  bestjudgment  of 
one  of  us  coincides  with  that  of  many  others,  that  by  seeking  a 
candidate  for  the  vacant  office  among  the  eminent  and  excellent 
men  to  be  found  in  other  dioceses,  we  should  contribute  most 
effectually  to  allay  the  fervour  of  feeling  in  our  own  community, 
and  the  new  bishop  would  assume  his  duties,  untrammelled  by 
the  obligations,  and  recollections  of  past  events.  After  an 
humble  appeal,  therefore,  to  that  Great  Being  who  overrules  by 
his  providence  and  guides  by  his  Spirit,  the  minutest  circum- 
stances that  can  affect  the  welfare  of  his  creatures,  and  would  not 
we  trust,  be  absent  from  the  councils  of  his  churchy  at  a  crisis 
so  vitally  important  as  the  present,  we  unite  in  nominating  to 
you,  informally,  the  Rev.  Alonzo  Potter,  D.  D.  professor  of  Moral 
Philosophy  in  Union  college,  Schenectady.  Although  he  is  per- 
sonally not  very  intimately  known  to  us,  the  esteem  in  which  his 
pure  life,  sound  doctrine,  and  cultivated  intellect  are  held  by  the 
public,  seems  to  warrant  us  in  making  such  a  selection.  This 
we  well  know  is  neither  officially  aut^borised,  nor  binding  upon 
this  convention.  But  we  earnestly  trust  that  the  motives  and 
considerations  which  have  governed  us  will  be  affectionately  ap- 
preciated by  our  friends,  and  that  you  will  adopt  the  course  thus 
pointed  out. 

In  this  request  we  beg  to  be  distinctly  understood,  not 
to  make  on  our  own  part,  or  to  venture  to  recommend  to  you, 
a  sacrifice  of  principle.  Personal  feelings  we  may  merge  in 
higher  considerations,  and  views  of  expediency  may  be  modified 
bjr  circumstances  of  a  corresponding  kind.  But  the  great  prin- 
ciples which  the  Lord  of  the  household  has  established  for  the 
order  and  well  being  of  his  church,  are  not  submitted  to  our 
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discretion,  and  should  never  be  compromised  for  any  amount  of 
present  convenience.  If  we  found  ourselves  so  situated  that  we 
could  not  place  a  bishop  over  the  diocese  without  a  measure  in- 
volving light  regard  for  any  of  the  eternal  principles  of  truth, 
we  should  consider  the  dilemma  a  providential  one,  and  with 
prayer  and  patience  submit  to  it  until  Providence  was  pleased 
to  interpose  for  our  relief.  But  we  have  no  hesitation  in  ex- 
pressing our  trust,  that  the  person  now  named  to  you,  is  truly 
attached  to  the  doctrines,  worship,  and  government,  established 
in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  these  United  States ;  and 
that  he  will  be  conscientiously  governed  in  all  his  ministrations, 
by  the  Constitutions  and  canons  of  the  General  and  Diocesan 
conventions.  We  have  too  high  respect  for  this  excellent  bro- 
ther, for  a  moment  to  believe  that  he  would  accept  your  appoint- 
ment, should  you  proffer  it  to  him,  with  any  other  views  and  in- 
tentions. 

There  is  another  collateral  matter  not  entirely  witl^out  its  diffi- 
culties, I  allude  to  tl^e  arrangements  which  the  appointment 
would  demand  for  the  proper  maintenance  of  such  an  officer. 
Into  this  we  are  not  called  minutely  to  enter.  But  it  is  a  sub- 
ject of  agreeable  reflection,  that  there  are  situations  in  the  District 
of  Columbia  which  might  be  easily  and  advantageously  occupi- 
ed by  the  Bishop  of  this  diocese,  and  in  which  the  accession  of 
his  services  and  influence  to  that  of  the  valuable  brethren  alrea- 
dy there,  would  contribute  to  present  the  Episcopal  church  to 
the  view  of  foreigners,  as  well  as  of  our  own  country  at  large, 
honorably  and  beneficially. 

Brethren,  commending  you  to  God,  and  the  power  of  his  grace^ 
we  humbly  invoke  for  you,  for  the  church,  and  for  ourselves,  the 
guidance,  protection  and  blessing  of  our  great  Covenant  Head.

Report  of  the  Committee  of  Cor^erencCf  recommending  a  suitable 

person  for  Bishop. 

The  committee  of  conference,  appointed  by  the  convention^ 
to  nominate  a  suitable  person  as  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Epis-* 
copal  Church  of  Maryland,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have 
had  the  subject  under  their  most  serious  consideration,  and  re* 
speetfuUy  and  unanimously  recommend  to  the  convention,  the 
names  of  two  distinguished  gentlemen,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hawks,  and 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Eastbum,  from  whom  to  select. 

The  committee  believe,  that  the  election  of  either  of  these 

fentlemen,  will  insure  to  the  diocese  a  valuaUe  and  acceptable 
iocesan. 
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Bdng  tmable  themselves  to  decide  between  their  respective 
claims,  they  recommend  that  a  ballot  be  taken  without  debate  by 
the  clerical  order,  and  that  the  person  having  the  smallest  num- 
ber of  votes  be  dropped,  and  the  other  elected.     By  order,

In  the  last  report  of  this  parish,  the  Rector  communicated  to  the  conven- 
tion, that  he  had  laid  the  corner  stone  of  a  New  Chape],  40  by  65.  It  is 
with  peculiar  pleasure  that  he  is  now  able  to  say,  that  by  the  divine  bless- 
ing, tne  buildmg  has  been  completed,  and  will  be  consecrated  to  the  wor- 
ship of  Almighty  God,  as  soon  as  the  Episcopal  chair  is  filled,  recently 
vacated  by  the  demise  of  the  late  amiable  and  beloved  Bishop  Stone.  It  18 
a  plain,  neat  and  commodious  christian  edifice,  with  about  400  sitting  — 
The  cost  was  3000  dollars.  The  brick  church,  embraced  within  the  limits 
of  this  parish,  has  been  thoroughly  repaired  with  very  important  altera- 
tions, a  vestibule  has  been  added  to  tne  church,  and  the  ancient  and  un- 
comfortable spuare  pews,  which  we  find  in  all  the  old  churches,  have  been 
removed,  and  new  ones  of  modern  convenience  and  comfort  introduced. 
The  expense  of  alterations  were  about  twelve  hundred  dollars.  The  vestry 
have  just  contracted  to  have  a  substantial  enclosure  around  the  RectorT^ 
which  is  also  to  be  extended  to  the  chapel  ground.  These  are  some  of  the 
temporal  improvements  of  the  parish,  which  though  they  do  not  constitute 
an  infallible  criterion  of  spiritual  advancements,  yet,  as  far  as  they  (ro  tbofy 
are  certainly  most  encouraging  circumstances,  rendering  a  Ministers  con* 
dition  more  comfortable,  and  at  the  same  time  increasinjc  ^e  facilitiet,  br 
which  his  labours  may  be  more  blessed  to  his  people.  The  Rector  feels 
truly  humble  before  God^  that  he  has  not  been  moT«  »ucc«i!i&\i\Vii\8c«KKX- 
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iDg  the  solemn  and  awful  truths  of  the  gospel  before  his  hearers,  and  if  be 
knows  any  thing  of  his  own  heart,  it  is,  that  he  miffht  haye  a  great  increase 
of  holy  zeal  and  ministerial  fidelity,  and  that  all  who  hear  the  gospel  under 
him,  mi^ht  be  brought  to  the  enioynient  of  eternal  salvation.  For  the  few 
seals  which  have  been  added  to  his  Ministry,  he  would  offer  his  most  sin- 
^cere  and  grateful  thanks  to  the  great  head  of  the  church  who  has  graciously

The  above  report  shows  the  number  of  communicants  at  present  belong- 
ine  to  the  parish,  and  the  services  the  Rector  has  performed  since  April 
7tb,  1888,  when  he  entered  upon  his  duties.

The  principal  part  of  the  expenses 
of  the  building,  was  defrayed  by  Thomas  Berrj,  £sq.  (whose  liberalitv  in 
the  cause  of  religion  is  well  known  in  this  section  of  the  diocese,)L  aided  by 
the  proceeds  of  a  sale  of  useful  and  fiincy  articles,  very  kindly  furnished  by 
several  benevolent  ladies  of  the  parish.

The  Rector  of  Port  Tobacco  parish,  Charles  County,  would  acknowl- 
edge with  humble  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  that  he  is  now  closing  his 
sixteenth  year's  residence  in  this  parish,  with  fewer  incidents  ta  mar  his 
comfort,  than  he  could,  or  had  any  right  to  expect.  Congregations  still  large 
and  attentive,  responses  general,  and  every  knee  in  each  of  the  three 
churches  still  bending  before  the  Lord. 

The  number  of  individuals  in  general  attendance  at  the  churches,  may 
be  estimated  at  eight  hundred  ; — not  un frequently  a  thousand.  One  tenth 
of  the  whole  number,  communicants.  One  fi4lh  of  our  congregations, 
coloured  persons.  There  is  a  gradual  accession  of  communicants.  But 
deaths,  and  removals,  prevent  us  from  reporting  more  than  two  hundred. 

The  number  of  marriages  during  the  last  year,  few. 

The  number  of  deaths  much  le^  than  usual. 

Not  less  than  eight  hundred  children,  white  find  coloured,  have  been 
baptized  during  the  last  sixteen  years. 

Sabbath  School  instruction  not  neglected ;  but  subjected  to  variations. 

The  number  of  catechumens  numerous,  so  much  so,  that  our  dear  peo- 
ple, (whose  minds  ascend  above  little  things)  will  all  answer  the  Questions 
of  our  excellent  church  catechism,  if  desired,  which  is  occasionally  done. 
^  thousand  catechumens  of  all  ages.  O !  it  has  a  most  thrilling,  solemn, 
PwjJjjjr  efhct 
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Total  abstinence  firom  all  kinds  of  intoxicating  liquors,— one  of  heayen's 
best  suggestions  to  man,  steadily  kept  in  view,  and  unshrinkingly  promoted* 
May  we  ''never  want  a  man  to  stand  before  the  Lord !"

Within  the  last  two  years  the  dwelling  house  on  the  glebe  has  been 
ereatly  improved  by  alterations  and  repairs,  and  several  new  buildinn  have 
been  erected.  It  is  now  a  more  convenient  and  comfortable  abode  tor  the 
Rector  than  it  had  been  for  many  years.

▼ention,  transmits  his  report  of  19  baptisms,  mclusive  of  two  adults.  The 
numiber  of  communicants,  if  reportea  last  year,  would  haye  been  59 ;  of 
these,  one  has  died,  and  there  nave  been  nye  others  added.  The  mar- 
riages, including  one  among  the  colored  population,  haye  been  6,  and  the 
iunerals  4.  The  Sunday  school,  as  confinedT to  the  church  in  Easton,  may 
be  pronounced  in  a  good  condition ;  the  teachers  in  number  12,  and  tlie 
scholars  on  the  roll  Sd,  of  whom  the  general  attendance  is  punctual. 

The  children  in  both  the  congregations  of  this  parish  haye  been  with 
tome  regularity  publicly  catechised,  the  rector  esteemine  the  institution  of 
Sunday  schools,  without  such  supenrision,  less  beneficiiu  than  pernicious. 

There  is  a  weekly  lecture  and  a  Bible  class,  to  a  portion  of  the  exercisef 
of  which  the  whole  parish  haye  been  made  a  party. 

The  charge  of  the  parish  was  formally  assumed  in  the  first  part  of  Oc- 
tober ;  and  as  far  as  a  knowledge  of  circumstances  will  enable  him  to  de- 
cide, its  pastor  must  rejoice  in  the  &yourable  prospects  presented. 

In  the  course  of  the  ensuing  year,  it  is  reasonable  to  anticipate  the  en- 
largement of  the  present^place  of  worship  in  Easton,  or  the  erection  of  a 
new  one.

Previous  to  my  acceptance  of  the  rectorship  of  this  Parish  in  May,  1837, 
the  church  in  Cumberland,  owing  to  various  untoward  circumstances,  was 
in  a  very  depressed  state.  Since  then,  by  the  blessing  of  our  divine  Mas- 
ter, there  has  been  a  manifest  and  heart-cheering  improvement  The 
church,  in  her  distinctive  principles,  has  become  ^tter  known,  and  her 
excellencies  more  fitly  appreciated  by  the  public  in  general,  and  especially 
by  those  who  profess  and  call  themselves  members  of  our  communion. 
Chvin^  to  the  great  advance  in  the  value  of  town  property,  the  increase  of 
inhabitants,  and  the  consequent  rise  in  house  rent,  our  vestry  determined, 
about  nine  months  since,  to  build  a  parsonage;  they  have  acconiplished 
their  purpose,  and  we  are  now  comfortably  situated  in  a  well  nnished 
house,  located  within  Old  Fort  Cumberland,  where,  in  the  olden  time,  our 
beloved  Washington  pitched  his  tent.  May  the  associations  thence  re- 
fulting,  stimulate  us  to  diligence  and  zeal  in  the  discharge  of  every  duty. 

We  have  also  made  some  advances  towards  finishing  our  church,  and 
that  every  thing  conducive  to  the  establishment,  increase  and  wel&re  of 
,our  communion,  is  not  done,  is  by  no  means  owing  to  want  of  a  willing 
mind :  in  proof  of  which,  we  adduce  the  fact  that  about  sixteen  fiimilie8,by 
no  means  wealthy,  have,  within  the  past  year — a  year  of  great  embarrass- 
inent  in  the  pecuniary  afiairs  of  our  country, — raised  and  appropriated 
oomethine  more  than  twelve  hundred  dollars  for  religious  purposes.  In 
all  our  labours,  we  have  been  cheered  and  supported  by  the  kina  and  stea- 
dv  co-operation  of  the  ''  faithful  few,"  to  whom  we  minister  in  holy  things. 
To  the  ladies  of  the  congregation  we  are  much  indebted.  Tney  have 
formed  a  Sewing  Society,  the  members  of  which  have  successfuUly  plied 
the  needle  in  behalf  of  the  church.  With  grateful  hearts  we  say  "  hitherto 
hath  the  Lord  helped  us."  We  thank  him  for  the  past,  and  take  courage 
for  the  future.

St.  James*  First  African  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  Baltimore. 

The  present  Rector  has  had  charge  of  this  congregation  for  about  ten 
months,  during  which  time  he  has  had  much  to  encourage  him— and  has 
been  strengthened  in  his  convictions  that  the  class  of  popufition  of  which  it 
is  composed  has  ^e  highest  claims  upon  his  sympathies,  and  affords  a  field 
for  exertion  than  which  there  can  be  none  more  important.  He  found  the 
church  in  a  very  feeble  state — partly  from  the  deprivation  of  regular  ser- 
vices for  some  months  after  the  deatn  of  the  former  pastor,  the  Rev'd.  Mr. 
Levington,  but  more  especially,  because  *'no  man  cared  for  the  souls"  of 
its  members. 

Through  much  effort,  and  the  assistance  of  the  Rectors  of  St  Peter's  and 
Christ's  Church  of  this  city,  he  has  succeeded  in  paying  cS  more  than  920Q 
of  the  debts  under  which  the  congregation  has  kme  t^en  languishing,  and 
he  trusts  that  by  the  divine  blessing,  should  he  be  privileged  to  make 
another  report,  he  will  be  enabled  to  state  that  the  remain^r,  of  about 
8360,  has  been  entirely  liquidated.  The  Rector  could  say  much  in  refor- 
ence  to  this  subject,  but  fears  that  he  might  not  speak  or  write  with  suffi- 
cient composure — yet  he  may  surely  express  his  surprise  and  renet,  that 
this  congregation  has  been  so  long  allowed  to  struggle,  unaided,  for  exist- 
ence, when  if  properly  sustained  by  the  Episcopalians  of  the  diocese,  its 
good  influence  might  extend  toone-fimrth  of  the  entire  population  of  this, 
great  city.

Baltimore,  Thursdayj  August  2,  1838* 

This  being  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of 
the  Special  Convention,  called  by  the  President  of  the  Conven- 
tion, at  the  request  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  this  Diocese, 
a  large  number  of  the  Clergv  and  Lay-delegates  assembled  in 
St.  Paul's  Church,  at  11  o'clock,  A.  M.

It  was  on  motion,  Resolvedy  that  the  committee  on  the  rights 
of  clergymen  to  seats,  and  Uie  committee  on  elections  of  lay 
delegates,  appointed  at  the  late  convention,  be  continued.  A 
vacancy  in  the  last  named  committee  occasioned  by  the  absence 
of  Francis  S.  Key,  Esq.  was  filled  by  the  chair  appointing  the 
Hon.  John  G.  Chapman. 

The  President  of  the  Convention  addressed  the  House  as  fol- 
lows : 

Address  of  the  President. 

Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity, 

Preparatory  to  entering  upon  the  important  business  with  a 
view  to  which  we  are  now  convened,  it  may  be  proper  for  me  to 
state  very  briefly,  the  considerations  which  have  led  to  this  call 
of  the  convention.  The  committee  appointed  at  the  close  of  the 
meeting  at  Centreville,  to  communicate  to  the  Rev'd.  Dr.  East- 
bum  the  fact  of  his  election  as  Bishop  of  this  Diocess,  and  to 
urge  his  acceptance,  immediately  on  their  return  to  Baltimore 
addressed  to  him  a  letter  to  that  effect,  and  cherished  the  hope, 
that  from  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  case  and  the  earnest- 
ness with  which  they  felt  authorised  to  press  it,  they  would  soon 
be  privileged  to  announce  to  the  diocess  that  their  wishes  were 
acceded  to.  In  about  eight  days,  however,  from  the  date  of  their 
communication.  Dr.  Eastburn's  reply  was  received  ;  decidedly, 
but  very  respectfully,  declining  the  appointment. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  was,  on  conference  determined 
that  it  would  be  expedient  to  convene  the  Standing  Committee 
to  obtain  an  expression  of  their  views  as  to  the  cause  most  desi- 
rable to  be  pursued.  When  the  members  of  that  body  assembled, 
they  were  found  to  be  unanimous,  as  to  the  propriety  of  caUing 
a  special  meeting  of  the  convention  at  as  early  a  period  as  prac- 
ticable, that  in  the  event  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  arrange- 
ments might  be  made  for  his  consecration,  at  the  General  Con- 
vention to  be  held  in  Philadelphia  in  the  month  of  September 
next.  In  compliance  with  this  opinion  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, and  in  conformity  with  the  provision  of  the  constitution,  I 
immediately  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary,  to  be  forward- 
ed to  the  several  clergy  and  vestries  of  the  diocess,  the  circular^ 
in  virtue  of  which  we  are  now  convened.

The  convention  met  at  9  o'clock,  this  morning,  to  which  hour 
it  stood  adjourned. 

Prayers  were  read  by  the  Rev.  Lemuel  Wilmer. 

The  names  of  the  members  were  called  over,  and  the  minutes 
of  yesterday's  proceedings  read  and  approved. 

Mr.  Jacob  Nollner  presented  his  testimonials  as  lay  delegate 
from  St.  John's  parish,  Washin^n  City ;  his  certificate  was 
referred  to  the  committee  on  elections,  who  reported  it  to  be  cor- 
rect ;  the  report  was  approved  by  the  house,  and  after  signing 
the  declaration,  Mr.  Nollner  took  his  seat  as  a  member  of  the 
convention. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded,  that  the  house  now  divide  for 
the  purpose  of  going  into  an  election  for  Bishop  of  this  diocess. 
The  clergy  took  the  right  and  the  laity  the  left  of  the  chair ;  after 
a  few  moments  spent  in  silent  prayer,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wyatt  and 
the^ev.  Dr.  Henshaw  were  severally  nominated  and  balloted 
for  by  the  clergy  ;  the  result  of  this  10th  ballot  was  reported  by

At  half  past  eleven  o'clock,  it  was  moved  and  seconded  that 
the  house  do  now  adjourn  for  twenty  minutes  and  carried. 

After  the  recess,  the  Rev.  Mr.  McElhiney  moved  that  a  com- 
mittee of  conference  be  appointed,  to  consist  of  £E>ur  members 
of  each  order,  who  shall  confer  together  for  the  purpose  of  de- 
vising some  plan  by  which  the  object  may  be  attained  for  which 
the  convention  is  now  called  together,  and  to  present  to  the 
convention  a  suitable  candidate  for  the  office  of  bishop.  The 
above  motion  being  seconde4  an  amendment  was  offered,  that 
Ma  clergyman  out  of  Oie  d\oc«%%  %\aSI  \a  TkOQ£aa^»&.    This- 
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Bmendment  was  lost.  The  resolution  was  carried.  The  com- 
mittee appointed  were  the  Rev.  Levin  I.  GiIliS|  Rev.  James  A. 
McKenney,  Rev.  William  Hawley  and  Rev.  W.  F.  Chesley,  of 
the  clergy,  and  judge  Chambers,  judge  Magruder,  S.  I.  Don- 
aldson and  Fraiildin  Anderson,  Esqrs.  of  the  laity. 
Adjourned  until  one  o'clock. 

At  the  hour  appointed  the  convention  was  called  to  order. 
The  committee  of  conference  not  having  reported,  a  messenger 
was  sent  by  order  of  the  house  to  enquire  at  what  time  the  com- 
mittee would  be  ready  to  report.  The  answer  returned  was,  at 
2  o'clock. 

WiDiam  and  Mary  parish,  Charles  county,  by  their  lay  dele- 
gate, paid  the  sum  of  twenty-four  dollars  for  arrearages  due  to 
3ie  convention  fund  for  1835,  1836,  1837  and  1838,  and  forty 
dollars  due  to  the  Bishop's  fund  for  the  same  time ;  condition, 
that  the  last  mentioned  sum  be  paid  to  the  le^al  representatives 
of  the  late  Bishop  Stone.  The  treasurer  of  the  convention  was 
ordered  to  pay  the  said  sum  of  forty  dollars,  and  it  was  forthwith 
paid  to  the  executor  of  the  late  bishop. 

The  following  resolution  to  alter  the  5th  article  of  the  consti- 
tution was  oflFered  by  Jas.  Howard,  Esq.,  and  seconded : 

Resolvedy  that  it  be  made  known  to  the  several  vestries  that  it 
is  proposed  to  amend  the  fiflh  article  of  the  constitution  of  the 
church  in  this  diocess  by  striking  out  the  words  "two  thirds" 
wherever  the  same  occur  in  said  article  and  substituting  therefor 
the  words  "a  majority." 

This  resolution  was  laid  on  the  table. 

The  report  of  the  missionary  society  of  this  diocess  was  read 
and  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

The  committee  of  conference  made  their  report  as  follows : — 

The  committe  appointed  by  the  convention  as  a  committee  of 
conference  to  present  to  their  consideration,  some  proposition 
connected  with  the  truly  important  subject  which  has  called  the 
convention  together  at  this  time,  and  which  it  was  hoped  might 
be  acceptable  to  all : — respectfully  report  that  they  have  had  the 
subject  under  their  most  serious  consideration,  and  aAer  a  AiU, 
^ee,  and  friendly  interchange  of  views  and  feelings,  lament  to 
say,  that  they  find  it  utterly  impossible  to  unite  in  recommending 
the  name  of  any  individual  either  in  or  out  of  the  diocese  to 
fill  the  high  ancf  important  office  of  Bishop  of  Maryland.

In  accordance  with  the  last  resolution,  the  Convention  as  a 
committee  of  the  whole,  the  Rev.  Henry  H.  Bean  in  the  chair, 
went  into  a  joint  ballot,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  name 
of  some  clergyman  to  be  informally  recommended  to  the  clergy 
for  their  nommation  to  the  laity.

REPORT  OF  THE  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

fUjport  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Protei* 
tant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  diocess  of  Maryland  presented  to  the  special  Coq" 
vention*  August  8rd,  1838. 

The  board  of  Directors  having  ommitted  to  present  a  report  of 
their  proceedings  at  the  late  annual  meeting,  beg  leave  now  to 
submit  the  following  report  to  the  Convention.  s 

At  the  period  of  the  last  annual  report  of  the  board  of  direc" 
tors  presented  at  the  Convention  of  1837,  the  only  persons  re* 
ceiving  assistance  from  the  society  were  the  Rev.  Daniel  Higbee 
a  Missionary  labouring  in  the  counties  of  Dorchester  and  Caro* 
line  at  an  annual  salary  of  $500,  and  the  Rev.  Mn  Harris  rector  of 
Enmianuel  Parish,  Cumberland,  in  favor  of  which  parish  an  ap- 
propriation of  $200  had  been  made  to  assist  in  the  support  of  the 
rector.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Higbee  continued  his  labours  in  the  coun^ 
ty  of  Dorchester  until  the  1st  November.  The  appropriation 
in  favor  of  Emmanuel  parish  has  been  continued  for  another 
year — and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Harris  continues  to  perform  the  mission- 
ary duties  required  of  him  in  Alleghany  county.  On  application 
from  the  vestry  of  Trinity  church,  Elkton,  a  further  appropriation 
was  made  to  assist  in  the  support  of  their  Rector  who  was  to 
perform  missionary  duty  at  North  East.  ^  One  hundred  dollars 
was  paid  to  the  vestiy  under  this  appropriation  in  the  month  of 
February  last,  after  which  it  was  discontinued.  In  the  month  of 
January  last,  the  committee  received  an  application  for  a  small 
congregation  at  Clear  Spring,  in  Washington  county,  stating 
that  they  were  anxious  to  organize  a  church  at  that  place,  and 
procure  a  minister,  but  that  they  were  unable  to  support  him 
without  the  assistance  of  the  Society  for  a  year  or  two.  This 
application  was  answered  by  the  appropriation  of  $200  for 
one  year  to  commence  from  the  time  they  should  en^ge  the  ser- 
vices of  a  minister.  In  the  month  of  March,  the  Kev.  Richard 
T.  Brown,  was  chosen  their  pastor  and  commenced  his  labors  at 
that  place  with  the  prospect  of  soon  collecting  an  interesting 
congregation.  Since  the  meeting  of  the  last  convention  the  exe- 
cutive committee  have  received  applications  for  assistance  from 
St.  James'  African  Church,  Baltimore^  Shre^sbxrcN  ^%s\^^Ykj^\^ 
count/,  and  St.  Paul's  church,  SharpabuTg,'W%&\i\ti^^Tv^w«^N 
and  granted  to  each  |200  for  one  year  lo  eid  Vn  <fckfc  %my^ 
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their  respective  ministers.     There  are  several  other  points  in  the 
diocess  where  missionary  labour  might  be  advantageously  appli* 
ed,  and  to  which  the  committee  would  be  glad  to  afford  assist- 
ance if  the  state  of  the  funds  of  this  Society  enabled  them  to  do 
it.     But  the  present  appropriations  amounting  to  one  thousand 
dollars  are  nearly  equal  to  the  whole  sum  now  in  the  hands  of 
the  Treasurer,  and  considerably  more  than  the  average  receipts 
of  the  Society  for  the  last  three  years.    The  balance  in  the  hands 
of  the  late  Treasurer  at  the  time  of  his  death,  was  $798  83 — in 
addition  to  which  the  Treasurer  received  from  May  31st,  1837, 
to  May  28th,  1838,  the  sum  of  $926  54,  and  paid  out  $950, 
leaving  a  balance  in  his  hands  of  $775  37,  at  the  time  of  pre- 
senting his  report  at  the  late  annual  meeting.     He  has  since  re- 
ceived the  sum  of  $387  02  making  the  balance  now  in  the 
Treasury  $1162  39.     It  will  be  seen  by  looking  over  the  Trea- 
surer's account  which  accompanies  this  report,  that  the  receipts 
have  come  from  comparatively  a  small  proportion  of  the  parishes 
of  the  diocess.     If  sdl  were  to  contribute  in  the  same  proportion 
according  to  their  ability  the  yearly  receipts  of  the  Society  would 
be  nearly  doubled.     It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  delinquent 
parishes^  and  churches  will  take  this  subject  into  serious  consid- 
eration, and  before  the  close  of  the  present  year,  come  forward 
with  suitable  liberality  in  support  of  the  effort  to  revive  the  de- 
cayed parishes  of  the  diocess.

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 


Baltimors,  Wednuday^  Majf  29M,  1839.

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RULES    OF    ORDER. 

1st.  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  iDtroduced  with  prayer. 

2d.  This  convention  shall  sit  for  the  despatch  of  business,  from  9 
o'clock,  A.  M.,  until  3  o'clock,  P.  M. 

3d.  Every  member  shall  take  his  seat  when  the  President  takes 
the  chair,  and  remain  uncovered  until  the  convention  adjourn. 

4th.  At  the  opening  of  each  session  of  the  convention,  as  soon  as 
the  President  takes  the  chair,  the  names  of  the  clergy,  who  were 
entitled  to  seats  at  the  preceding  convention,  shall  be  called  over  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  last  convention ;  or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  by 
a  Secretary  pro  tem.  to  be  appointed  by  the  President.  The  Lay 
delegates  shall  lay  their  certificates  of  appointment  on  the  table  of 
the  Secretary,  and  subscribe  the  declaration  required  by  the  constitu- 
tion. If  a  constitutional  quorum  be  found  present,  the  President 
shall  thereupon  declare  the  fact,  and  announce  that  the  convention 
is  organized,  and  ready  for  business.  A  Secretary  shall  be  elected. 
The  following  committees  shall  then  be  appointed  by  the  chair :  One 
of  elections,  to  consist  of  three,  to  whom  the  testimonials  of  the  lay 
delegates  shall  be  referred ;  one  on  accounts,  to  consist  of  three ;  one 
on  parochial  contributions,  to  consist  of  three ;  and  one  on  the  rights 
of  clergymen  to  seats  in  this  convention,  to  consist  of  three  clergymen. 

5th.  If  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  not  be  present  at  any 
meeting  of  the  convention,  at  the  opening  of  the  same,  the  names 
of  the  clergy  who  were  entitled  to  seats  at  the  preceeding  conven- 
tion, shall  be  called  over  by  the  Secretary  of  the  last  convention ; 
or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  by  the  first  named  member  of  the  stand- 
ing committee  who  may  be  present.  The  lay  delegates  shall  lay 
their  certificates  of  appointment  on  the  table,  and  subscribe  the  de- 
claration required  by  the  constitution.  If  a  constitutional  quorum 
be  present,  a  President,  pro  tempore,  shall  be  elected,  agreeably  to 
the  seventh  article  of  the  constitution.  A  secretary  shall  be  elect- 
ed ;  and  then  the  chair  shall  appoint  the  several  committees  men- 
tioned in  the  fourth  rule  of  order. 

6th.  The  standing  committee  for  the  preceding  year  shall  be  the 
committee  on  the  state  of  the  church;  and  all  parochial  reports 
shall  be  referred  to  the  said  committee. 

7th.  Every  member  who  shall  deliver  his  opinion,  or  speak  in  any 
debate,  shall  stand  up  in  his  place;  and  with  respect  and  decency, 
address  himself  to  the  President. 

8th.  If  two  or  more  members  shall  rise  to  speak  at  the  same  time, 
the  President  shall  declare  who  shall  speak  &sl. 
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9th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  any  debate  ex- 
cept with  leave;  nor  shall  any  member  b6  intenropted  while  he  is 
speaking  in  order.  And  if  any  member  shall  rise  to  speak  more 
than  twice  on  the  same  question,  without  leave,  the  President  shall 
call  him  to  order. 

10th.  Any  member  called  to  order  by  the  President,  or  by  a  mem- 
ber, shall  thereupon  take  his  seat. 

11th.  When  the  convention  is  sitting,  no  member  shall  speak  to 
another,  so  as  to  interrupt  any  member  who  may  be  speaking  in  a 
debate. 

12th.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  be  seconded ; 
and  if  desired  by  the  President,  reduced  to  writing,  and  read  by  the 
secretary. 

13th.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  the  matter  of  the 
motion  shall  receive  a  determination  by  the  question,  unless  post- 
poned by  a  motion  for  postponement,  or  by  the  previous  question, 
before  any  other  motion  shall  be  received. 

14th.  If  a  question  in  debate  contains  more  parts  than  one,  any 
member  may  have  the  same  divided  into  as  many  questions  as  there 
are  parts. 

15th.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President 
Upon  all  questions  of  order  there  shall  be  a  right  of  appeal  from  the 
decision  of  the  presiding  officer  to  the  convention. 

16th.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
convention,  unless  he  may  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

17th.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the  judg- 
ment of  the  convention ;  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into  debate 
during  the  same  session,  except  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of 
the  convention. 

16th.  The  foregoing  rules  of  order  shall  be  deemed  and  consider- 
ed the  rules  of'  order  of  all  future  conventions,  until  altered  or  re- 
scinded ;  and  the  same  shall  be  published  in  the  journal  of  each 
convention.

It  was  on  motion.  Resolved^  That  the  above  letter  having  been  re- 
ceived and  read,  the  convention  do  now  proceed  to  the  election  of  a 
president. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Wyatt  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Johns  were  nominated  as 
candidates  for  the  presidential  chair.  The  Rev.  Mr.  McElhiney  and 
the  Rev.  Mr  Robinson,  were  appointed  tellers: — the  election  was 
made  by  joint  ballot  of  both  orders ;  and  the  result  declared  to  be, 
for  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wyatt,  04  votes ;  for  the  Rev.  Dr.  Johns,  55  votes.

Extract  from  the  proceedings  of  the  Vestry  of  Prince  George's  Parish^ 
Montgomery  County ^  Maryland^  held  this  ^ih  day  of  May,  1839. 

Whereas,  it  has  been  represented  to  this  vestry,  that  certain  indi- 
viduals, members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  parish, 
intend  petitioning  the  convention  of  said  church  to  alter  the  lines 
between  Prince  George's  and  St.  Bartholomew's  parishes;  therefore, 
Resohed,  that  this  Vestry  sanction  the  boundary  lines  between  said 
parishes  as  set  forth  in  their  petition. 

Solomon  Holland,  Register. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded,  that  the  missionary  stations  within 
this  diocese,  be  relieved  from  all  taxation  except  for  the  support  of 
the  Episcopate ;  and  also,  that  the  arrearages  now  due  from  such 
stations  be  remitted. 

This  motion  was  laid  on  the  table. 

The  following  resolution  was  submitted  and  read : 

Resolved  J  that  a  committee  of  two  clerical  and  two  lay  members 
be  appointed,  to  ascertain  the  practicability  of  establishing  a  depot 
in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  for  the  sale  of  tracts,  Sunday  school  books, 
and  other  publications  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.

A  communication  fixmi  the  Bt.  Rev.  Bishop  Doane  was  presented^ 
and  read,  as  follows  i 

To  the  SianJing  Committee 

of  the  Diocese  of  Marghndi 

Reverend  Brethren, 

It  i!8  a  wholesome  provision  of  the  church,  that,  at  every  anHijAiI 
diocesan  convention,  the  Bishop  shall  deliver  an  address,  stating  the' 
afiairs  of  the  diocese  since  the  last  ifteeting  of  the  convention,  the 
nametf  of  the  churches  which  he  has  visited,  the  number  of  persons 
confirmed,  the  names  of  those  who  have  been  received  as  candidates* 
for  orders,  a(nd  of  those  who  have  been  ordained,  sospeiVded  or  de- 
graded ;  the  changes  by  death,  removal  or  otherwise,  which  havtf 
taken  place  almong  the  clergy ;  and  in  general,  all  toafters  tending 
to  throw  light  on  the  affairs  of  the  diocese.  It  cannot  be  doubted 
that  this  provision  in  its  spirit,  extends^  to  circtimstances  not  compre- 
hended strictly  in  its  letter.  Having  been  invited  by  you  to  performf 
Episcopal  offices  in  the  vacant  diocese  of  Maryland,  I  deem  it  incum- 
bent on  me  to  report  the  services  performed;  and,  having  undertaken 
them  at  your  reqaest,  I  consider  it  proper,  that  the  i^eport  of  them 
be  made  to  you.  You  will  lay  my  communication,  I  take  for  grants 
ed^  before  yo^  approachmg  amiQal  convention,  at  sin  early  period  of 
its  session. 

The  invitation  to  visit  a  dioce'se,  and  perform  Episcopal  offices  in 
it,  of  course  hivolves  thef  exercise  of  dbcretion  ds  to  the  patrts  to  be' 
visited,  and  the  offices  to  be  performed;  a  discretion  which  could 
not  be  more  safely  lodged  than  in  that  body,  which  is  ordaiiked  by 
the  general  convention  to  be  where  thete  is  no  Bishop,  '*tbe  eccle- 
sfatfticflA  aothority  for  sdl  purposes  declared  in  the  canons,"  the  stand-' 
ing  committee  itself.  You  doubtless  appreciated  the  propriety  of  my 
referring  this  question  to  you,  with  the  declaration,  that  as  soon  as  I 
should  be  furnished  with  a  list  of  the  parishes  to  be  visited,  I  wotdd 
make  my  arrangements  to  discharge  the  duty.  On  recei^ng  from 
your  secretary,  ia  whose  courtesy  and  kindness  I  am  indebted  for 
very  valuable  assistance  and  advice,  the  necessary  information,  1 
made  my  appointments  for  visiting  the  parishes  specified  as  desiring 
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Episcopal  services,  and,  by  tlie  help  of  God,  was  enabled  to  fulfil 
them  sdl,  as  follows : 

I  cornmenced  my  labours  on  Quinquageshna  Sunday,  February 
lOtlr,  in  St.  Paul's  chiuvh  Baltimore,  where  I  preached  and  con- 
ffarmed  thirty  six  persons.  In  the  aflemoon  I  preached  in  the  lec- 
ture room  in  the  basement  of  the  building  which  is  in  course  of  erec- 
tion for  the  congregation  of  St  Andrew's  church  in  that  city,  and  in 
the  evening  I  preached  in  Christ's  church  in  the  saave  city. 

Oh  Monday,  the  11th,  I  preached  in  St.  John's  church,  Baltimore 
county,  and  confirmed  four  persons. 

Oq  Tuesday,  the  l^h,  I  preached  in  Christ  church,  Harford  county^ 
and  confirmed  seventeen  persons. 

On  Ash  Wednesday,  the  13th,  in  the  morning,  I  preached  in  St 
Peter's  church,  Baltimore ;  tfnd  in  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I 
preached  at  St.  James'  (African  church)  in  the  same  city. 

On  Thursday,  the  14th,  I  preached  in  the  chapel  of  St  Margarets^ 
Westminster  parish. 

On  Friday,  the  15th,  I  preached  in  the  Sevens  church,  and  con- 
firmed three  persons. 

On  Saturday,  the  16th,  I  preached  in  the  parish  church  of  St  Mar^ 
garet's,  Westminster  parish. 

On  the  first  Sunday  in  lent,  the  17th,  in  St  Ann's  church,  Annap- 
olis, after  morning  prayers  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Prescott,  of  my  own  dio- 
cese, who  accompanied  me  thus  far,  I  preached,  and  admitted  Mr. 
Enoch  Bailey,  to  the  holy  order  of  Deacons.  The  candidate  was 
presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  McElhiney,  and  I  was  assisted  in  the 
holy  communion  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Humphreys,  principal  of  St.  John's 
college.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Aisquith  and  Hutton  were  also  present. 
In  the  aflemoon,  I  preached  again  in  the  same  church. 

On  Monday,  the  18th,  accmnpanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  McElhiney, 
I  went,  through  very  inclement  weather,  to  All  Hallow's  church. 
South  River,  where  we  found  the  rector,  but  no  congregation. 

On  Friday,  the  19th,  after  morning  prayers  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Owen, 
I  admitted  the  Rev.  Samuel  C.  Kerr,  deacon,  minister  of  the  church, 
to  the  holy  order  of  priests.  The  candidate  was  presented  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  McElhiney,  and  I  was  assisted  in  the  holy  communion  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Hoffman.    The  Rev.  Mr.  Trapnell  was  also  present 

On  Wednesday,  the  20th,  Ember  day,  I  preached  in  Trinity  church, 
Upper  Marlborough. 

On  Thursday,  the  2l8t,  I  preached  in  St.  Matthew's  chapel,  and 
confirmed  three  persons. 

L   On  Friday,  the  22d,  Ember  day,  I  preached  in  St.  Barnabas'  church, 
rrince  George's  county,  and  confirmed  twelve  persoBft. 
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On  Saturday,  23d,  Ember  day,  I  preached  in  Broad  creek  church, 
Prince  Greorge's  county,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

On  the  second  Sunday  in  lent,  St.  Matthew's  day,  in  St  John's 
church,  Washington  city,  in  the  morning,  I  baptized  the  rector's  in- 
fant son,  preached,  and  confirmed  six  persons.  In  the  aflemoon,  I 
preached,  and  confirmed  nine  persons  in  Christ  church,  in  that  city. 
In  the  evening,  in  Trinity  church,  in  the  same  city,  I  preached  and 
confirmed  nine  persons. 

On  Monday,  the  25th,  in  St.  John's  church, Georgetown,  I  preached, 
and  confirmed  three  persons.  And  on  Wednesday,  the  27th,  in 
Christ  church,  in  the  same  place,  I  preached  and  confirmed  ten  per- 
sons. 

On  Thursday,  the  28th,  I  consecrated  St.  Mark's  church,  Mont- 
gomery county,  preached,  confirmed  five  persons  and  administered 
the  holy  commimion.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Pinkney,  the -rector,  and  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Owen  were  present  and  assisting.

The 
candidate  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  McElhiney,  who  accompa- 
nied me  through  the  remainder  of  the  visitation,  and  I  was  assisted 
in  the  holy  communion  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Adams  of  the  diocese  of 
Virginia. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  in  the  church  of  All 
Hallows  parish,  Worcester  county,  Snowhill.  And  on  the  next  day 
Monday,  the  15th,  I  preached,  and  confirmed  five  persons  in  the 
same  church. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  in  the  chapel  of  Cov- 
entry parish,  Dividing  creek. 

On  Tuesday  morning,  the  16th,  in  the  parish  church  of  Coventry 
parish,  Rehoboth,  I  preached,  and  administered  the  holy  communion. 

On  Wednesday  morning,  the  17th,  in  the  parish  church  of  Som- 
erset parish.  Princess  Anne,  I  preached,  and  administered  the  holy 
communion.  In  the  aflemoon,  I  preached  in  Monie  chapel,  in  the 
same  parish.

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In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  in  the  chapel  of  Springhill  par- 
ish, Salisbury,  I  preached,  and  confirmed  six  person3. 

On  Friday,  the  Idth,  in  the  parish  church  of  Springhill  parish, 
after  morning  prayprs  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hoyt,  assisted  by  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Grosdale  and  Badley,  I  preached,  admitted  the  rector,  the 
Rev.  Richard  Heniy  Waters,  deacon,  to  the  holy  order  of  priests, 
confirmed  twenty- seven  persons,  and  administered  the  holy  commu- 
nion.

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  in  the  Methodist 
meeting  house  at  Vienna. 

On  Saturday  morning,  the  20th,  in  the  parish  church  of  Great 
Choptank  parish,  in  Cambridge,  I  preached,  and  confirmed  five  per- 
sons. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  in  Christ  church, 
Easton. 

Oi^  tl^e  third  Sunday  after  Easter,  the  21st,  I  consecrated  St.  John's 
chapel,  at  Miles  river,  in  St.  Michael's  parish,Talbot  county,  preached^ 
confirpied  two  persons  and  administered  the  holy  communion.  The 
Rev.  Qrs.  Spencer  and  Mason,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  McElhiney, 
McKenney,  Bayne,  Robinson,  Kerr  and  Bailey  were  present  and 
assisting. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  in  Christ  church,  Easton,  I  preach- 
ed, and  confirmed  twenty-seven  persons. 

On  Monday  morning,  the  22d,  in  St.  Paul's  church,  Centre ville, 
I  preached,  and  confirmed  eight  persons. 

In  the  eve^ing  of  the  same  d^y,  I  preached  in  the  parish  chu|x:b 
of  Chester  parish,  ChestertQwn.  On  Tuesday  moniing  the  213d,  ip 
the  same  church,  I  preached  and  confirmed  eleven  persons. 

In  ii^e  afternoon  of  the  same  d^y,  I  preached  ifi  St.  Paul's  church, 
Kent  county. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  again,  the  third  time, 
in  the  parish  church  at  Chestertown,  a|id  confirmed  two  persons, 
making  thirteen  in  that  parish. 

The  sum  of  my  Episcopal  services  is  as  follows — visited  39  chur- 
ches ;  preached  44  times ;  confirmed  231  persons ;  ordained  one  dear 
con  and  three  priests ;  and  consecrated  3  churches. 

Applications  for  Episcopal  services  in  several  other  parishes  were 
made,  after  it  had  become  impossible  for  me  to  comply  with  them, 
in  consequence  of  the  appointments  for  the  visitation  of  my  own 
diocese. 

I  have  thus  confined  myself  to  a  simple  statement  of  facts,  from 
considerations  which  seem  \o  m^  ol  o\>N\o>aA  ^to^^riety.    My  warm- 
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est  thanks  are  due  to  my  rev  erend  brethen  of  the  clergy  for  their 
kind  reception  of  my  services,  and  for  the  readiness  with  which  they 
accompanied  me.  In  no  instance  was  I  left  alone,  and  frequently 
our  "company  of  preachers"  was  not  less  than  eight  or  nine.  I  have 
formed  acquaintances,  and  renewed  associations,  which  will  be  cher- 
ished through  life,  and  renewed,  I  trusty  in  a  better  country.  Noth- 
ing could  exceed  the  generous  reception  which  I  met  with  in  eveiy 
parish  from  the  laity — not  even  the  proverbial  reputation  of  Mary- 
land— hospitality.  The  most  delicate  attentions,  and  the  utmost  readi- 
ness, to  make  my  joumies  easy  and  my  labours  lighter,  were  mani- 
fested everywhere.  May  the  good  Lord  graciously  reward  them 
sevenfold  into  their  bosom. 

I  hope  it  will  not  be  thought  a  departure  from  the  proprieties  of 
thu  occasion,  if  I  state  strongly,  what  I  strongly  feel,  my  conviction 
of  the  admirable  field  which  is  opened,  under  God's  providence,  for 
strengthening  and  extending  the  influence  of  the  church  in  Mary- 
land; and  of  the  urgent  necessity,  to  the  effectual  accomplishment 
of  this  end,  of  securing,  at  the  very  earliest  moment  the  services  of 
a  resident  Bishop.  A  Bishop  is  emphatically  an  overseer.  He  must 
therefore  be  in  his  work,  and  of  his  work,  and  given  up  entirely  to 
his  work,  if  it  would  prosper  in  his  hands.  Most  devoutly  do  I  pray, 
(hat  the  convention  soon  about  to  meet,  may  be  divinely  guided  to 
this  great  and  most  desirable  result :  that  the  diocese  oi  Maiyland, 
with  a  pastor  after  God's  own  heart,  to  arouse  her  latent  energies, 
and  direct  them  to  their  proper  end,  may  take  her  just  position  in 
the  forefront  of  the  sacramental  host,  and  approve  henelt  "mighty 
through  God  to  the  pulling  down  of  strong  holds,  casting  down  im- 
aginations, and  every  high  thing  that  exalteth  itself  against  the 
knowledge  of  God,  and  biinging  into  captivity  eveiy  thought  to  the 
obedience  of  Christ"

The  committee  appointed  at  the  laist  convention,  to  enquire 
tirhether  the  executors  of  the  late  Bishop  Stone  is  entitled  to  receiver 
the  money  then  paid  to  the  Bishop's  fund,  report  as  follows: 

The  committee  appointed  to  enquire  whether  the  executor  of  the 
late  Bishop  Stone  is  entitled  to  receive  the  money  paid  to  the  Bishop's 
fund,  respectfully  report  > 
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That  from  the  tenor  of  the  jouroals  of  the  conventioii  and  infer- 
mation  received,  your  committee  incline  to  believe  that  the  annual 
assessment  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  in  this  diocese  was  in- 
tended to  be  a  prospective  measure,  and  with  that  view  of  the  sub- 
ject did  not  feel  authorized  by  the  resolution  passed  by  the  conven- 
tion to  direct  the  treasurer  to  pay  the  amount  collected  in  Centre- 
ville  to  the  executor  of  our  late  diocesean  without  some  further  act 
of  this  body* 

For  the  correct  understanding  of  this  matter,  it  may  be  prcq^er  to 
state,  that  Bishop  Stone  was  elected  Bishop  of  Maryland  in  June, 
1830>  when  no  provision-  was  made  for  his  support.  He  commenced 
his  labours  in  the  following  autumn  immediately  after  his  consecra- 
tion without  receiving  any  compensation  from  the  diocese  until  the 
meeting  of  the  convention  in  1831.  At  that  time  as  appears  by  the 
journal,  the  small  sum  of  $386  was  paid  to  the  Bishop's  fund,  and 
the  assessment  directed  by  that  convention  to  be  levied  on  the  sev* 
eral  parishes  was  not  realized  until  the  convention  of  1832,  when  it 
produced  $766.60.  By  this  statement  it  will  appear  that  from  Octo- 
ber 1830,  until  June  1832,  a  period  of  twenty  months,  the  Bishop 
only  received  the  comparatively  small  amount  of  $1142.00.  Under 
those  circumstances  your  committee  not  having  the  power  to  act  de- 
finitely in  the  matter,  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  it  is  reasonable  that 
the  executor  of  the  Bishop  should  receive  a  proportion  of  the  fund 
paid  in  at  Centreville  at  the  last  annual  convention,  and  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  committee  two-thirds  thereof.  The  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  is  therefore  respectfully  recommended.

It  vas  then  on  motion,  Resohedy  That  this  convention  now  go  into 
an  election  for  a  Bishop  of  this  diocese.  The  president  then  left  the 
chair,  having  previously  called  to  it  Rev.  Mr.  McElhiney. 
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The  Rev.  Dr.  Wyatt  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Johns  were  nominated  for 
the  Episcopal  office.  The  Rev.  Mr.  McKenncy  and  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Henshaw.  were  appointed  tellers. 

Agreeably  to  former  usage,  five  minutes  was  spent  in  silent  prayer, 
previously  to  going  into  the  election ;  the  house  then  divided  and  the 
clergy  went  into  a  ballot,  the  result  of  which  was  announced  by  the 
tellers,  to  be,  for  the  Rev.  Dr.  Johns,  29  votes ;  Rev.  Dr.  Wyatt,  26 
votes. 

A  motion  was  then  made  to  suspend  the  balloting,  in  order  to  sub- 
mit the  following  proposition :  Resohed,  That  the  committee  ap- 
pointed to  confer  this  morning,  be  requested  to  retire  and  again  en- 
deavour to  nominate  a  candidate  for  the.  office  of  Bishop;  and  the 
members  of  this  convention  pledge  themselves  to  support  such  nomi- 
nation, unless  any  member  objecting  to  such  arrangement,  shall  rise 
and  declare  the  fact,  previous  to  the  passage  of  this  resolution. 

The  following  substitute  for  the  above  resolution  was  oflTcred,  and 
accepted :  Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wyatt  and  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Johns,  be  appointed  a  committee  of  conference  to  recommend  to  the 
clergy  a  suitable  person  as  Bishop  of  this  diocese. 

It  was  then  moved  and  seconded :  that  whereas,  a  committee  has 
been  appointed  to  recommend  to  the  clergy  a  candidate  for  the  office 
of  Bishop  of  this  diocese,  and  with  a  view  to  allow  the  said  com- 
mittee time  for  deliberation,  Resohed,  That  the  convention  now  ad- 
journ to  9  o'clock  to-morrow  morning. 

This  resolution  was  suspended  by  consent  of  the  mover,  and  the 
following  resolutions  which  had  been  laid  on  the  table,  were  taken 
up  and  severally  passed ;

Wyatt  and  Johns,  appointed  as  a  committee  of  con- 
ference to  recommend  to  the  clergy  a  suitable  person  for  the  office 
of  Bishop, — report,  that  although  as  individuals  they  could  agree  in 
nominating  a  person  in  their  estimation  qualified  for  the  office  of 
Bishop,  yet  they  regret  their  inability  to  select  one  so  likely  to  obtain 
the  constitutional  majority  of  votes  as  to  warrant  their  presenting  his 
name  to  the  consideration  of  the  convention.  Believing  however, 
that  the  former  committee  of  conference  may  effect  what  under  these 
circumstances  we  forbear  to  attempt,  we  respectfully  recommend  the 
reference  of  the  subject  to  their  consideration. 

The  above  report  was  accepted  and  the  subject  referred  to  the 
former  committee  of  conference  as  recommended.

The  committee  of  conference  appeared  and  offered  the  following 
report: 

The  committee  of  conference  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have 
most  seriously  and  earnestly  considered  the  subject  confided  to  them, 
and  in  the  spirit  of  conciliation  which  they  commend  to  the  conven- 
tion, they  have  not  been  able  to  unite  with  entire  unanimity  on  a 
candidate  to  be  presented. 

The  majority  of  the  committee  have  resolved  to  offer  the  names 
of  Dr.  Benjamin  Dorr,  of  Philadelphia,  and  Dr.  Francis  L.  Hawks, 
of  New  York,  with  the  proposal,  that  a  ballot  be  taken  between  them 
by  the  convention  on  joint  ballot,  and  that  such  balloting  be  con- 
tinued till  one  of  them  receive  two-thirds  of  the  whole  number  of 
votes,  which  person  thus  selected  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds,  shall  be 
thereupon  presented  to  the  clergy,  to  be  elected  according  to  the 
forms  of  the  constitution. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hawley  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  McKenney  who  were  in 
the  minority,  protested  against  the  report. 

The  above  report  was  accepted  by  the  house,  which  proceeded  to 
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an  election  accordingly.    A  vote  of  the  whole  body  was  first  taken ;

Saturday,  June  I«f. 

The  convention  met  at  9  o'clock,  according  to  adjournment 

Morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  McKenney. 

The  roll  was  called  and  the  minutes  of  yesterday's  proceedings 
read  and  approved. 

The  Rev.  Drs.  Wyatt  and  Johns  were  appointed  a  committee  to 
inform  the  Rev.  Dr.  Dorr  of  his  election. 

It  was  on  motion  Resolved,  that  the  next  convention  meet  in  the 
city  of  Baltimore. 

A  representation  being  made  to  the  convention,  of  the  inability  of 
St.  Mary  Ann's  parish,  Cecil  county,  to  pay  the  debt  now  due  by  * 
the  said  parish  to  the  convention  and  Bishop's  fund :     It  was  on  mo- 
tion Resobed,  that  the  said  parish  be  released  from  payment  of  tfao 
aforesaid  debt.

On  motion,  Resolved,  that  the  report  of  the  committee  on  the  Epis- 
copal fund,  he  now  taken  up  for  consideration,  which  having  been 
read  and  amended,  was  accepted. 

Report  on  the  subject  of  a  permanent  Episcopal  fund : 

After  the  election  of  the  Rt  Rev.  Dr.  Kemper  to  the  Episc^ipste  of 
this  diocese,  the  late  special  convention  passed  a  resolution  for  the 
appointment  of  a  committee,  to  report  to  this  convention,  some  plan 
for  raising  a  permanent  Episcopal  fund.  The  committee  appointed 
under  the  resolution  alluded  to,*  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  i^* 
port: 

That  the  Episcopal  office  is  not  only  essential  to  the  perfect  orga- 
nization of  the  church,  but  powerfully  instrumental  in  promoting  its 
prosperity  and  edification,  is  the  universal  sentiment  of  churchmen. 
How  to  give  this  divinely  constituted  office  the  greatest  possible  effi- 
ciency, is  a  question  of  deep  interest  and  moment.  The  committee 
are  of  opinion,  that  a  Bishop  of  Maryland  cannot  be  what  the  name 
imports,  and  what  the  Head  of  the  Church  undoubtedly  intended — 
an  overseer  of  the  clergy  and  laity  within  his  jurisdiction — unless  he 
be  released  from  the  charge  of  a  parish.  There  is  no  parish  which 
does  not  afford  employment  enough  for  the  most  active,  zealous  and 
energetic  mind.  Let  the  sphere  of  a  minister  be  ever  so  contracted 
he  cannot  find  a  valid  excuse  for  idleness,  in  the  allegation  that  he 
has  nothing  to  do.  Such  a  spirit  as  burned  in  the  bosom  of  St.  Paul 
when  he  saw  the  city  of  the  Athenians,  wholly  given  to  idolatry, 
will  never  complain  for  want  of  work,  in  the  most  obscure  and  in- 
significant comer  of  the  Master's  vineyard.  The  ministry  of  recon- 
ciliation, in  each  of  its  orders,  and  in  every  one  of  its  departments 
of  labour,  involves  an  amount  of  responsibility  and  exertion,  which 
taxes  to  the  utmost,  all  the  powers  and  faculties  of  man.     Indeed  one 


*The  Rev.  Dr.  Wyatt,  who  bad  been  appointed  chairman,  bad  withdrawn  {nwk 
\ht  committee^ 
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of  the  most  gifted  of  our  race  has  truly  intimated,  that  no  man  is 
sufficient  for  these  things.  Is  it  not  manifest  then,  that  if  we  require 
the  same  individual  to  be  both  a  Bishop  and  a  parish  priest,  we  maJce  it 
impossible  for  him  to  be  properly  either  ?  The  combination  of  the 
two  offices  must  inevitably  diminish  their  efficiency.  Are  we  justi- 
fied in  calling  upon  our  chief  earthly  shepherd  both  to  serve  a  single 
congregation  and  to  superintend  a  diocese,  when  abilities  and  graces 
tenfold  greater  than  belong  to  any  human  being,  might  find  profita- 
ble exercise  in  the  appropriate  duties  of  the  Episcopate  ?  Surely 
this  is  imposing  a  burthen  which  cannot  be  borne.  Just  so  much  of 
the  Bishop's  time  as  we  compel  him  to  bestow  in  the  pastoral  engage- 
ments of  a  parish,  we  abstract  from  the  more  important  business  of 
his  higher  function.  Why  should  offices  so  clearly  incompatible  as 
the  diocesan  and  the  parochial,  ever  be  united  ?  To  take  care  of 
ninety-four  congregations,  (for  such  is  the  number  at  present  within 
the  limits  of  Maryland)  is  certainly  as  great  a  task  as  any  man,  how- 
ever splendid  his  endowments,  can  be  expected  adequately  to  per- 
form. The  Bishop  of  Maryland  ought  to  remain  long  enough  in  eve- 
ry parish  of  his  diocese,  to  acquaint  himself  thoroughly  with  its  spi- 
ritual state,  its  numerical  strength,  the  character  of  its  population, 
its  pecuniary  ability,  and  all  other  matters  conducive  to  the  wise  and 
advantageous  administration  of  his  office.  If  a  real,  not  a  pretended, 
supervision  is  to  be  exercised,  less  than  this  cannot  be  exacted.  It 
may  well  be  doubted,  whether  to  ride  post  haste  through  the  parishes 
once  a  year  or  once  in  two  years,  (and  no  Bishop  incumbered  with 
a  parochial  charge  can  do  more)  be  all  that  was  contemplated  by  Je- 
sus Christ,  in  the  institution  of  the  Episcopal  office.  Can  the  i5ish- 
op  form  a  well  advised  judgment  concerning  the  state  of  a  parish, 
merely  by  looking  at  the  congregation  assembled  to  hear  him  preach  ? 
To  govern  and  oversee  the  portion  of  Christ's  sheep  committed  to 
his  care,  is  certainly  as  much  the  Bishop's  duty  as  to  do  any  other 
act  peculiar  to  his  function.  Holding  these  views  respecting  the 
Episcopal  office,  the  committee  recommend  that  a  salary  of  $3,500 
per  annum  be  raised  for  the  Bishop,  that  a  permanent  fund  in  addi- 
tion to  the  one  already  existing,  of  at  least  $40,000  be  immediately 
raised,  and  that  the  present  tax  on  the  parishes  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate  be  continued.  In  order  to  carry  out  this  plan,  they  pro- 
pose the  adoption  by  the  convention  of  the  following  resolutions : 

1st.  Resolved,  that  the  welfare  of  the  church  requires  the  separa- 
tion of  the  Bishop  from  the  pastoral  charge  of  a  parish. 

2d.  Resohedf  that  this  convention  will  endeavour  to  raise  a  salary 
of  $3,500  for  the  Bishop. 
5 
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3d.  Resohed,  that  an  agent  be  chosen  by  ballot  at  this  convention 
from  among  the  parochial  clergy  of  the  diocese,  with  a  view  to  tho 
collection  of  a  permanent  fund,  of  at  least  $40,000  in  addition  to 
the  one  already  existing,  for  the  support  of  the  Episcc^te. 

4thi  Resobed,  that  the  agent  when  thus  chosen,  be  required  to 
commence  the  work  of  soliciting  subscriptions  in  the  city  of  Balti- 
more, immediately  after  the  final  adjournment  of  this  convention. 

6th.  Resolved,  that  this  convention  deem  it  the  imperative  duty  of 
eveiy  parish  clergyman  in  the  diocese,  before  the  agent  makes  ap- 
plication to  his  people,  to  preach  a  sermon,  earnestly  commending 
the  object  to  their  liberality,  and  setting  forth  the  great  benefit  justly 
to  be  expected  from  making  the  Episcopate  independent  of  a  parish. 

6th.  Reached,  that  the  standing  committee  be  authorised  to  pro- 
cure a  substitute,  to  serve  the  parish  of  the  agent  during  the  contin- 
uance of  his  appointment ;  and  that  the  treasurer  of  the  convention 
be  requested  to  pay  the  said  substitute,  out  of  the  annual  contribu- 
tions towards  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  now  in  hand,  at  the  rate 
of  $600  per  annum,  for  his  services. 

7th.  Resohed,  that  the  treasurer  of  the  convention  be  authorised 
to  furnish  the  agent  with  money  to  defray  his  expenses,  out  of  the 
annual  contributions  towards  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  now  in 
hand. 

8th.  Resolved,  that  the  present  tax  on  the  parishes  for  the  support 
of  the  Episcopate,  be  continued.

The  first  of  the  above  resolutions  was  amended  by  adding  the  words 
so  soon  as  an  adeqiiate  support  is  procured  for  him  by  the  convention. 

The  second  resolution  was  amended  by  striking  out  $3,500,  and 
inserting  $3,400. 

The  third  resolution  was  amended  by  striking  out  $40,000,  and 
inserting  $60,000 ;  and  also,  by  inserting  the  words  or  agents  after 
the  word  agent. 

The  fiflh  resolution  was  amended  so  as  to  make  it  read  as  follows : 

Resolved,  that  this  convention  request  every  parish  clergyman  in 
the  diocese,  before  the  agent  or  agents  make  application  to  his  peo- 
ple, earnestly  to  commend  the  object  to  their  liberality. 

The  sixth  and  seventh  resolutions  were  withdrawn  by  the  com-* 
mittee. 
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The  coiivention  received  the  report  and  adapted  the  reaolutioni 
as  amended. 

The  resolutions  as  adopted  are  as  follows : 

Ist  Resolved,  that  the  Welfare  of  the  church  "requires  the  separa- 
tion of  the  Bishop  from  the  pastoral  charge  of  a  parish,  so  soon  as 
an  adequate  support  is  procured  for  him  by  the  convention. 

2d»  Resohed,  that  this  convention  will  endeavour  to  raise  a  salary 
of  $3,400  for  tbe  Bishqp. 

3d.  Resohed,  that  an  agent  or  agents  be  chosen  by  ballot  at  this 
convention,  from  among  the  parochial  clergy  of  the  diocese,  with  a 
view  to  the  collection  of  a  permanent  fund,  of  at  least  $60,000  in 
addition  to  the  one  already  existing,  for  the  support  of  the  Episco- 
pate. 

4th.  Resobed,  that  the  agent  or  agents  when  thus  chosen,  be  re- 
quested  to  commence  the  work  of  soliciting  subscriptions  in  the  city 
of  Baltimore,  immediately  after  the  final  adjournment  of  this  con- 
vention. 

6th.  Resohed,  that  this  convention  request  every  parish  clergy- 
man in  the  diocese,  before  the  agent  or  agents  make  application  to 
his  people,  eamestiy  to  commend  the  object  to  their  liberality. 

6th.  Resolved,  that  the  present  tax  on  the  parishes  for  the  sapport 
of  the  Episcopate,  be  continued. 

The  Rev.  George  McElhiney  was  appointed  agent  on  behalf  of 
the  convention,  to  solicit  subscriptions  to  the  permanent  fund,  for 
the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

The  convention  authorised  tbe  standing  committee  to  appoint  anoth- 
er agent,  in  case  the  Rev.  Mr.  McElhiney  be  unable  from  sickness 
or  other  cause,  to  perform  this  service. 

It  was  on  motion  Resolved,  that  the  subscriptions  to  be  taken  by 
the  agent,  appointed  under  the  preceding  resolutions,  be  received  in 
such  form,  and  payable  at  such  times,  and  in  such  manner,  as  the 
standing  committee  may  prescribe,  and  that  the  monies  which  may 
be  received  by  the  agent  before  the  next  convention,  shall  be  paid 
over  to  the  treasurer,  and  by  him  invested  under  the  direction  of  the 
standing  committee,  in  the  public  stock  of  this  state  or  some  other 
state  in  this  union ;  and  that  such  act  of  incorporation  or  otherwise, 
be  solicited  from  tbe  next  general  assembly  as  may  be  necessary  to 
assure  the  safety,  permanency,  profitable  investment  and  application 
of  sud  fund. 

The  petition  to  establish  the  division  lines  between  Prince  George's 
and  St.  Bartholomew's  parishes,  Montgomery  county,  was  reported 
by  the  committee  to  whom  the  subject  was  referred,  as  right  and 
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properi  snd  onght  to  be  gimted.  The  report  of  the  oomnittee  wii 
■ecepted,  and  the  prayer  of  the  petitionen  granted  accordingly. 

The  amiendment  proposed  at  the  last  convention,  to  add  to  the 
fiilh  article  of  the  constitution,  the  fdlowing  proviso^  to  be  added 
immediately  after  the  worda  "duly  elected" :  "Pftmded,  that  when- 
ever it  shall  be  pr(^>osed  to  elect  an  assistant  Bishq>  of  this  diocese, 
notice  thereof  shall  be  given  at  anannual  conVentioQ,  and  the  elec- 
toi  shall  take  place  at  the  succeeding  annual  conventioQ:'*  was 
called  up  and  passed. 

Proposed  amendment  to  the  7th  article  of  the  constitntioii. 

It  was  on  motion  Resobedf  4hat  it  be  made  known  to  the  severd 
vestries,  that  it  is  proposed  to  amend  the  seventh  article  of  the  con- 
stitution of  the  church  in  this  diocese,  by  striking  out  the  w<»ds  in 
the  commencement  of  said  article,  "In  case  of,  &c."  to  "he  shall," 
bolh  inclusive,  and  substituting  therefor,  the  following  words,  vis : 

During  a  vacancy  in  the  E[nscq>al  office,  the  next  convention,  and 
each  annual  convention  thereafter,  immediately  on  asssmUing,  shall 
choose  by  joint  ballot,  a  President  from  among  the  order  of  priesti ; 
and,  untU  such  election  shall  be  made,  the  secretary  diaU  be  the 
presiding  officer.

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PAROCHIAL   REPORTS. 


St.  PaitVs  Parish — Baltimore. 

The  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  usually  confines  himself  to  an  annunciation  of 
the  baptims,  communicants,  persons  confirmed^  marriages  and  deaths, 
which  have  occurred  during  the  preceding  twelve  months.  Since  the  last 
convention  the  baptisms  were  55,  of  which  10  were  adults ; — 36  persons 
were  confirmed  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Doane — The  communicants  are  345 ; 
marriages  were  20  ;  and  funerals  31. 

But  it  sometimes  happens  that  a  knowledge  of  additional  facts  contributes 
to  a  just  appreciation  of  the  state  of  a  parish.  During  the  last  twelve 
months,  extensive  repairs  had  become  necessary  for  the  church  edifice : 
and  a  new  roof  of  zinc ;  a  wall  of  granite  to  the  church*  yard ;  and 
another  upon  the  south  side  of  the  grave  yard,  together  with  the  rem- 
edy of  defects  which  originally  existed,  or  were  occasioned  by  the  service 
of  twenty- two  years,  have  called  for  large  sums  of  money  from  the  con- 
gregation. A  new  gallery  has  been  erected  in  the  western  end  of  the 
church,  furnishing  twelve  pews,  more  commodious  and  agreeable  than  al- 
most any  others  in  the  building.  But  the  cost  of  this  gallery  has  been  de- 
frayed by  the  sale  of  half  the  pews  which  it  contains.  To  the  liberality  of 
one  individual  the  congregation  are  indebted  for  the  beautiful  painting, 
in  fresco,  of  the  whole  interior  of  the  church.  The  rector  has  not  a  me- 
morandum of  the  sums  collected  for  the  institutions  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  during  the  year — ^but  $226  38,  were  recently  collected 
for  the  corporation  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  clergymen. 

A  society  of  the  ladies  of  St.  Paul's  Parish  has  been  in  existence  for 
some  time,  designed  to  contribute  by  the  proceeds  of  their  industry  and 
taste  to  the  various  objects  of  christian  charity.  Since  January,  1838, 
this  society  has  appropriated  $400  to  enlarge  the  Kemp  Scholarship  at  the 
General  Seminary  in  N.  York — 8300  to  aid  in  the  establishment  of  a  church 
contemplated  in  the  western  precincts  of  Baltimore — $700  towards  the 
purchase  of  a  new  Sunday  School  and  Bible  Class  Rooms  for  St  Paul's — 
and  between  one  and  two  hundred  dollars  more  for  several  minor  objects. 
Thus,  in  a  short  period,  nearly  $1600  have  been  added  to  the  means  of 
moral  improvement,  and  to  the  sources  of  christian  benevolence,  through 
the  employment  of  some  leisure  hours  of  a  society  of  females  in  one  con- 
gregaUon.

The  undersigned  has  had  charge  of  this  congregation  since  October  last 
The  former  rector  is  associated  with  him,  and  they  preach  alternately  at 
this  and  St.  James'  church. 

The  new  church  edifice  for  the  use  of  this  congregation,  reported  as 
commenced  at  the  last  convention,  is  still  in  progress;  and  with  the  Di- 
vine blessing  will  be  ready  for  consecration  by  the  close  of  the  approach- 
ing summer.  The  building  committee  deserve  great  praise  for  their  as- 
siduous and  unwearied  attention  to  the  many  and  perplexing  cares  which 
must  grow  out  of  the  supervision  of  such  a  building;  and  the  judicious 
manner  in  which  they  have  managed  and  expended  the  funds  of  the  con- 
gregation. Our  condition  at  present  is  somewhat  embarrassed,  owing  to 
the  immediate  want  of  funds  to  proceed  with  the  building.  It  is,  however, 
perfectly  safe,  as  a  single  remark  will  show.  The  sale  of  the  pews  on  the 
ground  floor,  at  a  very  moderate  estimate,  will  exceed  the  cost  of  the 
church  by  several  thousand  dollars;  and  its  location  is  such  (it  being  the 
only  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  east  of  the  falls)  as  to  warrant  the  ex- 
pectation that  it  must  rapidly  fill  up  afler  its  consecration.    The  surplus 
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fund  which  would  accrue  from  the  sale  of  all  the  pews  could  be  applied  to 
the  purchase  of  a  parsonage  for  the  rector. 

The  congregation  are  now  worshiping  in  the  basement  of  the  new 
church;  but  owing  to  the  number  of  accessions  since  their  removal,  it  is 
becoming  too  small  for  their  accommodation.  For  the  want  of  suitable 
rooms  and  more  teachers,  our  Sunday  Schools  are  not  in  as  flourishing  a 
condition  as  could  be  desired.  We  hope  to  be  more  favorably  situated  at 
the  completion  of  the  church.  We  still  labor  under  many  inconveniences, 
and  at  times  feel  the  pressure  of  pecuniary  want  in  the  erection  of  the 
church ,  but  upon  a  review  of  the  whole  we  have  cause  to  "thank  God  and 
take  courage."

The  Rector  in  presenting  his  fourth  rejwrt  to  the  convention,  would  sin- 
cerely acknowledge  his  feelings  of  gratitude  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  church 
.  for  the  success  which  has  attended  his  labors.  At  the  time  of  his  accept- 
ance of  the  call  to  lake  charge  of  this  |.arish,  it  was  in  a  low  and  unsettled 
condition.  The  church  was  in  debt,  upwards  of  a  61000,  and  the  pew  rents 
amounted  to  merely  the  small  sum  of  §450.  But  now  the  debt  of  the 
church  is  liquidated,  or  she  owes  less  than  is  due  her ;  the  pew  rents  have 
nearly  doubled  being  now  8820;  and  instead  of  a  small  congregation,  fill- 
ing here  and  there  a  pew,  a  large  and  attentive  congregation  is  regularly 
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in  attendance,  filling  almost  every  pew  contained  in  the  church.  It  it  true 
the  number  of  communicants,  as  reported,  and  of  Sunday  School  teachers 
and  scholars,  is  smaller  than  formerly.  But  this  arises  from  the  inaccuracy 
of  the  old  register,  together  with  the  excommunication  of  one  and  the 
withdrawal  of  other  communicants,  and  the  organization  of  another  Sun- 
day School  in  the  immediate  vicinity.  Not  a  communion  season  has  passed 
the  present  year  without  some  accessions,  and  those  who  have  been  added 
have  manifested  suitable  and  satisfactory  qualifications.  There  is  still  how- 
ever room  for  improvement.  We  desire  to  see  more  liberality  in  sustain- 
ing the  cause  of  religion  and  the  church,  more  spirituality  of  mind,  more 
deadness  to  the  world,  and  we  trust  that  God  will  enable  us  to  behold  this 
devoutly  prayed  for  resuU  of  our  labours.

This  was  the  first  Episcopal  church  erected  in  Georgetown.  It  was 
built  nearly  forty  years  ago,  and  had  the  regular  services  of  our  church 
until  the  last  seven  or  eight  years.  Since  then  it  has  been  closed,  and  the 
principal  portion  of  the  congregation  have  attached  themselves  to  the  other 
Episcopal  church  of  Georgetown.  The  circumstance  which  induced  the 
effort  to  re-opei^  St.  John's,  was  the  want  of  accommodation  in  Christ 
church  to  all  the  Episcopalians  of  Georgetown  for  religious  worship  on  the 
Sabbath.  The  Rector  commenced  his  labours  on  the  third  Sunday  in  last 
September,  but  a  severe  indisposition  interruptfid  \!te.tDL  Vat  tcA\«  ^^cAaoL  <%. 
6 
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month  afler  the  first  Sunday.  Since  then  he  has  regularly  officiated  until 
the  second  Sunday  aAer  {laster,  when  the  church  was  closed  again  for  the 
purpose  of  repairing  it.  The  building  was  much  damaged  during  the  kmg 
period  it  was  unoccupied.  Six  or  seven  hundred  dollars  have  been  raised 
for  this  object,  which  will  enable  the  vestry  to  have  made  very  material 
improvement,  both  in  respect  to  comfort  and  appearance.  An  orgam  hat 
also  been  purchased^  and  will  be  ready  for  use  when  the  church  is  re-openod, 
which  will  be  in  two  or  three  weeks.  All  the  pews  on  the  ground  floor, 
except  four  or  five,  have  been  engaged,  and  we  doubt  not,  but  under  the 
blessing  of  God,  the  congregation  will  continue  to  increase  until  every  pew 
is  occupied.  We  could  say  much  to  the  credit  of  the  piety  and  zeal  of  the 
few  who^  under  the  providence  of  God,  have  been  chiefly  instrumental  in 
re-opening  this  ancient  edifice,  and  were  it  consistent  with  our  feelings  of 
christian  propriety,  we  might  say  much  that  would  be  creditable  to  the  in- 
terest manifested  by  the  whole  congregation :  fiut  we  had  rather  our  peo- 
ple should  think  and  feel  that  nothing  has  been  done ;  while  much,  yea, 
while  any  thing  remains  to  be  done ;  and  we  would  have  them  to  look,  not 
(o  the  empty  praise  of  man,  but  to  their  consciences  and  to  their  God,  for 
their  reward.  As  there  may  be  zeal  without  knowledge,  so  may  there  be 
also,  zeal  without  piety.  Let  each  one,  then,  canvass  the  motive  which 
animates  his  zeal.  Whatever  we  do  that  is  not  done  to  promote  the  glory 
of  Jesus  Christ,  is  to  us  of  no  real  benefit  only,  but  positively  sinful. 
May  the  Spirit  of  Almighty  God  bdite  this  sentiinent  upon  the  hearts  of 
all  of  them.

On  account  of  some  difficulties  not  anticipated,  the  parish  churdi  was 
not  repaired  and  enclosed  during  the  last  year,  but  means  have  been  raised 
and  a  committee  appointed,  so  that  we  now  have  every  reason  to  beliere 
that  this  venerable  building  will  immediately  present  a  new  aspect.  No- 
thing but  activity  on  the  part  of  the  commiltee  is  wanting,  to  effisct  this 
much  and  long  desired  object  The  congregations  in  this  church  have  been 
nearly  doubled  since  the  rector  commenced  his  iluties,  in  AprU,  1888.  St. 
Barnabas'  church,  about  seven  miles  distant,  will  seat  about  one  hundred 
and  sixty  persons,  and  when  built  in  1835,  was  thought  by  many,  too  large 
for  the  wants  of  the  neighbourhood ;  but  it  is  now  every  Sunday,  crcfwdeA 
by  an  attentive  and  devout  congregation ;  and  so  great  has  been  the  in- 
crease, that  it  is  proposed  to  add  ten  feet  at  back  to  the  'building,  so  soon  as 
funds  can  be  raised.  The  rector  officiates  alternately  in  the  two  churchee 
during  the  winter,  but  holds  a  service  in  each  church  every  Sunday,  du- 
ring the  summer.  He  has  no  week  day  lectures,  having  found  that  the 
people  are  too  scattered,  and  that  he  can  efiect  more  by  a  general  and  re- 
gular course  of  visitation  to  all  his  parishioners. 

There  have  been  one  thousand  tracts,  one  dozen  and  a  half  of  bibles, 
and  three  dozen  prayer  books  distributed  during  the  past  year.  The  rec- 
tor is  grateful  to  an  ever  watchful  Father,  for  the  great  blessing  he  ha* 
given  to  the  labours  of  his  unworthy  minister  and  humbly  prays  for  the 
extensiOQ  of  his  kingdom.

The  Rector  takes  pleasure  in  stating  that  since  his  resklence  in  the  par- 
ish, (December  1st,  1838,)  an  increasing  spirit  of  interest  has  been  mani- 
fested in  the  prosperity  of  Zion.    Heretofore  there  had  been  no  parsonage 
bouse  connected  with  this  church,  the  want  of  which  was  felt  and  acknowl- 
edged by  all.    The  Rector  therefore,  about  the  first  of  March  last,  deter- 
mined to  make  an  effort  for  the  purpose,  if  possible,  of  accomplishing  this 
object,  which  effort,  he  is  happy  to  say,  was  promptly  respond^  to.    The 
sum  of  something  more  than  two  thousand  dollars  was  in  a  short  time  se- 
cured, with  which  a  suitable  residence  has  been  obtained  conveniently 
situated  to  the  church.     Thus  the  congregation  have  taken  a  step  by  which 
a  clergyman  may  be  permanently  settled  among  them,  which  has  long  been 
a  desideratum  in  this  church.     A  sum  of  money  amounting  we  think  to 
something  like  sixty  dollars  has  also  been  subscribed,  for  the  purpose  of 
procuring  a  set  of  new  stoves,  by  which  our  winter  services  will  be  ren- 
dered much  more  comfortable.    In  concluding  this  report  the  Rector  thinks 
it  due  the  kindness  and  liberality  of  the  ladies  of  his  parish,  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  thirty  dollars  from  them,  to  be  appropriated  to  the  purchasing 
of  a  gown,  and  for  which  he  tenders  his  warmest  thanks.    The  sun  of 
prosperity  seems  to  be  beaming  upon  this  small,  but  interestins^  church, 
and  while  the  gamers  are  filled  with  plenty,  and  a  bountiful  Providence 
provides  abundantly  for  man  and  beast,  how  urgent  is  the  necessity  that 
humility  should  attend  us,  that  our  spiritual  graces  kept  pace  with  our  tem- 
poral success,  lest  like  Jeshurun  we  wax  fat  and  kick  against  God,  thus 
making  our  advantages  augment  our  condemnation.

The  Rector  of  this  parish  has  but  recently  taken  charge  of  it  He 
commenced  his  ministration  on  the  day  of  the  Epiphany,  the  first  Sunday 
of  the  present  year.  He  has  had  therefore  but  little  time  in  which  to  labour 
and  still  less  to  show  the  result  of  his  efforts.

The  president  of  the  convention,  Dr.  Wyatt,  then  made  the 
following  address : 

Brethren, 

This  convention  is  assembled  under  the  provisions  of  the  7th 
article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal.  Church 
of  Maryland ;  and  the  6th  article  of  the  same  instrument  fur- 
nishes the  ground  for  this  address.  A  principal  object  is  briefly 
to  state  the  circumstances  which  have  occasioned  the  measure 
of  a  special  convention  at  so  advanced  a  period  of  the  season. 

Soon  after  it  became  knovm  to  the  diocese  that  the  reverend 
gentleman,  elected  by  you  to  the  episcopal  office  at  the  conven- 
tion in  June  last,  had  declined  accepting  the  appointment,  there 
prevailed  among  many  an  impression  that  a  special  convention 
was  desired.  You  will,  I  trust,  approve  your  chairman's  deter- 
mination to  assume  no  spontaneous  agency  or  responsibility  in 
the  matter ;  but  to  be  governed  by  the  judgment  which  the  com- 
mittee, residing  remotely  fiom  each  other,  should  form.  Acting 
upon  this  principle,  when  it  was  found  that  the  opinions  of  the 
membei's  of  the  standing  committee,  assembled  in  relation  to 
the  measure,  were  equally  divided,  a  casting  vote  was  not  given 
by  the  chair ;  and  the  subject  thus,  in  fact,  remained  open  to 
be  finally  determined  at  a  succeeding  meeting.  Upon  the  se- 
cond meeting  of  the  committee,  the  desire  among  the  members 
for  a  special  convention  was  almost  unanimous ;  and  therefore, 
immediately  after  their  adjournment,  notification  was  sent  to  the 
clergy  and  delegates  to  convene  here  upon  the  earliest  day 
which  the  secular  business  of  gentlemen  already  appointed  to 
represent  several  of  the  parishes  would  %dxnvt.

The  single  object  is  known  to  be  the  election  of  a  propeily 
qualified  person  to  the  office  of  Bishop ;  and  in  the  large  num- 
ber of  members  who  have  taken  their  seats,  I  am  much  grati- 
fied in  obsenrbg  an  evidence  of  the  justice  of  the  conclusion, 
that  it  was  both  practicable  and  desirable  to  attend  at  this  time  for 
the  performance  of  the  duty. 

Observations  and  enquiries  not  unfirequently  heard,  may  ren- 
der it  expedient  to  add,  that  no  concerted  action  or  arrange- 
ment has  been  made  or  proposed,  in  view  of  facilitating  your 
proceedings,  simply  upon  the  ground,  that,  if  such  were  neces- 
sary and  practicable,  it  would  have  been  unauthorised.  And 
we  are  here  convened,  subject  to  no  known  guidance  but  His, 
<^firom  whom  all  holy  desires,  all  good  counsels,  and  all  just 
works  do  proceed ;"  and  claiming  his  gracious  promise,  that  if 
we  ''lean  not  to  our  own  understanding,"  but  ^'commit  our  way 
unto  the  Lord,  He  will  bring  it  to  pass." 

In  looking  forward  to  the  proposed  transactions  of  the  pre- 
sent body,  while  I  cannot  refrain  from  soliciting  again  the  use- 
ful suggestions,  the  forbearance,  and  the  kind  acceptance  of  im- 
perfect services,  which  your  chairman  has  so  often  experienced 
at  your  hands,  you  will  allow  me  to  remind  you  that  our  pro- 
ceedings are  subject  to  the  scrutiny  of  a  promiscuous  assembly. 
Unacquainted  with  the  common  difficulties  of  deliberative  bo- 
dies, and  with  the  canonical  requisitions  under  which  we  act, 
some  may  receive  impressions  unfavorable  to  the  spirit  and  or- 
der of  our  ecclesiastical  assemblies.  Retracing  calmly  the  oc- 
currences of  the  last,  as  also  of  prior  conventions,  I  have  great 
confidence  in  the  persuasion,  Uiat,  although  there  may  have 
been  moments  of  excitement,  marked  by  observations  in  debate, 
which  none  would  wish  recalled  more  earnestly  than  the  speak- 
ers themselves,  yet  the  spirit  and  course  of  procedure  were,  in 
general,  highly  honorable  to  the  christian  character  of  its  mem- 
bera,  and  to  the  church  in  whose  service  they  are  employed. 
It  is  peculiariy  gratifying  to  remember  that  this  corresponds 
with  the  perfect  harmony  subsisting  between  the  individuals  in 
social,  and  in  other  official  intercourse.  Let  us  be  careful  to 
mamtam  even  a  more  guarded  and  elevated  christian  tone.  For 
there  is  a  consideration  far  more  imposing  than  that  of  the  ob- 
servaUon  or  verdict  oi  Wwt  ^oM.     K&vwsS«tfA.\«stfB^^  the  in- 
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spection  of  Almighty  God,  in  his  own  temple,  we  are  engaged 
at  the  foot  of  the  altar,  in  carrying  out  the  Messiah's  work  of 
ransom  for  perishing  men ;  pledged  by  tows,  often  beatbed  at 
that  altar  upon  similar  occasions,  to  sacrifice  every  private  re^ 
gard  to  the  cause  of  ^^the  body  which  Christ  loved,  giving  him* 
self  for  it ;"  and  amenable  for  all  that  we  think  and  feel,  as  well 
as  speak  and  do,  at  his  own  fearful  tribunal.  This  conscious- 
ness being  the  constraining  principle  under  which  you  all  act, 
no  more  than  passing  reference  to  the  established  rules  of  deco« 
rum  in  debate  can  be  called  for  from  the  chair. 

Before  I  shall  sit  down,  there  is  one  point  to  which  I  would 
most  respectfully  ask  permission  to  allude*  Such  unavoidable 
publicity  has  been  given,  in  the  past  transactions  of  this  body, 
to  the  fact  that  your  chairman's  name,  among  others,  has  been 
referred  to  with  regard  to  the  supply  of  the  vacant  office,  that 
he  can  now  scarcely  be  open  to  unfavorable  imputations  in  al- 
luding to  the  fact  so  far  as  to  request,  explicitly  and  eamtMyy 
that  it  may  not  again  be  involved  in  the  debcUe.  A  variety  of 
considerations  urge  him  powerfully  to  this  measure,  which  is 
adopted  without  counsel  with  his  friends,  but  in  the  earnest 
hope  that  it  may,  in  some  degree  at  least,  facilitate  the  object 
of  your  assembly.  Those  warm  hearted  and  partial  friends,  of 
whose  many  years  of  kind  offices  he  dare  not  allow  himself  here 
to  speak  with  all  the  gratitude  which  he  feels,  will  forgive 
this  repetition  of  an  act,  adopted  with  much  deliberation  and 
prayer,  but  upon  his  own  responsibity.  And  those  brethren^ 
who,  in  the  conscientious  exercise  of  their  privileges  and  duties 
to  Christ  and  his  church,  have  pursued  an  opposite  course,  will 
allow  the  chairman,  as  he  withdraws  from  being  any  longer  the 
involuntary  cause  of  division,  to  thank  them  also  for  the  cour- 
tesy with  which  their  opposition  has  been  generally  conducted ', 
and  to  ask  forgiveness  if  in  any  thing  he  has  seemed,  however 
unconsciously,  to  '^forget  the  more  excellent  way>"  or  to  afford 
provocations  to  an  opposite  spirit. 
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It  was  on  motion,  Reiohtdf  that  the  Prendent's  address,  and 
flie  letter  of  the  committee  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Dorr,  acquainting 
him  with  his  election  as  bishop  of  this  diocese,  together  with 
his  rqdy  thereto,  be  published  on  the  journal  of  this  conrention* 

Letter  of  the  Committee  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Dorr. 

Baltimobx,  June  \sty  1839* 
RxT*  AFD  Deab  Snt, 

It  is  with  singular  pleasure  (hat  we  discharge  a  duty  allotted 
us  by  the  annual  convention,  held  in  Baltimore,  from  the  29th 
of  May,  to  the  Ist  of  June  inclusive. 

On  the  thiid  day  of  the  session,  the  order  of  clergy,  with 
a  very  gratifying  unanimity,  nominated  you,  canonically,  to  the 
office  of  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Epispocal  Church  of  Mary- 
land. The  laity,  forthwith,  almost  unanimously,  confirmed  the 
appointment,  thus  consummating  the  election. 

Should  we,  however,  communicate  no  more  than  this  fifict,  we 
•should  feel  that  our  welcome  task,  and  the  expectations  of  the 
church  in  conferring  it,  were  veiy  imperfectly  fulfilled. 

Strong  as  the  appeal  which  arises  from  such  a  transaction  al- 
ways is,  the  circumstances  which  distinguished  this  measure, 
render  it  peculiarly  forcible.  And  the  persuasion  that  your  agen- 
cy and  administration,  under  the  Divine  blessing,  will  speedily 
be  the  means  of  imparting  to  the  diocese  harmony  and  prosper- 
ity, together  with  the  great  esteem  and  respect  in  which  your 
character  and  qualifications  are  held  by  us,  combine  to  cherish 
the  strongest  desires,  that  you  should  accept  the  appointment  of 
which  we  have  the  honor  to  notify  you. 

ADow  us  to  unite  our  individual  solicitations,  with  those  of 
the  Church  of  Maryland,  that  you  will,  at  your  earliest  conve- 
nience, inform  us  of  your  acceptance  of  this  appointment. 

The  delegate  from  Trinity  Parish^  Washington,  having  in- 
formed the  convention,  that  he  was  authorised  to  communicate 
to  the  gentlemen,  who  might  be  appointed  to  the  Episcopate  of 
Maryland,  that  that  parish,  affording  an  income  of  about  $1100 
per  annum,  would  be  vacant  in  November,  and  that  the  vestiy 
had  resolved  to  offer  the  rectorship  of  it  to  the  bishop ;  the  con- 
^jrantion  also,  before  their  ad\o\iiiim«iv\^i%%^V%%d^lV!At  iu  addition 
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to  the  salary  of  this  parish,  the  sum  of  $2,500  should  be  secui^ 
by  them  to  the  Bishop.

The  committees  appointed  at  the  last  convention,  on  the 
rights  of  clergymen  to  seats,  on  elections  of  lay  delegates,  and 
on  parochial  contributions,  were  continued. 

A  vacancy  occuriug  in  the  committee  on  elections,  it  was  fill- 
ed with  the  name  of  Dr.  Hanson  Penn.  To  this  committee  the 
testimonials  of  the  new  delegates  were  referred,  and  immediate- 
ly reported  upon  as  being  correct ;  and  that  all  the  delegates 
were  entitled  to  seats. 

The  committee  appointed  to  recommend  a  suitable  person  for 
the  office  of  Bishop  of  this  diocese,  made  the  following  report, 
which  was  accepted : 

"That  after  mature  deliberation,  they  have  unanimously  re- 
solved to  name  two  individuals,  to  be  balloted  for  simultaneous- 
ly by  the  orders  of  clergy  and  laily  separately,  until  one  of 
them  has  obtained  two-thirds  of  each  order,  and  that  he  then 
be  presented  to  the  clergy  for  their  nomination.  The  persons 
recommended  are  the  Rev.  Dr.  Whittingham,  and  the  Rev.  A.  M- 
Marbury,  M.  D.

Henry  V.  D.  Johns  was  nominated  in  the  place  of  Dr.  Hum- 
phreys.

Baltimorb,  Wednesday^  May  21  th^  1 840. 

The  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of 
Maryland,  commenced  its  session  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  at  11 
o^cIock,  A.  M. 

The  morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Henshaw — the 
ante*communion  service  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Johns. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Wiley  preached  the  convention  sermon. 

The  Lord's  supper  was  administered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wyatt, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Johns.

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RULES   OF   ORDER. 

Ist.  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  with  prayer. 

2d.  This  convention  shall  sit  for  the  despatch  of  business,  from 
9  o'clock,  A.  M.,  until  3  o'clock,  P.  M. 

Sd.  Every  member  shall  take  his  seat  when  the  President  takes 
the  chair,  and  remain  untcovered  until  the  convention  adjourn. 

4th.  At  the  opening  of  each  session  of  the  convention,  as  soon  as 
the  President  takes  the  ch^ir,  the  names  of  the  clergy,  who  were 
entitled  to  seats  at  the  preceding  convention,  shall  be  called  over  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  last  convention ;  or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  by 
a  Secretary  pro  tem.,  to  be  appointed  by  the  President.  The  lay 
delegates  shall  lay  their  certificates  of  appointment  on  the  table  of 
the  Secretary,  and  subscribe  the  declaration  required  by  the  consti- 
tution. If  a  constitutional  quorum  be  found  present,  the  President 
shall  thereupon  declare  the  fact,  and  announce  that  the  convention 
is  organized  and  r^ady  for  business.  A  Secretary  shall  be  elected. 
The  following  committees  shall  then  be  appointed  by  the  chair : 
One  of  elections,  to  consist  of  three,  to  whom  the  testimonials  of 
the  lay  delegates  shall  be  referred ;  one  on  accounts,  to  consist  of 
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three ;  one  on  parochial  contributions,  to  consist  of  three  ;  and  one 
on  the  rights  of  clergymen  to  seats  in  this  contention,  to  consist  of 
three  clergymen. 

5th.  If  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocess  shall  not  be  present  at  any 
meeting  of  the  convention,  at  the  opening  of  the  same,  the  names 
of  the  clergy  who  were  entitled  to  seats  at  the  preceding  conTct- 
tion,  shall  be  called  over  by  the  Secretary  of  the  last  conventioB; 
or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  by  the  first  named  member  of  the  stand- 
ing committee  who  may  be  present  The  lay  delegates  shall  hy 
their  certificates  of  appointment  on  the  table,  and  sabscribe  the  de- 
claration required  by  the  constitution.  If  a  constitutional  quorom 
be  present,  a  President,  pro  tempore,  shall  be  elected,  agreeably  to 
the  seventh  article  of  the  constitution.  A  Secretary  shall  be  elect- 
ed ;  and  then  the  chair  shall  appoint  the  several  committees  mei^ 
tioned  in  the  fourth  rule  of  order. 

6th.  The  standing  committee  for  the  preceding  year  shall  be  the 
committee  on  the  state  of  the  church;  and  all  parochial  reports 
shall  be  referred  to  the  said  committee. 

7th.  Every  member  who  shall  deliver  his  opinion,  or  speak  in 
any  debate,  shall  stand  up  in  his  place ;  aud  with  respect  and  de- 
cency, address  himself  to  the  President. 

8lh.  If  two  or  more  members  shall  rise  to  speak  at  the  same  time, 
the  President  shall  declare  who  shall  speak  first. 

9th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  any  debate  ex- 
cept with  leave ;  nor  shall  any  member  be  interrupted  while  he  is 
speaking  in  order.  And  if  any  member  shall  rise  to  speak  more 
than  twice  on  the  same  question,  without  leave,  the  President  shall 
call  him  to  order. 

10th.  Any  member  called  to  order  by  the  President^  or  by  a  mem- 
ber, shall  thereupon  take  his  seat. 

Ijth.  When  the  convention  is  sitting,  no  member  shall  speak  to 
another,  so  as  to  interrupt  any  member  who  may  be  speaking  in  a 
debate. 

12th.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  be  seconded ; 
and  if  desired  by  the  President,  reduced  to  writing,  and  read  by  the 
Secretary. 
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ISth.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  tlie  matter  of  the 
motion  shall  receive  a  determination  by  the  question,  unless  post- 
poned by  a  motion  for  postponement,  or  by  the  previous  question, 
before  any  other  motion  shall  be  received. 

14th.  If  a  question  in  debate  contains  more  parts  than  one,  any 
member  may  have  the  same  divided  into  as  many  questions  as  there 
are  parts. 

15th.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President. 
Upon  all  questions  of  order  there  shall  be  a  right  of  appeal  from  the 
decision  of  the  presiding  officer  to  the  convention. 

16th.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
<x>Dvention,  unless  he  may  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

17th.  A  question  being  once  determine^,  shall  stand  as  the  judg- 
ment of  the  convention ;  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into  debate 
during  the  same  session,  except  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of 
Ibe  convention.  « 

18th.  The  foregoing  rules  of  order  shall  be  deemed  dnd  consid- 
ered the  rules  of  order  of  all  future  conventions,  until  altered  or  re- 
acinded ;  and  the  same  shall  be  published  in  the  journal  of  each 
convention. 

An  adjournment  until  9  o'clock  to  morrow  morning,  was  moved 
and  carried. 


Thubsdat,  May  2^h.

It  was  then  proposed  to  go  into  the  election  for  a  President  (pro 
tempore,)  of  the  convention.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Wyatt  and  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Johns  were  nominated ;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Peterkin  and  Dr.  Pena, 
were  appointed  tellers ;  one  hundred  and  twenty-four  votes  were 
received,  of  which  number,  there  were  for  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wyatt, 
64 ; — for  the  Rev.  Dr.  Johns,  60  votes. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Wyatt  was  conducted  to  the  chair  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  McElhiney  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Peterkin,  who  were  appointed 
a  committee  to  inform  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wyatt  of  his  election. 

On  taking  the  chair,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wyatt  addressed  the  house  as 
follows : — 

Brethren: 

From  the  most  brief,  though  grateful  and  respectful,  acknow- 
ledgment of  the  renewed  expression  of  your  confidence,  in  my 
appointment  to  this  chair,  I  shall  pass  at  once  to  the  notice  of 
some  circumstances  of  common  interest  to  us,  as  members  of  this 
body. 

The  convention  will  receive,  through  the  official  letter  of  the 
provisional  bishop  of  the  diocess,  a  history  of  the  valuable  ser- 
vices which  he  has  rendered  in  such  sections  of  the  State,  as  the 
limited  period  elapsed  since  his  appointment  would  allow.  To 
this,  it  is  equally  just  to  the  congregations  concerned,  and  to  tbs 
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Bishop  himself,  to  add,  that  his  impressive  performance  of  episco- 
pal oflSces,  his  able  and  eloquent  discourses,  as  well  as  his  judi- 
cious and  instructive  intercourse  with  the  parishes,  have  been 
received  with  the  utmost  cordiality  and  respect ;  and  have  inspired 
gratitude  that  it  was  in  the  heart  of  the  Bishop  to  avail  himself  of 
the  opportunity  providentially  afforded,  of  adding  the  care  of  our 
bereaved  church  to  that  of  his  own  prosperous  and  happy  charge. 
During  the  last  twelve  months,  several  of  the  clergy  of  the  dio- 
cess,  having  fulfilled  their  stewardship,  have  been  summoned  to 
that  fearful  account,  the  anticipation  of  which  should  at  this  time 
exert  so  salutary  an  influence  upon  every  one  of  us.   The  Rev.  Mr. 
Easter,  whose  infirm  heallh  had  proved  a  painful  obstacle  to  his 
ministerial  labors  before  he  was  brought  into  membership  with  our 
ehurch,  had  continued  notwithstanding  to  strive  for  extended  use- 
fulness, by  adding  the  charge  of  a  small  parish  to  the  important 
agency  which  he  held  in  behalf  of  the  Colonization  Society ;  and 
through  many  weary  months  he  bore  up  against  the  maladies  which 
were  gradually  conducting  him  to  the  consummation  of  his  hopes. 
He  died  in  the  comfort  of  a  firm  faith.    The  Rev.  Mr.  Willis- 
ton,  too,  who,  although  residing  in  a  distant  diocess,  retained,  it 
appears,  his  canonical  relation  to  Maryland,  aAer  striving  to  ad- 
Tance  his  Master's  cause  through  changes,  and  trials,  and  the  infir- 
mities attendant  upon  age,  has  passed,  we  trust,  from  faith  and 
bumble  hope,  to  the  rest  prepared  for  the  people  of  God.    The 
active  mind  of  Rev.  John  Forman,  who  also  has  been  recently 
called  from  our  ecclesiastical  body,  bad  led  him  to  the  attainment 
of  much  and  varied  knowledge;  but  infirm  health,  and  growing 
jears  had,  for  a  long  time,  caused  him  to  retire  from  parochial  du- 
ties; and  the  fruits  of  those  years  of  study  and  contemplation, 
were,  we  may  believe,  manifested  in  the  calmness  and  confidence 
by  which  he  was  sustained  even  to  the  end.    But  a  few  days  have 
elapsed  since  another,  still  older  in  years  and  in  services  to  the 
oommon  sacred  cause,  the  Rev.  Simon  Wilmer,  has  closed  his 
ministry  upon  earth.    The  circumstances  of  bis  death  are  not 
known  to  me ;  and  to  many  of  you,  the  incidents  of  his  long  and 
2 
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active  life,  more  full  perhaps  of  vicissitude  than  is  usual  in 
quiet  and-  uniform  professional  walks,  are  probably  well  known. 
His  parishes  and  the  diocess,  will  long  remember  the  zeal  and 
piety  with  which  he  endeavored  to  do  them  good ;  and  we  receive, 
from  each  of  these  dispensations,  a  renewed  warning  to  diligence 
and  conscientiousness,  for  the  judge  standeth  before  the  door. 

When  looking  forward  to  the  proceedings  which  will  probaUy 
occupy  this  body  during  their  present  session,  in  addition  to  the 
cnnfidence  derived  from  the  promises  of  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church  to  be  present  with  it,  and  his  ministers  to  the  end  of  the  world, 
there  is  comfort  to  be  found  in  the  evidence,  so  often  afforded  by 
yourselves,  of  the  proper  influence  which  a  sense  of  your  sacred 
duties  and  high  responsibilities  can  exert  upon  your  deliberations 
and  measures.  Even  the  momentary  excitements  which  such 
a  crisis  may  have  been  able  to  create,  as  well  as  the  wroD| 
impressions  which  spectators  have  sometimes  received  and  propa- 
gated, to  the  scandal  of  our  holy  communion,  have  not  been  with- 
out their  beneficial  results,  producing  in  every  one  increased 
watchfulness,  not  merely  to  have  a  conscience  void  of  intentional 
offence,  but  to  shun  the  very  appearance  of  evil.  The  distinguish- 
ing goodness  of  God  to  our  section  of  his  spiritual  kingdom  is  ap- 
parent in  the  unbroken  unity  of  the  body.  While  the  Church, 
during  the  long  period  of  darkness  and  corruption  which  preceded 
the  reformation,  was  continually  agitated  by  heresies,  and  rent 
with  schisms ;  while  the  various  more  modern  christian  associa- 
tions, notwithstanding  their  love  of  Christ  and  faith  in  his  gospel, 
are  afflicted  with  divisions  which,  in  many  cases,  can  find  no  bet- 
ter remedy  than  at  the  civil  tribunals,  we  have  met,  again  and 
again,  to  deliberate  and  act  upon  our  vitally  important  principles, 
without  in  any  manner  rending  the  seamless  vesture  of  the  Re- 
deemer. The  touching  expression  of  maternal  tenderness  so  beau- 
tifully displayed  before  the  tribunal  of  the  wise  king,  wherein  the 
true  mother  entreated  that  she  might  sacrifice  her  possession  d 
her  offspring  rather  than  that  it  should  be  divided  between  the 
claimants,  seems  to  have  entered  into  the  spirit  of  the  Church  ia 
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our  day.  Id  the  midst  of  our  varied  and  perplexing  difficulties, 
the  language  of  every  heart  has  been,  "  O  my  Lord,  in  no  wise 
slay  or  divide  the  child."  We  shall  continue,  I  am  j)ersuaded, 
during  the  present  Convention,  to  cherish  with  fervent  prayer,  the 
same  sentiment.  The  very  festival  wlncli  we  are  liolding  to-day, 
appeals  to  us  forcibly.  It  was  after  a  long  period  of  trials 'and 
humiliations,  that  our  Master,  having  been  made  perfect  by  sufier- 
iBgs,  ascended  up  to  enter  upon  his  glorified  state.  The  church, 
that  portion  of  it  to  which  we  belong,  has  endured  dark  and 
trying  vicissitudes.  Let  us  furnish  to-day  the  most  fit  and  devout 
commemoration  of  his  ascension,  by  causing  his  church  to  risoi 
delivered  from  her  perplexing  excitements  and  sorrows,  adorned 
in  her  beautiful  garments  of  holiness  and  peace,  and  invigorated  to 
enter  upon  a  new  and  tranquil  period  of  her  master^s  work.  To 
ibis  end,  let  it  be  the  secret  resolve  of  every  one,  that  all  our 

• 

conversation  and  measures  shall  proclaim  to  the  unbelieving  world, 
Uthe  love  of  Christ  constraineth  us."  Christ  tnhis  church,  em* 
f)odied  in  the  persons  of  his  followers,  however  humble  and  de* 
pendent;  Christ,  acting  through  his  church,  the  channel  to  the 
yrorld  of  grace,  and  pardon,  and  eternal  life ;  Christ,  zealous  far 
fais  church,  which,  through  many  reproaches  and  mysterious 
trials,  he  is  conducting  to  a  glorious  consummation  in  heaven;—* 
Cheist,  in  all  these  forms,  is  the  object  of  our  love,  and  support, 
and  defence ;  and  we  rejoice  in  the  consciousness  of  the  constrain- 
ing power  of  that  love,  when  meeting  in  this  holy  convocation,  we 
are  ready  to  sacrifice  every  thing  but  the  life  oj  the  childj  upon  the 

•  

altar  of  this  noblest  and  mightiest  affection.  May  God  give  us  all 
grace  to  prove  more  and  more  every  day,  that  ours  is  a  '^  iaitb  that 
wodceth  by  love." 

Mr.  Richard  M.  Hall  was  re-elected  Secretary,*  and  the  Rev. 
Mr.  McElhiney  was  appointed  by  the  Chair,  to  act  as  assistant 
Secretary. 

An  official  communication  from  the  Rt  Rev.  Bishop  Doane  was 
ftesented  and  read,  and  ordered  to  appear  on  the  Journal,  as 
fellows: 
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Mt  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Laitt, 

The  occurrence  of  the  annaal  meeting  of  the  convention  of  the 
diocess  of  New  Jersey,  on  the  day  of  your  assembling,  deprives 
me  of  the  pleasure  of  being  with  you,  and  obliges  me  thus  to  com* 
municate  to  you  the  canonical  record  of  my  official  acts.  Permit 
me  to  assure  you,  that  though  absent  in  the  body,  I  shall  be  much 
with  you  in  affection  and  desire :  and  that  I  shall  not  fail  to  call 
upon  the  beloved  brethren  of  my  own  immediate  household  of  the 
faith,  to  offer  up  their  prayers  with  mine,  that  God  may  be  with 
you  of  a  truth,  imbuing  all  your  hearts  with  the  Holy  Spirit  of  grace 
and  consolation,  and  causing  all  your  counsels  and  all  your  met* 
sures  to  redound  to  the  edification  of  the  church,  and  the  salvation 
of  many  souls. 

It  was  on  the  29th  day  of  November  last,  that  I  became,  by  Jbe 
act  of  the  special  convention  then  assembled  in  Baltimore,  provi- 
sionally your  Bishop.  The  double  charge  of  my  diocess  and  parish 
in  the  latter  of  which  I  had  just  been  sorely  bereaved  by  the  deadi 
of  one  *  who,  ^'  as  a  son  with  the  father,"  had,  ^^  served  with  me 
in  the  gospel,"  prevented  my  immediate  entrance  upon  the  active 
duties  of  the  trust  thus  constituted.  It  was  not  until  Septuagesima 
Sunday,  February  ]  6th,  that  I  was  able  to  be  among  you  at  all. 

On  that  day,  in  the  morning,  in  St.  Peter's  church,  Baltimore, 
I  preached  and  confirmed  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  persons. 

In  the  afternoon,  I  preached  in  St  Paul's  church,  in  the  same 
city. 

And  in  the  evening,  in  Christ's  church,  I  preached  and  confirmed 
ninety-six  persons. 

The  appointments  which  I  had  made  for  the  following  day  at 
St.  Thomas'  church  and  at  St.  John's  church,  Baltimore  couotj, 
it  was  thought  best  by  their  Rector  to  defer  in  consideration  of 
the  bad  state  of  the  roads  at  that  season,  and  the  difficulty  of  col- 
lecting the  people.    It  will  be  borne  in  mind,  that  the  period  of  the

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year  in  which  the  parishes  in  the  country  can  be  visited  to  advan- 
tage, had  passed  away  before  the  diocess  was  placed  under  my 
episcopal  charge. 

On  Tuesday  morning,  February  18th,  I  read  prayers,  and  preach- 
ed in  Sherwood  chapel. 

On  the  morning  of  Wednesday,  19lh,  in  St.  James's  church 
Baltimore  county,  I  preached,  and  confirmed  twelve  persons.    The 
service  at  Trinity  church  was  deferred,  tit  the  instance  of  the  Rec- 
tor, on  account  of  the  condition  of  the  roads. 

On  the  evening  of  Thursday,  20th,  in  St.  Andrew's  church, 
Baltimore,  I  preached  and  confirmed  thirty  six  persons ;  of  whom 
one  was  irom  St.  Paul's  church,  and  one  from  Christ's  church,  in 
the  same  city. 

On  Saturday,  February  23d,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  the 
ttinaal  commencement  of  St.  John's  College,  Annapolis,  of  which 
Boy  long  valued  friend  and  brother,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Humphreys  is  the 
President*  I  was  highly  gratified  with  the  exercises  of  the  day ; 
and  the  more  so  as  the  talents  and  acquirements  which  contributed 
most  to  their  interest  are  consecrated  to  the  service  of  the  church. 
I  should  do  injustice  to  my  own  feelings,  and  to  the  cause  of  sound 
learning,  did  I  not  commend  this  ancient  institution  to  the  favour 
and  patronage  of  the  State.  It  has  occurred  to  me,  and  with  the 
candid  and  intelligent,  I  shall  sufier  no  prejudice  by  the  expression 
that  in  this  respect  Maryland  is  wanting  to  herself.  It  is  essential 
to  the  true  independence  of  a  State,  that  her  sons  be  nourished  at 
her  bosom.  The  letters,  the  manners,  the  patriotism  which  are 
worn  most  gracefully,  and  are  most  to  be  relied  on  for  good  service 
are  native  to  the  soil.  It  were  far  better,  to  import  bread-corn, 
than  to  entrust  to  foreign  hands  the  nurture  and  the  training  of  the 
men  that  are  to  make  the  laws,  and  to  sustain  the  institutions  of  the 
State.  There  should  be  power  in  the  historic  names  which  belong 
to  the  College  at  Annapolis,  to  rally  round  its  venerable  halls  the 
troe  hearted  and  strong  handed.  And  from  the  fountain  which  is 
fed  and  guarded  there,  with  largest  bounty  and  most  zealous  care, 
streams  should  go  forth  to  water  all  the  land,  and  quench  in  every 
breast  the  noble  intellectual  rage. 
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On  Sexagesima  Sunday,  Febniarj  2Sd,  in  St  Ann^s  cbarch,  Amt- 
polis,  after  morning  prayers  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  McElhincy, 
I  preached,  and  admitted  the  Rev.  Joseph  Trapncll,  junior,  deacon. 
Rector  of  Trinity  church.  Upper  Marlborough,  to  the  holy  order 
of  priest.  The  candidate  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Huib- 
phreys.  President  of  St.  John^a  College,  and  I  was  assisted  io  the 
administration  of  the  holy  communion  by  the  Rev.  Robert  W. 
Goldsborough. 

In  the  afternoon  in  the  same  church,  I  preached,  and  confirmed 
four  persons. 

On  Monday,  24th,  St.  Matthias  day,  I  preached  in  the  mondog, 
in  St.  James's  church,  West  River. 

In  the  afternoon,  I  preached  and  confirmed  four  persons,  in  All 
Saint's  church,  Calvert  county. 

On  Tuesday  morning,  25th,  in  Christ  church,  Calvert  connty,  I 
preached  and  administered  the  holy  communion.  The  service 
which  I  had  appointed  for  the  chapel  of  this  parish  had  not  beea 
notified ;  the  distance  between  that  and  the  church  rendering  the 
two  services  in  the  same  day  impracticable. 

On  Wednesday  evening,  26th,  in  St.  James'  (African)  church, 
Baltimore,  I  preached,  and  confirmed  six  persons. 

On  Friday,  28th,  I  preached  in  St.  Barnabas^s  church,  and  con- 
firmed twelve  persons. 

On  Saturday,  29th,  I  preached  in  Christ  church,  St.  John^ 
Parish. 

On  Sunday,  March  4tb,  Quinguagesima,  I  preached,  and  confirm- 
ed one  person  in  St  John's  church,  Washington  City. 

In  the  afternoon,  in  Christ  church  in  the  same  city,  I  preached, 
and  confirmed  thirty  persons. 

And  in  the  evening  I  preached  in  Trinity  church. 

On  Ash  Wednesday,  4th,  I  preached  in  Christ's  church,  George^ 
town,  and  confirmed  thirteen  persons. 

And  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  in  St.  John's  church,  I 
preached,  and  confirmed  five  persons. 

Finally,  in  St.  Mary's  church,  Burlington,  on  Sunday,  t4th  May, 
fifth  after  Easter,  I  admitted  the  Rev.  Henry  Major,  deacon.  Rector

of  St  John's  church,  to  the  holy  order  of  priests :  the  Rev.  Pro- 
fessor Ogilby  reading  morning  prayers,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Germaio 
presenting  the  candidate,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Eaton  assisting  me  in 
the  holy  communion.  • 

The  sum  of  my  episcopal  services  since  the  special  convention, 
it  as  follows: — visited  18  churches;  preached  19  times;  confirmed 
SS9  persons,  (making  the  whole  number  confirmed  hy  me  in  the 
Diocess,  560,)  and  ordained  two  priests.  Besides  these  offices, 
I  admitted  the  Rev.  Henry  Crosdale,  deacon,  Rector  of  Somerset 
and  Coventry  parishes,  to  the  holy  order  of  priests,  in  St.  Mary's 
church,  Burlington,  on  Sunday,  August  4th,  tenth  after  Trinity,— 
acting  with  the  consent  of  the  standing  committee.  Morning  pray- 
ers on  this  occasion  were  read  by  the  Rev.  John  P.  Lathrop,  the  can- 
didate was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Williams,  of  the  diocess  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  I  was  assisted  in  the  administration  of  the  holy 
communion,  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Eaton.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Winslow 
and  Adams  were  present. 

I  have  received  into  the  diocess  the  Rev.  Henry  Major,  from 
the  diocess  of  Virginia,  now  Rector  of  Christ's  church,  St.  John's 
parish ;  the  Rev.  Horace  Stringfellow,  from  the  same  diocess,  now 
Rector  of  the  Trinity  church,  Washington  City ;  and  the  Rev. 
Charles  E  Pleasants,  from  the  diocess  of  Pennsylvania,  who  has 
charge  of  the  church  at  Shrewsbury. 

I  have  granted  letters  dimissory  to  the  Rev.  Henry  Brown, 
deacon,  to  the  diocess  of  Pennsylvania,  to  the  Rev.  William  H. 
Trapnell,  deacon,  to  the  diocess  of  Delaware,  and  to  the  Rev. 
Phillip  Slaughter  to  the  diocess  of  Virginia. 

The  Rev.  Ira  Easter,  the  Rev.  John  Forman,  and  the  Rev. 
Ralph  Williston,  have  departed  this  life.  The  first  named  was 
minister  of  Sherwood  chapel:  the  two  latter  had  no  parochial 
charge. 

These  are  all  the  ecclesiastical  changes  which  have  taken  place 
in  the  diocess  with  my  cognizance.  Of  such  as  may  have  occurred 
between  the  last  annual  and  the  special  convention,  the  record  must 
be  with  the  standing  ccwmiittee,  then  the  ecclesiastical  authority. 
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The  number  of  clergymen  in  the  diocess,  so  far  ts  I  am  in* 
formed,  is  74.  ' 

Candidates  for  orders  in  the  diocess  are  the  following :— ^ 

[JVo/  rendered^] 

A  word  or  two,  on  subjects  which  I  feel  myself  not  at  liberty  to 
pass  over  in  silence,  and  I  am  done.  There  would  be  much  to  lay 
on  many  points,  did  I  not  confidently  trust,  that  before  your  next 
assembling  one  will  be  among  you,  who  can  speak  with  fuller 
knowledge  of  your  affairs,  and  with  an  abiding  claim  on  year 
attention. 

I  notice,  first,  with  great  pleasure,  since  my  first  visit  to  the  dioceo, 
a  growing  disposition  to  repair,  improve  and  beautify  the  houses  of 
God  among  you.'  There  was  great  severity  in  that  saying  of  a  well 
known  unbeliever,  as  he  passed  a  ruined  church,  tliat  it  was  ^^good 
enough  for  a  God  who  was  born  in  a  manger."    I  marvel  that  thera 
should  ever  have  been  a  christian  flock  that  could  permit  the  temp- 
tation to  its  utterance.    One  would  think  that  the  infinite  conde- 
scension of  Him  who  humbled  himself  to  become  man  for  us, 
should  be  in  the  place  of  all  other  arguments,  to  ^^  honor  his 
name  and  his  word  above  all  things.''    They  rashly  tempt  the 
Lord,  who  spare  from  the  service  of  his  house,  to  lavish  on  their 
own.    "  Ye  looked  for  much,''  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  by  Haggai, 
"  and  lo,  it  came  to  little ; "  and  when  ye  brought  it  home,  I  did 
blow  upon  it.    Why  ?  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts.    Because  of  mine 
house  that  is  waste,  and  ye  run  every  man  unto  his  own  house. 
"  Bring  ye  all  the  tithes  into  the  storehouse,"  saith  God  by  Mala- 
chi,  "  that  there  may  be  meat  in  mine  house,  and  prove  me  noir 
herewith,  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  if  I  will  not  open  you  the  windovn 
of  heaven,  and  pour  you  out  a  blessing,  that  there  shall  not  be  rooo 
enough  to  receive  it." 

I  would  earnestly  invite  your  consideration,  my  biethren,  to  ano* 
ther  point  of  even  more  immediate  duty,  the  infrequency  in  mam 
parishes  with  which  the  gospel  is  preached,  and  the  sacraments  are 
administered.    The  supply  of  two,  three,  four  or  more  cburcbesi 
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ud  Ihey  often  widely  distant,  by  the  eame  minister  is  a  crying  eviL 
Under  such  circumstances  the  pastoral  relation  has  scarcely  so  much 
as  a  name.  The  minister  is  worn  out  with  toil  and  care,  repaid 
with  scanty  fruits.  The  people  lose  the  sense  of  their  responsibi- 
lity. The  wide  intervals  between  the  services,  doubled  or  tripled 
often  by  a  stormy  Sunday,  or  the  sickness  of  the  preacher,  leads  to 
ibrgetfulness  first,  and  then  to  disregard  of  their  return*  There 
is  a  famine  of  the  word  of  life.  And,  what  must  follow,  the 
oharch  dwindles,  and  souls  are  starved.  There  should  be  but 
one  flock,  to  one  shepherd ;  and  there  should  be  one  shepherd 
to  every  flock.  I  anticipate  the  reply.  **  As  it  is  now,  our  minis- 
ter 18  not  half  supported.^  I  know  it  is  too  often  so,  dear  brethren ; 
and  I  also  know  who  hath  said,  ^*  The  silver  is  mine,  and  the  gold 
k  mine."  Oh,  for  an  increase  among  us  of  that  noble  spirit  of  ^*  the 
man  after  God's  own  heart,''  who  replied  to  the  generous  offer  of 
Araunah.  *^  Nay,  but  I  will  surely  buy  it  of  thee  at  a  price :  neither 
fnll  I  offer  burnt  offerings  unto  the  Lord  my  God  of  that  tohkh  doth 
€Ott  me  nothing  J^ 

Kindred  with  both  the  former,  is  the  last  point  to  which  I 
ask  your  attention — the  unquestionable  duty  of  providing,  without 
delay,  for  the  adequate  support  of  your  Episcopate.  I  know  there 
will  be  some  who  will  question  the  expediency  of  my  allusion  at 
Ihia  time  to  this  subject;  some,  because  it  does  not  become  me  in 
tny  temporary  relation  to  you ;  and  some,  because  the  due  order  is, 
first  to  get  a  Bishop,  and  then  to  provide  for  his  support.  To  the 
first  objection  I  reply,  that  I  know  nothing  of  temporary  relations 
lit  the  church.  The  church,  and  every  thing  in  the  church,  is  for 
eternity.  I  am  your  Bishop  now,  with  full  authority ;  and  there- 
fore, with  entire  responsibility.  It  is  in  the  present  only,  that  we 
<San  act.  The  future  is  not  ours.  It  is  with  Ood.  I  must  account 
onder  eternal  sanctions  for  my  temporary  trust ;  and,  therefore,  I 
ifitiit  discharge  it  with  eternity  in  my  eye.  I  say,  then,  in  reply  to 
the  second  objection,  that  it  proceeds  on  the  erroneous  and  unwor- 
thy supposition  that  in  providing  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate, 
yoo  are  providing  for  him  who,  in  the  providence  of  God,  may  hold 
3 
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the  office ;  that  it  is  to  be  therefore  more  or  less  according  to 
greater  or  less  acceptance  among  the  people,  or  according  to  aay 
otlier  human  standard  or  consideration.  All  this,  I  steadfaitly 
deny.  The  Episcopacy  is  God's  ordinance.  The  support  of  the 
Bishop  is  due  to  him  as  God's  ambassador.  The  honor  paid  to 
tiie  Episcopate  is  honor  shown  to  God.  ^^  He  that  receireth  yoo, 
recciveth  me ;  and  he  that  receiveth  me*  receiveth  him  that  sent 
me."  You  can  just  as  properly  dispense  with  the  Episcopate,  u 
you  can  omit  for  a  single  moment  a  just  provision  for  its  support 
They  go  together,  and  cannot  be  separated.  "  It  is  my  lieariV 
desire  and  prayer  to  God,''  that  you  may  be  divinely  guided,  al 
this  time,  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop.  But  whether  you  are  or 
not,  it  is  my  most  earnest  and  affectionate  entreaty,  that  joa  do 
not  separate,  until  you  have  provided,  what  you  shall  judge  a  soil- 
able  maintenance  for  your  Bishop,  whenever  you  shall  have  oae^ 
and  whoever  he  may  be,  you  owe  it  to  God,  you  owe  it  to  the 
church,  you  owe  it  to  yourselves.  Cheerfully  I  say,  the  Bishops 
of  the  flock  of  Christ  are  not  to  take  ^^  the  oversight  thereof^  *^for 
filthy  lucre ;"  arc  not  to  decline  their  care  and  charge  because  pro* 
vision  is  not  made ;  nay,  are  to  suffer  and  to  starve  with  them,  if 
need  so  be.  But  fearlessly,  I  say,  that  no  such  necessity  is  to  be 
laid  upon  the  ministry,  nor  even  a  shadow  of  doubtfulness  to  be 
permitted,  by  a  people  who  are  *^  lich  and  increased  with  goods^ 
and  have  need  of  nothing."  I  speak  as  unto  wise,  ^^  and  just  and 
generous  men."    "  Judge  ye  what  I  say." 

And  now  my  brethren,  dearly  beloved  in  the  Lord,  asking  ear- 
nestly your  prayers  for  me  and  mine,  assembled,  as  you  are,  is 
the  common  service  of  our  glorious  Lord,  that  we  also  may  be  di* 
rected,  "  in  all  our  doings,  by  His  most  gracious  favor,"  and  fur- 
thered ^^  with  His  continual  help."  ^'  I  commend  you  to  God,  and 
to  the  Word  of  his  grace."  "  Only  let  your  conversation  be  as 
becometh  the  gospel  of  Christ,  that  whether  I  come  and  see  you, 
or  else  be  absent,  I  may  hear  of  your  affairs,  that  ye  stand  fast  is

tbat  object,  as  recommended  by  the  report  just  adopted. 

It  was,  oil  motion,  Resolvedy  That  it  be  recommended,  that  all 
olaims  against  the  convention,  except  for  the  salary  of  the  Bishop, 
be  presented  to  the  convention,  within  one  year  after  they  accrue; 
imlesa,  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  the  person  holding  such  claim, 
in  which  case  it  shall  be  presented  within  three  years  after  it 

accrues. 

On  motion,  Resolved^  That  the  next  annual  convention  be  held  in 
C||t*  Faults  church,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore.

Jiseension  Church — BaUimore* 
In  recognising,  for  the  first  time,  upon  the  Journal  of  the  Conventkm,  the 
existence  of  this  Church,  the  Rector  deems  it  expedient  that  something 
more  than  its  mere  statistics  should  be  furnished.  It  is  now  nearly  two  years 
since,  in  the  character  of  a  missionary,  sustained  by  the  Education  Society 
of  St  Peter's  Church,  be  entered  upon  his  present  field  of  labor.  During 
that  period  services  have  been  holden  twice  upon  each  Sabbath*  and^  Cm 
5 
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nearly  the  same  length  of  time,  two  practical  lectures  haTa,  upon  each  week, 
been  delivered.  But  our  place  of  assembling  being  little  appropriate*  io  any 
sense,  to  our  pressing  wants,  our  numerical  attendance  has  not  been  so  great 
as,  under  more  favorable  circumstances,  we  might  have  confidently  expected. 
The  conviction  is,  however,  strong,  that  good  has  been  accomplished ;  oar 
church  has  become  more  widely  known,  and  several,  among  the  *'  poor  of 
this  world,"  have  become  rich  in  faith,  and,  we  trust  also,  "  heirs  of  ever- 
lasting life.*'  Not  having  conveniencies  for  the  administration  of  the  con^ 
munion,  no  attempt  was  made  to  enjoy  its  privileges  until  the  month  of 
December  last.  Since  that  period  14  have  joined  themselves  to  us  by  parti- 
cipating in  the  sacrament.  These  comprise  the  sum  total  of  our  communi- 
cants. No  communion  season  has  passed  without  some  accessions.  Eleven 
have  been  confirmed  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Doane.  During  the  year  past  baptism 
has  been  administered  to  14  infants,  and  to  3  adults.  The  number  of  fune- 
rals attended,  6 ;  Marriages,  1 ;  Sunday  School  teachers,  in  male  depart- 
ment, 6  —  scholars,  40 ;  in  female  department,  teachers,  IS  — -  aeholaif ,  66. 
The  present  state  of  the  Church  is  that  of  weakness ;  but,  wider  the  cir- 
cumstances, it  is  all  that  could  be  expected.  We  are,  howerer,  prirfleged 
to  anticipate,  at  no  distant  date,  facilities  for  enlarged  usefolneaa  and  inerets- 
ed  strength.  The  christian  liberality  of  the  members  of  St  Peter's  Cbuich 
has  cordially  responded  to  an  appeal  for  funds  to  erect  an  edifice  for  tiia 
worship  of  the  gathering  congregation.  Already  is  the  building  commenced, 
and  we  look  for  its  completion,  so  far  as  to  allow  of  the  occupancy  of  the 
lecture  room,  early  in  the  autumn.  With  the  blessing  of  the  Great  Head  of 
the  church  upon  our  infant  undertaking,  we  see  in  the  future,  a  cheering 
prospect,  while,  in  reference  to  the  past,  it  may  be  said,  "hitherto  hath  the 
Lord  helped  us."

It  is  with  gratitude  to  Him,  from  ''  whom  all  good  things  do  come,*'  that 
the  Rector  of  this  parish  expresses  the  hope  that  his  labors  have  not  beeA 
altogether  ineffectual.  Much  has  £adlen  under  his  obserration,  within  the 
past  twelve  months,  to  give  him  encouragement.  Although  the  itodersigned, 
from  the  first,  ha9  feh  that  '^  others  have  labored  and  ye  have  entered  into 
their  labors,"  yet  the  too  manifest  declension,  consequent  upon  the  absence  of 
stated  ministerial  labor  for  some  time  previous  to  his  taking  charge  of  the 
parish,  has  often  been  the  subject  of  painful  reflection.  The  spirit  of  pietjr, 
he  trusts,  however,  is  now  reviving  among  the  people  of  hiaf  charge.  An 
increased  attention  to  the  word  of  God  anid  the  ordinances  of  hiS"  house,  and 
a  new  interest  in  the  truth,  as  exhibited  on  occasions  of  patochial  visitation,- 
it  affords  him  pleasure  to  record.  Indeed,  he  feels  convinced  that  almost 
constant  contact  with  the  public  mind,  hi  the  Way  <tf  religious  conversation 
6t  familiar  lecture,  is  necessary  to  attain,  under  God,  to  extensive  usefulness. 
With  this  view  he  has  begun  a  system  of  Bible  class  instruction  throughout 
ih6  parish ;  and  thus  hopes,  not  otaly  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  young  and 
the  old  to  a  too  much  neglected  book,  but  to  inspire  a  habit  of  thorough 
practical  research  and  pious  meditation. 

In  his  last  report  he  alluded  to  subscriptions  that  had  been  raised  to  impair 
both  parish  church  and  chapel.  The  latter,  which  was  first  undertaken, 
though  abandoned  in  December  last  by  a  former  contractor,  he  is  happy  to 
say,  was,  when  leaving  home,  nearly  completed,  except  pamtin'g  and  6l!her 
proposed  embeUishments.  A  proposition  from  the  present  workman  to 
Tepur,  immediately,  the  parish  church,  was  left  pending.  This,  from  the 
adequate  subscription  for  the  purpose,  (much  of  which  is  already  collected,) 
and  the  well  known  zeal  of  the  congregation  cannot  fail  soon  to  go  into 
elfeet.  Notwithstanding  our  exclusion  from  the  chapel,  since  the  winter, 
6 
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there  have  been  regular  appointments,  at  two  plaees  in  its  neighboifaood,  on 
alternate  evenings^  after  morning  service  every  Sunday  at  the  parish  church. 

The  children  that  have  heretofore  attended,  as  Sunday  School  schokirs,  at 
the  parish  church,  have  been  resolved  into  a  general  catechetical  class,  with 
the  view,  however,  of  adopting  the  Sunday  School  as  subsidiary  to  this  per- 
sonal instruction  of  the  Rector,  as  soon  as  a  sufficient  number  is  gathered  to 
form  several  classes.

By  comparing  the  state  of  this  parish  with  the  "  mighty  works*'  which  the 
Great  Head  of  the  church  would  have  wrought  in  our  behalf,  but  for  tbe 
*'  unbelief"  of  those  to  whom  the  gospel  is  preached,  we  see  abundant  causa 
for  humiliation  and  sorrow.    But  when  we  compare  its  present  with  its  past 
condition,  we  behold  a  highly  favorable  and  encouraging  change,  which  af- 
fords reason  to  believe  that  the  word  and  sacraments  have  not  been  dis- 
pensed in  vain.    The  congregation  is  larger  than  it  has  been  for  many 
years.    The  responses  are  better  made ;  and  there  is  more  of  that  deconm 
which  becomes  the  house  of  Grod.    These  are  some  of  tbe  external  indica- 
tions of  a  greatly  improved  condition,  which  are  apparent  to  all.    To  him 
who  has  been  appointed  to  labor  in  this  portion  of  the  Lord's  vineyard,  there 
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is  the  i^Maiiig  and  not  hastilj  entertained  belief,  that  mady  of  ^KMe  comimt- 
ted  to,  luf  charge  have  *'  grown  in  grace,  ahd  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord 
and  SaTionr  Jesus  Christ." 

The  Lent  services  of  this,  were  much  better  attended  than  those  of  lasi 
yea^.  Every  day  in  Passion  Week^  we  had  a  respectable  and  apparently 
devout  congregation. 

Tlie  arrangements  for  catechetical  instruction,  which  were  reported  to  the 
last  Convention  as  having  been  adopted,  are  still  continued.  The  Rector 
feels  greatly  encouraged  by  the  success  which  has  accompanied  hb  efforts  in 
this  department  of  ministerial  duty.

WhUtingham. 

Baltimore,  May  29tb,  1840. 
Rbv.  ahd  Dear  Sir  : 

We,  who  have  the  honor  now  to  address  you,  are  appointed  a 
committee  by  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episoopil 
Church  of  Maryland,  which  commenced  its  session  in  this  city  ob 
Wednesday,  the  27th  inst.,  to  communicate  to  you  the  transactioa 
which  inspires  our  ecclesiastical  body  with  grateful  rejoicing. 

On  Thursday,  the  second  day  of  the  session,  you  were  elected 
by  the  convention  to  the  Episcopate  of  Maryland,  with  a  degree 
of  unanimity  no  less  honorable  to  its  object  as  an  evidence  of  the 
high  estimation  in  which  you  are  held,  than  it  is  welcome  to  the 
church,  liable  to  be  distracted  by  the  evils  incident  to  our  bereaved 
and  peculiarly  perplexed  state. 

The  history  of  the  proceeding  in  which  you  and  the  church 
have  so  deep  an  interest,  you  will  find  in  the  certified  extract  from 
the  Journal  which,  by  a  resolution  of  the  body,  accompanies  this 
official  communication.  To  this  should  have  been  added  bv  the 
Secretary,  a  copy  of  subsequent  resolutions  unanimously  adopted— 
that  an  agent,  already  appointed  at  the  last  annual  convention,  should 
prosecute,  with  all  practicable  diligence,  the  undertaking  to  obtain 
an  ample  fund  for  the  permanent  support  of  the  Episcopate :  and 
also  that,  until  that  has  been  effected,  the  sum  of  $3,000  per  an- 
num should  be  pledged  by  the  convention,  for  your  use. 

There  is  annexed  to  the  instructions  which  we  have  thus  far 
obeyed,  another  injunction,  that — transmitting  to  you  an  account  of 
the  proceeding,  we  should  ^'  also  urge  your  acceptance  of  the 
office.''    This,  however,  we  trust  is  rendered  unnecessary,  by  the 
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iBtimate  knowledge  which  you,  in  common  with  the  church  at  large 
must  have,  of  the  various  claims  of  our  diocess  to  christian  con- 
sideration ;  and  still  more,  by  your  own  appreciation  of  the  great 
work  to  which  you  are  called.  To  an  appeal  from  a  languishing 
section  of  the  church  of  Christ,  in  a  remote  and  dreary  land,  yoa 
would  not  turn  a  deaf  ear;  and  you,  sir,  feel  as  deeply  as  ourf^lves, 
that  moral  evils  may  threaten  the  dissemination  of  the  gospel,  the 
purity  of  the  faith,  the  stability  and  efficiency  of  the  church,  more 
painfully  than  the  difficulties  incident  to  her  condition  in  a  wilder* 
ness.  Tour  present  correspondents,  however,  would  err  if  they 
ahould  fail  to  add,  that  however  great  your  duty  may  prove — a 
fonsideration  only  animating  to  your  well  sustained  mind, — it  will 
ke  performed  in  the  midst  of  a  community  who  will  receive  yoa 
*with  the  most  cordial  respect ;  and  our  own  personal  knowledge 
of  the  Laity  of  Maryland,  calls  for  the  assurance,  that  no  where 
can  be  found  in  the  various  forms  of  national  character  which  exist 
ki  our  broad  land,  nobler  traits,  or  a  moral  temperament  upon 
which  a  christian  minister  may  throw  himself  with  a  more  confi- 
ding affection. 

Allow  us,  reverend  and  dear  sir,  to  splicit  the  earliest  acknow- 
ledgment of  your  acceptance  of  the  appointment  which  we  have 
thus  the  honor  to  transmit  And  be  assured  of  the  very  high  re-

Tour  letter  of  the  S9th  May.  officially  communicating  the  doii^ 
of  the  late  Convention  of  Maryland,  has  just  come  to  hand.  The 
pain  which  it  would  otherwise  have  given  me,  had  been  lessened 
by  previous  unofficial  information,  and  consequent  preparation  for 
the  formal  announcement.

Tbe  ConTentioD  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  Mary* 
land,  held  in  Baltimore,  on  the  27th,  S8th,  and  29th  of  May,  1840, 
did,  on  the  second  day  of  their  session,  elect,  according  to  the 
Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  and  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
Church  of  Maryland,  the  Rbt.

The  Convention,  sensible  of  the  christian  solicitude  which  you 
have  manifested  for  that  portion  of  the  Lord's  vineyard,  apprise 
you  of  the  proceeding,  that  you  may  join  with  us  in  the  gratitude 
due  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  church,  for  having  by  his  grace  put 
it  into  the  hearts  of  men  to  place  as  chief  shepherd  of  the  flock, 
one  of  so  extensive  acquirements  and  sound  faith,  so  self-devoting  a 
spirit,  and  so  pure  a  life  and  conversation.
